TO 

INCORPORATE  THE  GREAT  COUNCIL  OF  THE  IMPROVED  ORDER 
OF  RED  MEN,  OF  THE  STATE  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 


Preamble  — The  Improved  Order  of  Bed  Met),  an  order  instituted  for  the 
purpose  of  affording  relief  to  such  of  its  members  as  may  be  suffering  from  sick- 
ness, or  distress,  or  other  causes,  and  for  the  furtherance  of  the  general  welfare 
of  the  members  thereof,  having  organized  a  Great  Council  of  the  Tribes  for  the 
better  government  of  the  whole,  and  for  the  more  effectual  accomplishment  of 
their  charitable  objects,  desire,  as  a  means  for  the  better  execution  of  the  pur- 
poses of  their  organization,  to  be  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  in  general  assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Great  Council  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men, 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  is  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  the  "Great  Council  of  the 
Improved  Order  of  Red  Men,  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,"  which  corporation 
shall  consist  of  all  persons  who  are  now  members,  or  shall  hereafter  be  admitted 
as  such,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  said  Great  Council ; 
and  by  the  said  corporate  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be 
forever  capable  in  law  to  take,  hold,  and  sell  real  estate,  in  fee  simple  or  other- 
wise, and  to  mortgage  and  let  the  same ;  and  to  take  and  hold  real  or  personal 
estate,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  bequest,  or  other  lawful  means,  and  sell  or 
dispose  of  the  same;  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  and 
renew  at  pleasure;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  generally  to  do  all  such  matters  and 
things  that  may  be  lawful  and  necessary  for  them  to  do  for  the  furtherance  of 
the  objects  recited  in  the  preamble  to  this  act. 

Section  II.  That  the  said  Great  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  establish,  and 
make,  and  put  into  execution  such  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  passed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Great  Council ;  or  the  same  to  revoke, 
annul,  alter,  or  amend  at  pleasure  :  Provided,  That  the  said  constitution,  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations  be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  nor  repugnant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Section  III.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  modify,  alter,  or  annul  the 
privileges  hereby  granted;  in  such  manner,  however,  as  to  do  no  injustice  to 
the  coiporators.  ELISHA  W.  DAVIS,

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GREAT  SACHEM'S  REPORT. 

Philadelphia,  19th  Sun,  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  5624. 

To  the  Chiefs  of  the  Great  Council,  of  the 

Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men  of  Pennsylvania. 

Sirs  and  Brothers  :  It  again  becomes  my  duty  to  render  an  account 
of  my  stewardship  as  the  official  head  of  the  Order  in  Pennsylvania.  The 
past  six  moons  have  not  been  very  eventful,  and  nothing  occurred  to  mar 
the  usual  peace  and  harmony  that  prevail.  No  questions  of  more  than 
ordinary  interest  have  arisen.  In  the  few  I  have  been  called  upon  to 
decide,  I  have  striven  to  be  guided  by  the  plain  principles  of  the  law,  and 
in  the  dispensations  granted  I  have  conformed  to  what  I  believe  to  be  the 
usage  of  the  Order. 

Though  the  increase  has  been  small  in  the  number  of  our  Tribes,  I  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  increase  in  the  Order  has  been  large  and 
satisfactory.  It  seems  to  have  been  the  object  of  our  membership  to  build 
up  and  strengthen  the  Tribes  already  in  existence,  rather  than  to  organize 
new  ones,  which  for  a  time  at  least  must  find  it  difficult  to  contend  with 
older  organizations,  particularly  at  a  period  like  the  present,  when  even 
societies  of  long  and  established  growth  find  it  no  easy  matter  to  maintain 
their  ground,  much  less  to  extend  their  operations  and  numbers.  I  hope 
the  report  of  the  Great  Chief  of  Eecords  will  furnish  reason  for  general 
congratulation. 

I  am  writing  in  the  midst  of  great  public  excitement.  Another  invasion 
of  the  rebels,  menacing  the  Federal  capital,  is  calling  forth  the  exertions 
of  the  country  to  repel  it.  Having  every  confidence  in  the  government 
and  the  patriotism  of  the  people,  I  think  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  when  this  report  is  read  to  you,  the  situation  of  affairs  will  be  such  as 
to  remove  all  cause  for  apprehension.  The  attendance  of  members  at  this 
session  may  be  affected  by  the  response  that  many  of  them  will  give  to  the 
urgency  of  the  call  made  upon  the  people.  Let  those  of  us  who  may 
assemble  bear  the  absent  in  remembrance,  and  the  cause  in  which  they 
went  away;  and  in  our  legislation  for  the  Order,  may  we  be  governed  by  a 
loyal  and  earnest  sense  of  the  duties  committed  to  our  charge. 

Herewith  I  submit  my  report,  and  trust  it  will  receive  your  approval. 

APPEALS. 

1.  The  appeal  of  brother  Henry  D.  Eandall,  presented  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Great  Council,  from  the  action  of  Camanchee  Tribe,  No.  52,  and 
which  was  referred  to  me,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  consist- 
ing of  P.  G.  I.  A.  J.  Baker,  of  No.  7,  and  P.  G.  S.'s  R.  Finch,  of  No.  19, 
and  W.  B.  Eckert,  of  No.  49. 

2.  On  the  1st  sun,  Snow  Moon,  I  received  from  brother  Orlando  "Wil- 
liams an  appeal  from  the  action  of  Camanchee  Tribe,  No.  52,  whereby  he 
was  deprived  of  benefits.    The  appeal  was  referred  to  a  committee  con- 
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sisting  of  P.  S.'s  T.  Collins,  of  No.  43,  T.  Wallwork,  of  No.  18,  and  J. 
Kuch,  of  No.  8. 

3.  On  the  26th  sleep,  Snow  Moon,  I  received  a  communication  from 
Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18,  remonstrating  against  so  much  of  the  action  of  the 
Great  Council  as  compelled  the  Tribe  to  pay  brother  Ottimar  Schreiber 
his  benefits,  and  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the  course  to  be  pursued,  in  order 
that  justice  might  be  done  to  all  parties.  I  replied,  that  if  the  Great 
Council  had  erred,  Pequod  Tribe  had  its  remedy  in  an  appeal  to  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States ;  but  to  enable  them  to  appeal,  the  decision 
of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania  must  first  be  complied  with — Sec.  4, 
Article  I,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  G.  C.  of  U.  S.  explicitly  declaring  that 
the  decision  of  a  State  Great  Council  is  "  final  and  conclusive  until  reversed 
by  this  Great  Council."  I  advised  them  to  pay  the  amount  of  wampum 
involved  in  the  case  into  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  subject  to  the 
action  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States.  This  course,  though  it 
might  delay,  would  not  defeat  the  ends  of  justice.  It  merely  postponed  the 
payment  of  the  wampum  until  the  case  could  be  adjudicated  by  the  body  of 
last  resort.  The  Tribe  complied  with  this  suggestion,  by  placing  the  wam- 
pum in  my  hands  on  the  21st  sun,  Plant  Moon,  and  on  the  6th  sun,  Hot 
Moon,  I  received  a  communication  requesting  the  consent  of  this  Great 
Council  to  appeal  to  the  G.  C.  of  the  U.  S.— 1st,  from  that  part  of  its  deci- 
sion which  requires  the  Tribe  to  pay  brother  Schreiber  the  wampum ;  and 
2d,  from  a  decision  made  by  me  in  regard  to  the  way  brothers  not  voting 
should  be  counted  on  questions  requiring  a  two-third  vote  to  determine. 
The  communication  will  come  before  you,  and  I  recommend  that  consent 
be  given  to  so  much  of  it  at  least  as  refers  to  the  action  of  this  Great 
Council,  for  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  carry  up  the  question  on  my  deci- 
sion, as  it  has  not  yet  been  affirmed  by  this  body. 

4.  On  the  18th  sun,  Hot  Moon,  I  received  from  Henry  D.  Eandall  another 
appeal  from  the  action  of  Camanchee  Tribe,  No.  52,  by  which  he  appears 
to  have  been  expelled.  I  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  a  committee  willing 
to  serve  in  this  case. 

DECISIONS. 

1.  The  following  question  was  submitted  by  Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18,  in  a 
communication  under  date  of  25th  sun,  Cold  Moon:  "When  a  question  is 
taken  which  requires  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  to 
adopt,  and  several  brothers  present  neglect  or  refuse  to  vote,  shall  they  be 
considered  as  voting  in  the  affirmative  or  negative  ?"  I  decided,  "  That 
when  a  vote  is  taken  requiring  the  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  and  several  of  the  brothers  present  do  not  vote,  the  brothers  not 
voting  are  to  be  considered  as  absent,  or  if  they  are  counted,  they  are  to 
be  counted  in  the  negative." 

2.  In  a  communication  dated  27th  sleep,  Snow  Moon,  Washita  Tribe, 
No.  53,  submitted  the  following  statement  of  facts,  and  asked  my  decision 
thereon:  "A  brother  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  applied  to  be 
reinstated;  the  application  was  referred  to  a  committee,  who  reported

favorably  thereon ;  the  report  was  accepted,  committee  discharged,  and  a 
ballot  had  (previous  to  which,  however,  it  was  announced  that  the  sus- 
pended brother  wished  to  pay  the  amount  of  initiation  fee,  according  to 
age).  The  result  of  the  ballot  was  six  black  twigs  and  twelve  white  ones. 
Some  of  the  members  thinking  there  was  a  mistake,  asked  for  a  reconsi- 
deration, which  was  granted,  and  a  second  ballot  had,  the  result  of  which 
was  five  black  twigs  and  thirteen  white  ones ;  whereupon  the  Senior  Saga- 
more, who  presided,  declared  the  applicant  rejected.  After  that  a  ballot 
was  had  to  admit  the  brother,  upon  the  payment  of  all  arrearages  against 
him,  which  was  carried.  At  the  next  council  sleep  the  Sachem  elect 
declared  the  case  out  of  order,  and  caused  another  ballot  to  be  taken,  by 
which  the  applicant  was  elected.  A  motion  was  then  passed,  requiring 
him  to  pay  up  all  arrearages  previous  to  his  reinstatement."  Upon  an 
examination  of  their  By-Laws,  I  found  that  Article  XIII  thereof,  referring 
to  suspended  members,  governed  the  case.  After  mentioning  the  prelimi- 
naries to  be  observed,  the  By-Law  says  :  "A  ballot  shall  be  had,  and  if  not 
more  than  three  black  twigs  appear  against  him  he  shall  be  declared  elected, 
and  upon  paying  all  dues  and  arrearages  to  which  he  would  have  been  sub- 
jected had  he  remained  in  good  standing,  or  his  initiation  fee  according  to 
age,  he  shall  be  reinstated,  and  rank  as  a  new  member."  I  decided,  accord- 
ing to  my  view  of  the  law,  "That  the  first  ballot  was  the  legal  one,  and 
that  the  applicant  was  rejected,  there  being  six  black  twigs  against  him — 
three  more  than  the  law  required.  As  to  whether  the  amount  paid  upon 
reinstatement  should  be  the  arrearages  due,  or  the  initiation  fee  according 
to  age,  was  a  matter  for  the  applicant  to  determine,  and  not  the  Tribe. 
The  law  says,  upon  paying  all  dues  and  arrearages,  or  his  initiation  fee,  he 
shall  be  reinstated,  thus  leaving  it  optional  with  him  to  say  which  he  will 
do ;  and  this  option  the  candidate  availed  himself  of,  as  appears  by  the 
statement.    The  subsequent  proceedings  in  the  case  are  null  and  void." 

3.  Tuscarora  Tribe,  No.  29,  in  a  communication  dated  30th  sun,  Worm 
Moon,  ask  the  following  question :  "  Can  a  brother  of  one  jurisdiction  have 
the  degrees  conferred  upon  him  in  another  ?"  My  answer  was :  "A  member 
of  the  Order  belonging  to  a  Tribe  in  one  jurisdiction  can  have  his  degrees 
conferred  upon  him  by  a  Tribe  in  another  jurisdiction,  on  presenting  a 
certificate  from  his  Tribe  that  he  is  entitled  thereto,  and  requesting  the 
Tribe  to  whom  it  is  addressed  to  confer  them ;  but  all  cannot  be  conferred 
at  one  time,  without  a  dispensation  from  the  Great  Sachem  of  his  State." 

4.  Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  in  a  communication  under  date  of  19th  sun, 
Plant  Moon,  submitted  the  following  questions:  "1st.  Does  Section  4, 
Article  XIII,  Constitution  of  Tribes,  relate  to  brothers  admitted  by  cards 
emanating  from  the  Great  Council  chiefs,  said  brothers  having  been  mem- 
bers of  defunct  Tribes  ?  2d.  If  it  does,  are  they  members  from  the  sleep 
of  their  election,  and  will  they  be  entitled  to  benefits  at  the  end  of  one 
grand  sun,  provided  their  dues  are  paid  and  the  fees  for  their  admission  ? 
3.  If  they  are  not  members,  will  their  proposition  fees  be  forfeited  to  the 
Tribe  at  the  end  of  six  seven  suns  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  pale  faces  (see 
Section  7,  Article  XIII)  ?   4th.  Can  such  brothers  be  admitted  after  six 
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seven  suns  without  a  new  election  ?  These  questions  relate  to  brothers 
who  have  been  elected  and  paid  their  fees,  but  who  have  neglected  to  come 
forward  and  be  obligated."  I  replied :  "  First.  That  Sec.  4,  Article  XIII, 
does  apply  to  cards  granted  by  the  Great  Council  chiefs  to  brothers  of 
defunct  Tribes.  Second.  That  they  are  to  be  considered  members  from 
the  date  of  their  election,  and  are  entitled  to  benefits  at  the  end  of  twelve 
moons,  provided  their  admission  fees  have  been  paid,  their  dues  paid  up, 
and  the  law  and  resolutions  of  the  Great  Council  in  all  other  respects  com- 
plied with.  Third.  The  proposition  fees  of  such  brothers  are  not  forfeited 
by  their  failing  to  come  forward  within  six  seven  suns.  Sec.  7,  Art.  XIII, 
does  not  apply  to  brothers  asking  to  be  admitted  upon  cards ;  it  applies 
to  pale  faces  only.  Fourth.  Such  brothers  can  be  admitted  at  any  time 
after  six  seven  suns  without  a  new  election." 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Applications  having  been  made  in  proper  form,  the  following  dispensa- 
tions were  granted  at  the  dates  mentioned  :— 

1.  20th  sun,  Cold  Moon,  to  Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18,  to  have  a  citizens' 
dress  ball  on  the  sleep  of  the  15th  sun,  Snow  Moon,  5624. 

2.  20th  sun,  Cold  Moon,  to  Chippewa  Tribe,  No.  51,  to  wear  the  regalia 
and  costumes  of  the  Tribe  at  a  ball  on  the  28th  sleep  of  the  same  moon. 

3.  25th  sun,  Cold  Moon  (on  application  of  D.  D.  G.  S.  Brown),  to  Iroquois 
Tribe,  No.  42,  to  suspend  the  payment  of  benefits  for  the  period  of  four 
moons,  on  account  of  the  exhausted  condition  of  its  wampum  belt. 

4.  30th  sun,  Cold  Moon,  to  Tuscarora  Tribe,  No.  29,  to  have  a  costume, 
regalia,  and  citizens'  dress  ball  on  the  sleep  of  the  12th  sun,  Snow  Moon, 
5624. 

5.  2d  sun,  Worm  Moon,  to  Kuquenaku  Tribe,  No.  4,  to  remove  their 
wigwam  from  the  fourth  to  the  third  floor  of  the  same  building. 

6.  24th  sleep,  Worm  Moon,  to  Miquon  Tribe,  No.  50,  to  confer  the 
brave's,  warrior's,  and  chiefs  degrees  upon  brother  W.  S.  Hartley,  to 
qualify  him  for  the  position  of  C.  of  R.    (Fee,  1  fathom,  paid.) 

7.  9th  sun,  Plant  Moon,  to  Wyalusing  Tribe,  No.  56,  to  confer  the 
chief's  degree  upon  brother  Samuel  Sutcliffe,  to  qualify  him  for  the  position 
of  C.  of  R.    (Fee,  2  feet,  paid.) 

8.  22d  sun,  Plant  Moon,  to  Pocahontas  Tribe,  No.  5,  to  confer  the  war- 
rior's and  chief's  degrees  upon  brother  F.  W.  Thomas  on  the  same  sleep, 
to  qualify  him  for  printing  the  New  Degree  Work.    (Fee,  4  feet,  paid.) 

9.  19th  sun,  Flower  Moon  (at  the  request  of  D.  D.  G.  S.  Brown),  to 
Iroquois  Tribe,  No.  42,  to  suspend  the  payment  of  benefits  for  the  further 
period  of  four  moons  from  the  25th  sun  current  moon,  for  the  same  reason 
given  in  dispensation  granted  25th  sun,  Cold  Moon. 

10.  22d  sleep,  Hot  Moon,  to  Chippewa  Tribe,  No.  51,  to  qualify  brother 
W.  C.  Probasco  for  the  position  of  Sachem,  and  brother  Jacob  Senneff  for 
the  position  of  Senior  Sagamore,  neither  of  them  having  served  the  requi- 
site number  of  sleeps,  the  first  as  Senior,  and  the  latter  as  Junior  Saga- 
more. 
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11.  6th  sun,  Buck  Moon,  to  Kuquenaku  Tribe,  No.  4,  to  elect  and  install 
brother  Lemuel  Kessler  Senior  Sagamore,  no  other  brother  being  eligible 
to  the  position. 

12.  7th  sun.  Buck  Moon,  to  Sagoyewatha  Tribe,  No.  38,  to  elect  a  brother 
from  the  floor  to  the  position  of  Junior  Sagamore,  there  being  no  eligible 
brother  willing  to  serve.  Granted  with  the  proviso  that  the  brother  had 
taken  his  degrees. 

The  following  dispensations  were  granted  by  D.  D.  G.  S.  "Weaver,  of 
Lancaster : — > 

1.  15th  sun,  "Worm  Moon,  to  Eeshahkonee  Tribe,  No.  22,  to  parade  in 
full  regalia,  at  the  reception  of  the  79th  regiment  P.  V.,  Col.  Hambright, 
on  the  following  sun. 

2.  22d  sun,  Hot  Moon,  to  Metamora  Tribe,  No.  2,  to  confer  the  chief's 
degree  upon  brother  Thomas  W.  Brown,  to  qualify  him  for  the  position  of 
Junior  Sagamore.    (Fee,  2  feet,  paid.) 

D.  D.  G.  S.  bro.  A.  Roessing,  under  date  of  9th  sun,  Buck  Moon,  informs 
me  that  he  granted  dispensations  to  confer  the  chief's  degree  upon  brothers 
L.  Schaefer,  A.  Morath,  and  F.  Klein,  to  qualify  them  for  office  in  Alle- 
gheny Tribe,  No.  57.    (Fee,  1  fathom,  paid.) 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Applications  for  cards  were  received  at  various  dates  during  the  term 
from  Ohas.  H.  Doran,  Charles  H.  Lex,  Wm.  H.  Harris,  William  C.  Moore, 
Lazarus  Jacobs,  Simon  C.  B.  Rahm,  Jacob  Siverd,  Jr.,  R.  Jay  Linden, 
Lewis  Levy,  John  Hubbard,  Bernard  Goodman,  and  Samuel  Mosley,  for- 
merly members  of  Shawnese  Tribe.  Cards  were  granted  to  all  of  them,  and 
they  have  resumed  their  connection  with  that  Tribe. 

Under  date  of  25th  sun,  Worm  Moon,  I  received  a  petition  from  the  fol- 
lowing members  of  the  Order :  P.  S.  Joshua  Robinson,  John  Mayer,  Ludwig 
Schaefer,  Wm.  Mayer,  George  Einheuser,  John  Wehrum,  Geo.  Rebstock, 
William  Rommel,  Conrad  Gorbach,  F.  Nunninger,  and  John  Schwaub,  all 
residing  in  the  city  of  Allegheny,  to  grant  them  a  charter  under  the  name  of 
Allegheny  Tribe,  No.  — .  A  dispensation  was  issued  to  them,  and  the  Tribe 
duly  instituted  under  the  foregoing  name  and  number  57,  by  D.  D.  G.  S. 
brother  A.  Roessing,  of  Pittsburg.  The  following  brothers  were  elected 
and  installed  as  chiefs :  Sachem— John  Mayer;  S.  S. — William  Rommel; 
J.  S.— Ludwig  Schaefer;  C.  of  R.— F.  Nunninger;  K.  of  W.— John  Weh- 
rum ;  and  brother  George  Rebstock  was  appointed  Prophet.  The  Tribe 
works  in  the  German  language.  The  Great  Council  is  recommended  to 
grant  them  a  charter,  in  accordance  with  the  dispensation.  D.  D.  G.  S.  bro. 
Roessing,  in  recent  letters,  gives  a  very  flattering  account  of  the  progress 
of  the  Tribe.  Starting  with  but  12  names  to  the  application,  they  now 
number  82  members.    Surely  these  brothers  are  at  work  in  earnest. 

A  petition  was  received  from  George  Kline,  Thomas  Oats  Hill,  Wm.  S. 
Riehl,  John  M.  Snyder,  Alexander  Hest,  Wm.  P.  Clark,  and  fifteen  others, 
all  of  them  members  of  the  late  Black  Hawk  Tribe,  No.  26,  praying  for  the 
restoration  of  its  charter.    The  petition  was  duly  considered  by  the  Great 
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Chiefs,  and  the  charter  restored  to  them  on  the  4th  sleep  of  the  Hot  Moon. 
On  the  same  sleep  the  following  chiefs  were  elected  and  installed :  Sachem 
—Henry  Carnes ;  S.  S.— Jesse  E.  Hirst ;  J.  S. — J.  H.  Caton  ;  0.  of  R.— 
Win.  P.  Clark ;  K.  of  W.— Frederick  Eiehl ;  bro.  P.  S.  Thos.  Oats  Hill  was 
appointed  Prophet.  The  Tribe  meets  at  the  wigwam  formerly  occupied 
by  it,  at  the  S.  E.  corner  of  Rachel  and  Laurel  Streets.  At  one  of  the 
visits  paid  to  it  I  witnessed  the  initiation  of  14  pale  faces,  and  at  the  date 
of  my  last  information  the  Tribe  had  over  40  members,  with  a  prospect  of 
large  additions  to  that  number.  The  chiefs  and  brothers  are  active,  ener- 
getic men,  and  will  soon  restore  the  Tribe  to  its  former  standing  in  the 
Order. 

The  programme  of  official  visitations,  as  arranged  and  announced  early  in 
the  term,  was  carried  out,  with  the  exception  of  the  visit  to  Chattahoochee, 
No.  17.  The  sleep  assigned  for  this  visit  was  the  stormiest  of  all  the  winter, 
and  prevented  the  attendance  of  more  than  five  or  six  brothers  at  the  wig- 
wam—my own  absence  was  owing  to  sickness.  In  company  with  the  Great 
Chiefs  the  following  Tribes  were  visited,  viz.:  Kuqueneku,  No.  4,  Poca- 
hontas, No.  5,  Wyoming,  No.  7,  Shawnese,  No.  8,  Delaware,  No.  10,  Mo- 
hawk, No.  14,  Pequod,  No.  18,  Cherokee,  No.  19,  Mohegan,  No.  27,  Semi- 
nole, No.  30,  Wissahickon,  No.  32,  Sagoyewatha,  No.  38,  Narraganset, 
No.  43,  Powhattan,  No.  48,  Coaquanock,  No.  49,  Miquon,  No.  50,  Chip- 
pewa, No.  51,  Camanchee,  No.  52,  and  Wyalusing,  No.  56.  Subsequently 
visits  were  paid  to  Black  Hawk,  No.  26,  recently  reorganized,  Tuscarora, 
No.  29,  of  Chester,  and  some  time  later  I  made  a  special  visit  to  Uppowoc, 
No.  47,  of  West  Chester.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  the  Great 
Chiefs  were  everywhere  received  with  the  respect  due  to  their  position, 
and  with  that  liberal  hospitality  so  characteristic  of  our  Order.  These 
visits  have  been  a  decided  benefit  to  the  Tribes ;  the  drooping  have  been 
revived, and  the  strong  have  taken  fresh  strength;  the  Order  became  better 
acquainted  with  the  Great  Chiefs,  and  the  members  of  the  Tribes  with  each 
other,  for  I  am  happy  to  say  the  visitations  were  largely  attended  by  the 
Order  in  general,  thus  promoting  social  intercourse  and  fraternal  feeling. 
They  afforded  an  opportunity  to  witness  the  working  of  the  several  Tribes 
under  the  most  favorable  circumstances.  A  spirit  of  emulation  was  fos- 
tered, and  a  generous  rivalry  incited  amongst  them,  as  to  which  Tribe, 
according  to  its  means,  should  exhibit  the  best  report  at  the  next  session 
of  the  Great  Council.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  the  initiations,  and 
the  excellent  financial  condition  of  the  Tribes,  I  believe,  in  no  small 
decree,  is  due  to  the  official  visitations,  and  the  interest  taken  in  them  by 
the  members. 

The  new  work  has  not  yet  been  supplied  to  us  from  Baltimore  in  quan- 
tities sufficient  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction.  I 
hope,  however,  we  shall  soon  be  in  possession  of  enough  copies  to  furnish 
all  that  may  be  needed.  Until  all  are  supptied,  it  was  thought  scarcely 
worth  while  to  begin  the  instruction  of  the  Tribes  in  the  unwritten  work. 
Arrangements  will  be  made  to  have  this  attended  to  early  during  the  pre- 
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sent  session.  Among  the  Tribes  which  have  been  so  fortunate  as  to  secure 
the  work,  the  general  expression  of  opinion  is  much  in  its  favor. 

I  again  refer  to  the  meeting  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  in 
this  city,  in  the  Corn  Moon  next.  The  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
session  of  this  Great  Council  to  make  arrangements  for  its  reception,  I  sup- 
pose is  ready  to  report.  I  ask  that  the  report  receive  proper  consideration 
at  your  hands.  I  beg  leave  to  renew,  too,  my  suggestions  that  provision  be 
made  for  holding  the  sessions  of  the  Great  Council  of  this  State  during  the 
sun  instead  of  at  the  setting  of  the  sun  as  now,  and  that  a  permanent  loca- 
tion be  secured  for  holding  its  sessions.  I  believe  both  would  be  conducive 
to  our  benefit,  and  hope  some  action  may  be  taken  thereon. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  the  rule  to  refer  the  Great  Sachem's  report  to  a 
single  committee,  the  result  of  which  has  been  that  the  questions  therein 
discussed  have  been  but  imperfectly  considered,  particularly  when  the 
report  has  been  of  some  length.  I  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  said 
reports  hereafter  be  referred  to  two  committees,  that  is  to  say,  that  so 
much  of  the  report  as  is  embraced  under  the  heads  "appeals,"  "  decisions," 
and  "dispensations"  be  referred  to  one  committee,  to  be  known  as  the 
committee  on  law  and  usage ;  the  remainder  of  the  report  to  be  referred 
to  a  committee,  to  be  styled  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Order. 
Such  a  division  would  insure  the  full  consideration  of  all  questions  involved 
in  it,  and  greatly  facilitate  the  prompt  dispatch  of  business. 

My  acknowledgments  are  due  to  P.  G.  I.  Baker,  P.  G.  S.  Stewart,  G.  P. 
Walker,  G.  C.  of  E.  Gorham,  G.  G.  of  P.  Crowell,  and  P.  S.'s  Weidley, 
Madeira,  Messer,  Lipps,  Woertz,  Gibbs,  Snyder,  Whitehead,  and  Clifton, 
for  assisting  me  in  the  installation  of  the  chiefs  elect  in  the  city  and  vicinity, 
for  the  term  just  commenced. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Order  for  the 
undeserved  honors  they  repeatedly  conferred  upon  me.  I  fear  that  all  I 
have  done  during  the  two  grand  suns  that  I  have  presided  over  this  body, 
will  go  but  a  little  way  to  acquit  me  of  the  obligations  I  am  under  to  them. 
I  cannot  close  this  report  without  referring  to  the  pleasant  relations  that 
have  always  existed  between  my  colleagues  in  office  and  myself.  I  hope  in 
the  future,  when  we  recall  the  events  of  "long  ago,"  that  the  two  grand 
suns  we  were  associated  together  in  this  body,  may  furnish  reminiscences 
that  will  be  dwelt  upon  with  mutual  satisfaction.

The  undersigned  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  case  of  the 
claim  of  Orlando  Williams  against  Camanchee  Tribe,  No.  52,  for  benefits, 
respectfully  submit  that  they  have  carefully  examined  into  the  facts  pre- 
sented to  them,  and,  after  due  consideration,  beg  leave  to  report  that  in 
their  opinion  the  brother  is  entitled  to  four  seven  suns  benefits,  and  offer 
the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  Camanchee  Tribe,  No.  52,  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
pay  to  Orlando  Williams  four  seven  suns  benefits— this  amount  being  ascer- 
tained and  reported  as  due  to  the  brother,  by  the  committee  appointed  in 
the  matter  of  the  appeal  made  to  this  Great  Council  from  the  decision  of 
Camanchee  Tribe,  in  reference  to  his  claim  for  benefits.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 
Chiefs  and  Brothers  : — 

The  undersigned  committee  appointed  to  make  suitable  preparations  for 
the  next  session  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  engaged  Pocahontas  wigwam  for  the  place  of  meet- 
ing of  that  body. 

The  committee  also  believing  that  a  suitable  entertainment  to  the  honored 
head  of  the  Order  was  the  wish  of  the  mass  of  the  fraternity  in  this  juris- 
diction, early  in  the  Snow  Moon  issued  a  circular  to  the  several  Tribes  in 
the  city  and  vicinity,  asking  them  to  confer  with  us  in  regard  to  raising  a 
sufficient  amount  of  wampum  for  that  purpose.  This  appeal  of  the  com- 
mittee was  promptly  responded  to  by  nearly  all  the  Tribes,  and  a  confer- 
ence held  with  them  on  the  24th  of  Snow  Moon,  when  it  was  agreed  by  the 
several  Tribes  to  give  a  ball  on  the  11th  of  Flower  Moon,  and  a  pic  nic  or 
excursion  on  the  27th  of  Hot  Moon.  Both  of  which  took  place  at  the 
above  mentioned  dates. 

The  managers  of  the  ball  have  reported  to  your  committee  the  net  amount 
realized  to  be  $134  00,  which  has  been  received  by  the  committee.  They 
also  report  to  us  the  following  Tribes  participating  therein,  with  the  num- 
ber of  tickets  sold  by  each  : — 
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We  have  as  yet  received  no  report  from  the  managers  of  the  excursion, 
and  are  unable  to  say  what  amount,  if  any,  was  realized. 
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We  would  ask  that  an  appropriation  of  fifty  fathoms  be  made  to  the 
committee,  to  be  used  only  in  case  the  same  is  required.

Chiefs  and  Brothers  : — 

The  Finance  Committee  report  having  examined  the  accounts  of  the 
G.  C.  of  R.  and  G.  K.  of  W.,  and  find  the  same  correct. 


The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  belt : — 
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We  have  examined  the  reports  of  the  Tribes,  and  find  them  generally 
correct ;  but  a  number  of  them  are  improper  and  incorrect,  in  not  returning 
their  amounts  of  wampum,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Order,  giving  the  receipts,  &c,  in  federal  money  alone. 

We  are  compelled  to  again  report  the  neglect  of  the  following  Tribes,  in 
not  sending  their  reports  within  the  time  required  by  the  By-Laws,  viz. : 
Nos.  17,  22.  29,  30,  31,  and  44 ;  and  also  No.  48  for  neglecting  to  send  their 
percentage.    All  the  above  Tribes,  except  Nos.  22,  31,  and  44,  are  in  this 
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city  and  its  immediate  vicinity,  and  no  good  cause  can  exist  for  failing  to 
make  their  returns  within  the  more  than  ample  time  specified  in  the  laws. 
The  Committee  would  call  the  special  attention  of  the  Representatives, 
Past  Sachems,  and  members  of  the  above  Tribes  to  the  neglect  of  their 
chiefs,  and  would  recommend  that  they  remind  them  of  their  duty  in  the 
futiu-e. 

In  this  our  closing  report,  and  in  view  of  the  retiring  of  brother  Gorham 
from  the  position  of  G-.  0.  of  R.,  your  Committee  feel  it  to  be  an  act  of 
justice  to  mention  the  efficient  services  rendered  by  him  to  the  Order,  and 
to  testify  to  the  ability,  attention,  and  promptness  with  which  he  performed 
the  duties  of  the  position  for  the  past  seven  grand  suns,  with  the  hope  that 
in  the  more  exalted  position  to  which  he  has  been  called,  he  may  be  able 
to  extend  the  sphere  of  his  usefulness  to  the  expansion  and  prosperity  of 
the  Order  in  our  State. 

All  of  which  is  fraternally  submitted, 

ANDREW  J.  BAKER, 
RICHARD  FINCH, 
JOHN  BENKERT. 

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  moved  the  consideration  of  the  report  be 
postponed  until  the  session  of  this  sleep,  which  was  agreed  to. 

P.  G\  S.  Cameron  asked  to  be  excused  from  serving  on  the 
Finance  Committee.    A  motion  to  excuse  him  was  lost. 

Committee  on  appeal  of  Henry  D.  Randall  vs.  Camanchee 
Tribe,  No.  52,  reported  the  appeal  sustained,  and  offered  the 
following : — 

Resolved,  That  Camanchee  Tribe,  No.  52,  be  and  they  are  hereby  directed 
to  pay  brother  Henry  D.  Randall  the  amount  of  seven  suns  benefits  due 
him  from  the  time  of  last  payment  (about  the  close  of  Sturgeon  Moon, 
5624)  up  to  the  19th  of  Cold  Moon,  5624. 

P.  G.  I.  Baker  moved  that  the  consideration  of  the  same  be 
postponed  until  the  session  of  this  sleep,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Communication  from  Gr.  C.  of  R.  of  U.  S.,  inclosing  copies  of 
amendments  to  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  G.  C.  of  TJ.  S.  was 
read,  and  on  motion  referred  to  the  Representatives  elect. 

Notice  of  next  session  of  G.  C.  of  IT.  S.  was  read  and  filed. 

P.  S.  Crowell  moved  that  the  vote  on  excusing  P.  G.  S.  Came- 
ron from  serving  on  the  Finance  Committee  be  reconsidered, 
which  was  agreed  to.  On  the  question  of  adopting  the  motion, 
it  was  agreed  to. 

P.  G.  S.'s  Cameron  and  Stewart  presented  the  following 
amendment  to  Constitution: — 
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To  amend  Article  XVIII  of  the  Constitution  of  Tribes,  by  striking  out 
all  that  precedes  Sec.  6,  and  substituting  the  following  therefor  :— 

AETICLE  XVIII. 

OF  IMPROPER  CONDUCT,  CHARGES,  AND  APPEALS. 

Sec  1.  A  brother  violating  any  of  his  obligations,  the  Constitution  or 
laws  of  his  Tribe,  or  the  recognized  usages  of  the  Order,  or  who  shall 
behave  improperly  whilst  the  council  fire  is  burning,  feign  inability  to  fol- 
low the  hunt  for  the  purpose  of  fraudulently  obtaining  benefits,  be  guilty  of 
intoxication  whilst  receiving  benefits,  or  who  shall  embezzle  the  property 
or  wampum  of  the  Tribe  or  any  member  thereof,  or  who  may  be  addicted 
to  habits  tending  to  draw  odium  upon  himself  or  the  Order,  shall  be  ac- 
countable to  the  Tribe  therefor,  and  upon  satisfactory  proof  thereof  shall 
be  fined,  suspended,  or  expelled,  as  the  Tribe  may  determine. 

Sec  2.  No  brother  shall  be  placed  upon  trial  until  a  charge  has  been 
made  in  writing,  duly  signed  by  the  accuser,  stating  the  cause  or  causes  of 
complaint,  and  particularly  specifying  the  date  of  the  offence,  and  the  place 
where  committed  ;  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  to  him  by  the  0.  of  E. 
before  the  next  council  sleep.    At  the  first  council  sleep  after  the  charge 
shall  have  been  preferred,  a  committee  of  five  shall  be  selected  to  inves- 
tigate the  charge,  of  whom  one  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Sachem,  one  by 
the  Senior  Sagamore,  and  the  remaining  three  shall  be  drawn  by  lot  from 
among  the  members  present  in  the  manner  following,  to  wit:  the  twig-box 
shall  be  placed  immediately  in  front  of  the  Sachem,  and  a  number  of  ballots 
equal  to  all  the  members  present,  less  the  two  members  of  the  committee 
previously  designated,  such  members  as  may  be  witnesses,  and  the  accuser 
and  accused,  shall  be  placed  therein.    Three  of  said  ballots  shall  have 
written  upon  them  the  word  "  committee ;"  the  rest  shall  be  blank.  The 
C.  of  E.  shall  then  call  over  the  names  of  the  brothers  present  (a  list  of 
whom  shall  be  entered  upon  the  record,  as  also  of  those  excused  by  reason 
of  being  witnesses),  and  each,  as  his  name  is  called,  shall  draw  a  ballot  from 
the  twig-box,  and  hand  the  same  to  the  Sachem,  who  shall  announce  the 
nature  of  the  ballot,  whether  blank  or  otherwise,  retaining  the  ballots  until 
the  drawing  is  over.  The  three  brothers  drawing  the  ballots  with  the  word 
"committee"  thereon,  shall,  with  the  brothers  before  chosen,  constitute  the 
committee. 

Sec  3.  The  committee  having  been  chosen,  it  shall  organize  on  the  sleep 
of  its  appointment,  immediately  after  the  quenching  of  the  council  fire,  by 
the  election  of  a  chairman  and  secretary;  after  which,  with  as  little  delay 
as  possible,  the  secretary  shall  notify  the  accused,  and  the  brother  or  bro- 
thers by  whom  the  charge  has  been  brought,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  investigating  the  charges.  At  the  time  so  appointed  the  committee 
may  proceed  with  the  investigation,  even  though  one  of  the  parties  be 
absent,  unless  a  written  notice  be  received,  stating  his  or  their  inability  to 
attend  by  reason  of  sickuess  or  absence  from  the  city,  no  other  reason 
being  admissible.    In  the  event  of  such  notice  being  received,  the  com- 
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mittee  shall  adjourn  to  another  fixed  time,  of  which  both  parties  shall  have 
notice.  Each  side  shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  before  the  com- 
mittee by  counsel,  who  must  be  members  of  the  Order. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  investigate  the 
charges,  by  an  impartial  examination  of  the  parties,  their  proof,  and  wit- 
nesses. It  shall  keep  an  accurate  journal  of  its  proceedings,  reduce  all  the 
testimony  to  writing,  and  procure  the  signature  of  the  witnesses  to  the 
facts  testified  to  by  each  one,  at  the  end  of  his  or  her  examination,  the 
same  being  first  carefully  read  over  to  them.  After  all  the  evidence  and 
proof  shall  have  been  adduced,  the  committee  shall  submit  its  opinion  as 
to  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  accused  on  each  charge  (but  no  resolution 
fixing  a  penalty— that  being  a  matter  reserved  to  the  Tribe),  together  with 
the  journal  and  the  testimony,  to  the  Tribe  without  delay;  all  of  which 
shall  be  carefully  filed.  The  accused  shall  then  be  notified  by  the  C.  of  R. 
that  the  committee  has  made  its  report,  and  request  him  to  be  present  at 
the  next  succeeding  council  sleep,  when  it  shall  be  considered,  whether  he 
be  present  or  not ;  though  at  his  request,  the  Tribe  may  postpone  further 
action  for  one  seven  suns,  but  no  longer.  If  the  report  be  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  voting,  it  shall  be  recorded  as  the  judgment  of  the 
Tribe.  The  Tribe  shall  then  by  resolution  determine  the  punishment  to  be 
inflicted.  The  vote  thereon  shall  in  all  cases  be  by  ballot,  and  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  shall  decide,  except  for  expulsion,  when  the  assent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  voting  shall  be  necessary. 

Sec.  5.  A  brother  feeling  that  injustice  has  been  done  him  by  the  Tribe, 
may  appeal  to  the  Great  Sachem  any  time  within  three  moons  from  the 
date  of  the  action  of  the  Tribe,  stating  the  matter  of  grievance,  and  the 
reasons  he  may  have  for  believing  that  injustice  has  been  done  him.  He 
shall  first,  however,  be  required  to  serve  a  copy  of  the  appeal  upon  the 
Tribe,  and  furnish  proof  that  he  has  done  so  to  the  Great  Sachem,  along 
with  his  appeal.  The  Tribe  shall  forthwith,  upon  receipt  of  the  notice  of 
appeal  from  the  appellant,  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Great  Sachem  the 
journal  of  the  committee  by  whom  the  case  was  investigated,  together  with 
the  testimony  taken  before  it,  and  copies  of  the  records  of  all  the  council 
sleeps  containing  matter  relating  to  the  subject,  and  all  other  papers  con- 
nected therewith,  certified  to  by  the  Sachem  and  C.  of  R.  Should  the 
Tribe  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  herewith,  it  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for 
its  suspension. 

Sec.  6.  When  a  member  has  been  suspended,  expelled,  or  restored  to 
membership,  the  0.  of  R.  shall  at  once  inform  the  G.  C.  of  R.  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  No  member  who  has  been  expelled  shall  be  restored  to  member- 
ship, except  by  permission  of  the  Great  Council. 

And  that  Sections  6  and  7  of  the  said  Art.  XVIII  (improper  conduct) 
be  transferred  to  Article  XIII  (on  membership),  and  be  made  Sections  11 
and  12  thereof. 

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  moved  that  the  Great  Council  take  a  recess 
until  the  3d  run  setting  of  sun,  which  was  agreed  to. 
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3d  Run,  20th  Sun,  Buck  Moon,  5624. 

Great  Council  resumed  business  after  recess. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18,  asking 
tbe  consent  of  the  Great  Council  to  allow  them  to  appeal  to 
the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  from  the  decision  of  the 
Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  in  the  case  of  Ottimar  Schrei- 
ber  vs.  Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18. 

Committee  on  Great  Sachem's  report  presented  the  following 
report : — 

Philadelphia,  20th  Sun,  Buck  Moon,  5624. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 
Chiefs  and  Beothees  : — 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Great  Sachem's 
report  relating  to  appeals,  decisions,  and  dispensations,  would  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  given  it  their  careful  consideration,  and  offer  the 
following  as  their  views,  namely : — 

Appeals. — The  appeals  of  brother  Henry  D.  Eandall  (received  at  last 
session),  and  Orlando  Williams,  were  received  and  properly  referred. 

The  committee  believe  that  the  action  had  in  the  case  of  Pequod  Tribe 
vs.  Ottimar  Schreiber  was  correct  and  judicious,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  governing  such  cases. 

In  reference  to  the  appeal  from  his  decision  as  to  the  two-thirds  vote, 
your  committee  would  sustain  the  Great  Sachem,  as  said  Pequod  Tribe  has 
not  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  upon  any 
question,  before  the  matter  has  been  acted  upon  by  this  Great  Council. 

Decisions. — The  question  submitted  by  Pequod  Tribe,  as  to  how  the 
votes  of  members  present  should  be  counted  when  they  neglect  or  refuse 
to  vote,  your  committee  fully  sustain  said  decision  as  correct,  except  so 
much  of  it  as  says  that  if  said  "  votes  be  counted,  they  shall  be  counted  in 
the  negative." 

In  the  case  of  Washita  Tribe,  No.  53,  your  committee  fully  indorse  the 
decision  of  the  Great  Sachem,  believing  it  to  be  strictly  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  the  Order. 

The  decision  of  the  Great  Sachem  in  the  case  of  Tuscarora  Tribe,  No.  29, 
your  committee  believe  to  be  correct. 

As  regards  the  questions  propounded  by  Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  your 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  decision  is  correct,  as  the  questions 
were  proposed  to  him  ;  and  that  if  any  error  has  occurred  in  this  matter,  it 
lies  in  the  questions  not  being  worded  so  as  to  comprehend  or  express  the 
intent  or  meaning  of  those  who  propounded  them. 

Dispensations. — After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  dispensations  granted, 
your  committee  believe  them  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Order, 
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except  those  granted  to  Chippewa  Tribe,  No.  51,  and  Tuscarora  Tribe, 
No.  29,  allowing  the  costume  to  be  worn  at  a  ball.  The  committee  look 
upon  the  costume  as  part  of  the  private  work  of  the  Order,  and  should  not 
be  allowed  to  be  worn  at  public  entertainments.  We  know  that  this  evil 
has  extended  back  through  other  administrations  beside  the  present  one, 
and  therefore  no  blame  is  to  be  attached  to  the  Great  Sachem  now  for  fol- 
lowing in  the  steps  of  his  predecessors ;  but,  nevertheless,  it  is  not  too  late 
to  correct  an  error,  or  to  start  in  a  new  path,  and  we  hope  that  this  Great 
Council  will  take  such  action  as  will  prevent  in  the  future  a  recurrence  of 
a  public  display  of  the  private  property  of  the  Order. 

Having  examined  the  application  from  Black  Hawk  Tribe,  No.  26,  for 
restitution  of  charter,  and  application  for  a  charter  for  Allegheny  Tribe, 
No.  57,  we  find  the  same  correct,  and  would  recommend  that  charters  be 
granted  to  the  same. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  offer  the  following  resolutions  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Great  Council  are  due  and  are  hereby 
tendered  to  P.  G.  S.  Angus  Cameron,  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  manner 
in  which  he  has  performed  the  duties  devolving  upon  him  the  past  two 
grand  suns,  and  in  retiring  from  the  position  he  has  so  well  and  ably  filled, 
he  carries  with  him  the  best  wishes  of  the  chiefs  and  members  of  this  Great 
Council. 

Resolved,  That  charters  be  granted  to  Black  Hawk  Tribe,  No.  26,  and 
Allegheny  Tribe,  No.  57.

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  moved  the  report  be  received  and  the  Great 
Council  proceed  to  its  consideration,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  several  items  of  the  report  being  separately  considered, 
it  was  moved  that  the  same  be  approved  by  the  Great  Council, 
which  was  agreed  to. 

The  first  resolution  attached  to  the  report  was  again  read, 
and  on  the  question  of  agreeing  to  the  same,  it  was  carried. 

The  second  resolution  was  again  read,  considered,  and 
agreed  to. 

P.  G.  I.  Baker  moved  that  the  Chiefs  of  the  Great  Council  be 
directed  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the  first  resolution  (as  above)  to 
P.  G.  S.  Angus  Cameron,  which  was  agreed  to. 

G.  S.  appointed  P.  S.  Hartley  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, in  place  of  P.  G.  S.  Cameron,  excused  therefrom. 

P.  S.'s  Weaver  of  No.  22,  and  Scott  of  No.  15,  presented  the 
following  amendment: — 
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Amend  Article  XIII,  Constitution  of  Tribes,  by  striking  out  all  after 
Section  6,  and  inserting :  "  Upon  the  report  of  the  committee  a  ballot  shall 
be  had,  and  if  three  black  twigs  shall  have  been  deposited  against  him,  the 
applicant  shall  be  declared  rejected." 

G.  S.  S.  Weaver  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  instructed  to  refuse  their 
approval  to  all  bills  for  mileage  presented  by  Eepresentatives  who  are  not 
present  at  all  sessions  of  the  Great  Council,  unless  excused  from  attendance 
by  a  vote  of  the  same. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  was  presented  by 
P.  G.  S.  Cameron  and  P.  S.  Eudolph  of  No.  18  :— 

Amend  Section  2  of  Article  XIII,  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  Section: 
"A  duplicate  copy  of  the  returns  shall  be  made  out,  duly  attested,  and  for- 
warded through  the  Eepresentative  of  the  Tribe,  by  whom  it  shall  be  handed 
to  the  G.  C.  of  E.  at  or  before  the  commencement  of  the  session  in  the  Buck 
Moon ;"  and  that  so  much  of  Section  3,  of  same  Article,  from  the  word 
"but"  in  the  third  line  on  page  22  to  the  word  "moon"  in  the  sixth  line, 
both  inclusive,  be  stricken  out. 

On  motion,  the  exemplification  of  the  private  work  be  made 
the  special  order  at  the  9th  run;  agreed  to. 

On  motion,  the  Great  Council  take  a  recess  until  the  8th 
run;  agreed  to. 

8th  Bun,  20th  Sun,  Buck  Moon,  5624. 

Council  assembled  and  resumed  business  after  recess. 
P.  S.  David  J.  Polack,  of  No.  8,  was  duly  instructed  and 
admitted. 

Communication  from  Pequod  Tribe  was  then  taken  up. 

P.  G.  I.  Baker  moved  the  consent  of  the  Great  Council  be 
given  to  said  Tribe  to  appeal  to  the  Great  Council  of  U.  S.  in 
the  case  of  Schreiber  vs.  Pequod  Tribe,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  report  of  Finance  Committee,  which  had  been  postponed, 
was  then  considered,  and  on  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  following  amendments  to  By-Laws  and  Constitution 
were  submitted  by  P.  G.  S.  Cameron  and  P.  S.  Walker  of 
No.  49  :— 

Amend  Section  2,  Article  XIX,  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Great  Council, 
by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  records  in  the  fourth  line,  and  inserting 
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in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "within  seven  suns  after  the  installation  of 
its  chiefs,  together  with  the  amount  of  percentage  due.  No  Eepresentative 
or  Past  Sachem  from  Tribes  failing  to  comply  with  this  law  shall  be  admitted 
to  a  seat  in  the  Great  Council. 

Amend  Section  2,  Article  IX,  of  the  Constitution  of  Tribes,  by  striking 
out  the  word  "ten"  in  the  last  line,  and  inserting  instead  thereof  the  word 
"  seven." 

The  run  fixed  for  the  special  business  having  arrived,  the 
Great  Council  proceeded  to  exemplify  the  private  work. 

On  motion,  the  Great  Council  proceeded  to  the  consideration 
of  the  report  of  committee  in  the  case  of  Randall  vs.  Camanchee 
Tribe. 

P.  G.  S.  Myers  moved  the  report  be  received,  and  the  reso- 
lution offered  by  the  committee  be  adopted. 

P.  G.  S.  Myers  moved  to  postpone  the  further  consideration 
of  the  case,  which  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  resolution  was  then  agreed  to.

Certificates  of  George  Goebel  of  No.  5,  James  B.  Newlin  of 
No.  7,  Joseph  T.  Sparks  of  No.  8,  and  Wm.  Langenschwad  of 
No.  10,  were  also  received  ;  but  the  brothers  were  not  present. 

Credential  of  Isaac  R.  Roberts,  as  Representative  from  No.  50, 
was  read,  and  the  brother  acknowledged. 

G.  C.  of  R.  proceeded  to  the  reading  of  the  record  of  last 
session  ;  when,  on  motion  of  P.  G.  S.  Eckert,  the  further  read- 
ing was  dispensed  with,  and  the  record  adopted  as  printed. 

Great  Sachem  read  the  following  report : — 
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GREAT  SACHEM'S  REPORT. 

Philadelphia,  17th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  5625. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 

Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Past  Sachems  and  Representatives:  Six  moons,  with  their  long  train 
of  joy  and  sorrow,  hope  and  fear,  care  and  anxiety,  have  come,  and  gone 
upon  their  returnless  way  to  the  great  ocean  of  eternity,  since  we  quenched 
the  fire  of  the  Great  Council.  Many  who  were  then  in  the  vigor  of  man- 
hood, with  the  prospect  of  long  continued  life  before  them,  have  gone  to 
that  "undiscovered  country  from  whose  bourne  no  traveller  returns."  The 
death  angel,  in  his  relentless  exaction,  did  not  pass  our  council  without 
levying  his  mortuary  tribute,  and  casting  the  deep  shadow  of  his  sable 
wings  over  the  earthly  being  of  one  who  in  bygone  days  was  wont  to  move 
and  act  with  us.  On  the  sleep  of  the  2d  sun  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  5624, 
Past  Sachem  Samuel  Bingham,  of  Chattahoochee  Tribe,  No.  17.  was  called 
to  the  hunting  grounds  of  his  fathers.  His  disease  was  consumption, 
which  had  remained  apparently  latent  in  his  system,  until  developed  and 
aggravated  by  exposure  and  fatigue,  which  he  endured  during  the  brief 
period  he  had  followed  the  "war-path,"  in  response  to  the  call  of  the  Great 
Chief  of  the  State  for  warriors  for  the  "emergency"  occasioned  by  the  late 
invasion  by  the  rebels.  Brother  Bingham  was  at  one  time  a  very  active 
and  enthusiastic  member  of  this  Great  Council.  He  served  it  in  the 
capacity  of  Great  Prophet  for  one  grand  sun,  commencing  in  the  Buck 
Moon,  5620,  and  ending  in  the  Buck  Moon,  5621.  But  latterly,  owing  to 
the  claims  of  other  pursuits  upon  his  time,  he  was  unable  to  devote  that 
attention,  either  to  his  Tribe  or  the  Order  at  large,  which  had  formerly 
characterized  his  career  as  a  Red  Man.  On  receiving  information  of  his 
decease,  I  directed  the  Great  Chief  of  Records  to  issue  a  call  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Great  Council  to  attend  his  funeral.  The  call  was  responded 
to  by  a  goodly  number  of  brethren,  who  followed  his  remains  to  the 
Franklin  Cemetery,  where  "they  placed  the  sand  over  him,"  and  where  he 
now  reposes  in  the  silent  tomb — the  wigwam  of  the  dead. 

He  leaves  a  widow  and  four  children  to  mourn  his  loss.  Brother  Bing- 
ham had  long  been  my  neighbor,  and  I  knew  him  well.  He  was  among 
the  last  whom  I  supposed  death  would  have  claimed  as  his  victim ;  but 

"Leaves  have  their  time  to  fall, 
And  flowers  to  wither  at  the  north  wind's  blast, 
And  stars  to  set — but  All, 

Thou  hast  all  seasons  for  thine  own,  oh  death  !" 

Such  is  the  uncertainty  of  life.  We  know  not  when  the  grim  messenger 
may  come,  or  who  will  be  the  next  victim  to  fall  beneath  his  fatal  arrow. 
Perhaps  it  may  be  he  whose  voice  now  utters  these  pensive  words,  or  he 
upon  whose  ears  they  most  lightly  fall.    The  longest  lived  among  us  can 
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claim  but  a  few  brief  years  ere  he  pays  the  penalty  and  enters  upon  the 
mysterious  journey.  Let  us  then,  my  brethren,  improve  our  moments 
-while  we  yet  have  them,  so  that  when  we  are  called  we  may  leave  a  name 
behind  us  unsullied,  and  that  may  be  cherished  as  a  priceless  boon  by 
our  brethren,  our  families,  and  friends.  Be  it,  theirs  to  say  when  we  are 
gone,  he  was  a  good  citizen,  a  generous  friend,  a  fond  parent,  an  honest 
man. 

[During  the  burning  of  the  council  fire,  and  since  presenting  the  fore- 
going remarks  to  the  Great  Council,  information  has  reached  me  that  the 
Manitou  of  Death  has  taken  from  us  another  of  our  members— P.  S.  Lewis 
Stevenson,  of  Iroquois  Tribe,  No.  42.  Of  the  particulars  of  Past  Sachem 
Stevenson's  death,  or  in  what  locality  it  has  taken*  place,  I  have  no  informa- 
tion at  this  time.  He  was  adopted  by  the  Order  as  a  charter  member  of 
Iroquois  Tribe,  No.  42,  on  the  sleep  of  the  12th  sun  of  Flower  Moon,  5617, 
and  was  admitted  a'member  of  this  body  on  the  21st  of  Plant  Moon,  5618. 
Brother  Stevenson  was  an  earnest  and  devoted  Red  Man.  In  my  inter- 
course with  him  I  found  him  to  be  unassuming,  courteous,  and  dignified, 
with  a  true  heart,  and  an  earnest  desire,  for  the  welfare  of  his  fellow  man. 
Peace  to  his  ashes !] 

But  as  men  appear  upon  and  disappear  from  the  earth,  so  season  suc- 
ceeds season ;  the  spring  time  comes,  when  the  trees  put  forth  their  leaves, 
and  every  pregnant  bud  bursts  into  blossom.  The  teeming  harvest  comes 
with  ripening  fruits,  and  then  autumn  follows,  when  the  yellow  and  sear 
leaves  fall,  leaving  the  forest  bare  and  desolate  ;  and  winter,  with  his  hoary 
visage,  spreads  his  snow  shroud  of  mourning  over  the  surrounding  objects 
of  nature,  until  the  sun  reaches  his  farthest  point  of  retrocession  from  the 
earth's  surface,  when  he  again  returns,  bringing  with  him  the  dawning  of 
the  new  year— the  season  of  promise,  of  joy,  and  hilarity.  And  thus  the 
rolling  year  advances  upon  its  unwavering  and  resistless  course— though 
youth  grows  to  decrepit  age,  though  beauty  fades  and  vanishes  like  the 
rose,  leaving  in  its  stead  a  visage  coarse  and  wrinkled— it  is  the  will  of  the 
Great  Spirit  it  should  be  so. 

"The  sun,  the  ruler  of  the  day,"  is  now  high  in  his  course  on  another 
annual  journey.  The  period  of  the  reinvigoration  of  nature  by  his  beams 
has  arrived.  The  New  Fear— the  season  for  the  reunion  of  families  and 
Iriends;  of  mivthfulness  and  gratitude;  of  thanksgiving  and  praise  to  the 
Great  Master  of  Life— is  upon  us.  Let  us  thank  him  for  having  been  spared 
yet  longer  to  our  friends,  our  families,  and  little  ones.  Let  us  thank  him 
for  having  allowed  our  eyes  to  behold  the  kindling  of  another  council  fire. 
Let  us  thank  him  that  we  yet  live  to  witness  the  dawning  of  another  year, 
full  of  promise,  full  of  hope,  alike  for  our  noble  fraternity,  our  beloved 
country,  and  mankind  at  large. 

It  is  true  that  war's  crimsoned  weapon  is  still  raised  vengefully  over  our 
bleedino-  land.  It  is  true  that  brother's  hand  is  yet  raised  to  shed  a  bro- 
ther's blood.  It  is  true  that  the  groans  of  our  starving  and  dying  brethren 
are  borne  to  our  ears,  in  mournful  and  cruel  cadence,  upon  every  breeze 
waftino-  from  their  charnel  houses  and  prison  pens  in  the  South,  where 
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cruelties. are  perpetrated  by  men,  professing'  to  be  civilized  and  christian- 
ized, which  cast  into  the  shade  anything  to  be  found  in  the  annals  of  Indian 
barbarity.  But  is  not  the  death  struggle — the  rattling  in  the  throat  of  the 
demon  of  rebellion — borne  to  our  ears  on  the  same  breeze  ?  Are  not  the 
offenders  against  the  unity  and  stability  of  the  best,  form  of  government 
ever  instituted  among  men,  realizing,  in  bitter  experience,  that  it  is  the 
eternal  decree  that  where  crime  is,  retribution  must  follow.  The  great  war 
chiefs  have  gone  forth,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Great  Spirit,  conquering 
and  to  conquer.  Let  us  be  hopeful  then ;  let  us  be  patient,  for  in  his  own 
good  time  the  "Great  Spirit  will  speak,  and  the  whirlwind  will  be  still." 

The  duties  of  the  Great  Sachem,  during  the  term  which  has  just  termi- 
nated, have  not  been  vefy  onerous.  Immediately  after  the  quenching  of 
the  fire  of  the  Great  Council,  'I  received  information  that  the  chiefs  of 
Tuscarora  Tribe,  No.  29,  at  Chester,  had  not  been  "  raised  up."  I,  there- 
fore, visited  the  Tribe  at  the  next  succeeding  council,  and  performed  that 
duty.  No  blame  attaches  to  our  late  Great  Sachem  for  the  neglect  referred 
to,  as  he  had  consulted  with  two  brothers  (one  of  them  a  member  of  that 
Tribe),  both  of  whom  agreed  to  perform  the  duty. 

On  receiving  possession  of  the  papers  belonging  to  the  Great  Sachem, 
the  appeal  of  Henry  D.  Randall  (which  had  previously  been  presented  to 
the  Great  Sachem,  who  was  unable  to  obtain  a  committee)  against  the 
action  of  Camanchee  Tribe,  No.  52,  in  expelling  him,  was  placed  in  my 
hands.  This  appeal  was  referred  to  the  following  named  committee :  P. 
S.'s  Wm.  H.  Hartley  of  No.  8,  William  Adrian  of  No.  51,  and  Thomas  K. 
Donnalley  of  No.  18,  whose  report  thereon  will  be  presented  for  your  con- 
sideration at  the  proper  time. 

The  case  of  Ottimar  Schreiber  vs.  Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18,  was  also  pend- 
ing when  I  was  inducted  into  office — G.  S.  Cameron  having-  had  placed  in 
his  hands  by  the  Tribe  the  sum  of  ten  fathoms  of  wampum  (or  $15)  as  a 
guarantee  of  good  faith  on  appealing  from  the  decision  of  this,  to  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States.  On  the  21st  of  the  Travelling  Moon  this 
sum  was  placed  in  my  hands  by  P.  G.  S.  Cameron,  subject  to  the  settle- 
ment of  the  case  referred  to.  It  has  since  been  paid  over  to  P.  S.  Frank 
Knipe,  the  Keeper  of  Wampum  of  Pequod  Tribe,  on  his  presenting  the 
order  in  favor  of  brother  Schreiber,  properly  attested,  and  showing  that  he 
had  received  that  amount  from  the  Tribe.  Since  which  time  I  have  heard 
nothing  further  of  the  case,  and  trust  it  is  finally  settled. 

DECISIONS. 

I  received  a  communication  from  Eeshahkonee  Tribe,  No.  22,  at  Lan- 
caster, bearing  date  the  26th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  5625,  inclosing  a  decision 
of  D.  D.  G.  S.  Weaver,  in  relation  to  the  time  intervening  between  the 
application  for,  and  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  of  the  Order.  The  ques- 
tion propounded  to  D.  D.  G.  S.  Weaver  was  as  follows : — 

"If  a  brother  of  the  Tribe  has  been  a  member  three  moons  or  more,  must 
he  wait  one  moon  between  taking  each  of  the  degrees,  or  can  he  take  them 
every  seven  suns  in  succession?" 
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The  decision  of  the  D.  D.  G.  S.  was  that,  "  Any  brother  in  good  standing, 
who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Tribe  for  three  moons,  may  apply  for  his 
degrees,  but  all  cannot  be  conferred  at  one  time  without  a  dispensation 
from  the  Great  Sachem,  or  his  Deputy.  In  my  opinion,"  continues  the 
D.  D.  G.  S.,  "Article  XV  of  the  Constitution  makes  it  optional  to  a  brother 
when  he  applies  for  his  degrees.  After  the  expiration  of  three  moons  the 
brother  has  fulfilled  the  letter  of  the  law.  He  is,  therefore,  in  my  opinion, 
entitled." 

This  clicision  was  appealed  from,  and  the  Great  Sachem  was  asked  to 
"enlighten  the  Tribe  on  the  subject  as  soon  as  possible." 

I  replied,  that  Article  XV,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution  for  Tribes, 
declares  that  "Any  brother  in  good  standing,  who  has  been  a  member  of 
this  Tribe  one  moon,  may  apply  for  the  first  (or  Brave's)  degree;  and  one 
moon  after  he  shall  have  received  the  first  degree,  he  may  apply  for  the 
second,"  and  so  with  regard  to  the  second  and  third  degrees.  From  this 
it  seems  to  me  very  plain  that  the  intention  of  the  law  quoted,  is  that  one 
moon  must  intervene  between  the  time  a  brother  receives  one  degree  and 
applies  for  the  next.  The  fact  that  he  postpones  his  application  beyond 
the  time  required  by  the  law,  or  neglects  to  take  his  degrees  in  the  order 
of  time  laid  down,  is  his  own  affair  and  not  the  fault  of  the  law,  and  cannot 
shorten  the  time  required  to  intervene  between  applying  for  and  receiving 
the  degrees. 

Your  next  question  in  regard  to  appealing  from  the  decision  of  a  D.  D. 
G.  S.  is  not  as  clearly  stated  as  I  could  wish.  The  D.  D.  G.  S.  is  the  agent 
of  the  Great  Sachem,  and  as  such  his  decisions  upon  all  questions  coming 
within  his  jurisdiction  must  be  binding  upon  the  Tribes  in  his  district  until 
reversed  by  the  Great  Sachem.  Should  the  Deputy  make  a  decision  which 
may  be  thought  erroneous  or  illegal  by  the  Tribes  of  his  district,  they  may, 
I  think,  properly  appeal  from  his  decision  to  the  Great  Sachem  ;  but  the 
decision  of  the  Deputy  is  binding  on  the  Tribes  until  it  is  legally  reversed 
by  higher  authority. 

In  a  communication,  dated  12th  of  Beaver  Moon,  my  decision  was  asked 
upon  the  following  questions,  by  Cayugas  Tribe,  No.  31,  of  Gettysburg  :— 

1.  "Does  it  require  a  brother  to  report  to  the  relief  committee  when 
sick  ;  or  reporting  himself  to  a  brother  instead  of  the  relief  committee,  and 
that  brother  failing  to  report  him  to  the  relief  committee,  can  the  brother 
get  benefits  or  not? 

2.  "If  the  Tribe  fails  to  have  regular  meetings  (councils),  by  reason  of 
the  Sachem  being  absent,  no  quorum  being  present,  so  that  the  case  was 
not  reported  in  the  Tribe  until  two  weeks  (two  seven  suns)  after  the  brother 
became  well,  can  he  get  benefits? 

3.  "Is  it  proper  for  a  brother  to  expose  himself  to  the  weather  when 
sick,  by  attending  political  meetings  at  night— at  the  same  time  claiming 
beuefits?" 

Reply:  Section  4,  Article  V,  of  your  By-Laws  requires  the  application 
for  relief  to  be  made  either  to  the  "Tribe  or  relief  committee;"  but  how 
such  application  is  to  made,  whether  in  writing,  by  proxy,  or  in  person,  is  not 
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stated.  In  the  absence  of  any  prescribed  rule,  my  decision  in  this  case  is, 
that  it  is  the  applicant's  duty  to  know  that  his  application  is  placed  in 
possession  of  the  Tribe  or  relief  committee.  At  the  same  time  an  implied 
censure  rests  upon  any  brother  knowing  of  a  sick  brother,  and  failing  to 
report  him  unable  to  follow  the  hunt. 

To  your  second  question,  I  answer  yes.  No  brother  can  be  made  to 
suffer  the  loss  of  benefits  through  the  neglect  or  indifference  of  the  Tribe, 
or  any  of  its  chiefs. 

To  your  third  question  I  answer,  that  depends  upon  circumstances  not 
stated.  It  may  or  may  not  be  proper  for  a  brother  to  expose  himself  to 
the  weather,  according  to  the  nature  of  his  disability  or  the  instructions  of 
his  physician.  It  might  be  very  improper  for  a  brother  suffering  from 
a  pulmonary  complaint  to  expose  himself  to  night  air;  whilst  no  harm 
would  accrue  to  a  brother  with  a  sprained  wrist. 

On  the  29th  of  Beaver  Moon  I  received  from  Sachem  Eeese,  of  Kuque- 
naku  Tribe,  No.  4,  a  communication,  asking  my  decision  upon  the  following 
question:  "  Is  the  Guard  of  the  Forest  a  chief?"  A  statement  follows,  that 
he  was  fined  for  neglecting  or  failing  to  have  certain  keys  present  at  the 
time  of  kindling  the  council  fire.  The  whole  nature  of  the  minor  questions 
being  involved  in  the  main  one,  my  answer  is  as  follows:  I  take  it  for 
granted  (though  it  is  not  stated)  that  the  keys  mentioned  were  the  property 
of  the  Tribe,  and  my  decision  will  be  so  construed. 

"Is  the  Guard  of  the  Forest  a  chief?"  He  is.  There  are  three  grades 
of  chiefs  in  a  Tribe  recognized  by  our  laws — 

1.  What  maybe  styled  the  unofficial  chief,  who  derives  his  importance  and 
rank  from  the  degree  of  that  name,  by  the  possession  of  which  he  becomes 
elligible  to  election  for  the  position  of  elective  chief.  His  position  in  the 
Tribe  is  analogous  to  that  occupied  by  the  chiefs  among  the  aboriginal 
Red  Men,  from  whom  our  Order  borrowed  the  rank  and  station.  Among 
them  the  chief  was  intermediate  between  the  people  and  the  Sachems,  the 
title  itself  signifying  "  counsellor  of  the  people." 

2.  The  subordinate  or  appointed  chiefs,  whose  rank  and  position  in  the 
Tribe  is  clearly  defined  by  our  laws,  customs,  and  ritual  (see  Constitution 
of  Tribes,  Article  XI ;  Charge  Book,  pp.  9—14). 

3.  The  elective  chiefs,  under  which  general  term  is  comprehended  the 
several  grades  of  officials  who  are  chosen  by  ballot  to  positions  in  the 
Tribe. 

In  the  two  latter  classes,  under  our  laws,  the  term  chief  is  used  as  the 
equivalent  of  officer.  I  decide,  therefore,  that  the  Guard  of  the  Forest  is  a 
chief.  That  by  the  action  of  the  Tribe  in  fining  him  one  foot  of  wampum, 
they  adjudged  him  guilty  of  the  offence  specified  in  Section  2,  Article  XI, 
of  their  By-Laws. 

That  the  penalty  being  fixed  by  the  By-Laws,  as  quoted,  cannot  be  varied 
or  annulled  by  the  Tribe;  and  that  the  Sachem,  by  Art.  VI  of  the  Consti- 
tution, can  have  no  discretion,  but  to  enforce  a  rigid  adherence  to  the  Con- 
stitution, Laws,  and  Ritual  of  the  Order. 

A  communication,  dated  the  2d  of  Cold  Moon,  5625,  was  received  from 
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Pontiac  Tribe,  No.  15,  in  which  my  decision  was  asked  on  the  following 
question :  "  If  the  brother  or  brothers  who  voted  unfavorably  for  the 
report  of  a  pale  face,  did  not  inform  the  Sachem  of  the  reason  for  so  doing, 
in  writing,  shall  the  report  be  declared  elected  (accepted)  1"  I  replied, 
that  a  brother  is  not  bound  to  give  his  reasons,  verbally  or  in  writing,  for 
voting  against  a  report.  The  only  case  in  which  a  brother  is  required  to 
give  his  reasons  for  voting  adversely,  is  when  he  casts  a  black  twig  in 
balloting  for  pale  faces  (see  printed  Proceedings,  p.  344,  vol.  ii). 

DISPENSATIONS. 

I  received  a  petition  from  P.  S.  J.  M.  Scott  and  others,  of  Pittsburg, 
praying  for  a  Charter,  constituting  them  a  Tribe  of  the  Imp'd  0.  of  R.  M., 
to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  and  to  be  known  and  hailed  as  Alle- 
quippa  Tribe,  No.  58.  After  giving  the  petition  our  careful  consideration, 
we  were  convinced  that  a  Tribe  working  in  the  English  language  in  that 
section  of  our  jurisdiction  would  not  only  be  an  incentive  to  the  two  Tribes 
already  established  there,  and  working  in  the  German  language,  to  more 
active  efforts  in  the  good  work,  but  it  would  be  the  means  of  disseminating 
our  principles  among  a  class  of  pale  faces  not  likely  to  be  reached  by  the 
others.  Accordingly,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Great  Chief  of 
Records  and  myself  to  visit  the  city  of  Pittsburg  on  the  28th  of  the  Corn 
Moon,  5625,  when  we  instituted  the  new  Tribe,  placing  in  their  possession 
our  dispensation,  bearing  date  the  10th  of  the  Corn  Moon,  current  grand 
sun,  by  which  we  received  them  into  the  strong  bonds  of  union,  amity,  and 
friendship,  and  extended  to  them  a  place  to  "  spread  their  blankets,"  ac- 
cording to  the  time  honored  customs  of  our  noble  fraternity.  The  chiefs 
whom  they  selected  to  manage  their  affairs  for  the  ensuing  term  were :  S. — 

P.  S.  J.  M.  Scott.    S.  S. — B.  Oppenheimer.    J.  S.  .    P.— P.  S. 

George  H.  Seebach.  C.  of  R. — John  Rebman.  K.  of  W. — George  Kesel. 
There  were  also  several  propositions  received  at  this  their  first  council, 
and  we  were  impressed  with  the  fact,  that  Allequippa  Tribe  was  instituted 
under  most  promising  circumstances.  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that 
you  approve  and  confirm  our  action  by  granting  them  a  charter. 

It  was  my  purpose  to  have  made  my  visit  to  Pittsburg  a  general  one,  and 
to  have  embraced  the  opportunity  of  visiting  all  the  Tribes  in  that  vicinity 
at  the  same  time  ;  but  owing  to  a  misunderstanding  of  the  chirography  of 
the  letter  received,  containing  the  appointment  and  an  engagement  made  to 
visit  Seneca  Tribe  at  Pottsville  on  the  following  sleep,  I  was  compelled  to 
deny  myself  the  anticipated  pleasure.  Brother  P.  G.  Incohonee  Baker, 
our  Great  Chief  of  Records,  however,  remained,  visited,  and  instructed 
Pontiac  Tribe,  No.  15,  and  Allegheny  Tribe,  No.  57.  I  would  be  doing 
injustice  to  my  own  heart  and  feelings  if  I  refrained  from  expressing  my 
greatful  acknowledgments  to  our  D.  D.  G.  S.  Roessing,  brothers  Scott, 
Oppenheimer,  and  others,  for  the  hospitality  and  brotherly  regard  shown 
brother  Baker  and  myself  during  our  sojourn  in  the  Iron  City.  "May 
their  shadows  never  grow  less." 
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On  the  same  date  I  received  an  application  from  Miqnon  Tribe.  No.  50, 
asking  me  to  grant  a  dispensation,  allowing  them  to  have  lectures  delivered 
before  the  Tribe  "by  such  members  as  they  may  deem  competent,  upon 
such  subjects  as  may  be  selected  by  the  lecturers."  To  this  request  I  re- 
plied: the  dispensation  asked  for  in  this  case  I  am  constrained  to  refuse, 
for  the  reasons  that  the  subject  of  the  proposed  lectures  is  not  stated;  and 
that  is  the  vital  point  which  determines  the  necessity  for  a  dispensation. 

On  the  of  the  Moon  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Camanchee 

Tribe,  No.  52,  to  remove  from  their  wigwam  at  Cumberland  and  Richmond 
Streets,  to  their  new  one  over  the  Good  Intent  Engine  House. 

On  the  17th  sleep  of  the  Beaver  Moon  I  received  an  application  from 
Miquon  Tribe,  No.  50,  asking  for  a  dispensation  to  elect  John  H.  Bunn  S.  S., 
he  not  having  served  the  time  required  by  the  Constitution  as  J.  S.  The 
dispensation  was  granted. 

On  the  28th  of  the  same  moon  I  received  an  application  from  Washita 
Tribe,  No.  53,  for  a  dispensation  to  have  a  ball  on  the  sleep  of  26th  sun  of 
Hunting  Moon,  which  was  also  granted. 

On  the  23d  sleep  of  the  same  moon  I  received  an  application  from 
Chippewa  Tribe,  No.  51,  to  allow  them  to  wear  regalia  at  the  celebration 
of  their  aniversary.  As  the  ceremonies  of  the  occasion  were  to  take  place 
in  their  ivigwam,  I  did  not  hesitate  to  grant  it. 

On  the  31st  sleep  of  the  Beaver  Moon  I  received  an  application  from 
Tuscarora  Tribe,  No.  29,  at  Chester,  for  permission  to  hold  a  ball  on  the 
sleep  of  23d  of  same  moon,  at  which  the  regalia  might  be  worn.  This 
dispensation  was  also  granted.  I  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  withhold  my 
consent  to,  and  approval  of  the  privilege  asked  of  me  in  this  instance, 
for  the  reason  that  it  has  been  the  custom  of  my  predecessors  to  invariably 
grant  like  privileges  under  the  dispensing  power  of  the  Great  Sachem,  and 
because  I  entertain  a  high  regard  for  the  discretion  of  the  brethren  in 
Chester,  well  knowing  the  benefit  former  balls  have  been  the  means  of 
enabling  them  to  dispense  in  their  community.  But  I  must  be  allowed  to 
express  my  dissent  from  the  former  practice  of  wearing  regalia  or  insignia 
of  the  Order  at  balls.  Parties  giving  balls  cannot  be  responsible  for  the 
character  or  behaviour  of  those  into  whose  hands  tickets  of  admission  may 
fall,  nor  for  the  quantity  of  fire  water  consumed  on  such  occasions.  But 
persons  of  temperate  habits  and  circumspect  deportment  may  fail  to  dis- 
tinguish between  the  wearer  of  the  badge  and  his  too  intimate  associate. 

I  received  a  communication  from  Black  Hawk  Tribe,  No.  26,  bearing 
date  16th  of  Hunting  Moon,  5625,  asking  for  a  dispensation  to  confer  the 
Hunter's,  Warrior's,  and  Chiefs  degrees  upon  brother  Henry  Snyder,  and 
the  Warrior's  and  Chief's  degrees  on  brother  Chas.  T.  Davenport,  to  qualify 
them  for  elective  positions  in  the  Tribe.  The  fees,  2  feet  (or  50  cents)  for 
each  degree,  was  paid,  and  the  dispensation  granted. 

On  the  22d  of  the  Hunting  Moon,  5625,  I  received  an  application  from 
Miquon  Tribe,  No.  50,  askimg  me  to  grant  a  dispensation  to  elect  S.  S. 
John  H.  Bunn  to  the  Sachem's  stump,  and  J.  S.  Wesley  P.  Wimer  to  the 
Senior  Sagamore's  stump.    The  reason  assigned  for  asking  for  a  second 
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dispensation  for  the  same  brother  during  the  same  term,  was  the  resigna- 
tion of  the  previous  incumbent.  Under  the  circumstances  mentioned  the 
dispensation  in  this  case  was  granted.  If  there  is  one  power  in  our  Order 
more  open  to  abuse  than  another,  I  believe  that  to  be  the  dispensing  power 
of  the  Great  Sachem,  and  I  think  we  cannot  too  strongly  guard  against  its 
exercise.  The  practice  of  hurrying  brothers  through  the  several  positions 
in  the  Tribes  should,  in  my  judgment,  be  discouraged  whenever  it  is  pos- 
sible to  do  so.  The  principle  underlying  the  probationary  system  in  our 
laws,  is  to  secure  proficiency  in  the  incumbents  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  and  to  better  qualify  them  for  the  important  positions  of  legislators 
of  the  Order.  Care  in  this  regard  is  more  necessary  with  us  than  with 
almost  any  other  similar  organization.  Our  phraseology,  terms,  titles, 
dates,  etc.,  are  peculiar  to  ourselves,  and  cannot  be  learned  in  any  but  our 
own  councils ;  hence  the  necessity  of  properly  qualifying  those  who  aspire 
to  be  chiefs  among  us.  If  the  fountain  be  corrupt  in  these  respects,  the 
streams  that  flow  from  it  cannot  be  pure. 

On  the  17th  of  the  Cold  Moon  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Pequod  Tribe, 
No.  18,  to  propose  and  adopt  a  pale  face  on  the  same  sleep,  he  being  under 
peremptory  orders  to  return  to  the  war-path. 

DEGREE  COUNCILS. 

By  a  recent  amendment  to  the  General  Laws  of  the  Order,  "Degree 
Councils  may  be  beneficial  or  otherwise,"  as  they  may  elect  (vol.  ii.,  pp. 
11-27.  printed  Proeeedi-ngs  Great  Council  U.  S.).  Hitherto  these  bodies 
have  been  regarded  by  our  laws  as  auxiliaries  of  the  Tribes  for  the  purpose 
of  more  properly  conferring  the  work;  or,  more  correctly  speaking,  that 
portion  of  it  which  comes  under  the  specific  head  of  degrees.  Experience 
in  our's,  as  well  as  other  organizations  having  peculiar  speculative  works, 
has  demonstrated  the  necessity  for  them.  Few  of  the  members  seem  willing 
to  remain  after  the  late  hours  of  the  evening,  when  the  regular  and  some- 
times laborious  routine  of  business  in  the  Tribe  has  been  gone  through  with, 
to  confer  one,  two,  or  even  more  degrees,  which  in  themselves,  if  properly 
conferred,  are  of  sufficient  length  to  occupy  those  hours  during  which  re- 
spectable men  care  to  be  absent  from  their  homes  and  their  families.  Hence 
the  necessity  for  those  auxiliary  organizations,  whose  exclusive  business  is 
the  confering  of  degrees,  being  unimcumbered  with  the  additional  labor 
growing  out  of  the  beneficial  feature.  It,  therefore,  appears  to  me  an  ex- 
periment of  doubtful  utility,  and  one  yet  to  be  tried,  whether  the  beneficial, 
when  attached  to  Degree  Councils,  may  not  frustrate  the  primary  purpose  of 
their  organization,  and  prove  an  innovation  upon  the  well  established  laws 
and  usages  of  the  Order,  rather  than  an  improvement  to  them. 

The  Degree  Councils  thus  far  instituted  in  this  jurisdiction,  with  a  single 
exception,  have  proved  failures.  In  inquiring  into  the  cause  or  causes 
producing  such  unpleasant  consequences,  we  may,  perhaps,  come  to  different 
conclusions.  Some  may  assign  an  uninteresting  and  tedious  work,  while 
others  may  be  disposed  to  find  the  real  cause  in  the  imperfection  of  its 
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organization,  or  even  both.  At  all  events  it  was  thought  by  some,  at  the 
time  of  their  institution,  that  placing  them  under  the  special  patronage  of 
particular  Tribes  would  be  to  give  them  more  or  less  of  an  exclusive 
character,  the  tendency  of  which  would  be  adverse  to  their  success.  Again, 
the  chartering  of  two  within  a  field  of  operation  none  too  large  for  the  sup- 
port of  one,  would  necessarily  cause  one  or  both  to  languish  and  expire. 

Leni  Lenape  Degree  Council,  No.  1,  has  made  a  formal  surrender  of  her 
charter  and  effects;  while  Tecumseh,  No.  2,  has  not  been  heard  from  for 
several  terms.  Nor  has  the  late  chiefs  of  that  Council,  or  the  brothers  into 
whose  hands  it  may  have  fallen,  manifested  sufficient  fidelity  to  their  obliga- 
tions to  return  the  work,  or  to  give  information  where  it  may  be  found, 
although  it  has  been  sedulously  inquired  after. 

The  whole  subject  of  Degree  Councils  presents  itself  to  you,  and  merits 
your  most  earnest  and  serious  consideration.  Our  legislation  upon  this 
subject  heretofore  has  been  very  meagre.  All  the  law,  that  I  am  aware 
of,  bearing  upon  it,  is  embraced  in  Article  XXIII  of  the  By-Laws  of  this 
Great  Council,  and  the  amendment  already  referred  to  in  this  report ; 
unless,  indeed,  we  include  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Bules  of  Order, 
which  are  in  writing,  and  but  a  single  copy  of  which,  so  far  as  I  know,  is 
in  existence;  and  hence  it  is  as  a  sealed  book  to  the  masses  of  the  Order. 

I  repeat,  this  subject  presses  itself  upon  your  deliberate  and  prompt 
attention.  The  alteration  of  present  laws ;  the  inactment  of  new  ones ; 
the  limitation  of  fees  to  be  charged  by  Degree  Councils  under  this  new 
system  ;  the  minimum  benefits  to  be  paid  by  them ;  the  dues  to  be  charged 
their  members ;  the  percentage  to  be  charged  on  their  receipts,  are  all  in- 
volved in  the  new  feature,  and  the  change  made  in  the  organic  law  of  the 
Order ;  and  if  not  at  once  met  by  judicious  legislation,  will  doubtless  involve 
us  in  a  labyrinth  of  confusion. 

An  essential  condition  to  be  enforced  upon  Degree  Councils  on  granting 
them  charters,  as  the  matter  presents  itself  to  my  mind,  is  the  procurement 
of  all  the  necessary  properties  and  paraphernalia  for  confering  the  degrees 
in  proper  and  ample  form.  Then  their  work  will  have  the  desired  effect 
upon  the  mind  of  the  aspirant,  and  tend  to  enhance  the  interest  of  the 
members,  as  well  as  produce  a  better  attendance  at  the  councils. 

Although  the  chieftaincies  in  the  Degree  Councils  are  positions  of  honor 
and  trust,  they,  nevertheless,  confer  no  special  claim  upon  the  incumbent 
to  advancement  or  rank,  as  in  the  Tribe.  But  with  the  chiefs  of  the  Degree 
Council  rests  the  high  responsibility  of  enlightening  the  understanding  of 
candidates,  and  conveying  to  their  minds,  in  an  acceptable  manner,  the 
sublime  truths  upon  which  our  whole  organization  rests.  How  important, 
then,  is  it  that  those  brethren  whose  moral  and  intellectual  qualifications 
point  them  out  as  best  suited  for  the  discharge  of  such  duties,  should  be 
selected  for  the  purpose  and  retained  until  they  may  be  at  least  equalled 
by  others,  if  not  surpassed.  By  an  extension  of  the  term  of  a  chief's 
service  in  the  Degree  Council,  or  even  allowing  them  to  be  repeatedly 
elected  to  the  same  positions,  all  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  long 
experience  can  be  secured.    Besides,  the  work  to  be  properly  confered, 
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by  even  the  most  intellectual,  and  produce  the  results  designed,  should  be 
committed  to  memory;  but  comparatively  few  members  will  be  willing  to 
undertake  the 'task,  with  the  knowledge  that  their  term  of  service  is  to  last 
but  a  few  moons.  By  judicions  legislation  upon  this  subject,  I  think  you 
can  do  much  to  increase  the  interest  in,  and  secure  the  permanency  of  De- 
gree Councils.  With  the  views  expressed,  and  the  suggestions  advanced 
on  the  subject  of  Degree  Councils,  and  which  have  been  prompted  by  an 
honest  and  sincere  desire  to  serve  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved  Order, 
I  commit  it  to  your  hands. 

PETITIONS. 

On  the  14th  of  Beaver  Moon  I  received  a  dispensation  from  fifty-four 
brothers  from  various  Tribes,  and  of  various  ranks,  all  of  whom  are  repre- 
sented to  have  been  members  of  Leni  Lenape  Degree  Council;  but  whether 
all  members  of  the  Chief's  degree,  I  am  unable  to  say,  but  presume  they 
are.  This  petition,  although  presented  some  time  ago,  has  not  been  passed 
upon,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  expected  that  all  the  Great  Chiefs  could 
be  got  together  to  act  on  it  during  the  course  of  our  visitations;  but  in 
that  expectation  we  have  been  disappointed  up  to  the  time  prescribed  in 
the  Constitution,  within  which  we  are  authorized  to  grant  a  dispensation, 
and  hence  it  has  been  reserved,  to  present  direct  to  this  Great  Council. 

VISITATIONS. 

On  the  29th  of  Corn  Moon,  in  accordance  with  a  previously  received 
invitation,  I  visited  Seneca  Tribe,  No.  41,  at  Pottsville,  and  instructed 
them  in  the  entire  work  belonging  to  a  Tribe.  I  was  very  agreeably  disap- 
pointed at  finding  that  this  Tribe  had  safely  passed  through  the  difficulty 
and  adversity  which  for  a  time  seemed  to  seriously  threaten  its  existence, 
and  was  then  in  the  full  tide  of  success  and  prosperity.  I  have  since  heard 
from  them  in  the  way  of  business,  and  am  assured  that  their  success  is  un- 
abated. This  visit  was  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Tribe,  and  I  have  to 
here  express  my  indebtedness  to  them  for  their  hospitality  and  fraternal 
regard. 

On  the  15th  of  Hunting  Moon  we  inaugurated  the  series  of  annual  visi- 
tations at  Kuquenaku  Trtbe,  No.  4,  in  this  city,  where  such  instructions 
were  given  as  the  occasion  seemed  to  call  for.  We  found  a  very  good 
attendance  at  this  Tribe,  and  spent  the  sleep  profitably  and  pleasantly, 
receiving  from  them  ere  we  parted  such  evidences  as  to  remind  us  of  the 
hospitality  and  good  fare  of  the  primitive  Red  Man;  and,  almost  forgetful 
of  the  present,  imagined  we  were  sitting  within  the  sylvan  retreat  of  the 
primeval  Kuquenaku — the  grove  of  tall  pines. 

Since  then  we  have  visited  Pocahontas,  No.  5,  AVyoming,  No.  7,  Shaw- 
nese,  No.  8,  Delaware,  No.  10,  and  Mohawk,  No.  14. 

The  attendance  at  some  of  the  Tribes  visited  did  not  quite  come  up  to 
our  expectations,  and  we  could  not  resist  the  impression  that  the  ceremo- 
nies have  not  received  from  all  of  them  that  attention  they  merit,  and  the 
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necessities  of  the  Tribe  seem  to  require.  It  was  a  source  of  painful  regret, 
too,  that  those  chiefs  who  have  been  elevated  to  high  and  honorable  posi- 
tions, where  they  can  be  ornaments  of  the  Order,  as  well  as  instruments  ot 
instruction  to  its  members,  were  not  all  present  at  any  one  time;  and  it  is 
the  sincere  hope  of  the  Great  Sachem  that  the  cause  of  their  absence  will 
entirely  acquit  them  of  the  charge  of  neglect.  It  is  believed  that  the  system 
of  visitations,  as  carried  on  by  our  Order,  are  calculated  to  impart  to  the 
members  an  amount  of  information,  upon  whatever  concerns  its  history, 
progress,  condition,  and  prospects,  not  easily  acquired  by  any  other  means. 
It  is,  therefore,  highly  important  that  those  who  wish  to  become  proficient 
workers  among  us  should  punctually  attend  them. 

The  remarks  under  this  head  have  been  made  with  reference  to  the  Tribes 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  vicinity;  but  the  Tribes  in  the  country  are 
equally  entitled  to  the  fostering  care  and  protection  of  the  Great  Council, 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Great  Sachem  to  visit  every  Tribe  in  our 
jurisdiction  during  his  term,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  them  instruction  in 
the  work  of  the  Order,  if  this  body  shall  think  proper  to  place  iu  his  hands 
the  means  to  enable  him  to  do  so.  He  is  in  the  receipt  of  letters,  asking 
him  "to  visit  our  Tribe  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  us  in  the  New  Work.'' 
But  he  must  be  permitted  to  say  that  the  arrangement  of  the  time  should 
be  left  to  himself,  as  by  the  present  programme  of  visitation  much  of  his 
time  is  already  provided  for,  and  it  cannot  now  be  altered. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  commanding  position  of  our  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  places  it  in 
the  foremost  rank  of  Eed  Men  in  the  United  States ;  and  yet,  strange  to 
say,  this  body  has  not  a  place  in  which  to  convene  a  council,  that  we  can 
call  our  own.  Our  brethren  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  with  a  constituency 
numerically  inferior  to  our's,  has  possessed  for  years  a  beautiful  and  capaci- 
ous hall,  which  not  only  accommodates  them  with  ample  room  for  wigwams, 
but  it  is  also  a  source  of  revenue  to  them.  The  Great  Council  should,  by 
all  means,  have  an  appropriate  and  permanent  wigwam  in  which  to  hold 
its  councils,  fitted  with  the  necessary  emblems  and  paraphernalia  for  con- 
fering  all  the  degrees,  as  well  as  to  serve  for  models  to  be  examined  by  the 
Eepresentatives  from  all  parts  of  the  jurisdiction,  attending  its  sessions. 

The  large  amount  of  materials  in  the  possession  of  the  Great  Council, 
such  as  books  of  Tribes,  old  work,  papers,  documents,  and  other  matters, 
imperatively  demand  a  proper  receptacle  for  their  safe  keeping  and  storage. 
Hitherto  this  body  has  depended  upon  private  generosity  for  their  preser- 
vation ;  but  it  is  asking  too  much  of  a  man  to  appropriate  his  dwelling  for 
the  purposes  and  uses  of  this  Great  Council.  When  propositions  have 
been  brought  forward  to  remedy  this,  by  those  whose  minds  have  been 
charged  with  the  affairs  and  wants  of  the  Order,  outside  its  councils  they 
have  been  met  by  the  uncharitable  inuendoes  of  others,  who,  perhaps,  give 
the  welfare  and  wants  of  the  Order  not  a  breath's  reflection  beyond  the 
wickets,  and  they  think  not  what  wounds  they  inflict,  or  how  painfully  their 
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reflections  grate  upon  the  ears  of  those  brethren,  who  have  not  hesitated 
to  expend  their  means,  devote  their  time,  and  give  their  labor  for  the  eleva- 
tion and  advancement  of  our  beloved  institution.  I  trust  the  Great  Council 
will  feel  the  necessity  of  providing  a  place  where  its  papers  may  be  properly 
filed  away  for  easy  reference,  its  books  systematically  arranged,  and  where 
its  chiefs  may  assemble  for  consultation. 

On  the  22d  of  Hunting  Moon  I  appointed  G.  S.  S.  Madeira,  G.  G.  F. 
Crowell,  P.  S.'s  Knipe,  Whitehead,  Walker,  J.  Johnson,  Weidley,  Collins, 
P.  G.  S.'s  Weistenberg,  and  Eckert,  to  assist  in  "raising  up"  the  chiefs  in 
the  Tribes— to  all  of  whom  I  return  my  thanks  for  the  cheerfulness  with 
which  they  performed  the  duties  assigned  them. 

Another  matter  remains  for  me  to  call  your  attention  to,  and  that  is  the 
fact  that  the  copies  of  our  printed  laws  are  nearly  exhausted,  and  a  new 
edition  will  soon  have  to  be  printed.  Frequent  changes  in  the  organic 
law  of  any  institution  are  often  productive  of  an  amount  of  confusion, 
which  is  scarcely  compensated  for  by  the  good  such  changes  may  be  in- 
tended to  produce.  Clearly  defined  laws,  which  are  known  and  understood 
by  the  members  at  large,  even  if  imperfect  in  themselves,  are  preferable  to 
many  amendments  and  changes  detached  and  scattered  throughout  the 
written  records  or  printed  Proceedings,  and,  therefore,  really  inaccessible 
to  the  mass  of  the  Order,  and  result  in  overtasking  the  Great  Chiefs  with 
unnecessary  inquiries  and  useless  letters.  The  edition  of  our  laws  now  in 
use  were  printed  six  grand  sun's  ago,  and  the  present  is  believed  to  be  an 
auspicious  time  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee  for  the  revision  of 
those  laws. 

In  this  connection  I  would  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
index  the  printed  Proceedings  of  this  body,  and  have  two  copies  bound  for 
the  Great  Sachem  and  Great  Chief  of  Records,  as  questions  are  continually 
occurring  requiring  their  examination,  and  which  would  be  greatly  facili- 
tated by  an  index. 

I  have  not  had  the  opportunity  of  examining  the  reports  of  the  Tribes  in 
detail ;  but  enough  is  known  to  warrant  me  in  pronouncing  the  entire  Order 
in  this  jurisdiction  in  a  most  prosperous  state.  But  a  single  Tribe,  so  far 
as  I  am  aware,  being  in  a  languishing  condition  ;  and  however  uncharitable 
it  may  seem.  I  cannot  refrain  from  the  conviction  that  the  cause  of  the 
want  of  prosperity  in  this  Tribe,  is  not  what  is  ordinarily  termed  "  a  mis- 
fortune," but  the '  fault  of  its  members.  But  this  single  case  of  indifference 
is  more  than  compensated  for  by  the  laudable  spirit  of  emulation  in  the 
glorious  work,  that  has  everywhere  else  inspired  the  members  of  our  fra- 
ternity, and  the  earnest  wish  of  the  Great  Sachem  is,  that  it  may  not  only 
continue,  but  increase  and  multiply,  until  it  shall  occupy  a  higher  and  holier 
position  in  the  eyes  of  the  community  ;  a  nearer  and  more  endearing  place 
m  the  hearts  of  its  members.

The  question  then  recurred  on  the  motion  as  amended,  when 
the  same  was  adopted — Yeas  40;  Nays  not  counted. 

Committee  in  the  case  of  Randall  vs.  Camanchee  Tribe, 
No.  52,  presented  a  report,  sustaining  the  action  of  the  Tribe 
in  expelling  him. 

On  motion  of  P.  G.  S.  Eckert,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Committee  on  reception  of  Great  Council  of  United  States 
presented  the  following  report: — 

Philadelphia,  17th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  5625. 

To  (he  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 
Chiefs  and  Brothers  : — 

The  undersigned  committee  appointed  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
session  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  respectfully  report  that 
all  due  preparations  were  made  for  the  comfort,  convenience,  and  enter- 
tainment of  the  Representatives. 

The  session  commenced  at  the  9th  run  of  13th  sun  of  Corn  Moon  last, 
and  the  council  fire  was  finally  quenched  at  the  setting  of  the  sun  on  the 
15th. 

On  the  sleep  of  the  closing  sun  the  Representatives  were  entertained  by 
a  banquet,  gotten  up  in  the  best  style  by  Messrs.  Green  &  Kelley,  at  the 
St.  James,  which  was  attended  by  all  the  Representatives  and  visiting  bro- 
thers and  chiefs,  as  well  as  by  a  number  of  the  brethren  of  our  own  city 
and  the  members  of  the  press. 

On  the  succeeding  sun  the  brothers  from  abroad  were  escorted  around 
the  city  and  vicinity  by  the  committee,  and  sh  own  the  various  places  of 
note  and  interest,  or  which  we  believed  to  be  attractive  and  pleasing  to 
strangers  in  our  city. 

We  believe  the  brethren  left  our  city  and  returned  to  their  own  wigwams 
and  council  fires  with  pleasing  recollections  of  the  session  held  in  our  city. 
It  was  the  aim  of  each  member  of  your  committee  to  render  all  attention 
and  courtesy  to  our  honored  guests. 

A  short  time  after  the  last  session  of  the  Great  Council  we  received  from 
the  Committee  on  Picnic  the  sum  of  $135,  with  an  account  against  several 
Tribes  for  unpaid  tickets,  amounting  to  $33  50,  which  we  collected  from 
the  parties,  making  the  whole  amount  realized  from  the  picnic  $168  50. 
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Ample  funds  being  thus  raised,  we  were  not  required  to  draw  any  from 
the  appropriation  made  at  the  last  session  ;  and  it,  therefore,  remains  in  the 
wampum  belt. 

After  paying  all  expenses  incurred  by  your  committee,  we  have  a  balance 
in  the  hands  of  the  chairman  of  $19  89,  which  will  be  paid  into  the  wampum 
belt  of  the  Great  Council. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution,  and 
ask  to  be  discharged : — 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Great  Council  be  tendered  to  Poca- 
hontas Tribe,  No.  5,  for  their  kindness  in  placing  their  wigwam  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  committee  for  the  sessions  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United 
States.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 
Chiefs  and  Brothers  : — 

The  undersigned  committee  appointed  to  ascertain  the  expense  of  pro- 
curing and  fitting  up  a  suitable  wigwam  for  the  use  of  the  Great  Council, 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  been  unable  to  find  a  room  suitable  for 
the  purpose ;  but  that  a  building  is  now  in  course  of  erection,  at  the  N.  W. 
corner  of  Eighth  and  Vine  Streets,  which  will  contain  two  rooms — one  in 
the  second  story,  the  other  in  the  third  story— either  of  which  the  committee 
think  will  be  adapted  to  the  purpose.  The  owners  of  the  building  will  not 
name  any  sum  as  rent  until  the  building  is  quite  or  nearly  finished,  at  which 
time  they  have  agreed  to  communicate  with  your  committee.  If  the  rent 
does  not  exceed  $400  per  annum,  it  is  recommended  that  one  of  the  rooms 
be  taken. 

Your  committee  have  no  doubt  the  room  can  be  rented  out  four  nights 
in  the  week,  reducing  the  rent  to  $100.  If  rented  for  six  nights  it  would 
yield  an  excess  of  $50  more  than  the  rent.  The  services  of  a  janitor  have 
not  been  taken  into  account,  but  might  be  set  down  at  $75  per  annum. 
The  cost  of  fitting  up  the  room  is  estimated  at  $500.

P.  G.  I.  Baker  moved  that  an  appropriation  of  400  fathoms 
be  made  to  the  committee  for  furnishing  the  wigwam,  to  be 
drawn  for  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  may  be  re- 
quired ;  which  was  adopted.

The  undersigned,  your  Kepresentatives  to  the  Great  Council  of  United 
States,  respectfully  report,  that  body  kindled  their  council  fire  in  this  city, 
at  Pocahontas  wigwam,  on  the  13th  sun  of  Corn  Moon  last. 

A  protest  to  the  admission  of  one  of  our  colleagues,  Peter  Messer.  on 
account  of  his  undue  election,  was  presented  from  a  number  of  members  of 
this  Great  Council,  and,  after  examination  by  the  committee  on  credentials, 
his  election  was  declared  illegal,  and  his  right  to  admission  denied  by  the 
Great  Council.  Subsequently  he  presented  a  certificate  of  appointment 
by  the  Great  Sachem  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  was  thereupon  admitted. 

The  journal  of  the  Great  Incohonee  contained  many  suggestions  for  the 
advancement  and  improvement  of  the  Order,  and  we  recommend  the  same 
to  the  careful  attention  of  the  brothers. 

At  the  first  session  an  amendment  to  Eule  XI  of  General  Laws  was  pre- 
sented, authorizing  Degree  Councils  to  be  beneficial  or  not,  as  they  may 
elect  and  the  Great  Councils  sanction  (see  p.  11).  Subsequently,  on  the 
15th  sun,  it  was  adopted. 

The  consideration  of  the  new  Constitution  occupied  considerable  time, 
but  before  concluding  was  postponed  to  the  next  session. 

The  election  of  Great  Chiefs  resulted  in  the  elevation  of  one  of  your 
Representatives,  P.  G.  S.  Angus  Cameron,  to  the  position  of  Great  Inco- 
honee.   The  other  chiefs  elected  were —

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A  very  important  preamble  and  resolutions,  in  relation  to  a  change  in 
the  date  used  by  the  Order,  was  presented  (see  p.  15),  but  was  postponed 
until  the  next  session. 

Propositions  to  hold  the  next  session  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  also  in 
the  city  of  Washington,  were  offered,  but  voted  down.  The  next  session 
will,  therefore,  be  held  in  Baltimore. 

An  important  preamble  and  resolutions,  in  relation  to  additional  degrees 
in  the  Order,  were  presented  and  adopted  (see  p.  24). 

In  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  Pequod  Tribe  vs.  Great  Council  of  Penn- 
sylvania, the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  sustained  the  decision  of 
this  Great  Council. 

By  a  resolution,  the  different  Tribes  are  required  to  be  in  possession  of 
the  Degree  Ritual  (see  p.  27). 

The  above  embraces  the  most  important  business  of  special  interest  to 
this  Great  Council ;  but  we  would  recommend  to  the  various  Tribes,  the 
members  of  this  Great  Council,  and  the  Order  generally,  a  careful  and 
attentive  examination  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Great  Council  of  the 
United  States. 

We  report  to  you  the  absence  of  one  of  your  Representatives,  Peter 
Messer ;  he  having  neglected  to  attend  the  entire  session,  except  upon  the 
morning  of  his  admission. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say  we  endeavoured  to  represent  the  views  and 
interests  of  this  Great  Council,  and  trust  our  acts  may  meet  your  approval.

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A  petition  from  brothers  and  pale  faces  in  Pittsburg  was 
read,  praying  for  a  charter  for  a  Tribe  in  that  city;  which  was, 
on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee  just  appointed. 

P.  S.  Whitehead  moved  to  quench  the  council  fire ;  which 
was  lost — Yeas  10;  Nays  35. 

P.  Gr.  S.  Cameron  presented  the  following: — 

Resolved,  That  the  G.  C.  of  R.  be  instructed  to  procure  four  Great 
Council  books,  for  the  use  of  the  chiefs  of  this  Great  Council — said  books 
to  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Great  Sachem,  when  the  Great  Council  is  not 
in  session. 

Gr.  K.  of  W.  Pierce  moved  to  strike  out  four  and  insert  three; 
which  was  adopted.    The  resolution  was  adopted,  as  amended. 

P.  G.  S.  Stewart  moved  to  proceed  to  nominate  chiefs  for 
next  term  ;  which  was  adopted.

Committee  on  Great  Sachem's  Report  presented  the  follow 
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Philadelphia,  18th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  5625. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 
Chiefs  and  Brothers  : — 

The  undersigned  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  six  moons  report 
of  the  Great  Sachem,  report  that  they  have  given  the  same  their  considera- 
tion, and  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  deliberations : — 

In  the  dispensations  granted,  the  Great  Sachem  has  exercised  sound 
judgment,  and  a  careful  regard  of  the  interests  and  well  being  of  the 
Order. 

The  decisions,  we  believe,  are  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  usages. 

The  dereliction  of  the  chiefs  of  the  late  Tecumseh  Degree  Council,  in 
neglecting  to  deliver  to  the  proper  custodian  the  private  work  and  effects 
in  possession'of  said  Degree  Council,  merits  the  unquallified  disapprobation 
of  this  Great  Council,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  they  are  cer- 
tainly liable  to  punishment  for  violation  of  obligations  taken  when  said 
work  was  intrusted  to  them.  One  of  the  paramount  charms  of  an  organiza- 
tion like  our  own  is  its  mysteries  to  the  outer  world,  and  we  should  guard 
with  a  jealous  eye  all  avenues  through  which  any  of  them  might  be 
revealed. 

In  relation  to  the  subject  governing  Degree  Councils  adopting  the  bene- 
ficial feature,  we  offer  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  charter  fee  for  Degree  Councils,  when  "beneficial," 
shall  be  the  same  as  is  now  paid  for  charters  of  Tribes,  and  when  organized 
they  shall  pay  the  same  percentage  as  is  paid  by  Tribes. 

They  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Kepresentative  in  the  Great  Council ;  but 
shall  have  no  vote  in  the  election  for  chiefs  of  said  body.  The  amount  of 
entrance  wampum,  and  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  benefits,  shall  not  be  less 
than  that  now  fixed  by  law  in  the  Constitution  for  Tribes. 

In  the  matter  of  a  general  revision  of  the  laws  of  the  Order,  your  com- 
mittee earnestly  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  believe  that  the  stability  and  permanency  of  our  Order,  a  proper 
understanding  of  the  laws,  as  well  as  the  enactment  of  new  ones  for  better 
government,  perspicuous  and  clear  in  their  spirit  and  import,  imperatively 
demands  the  same. 

We  cordially  join  in  the  views  of  the  Great  Sachem  in  regard  to  the 
compiling  of  an  index  to  the  Proceedings,  and  recommend  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  act  upon  the  suggestion. 

The  remarks  under  the  head  of  visitations,  touching  the  country  Tribes, 
partakes  of  a  sentiment  in  unison  with  our  own.  The  country  Tribes  are 
equally  entitled  with  the  city  Tribes  to  the  privileges  accorded  to  those 
who  are  "  of  us  and  with  us,"  and  we  view  with  pleasure  the  intention  of 
the  Great  Sachem  to  visit  every  Tribe  in  our  jurisdiction  during  his  term 
of  office,  if  this  great  body  should  provide  the  means  ;  and  in  order  to  carry 
out  that  laudable  intention,  and  to  accord  to  Tribes  which  have  not  as  yet 
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been  properly  instructed  in  the  new  unwritten  work  their  rights,  we  recom- 
mend that  a  sufficient  sum  be  placed  at  his  disposal  for  said  purpose. 
In  conclusion,  we  offer  the  following  resolution  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Great  Council  be  and  are  hereby  ten- 
dered to  G.  S.  Morris  H.  Govham,  for  the  able  and  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  his  chieftaincy  during  the  past  six  moons.

Your  committee  recommend  that  their  charter  be  re- 
stored to  them,  with  the  privileges  asked  for.

S.  Cameron  moved  the  appointment  of  a  committee, 
to  prepare  resolutions  expressive  of  the  feelings  of  the  Great 
Council,  relative  to  the  death  of  President  Abeaham  Lincoln  ; 
adopted. 

Great  Sachem  appointed  P.  G.  S.  Cameron  of  No.  50,  P.  S.'s 
Gibbs  of  No.  2,  Clifton  of  No.  52,  Knipe  of  No.  18,  Wilson  of 
No.  56,  the  committee. 

The  committee  retired  from  the  council,  and,  after  a  short 
absence,  returned  and  reported  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions : — 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  His  Wise  Providence,  to 
summon  hence  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN,  President  of  the  United  States ; 
whilst  we  bow  reverently  and  humbly  to  this  manifestation  of  the  Will  of 
the  Great  Spirit,  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  join  in  the  general  expression 
of  the  sorrow  all  feel  in  the  loss  the  Nation  has  sustained  by  this  afflicting 
dispensation.  . 

And  whereas,  The  deplorable  manner  of  his  death,  occurring  as  it  did 
at  a  juncture  when  victory  everywhere  had  crowned  our  arms,  and  the 
fruition  of  his  hopes  appeared  so  near  at  hand,  adds  to  the  poignancy  of 
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our  grief— the  more  especially,  when  we  remember  how  much  of  all  that 
has  been  accomplished  was  due  to  him,  whom  earth  shall  see  no  more. 
During  four  long  years — through  good  report  and  evil  report — he  was  the 
pilot  whose  steady  hand  controlled  the  helm.  If  some  doubted  because  he 
brought  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  high  office  an  almost  untried 
ability — an  ability  in  which  they  were  slow  to  believe ;  yet,  as  time  deve- 
loped the  rare  good  sense  with  which  he  solved  each  new  difficulty  as  it 
arose,  his  sterling  honesty  of  purpose  and  genuine  kindness  of  nature  all 
soon  learned  to  respect,  and  many  to  love  him  as  one  whose  whole  soul  was 
a-glow  with  the  one  pervading  object — the  Union  of  these  States.  Party 
hate,  nor  sectional  rancor,  nor  personal  aims  never  swerved  him  one  hair's 
breadth  from  the  line  of  duty.  Such  feelings  had  no  place  in  his  breast. 
Pure  patriot ;  kind  heart ;  true  soul ;  good  man— 

And  so  our  heads  are  bowed  with  grief 
Because  we  loved  him,  and  because 
But  yesterday,  this  great  man  stood 

Of  many  States  the  perfect  chief, 

Dispensing  justice  and  the  laws, 

And  mindful  of  the  public  good. 

Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN,  as  displayed  in  his  public  as 
well  as  private  life,  we  recognize  a  noble  exemplar  of  the  principles  of  our 
affiliation.  As  an  apostle  in  the  cause  of  Fkeedom,  he  sealed  his  devotion 
with  his  blood,  and  weeping  millions  bless  his  name.  To  Friendship, 
he  was  firm  and  true,  as  all  concur  who  knew  him  best.  And  of  his 
Charity,  the  South  can  speak. 

Resolved,  That  the  charter  of  the  Great  Council  be  draped  in  mourning, 
and  that  the  chiefs,  when  in  Great  Council  assembled,  and  in  their  official 
visitations,  shall  wear  the  customary  badge  of  mourning  for  six  moons. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  preamble  and  accompanying  resolutions 
be  sent  to  each  Tribe  in  this  jurisdiction,  to  be  read  at  the  council  sleep 
following  their  receipt,  and  that  each  Tribe  be  instructed  to  shroud  its 
charter  in  mourning,  and  that  the  chiefs  thereof,  when  in  session,  be 
directed  to  wear  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  for  the  period  fixed  by  the 
preceding  resolution. 

Which,  being  read,  P.  S.  Eeese  of  No.  4,  moved  that  they  be 
adopted;  which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

P.  S.  Gibbs  of  No.  2,  moved  that  they  be  published  in  two 
daily  papers  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia;  adopted. 

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  of  No.  49,  moved  that  the  papers  be  the 
Inquirer  and  Free  Press  (German);  adopted. 

P.  S.  Knipe  of  No.  18,  moved  that  a  copy  of  the  preamble 
and  resolutions  be  presented  to  the  Historical  Society  of  Penn- 
sylvania; adopted. 
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GL  C.  of  R.  reported  that  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of 
last  session,  he  had  one  copy  of  Vol.  II,  Proceedings  of  the  Great 
Council  (being  all  he  has  been  able  to  obtain  complete),  bound 
and  ready  for  sale,  and  as  there  were  several  applicants  for  the 
same,  he  desired  instructions  as  to  how  he  shall  dispose  of  it. 

On  motion,  the  Gr.  C.  of  R.  was  authorized  to  dispose  of  the 
copy  to  the  highest  bidder. 

A  communication  from  Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  was  read, 
requesting  that  the  honor  and  rank  of  Past  Sachem  be  restored 
to  brothers  Wm.  P.  Crockforcl,  J.  A.  Britton,  and  D.  C.  Mayne, 
now  members  of  their  Tribe. 

On  motion,  the  application  be  granted  and  the  honor  and 
rank  be  restored  to  the  brothers;  adopted. 

P.  Gr.  S.  Cameron  moved  that  the  resolution  authorizing  the 
Committee  on  Wigwam  to  lease  the  room,  corner  of  Eighth  and 
Vine  Streets,  be  so  far  modified  as  to  allow  the  committee  discre- 
tionary power  to  obtain  a  room  in  another  locality;  adopted. 
On  motion,  the  council  fire  was  quenched  in  due  form.

Great  Sachem  read  the  following  report  :• — ■ 

GREAT  SACHEM'S  REPORT. 

Philadelphia,  18th  Buck  Moon,  5625. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 

Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Past  Sachems  and  Representatives  :  The  period  for  again  kindling' 
the  Great  Council  fire  having  arrived,  it  becomes  my  duty  in  making  this 
my  final  report  to  return  the  Tomahawk,  the  symbol  of  that  authority  with 
which  you  were  pleased  to  invest  me  one  grand  sun  ago.  Since  then  great 
and  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  world  around  us,  and  our 
record  would  scarce  be  fully  made  up,  did  we  not  pause  to  notice  at  least 
the  more  important  of  them.  Then  the  dark  but  bloody  cloud  of  rebellion 
overcast  our  land,  and  marshalled  hosts  were  arrayed  in  deadly  conflict, 
decimating  it  of  the  lives  of  valued  citizens.  But  in  due  season  the  Great 
Spirit  smiled  upon  us ;  the  hosts  of  rebellion  were  vanquished,  and  the 
olive  branch  of  peace  once  more  wafted  triumphantly  over  our  united  and 
restored  country.  But  we  attained  the  blessed  boon  at  a  fearful  sacrifice, 
for  the  fell  demon  of  rebellion  could  not  be  sated  without  the  blood  of  the 
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most  exalted— the  loftiest  character,  the  purest  heart  in  all  our  land ;  and 
Abeaham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States— the  good,  the  pure, 
the  merciful,  and  just— fell  beneath  the  assassin' s  bloody  hand.  It  is  meet, 
my  brethren,  that  we  should  pause  in  our  legislation  to  drop  a  sympathetic 
tear ;  to  bow  in  submission  to  the  will  of  that  mysterious  Spirit  that  cloth 
all  things,  well,  and  turn  our  hearts  in  gratitude  to  Him  for  preserving  our 
nation,  and  crowning  our  people  with  the  blessings  of  Peace.  On  learn- 
ing the  foregoing  facts,  a  call  for  a  special  session  of  the  Great  Council  was 
issued ;  a  session  was  held,  and  appropriate  proceedings  had,  the  details  of 
which  will  appear  in  their  proper  place  on  the  record— to. which  you  are 
referred  for  information  relative  to  that  and  subsequent  special  and  ad- 
journed sessions. 

During  the  recess  but  comparatively  little  business  has  transpired,  re- 
quiring official  sanction  or  disapproval,  beyond  the  ordinary  routine  of 
duties. 

dispensations. 

On  the  28th  of  Cold  Moon  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Camanchee  Tribe,. 
No.  52,  to  hold  a  festival  in  their  wigwam  on  the  6th  of  Snow  Moon,  5625. 

On  the  loth  of  Snow  Moon  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Sagoyewatha 
Tribe,  No.  38,  to  have  a  festival  on  the  occasion  of  the  anniversary  of  the 
organization  of  the  Tribe,  on  the  14th  of  Worm  Moon. 

On  the  15th  of  Worm  Moon  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Delaware  Tribe, 
No.  10,  to  have  a  ball  on  the  30th  of  Plant  Moon. 

On  the  22d  of  Worm  Moon  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Chippewa  Tribe, 
No.  51,  to  hold  a  citizens'  dress  ball  on  the  15th  of  Plant  Moon. 

On  the  26th  of  Worm  Moon  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Tuscarora  Tribe, 
No.  29,  to  hold  a  fancy,  military,  and  citizens'  dress  ball  on  the  17th  of 
Worm  Moon. 

On  the  17th  of  Flower  Moon  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Narraganset 
Tribe,  No.  43,  to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chief's  degrees  on  brother  John 
H.  Jones,  to  qualify  him  to  to  fill  the  position  of  Junior  Sagamore.  (Pee, 
4  feet,  paid.) 

On  the  28th  of  Hot  Moon  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Miquon  Tribe, 
No.  50,  qualifying  E.  T.  Bear  as  Senior  Sagamore,  he  not  having  served  a 
full  term  as  Junior  Sagamore. 

DECISIONS  AND  APPEALS. 

On  the  23d  of  Cold  Moon,  5625,  I  received  a  communication,  notifying 
me  of  the  expulsion  of  G.  T.  Zahm  from  Eeshahkonee  Tribe,  No.  22,  and 
setting  forth  the  charges  and  specifications  on  which  such  action  was  had 
(for  which  see  paper  marked  A).  Subsequently  I  received  the  appeal  of 
said  G.  T.  Zahm  against  the  action  of  the  Tribe  in  thus  expelling  him. 
The  appeal  was  referred  to  the  following  named  Past  Sachems :  A.  Gibbs 
and  Royer  of  No.  2,  and  Adam  Schuh  of  No.  44. 

On  the  24th  of  Cold  Moon  I  received  a  communication,  asking  me  if  the 
consent  of  the  Great  Council  was  necessary,  in  the  event  of  Conewago 
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Tribe,  No.  37,  applying  for  an  act  of  incorporation?  To  this  communica- 
tion I  replied,  ihat  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania  is  a  corporate  body, 
its  charter  having  direct  reference  to  the  Tribes,  of  whose  Eepresentatives 
it  is  composed,  and  that  I  was  of  the  opinion  that  this  charter  or  act  of 
incorporation  confers  upon  the  Tribes  all  the  power  requisite  for  them  to 
possess,  enabling  them  to  enter  suits  in  the  name  of  the  Great  Council  of 
the  State,  and  would  therefore  decide,  with  my  present  information,  that 
it  is  not  only  necessary  for  a  Tribe  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Great 
Council  for  an  act  of  incorporation,  but  that  such  consent,  if  given,  would 
be  in  contravention  of  the  spirit  and  terms  of  the  act  of  incorporation  of 
said  Great  Council. 

CEASED  OPERATION. 

On  the  20th  of  Snow  Moon  I  received  a  communication,  signed  Charles 
Gildner,  C.  of  R,  notifying  me  that  Tecumseh  Degree  Council,  No.  2, 
would  hold  a  council  on  the  sleep  of  the  25th  sun  of  the  same  moon,  and 
that  they  wished  to  have  their  chiefs  raised  up  on  that  occasion.  As  this 
notice  contained  the  first  intimation,  so  far  as  I  know,  that  has  been  given 
for  some  grand  suns  of  the  bona  fide  existence  of  said  Council,  and  as  I  had 
no  knowledge  of  their  being  in  possession  of  the  authorized  work  of  the 
Order,  or  who,  or  what  brothers  they  alleged  to  embrace  in  their  mem- 
bership, I  declined  acceding  to  the  request  until  properly  advised  on  these 
points.  Subsequently  the  work  (the  old  work)  in  their  possession  was 
surrendered  to  the  Great  Chief  of  Records. 

On  the  2d  sun  of  Hot  Moon  the  private  work  and  charter  of  Delaware 
Tribe,  No.  10,  was  surrendered.  Subsequently  a  lot  of  regalia  was  also 
surrendered ;  but  the  account  books  have  been  retained  by  them.  The 
reasons  assigned  for  the  dissolution  of  this  Tribe  were  fictitious  and  un- 
sound, and  it  is  therefore  useless  to  inquire  into  the  cause  leading  to  that 
result.  The  proceedings  by  which  it  was  brought  about  were  equally 
illegal  and  dishonorable,  and  however  high  the  opinions  entertained  of  the 
members  heretofore,  justice  requires  that  I  should  say  thus  much  of  their 
course  in  this  case. 

In  pursuance  of  the  granting  of  the  charter  to  Leni  Lenape  Degree 
Council,  No.  1,  at  at  your  late  session,  I  proceeded  on  the  sleep  of  28th  of 
Snow  Moon,  in  company  with  the  Great  Chiefs,  and  instituted  them  as  a 
beneficial  branch  of  the  Order.  You  will  learn  from  their  report  their 
standing,  and  the  result  of  their  operations  thus  far. 

VISITATIONS. 

Subsequent  to  the  quenching  of  the  fire  of  the  Great  Council,  in  the 
Cold  Moon,  we  resumed  the  visitation  of  Tribes,  and  continued  them  up 
to  the  11th  sleep  of  Buck  Moon,  when  we  paid  the  last  visit,  to  Uppowoc 
Tribe,  No.  47,  at  West  Chester,  having  visited  every  Tribe  in  this  juris- 
diction, with  a  single  exception,  and  in  all  of  which  we  were  well  received. 
We  are  not  without  the  hope  and  belief  that  these  official  visits  have  re- 
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suited  in  great  good  to  the  Order.  We  have  during  thern  closely  observed 
the  working  of  the  several  Tribes,  and  have  not  hesitated  to  point  out 
errors  and  inaccuracies,  and  to  check  innovations  wherever  we  have 
observed  them — our  sole  object  being  always  to  excite  among  the  mem- 
bers a  laudable  spirit  of  excellence  in  the  celebration  of  our  quaint  rites ; 
the  elevation  of  the  moral  and  intellectual  standing  of  the  Order,  and  the 
'  advancement  of  its  ever  glorious  principles.  And  it  is  to  me  a  source  of 
the  greatest  gratification  to  know  that  the  efforts  of  the  Great  Chiefs  in 
this  behalf  have  been  appreciated  and  approved.  On  every  hand  we  hear 
of  the  improved  condition  of  the  Order,  and  from  information  now  in  my 
possession  I  look  with  confident  hope  for  the  early  organization  of  new 
Tribes.  The  reports  of  the  several  Tribes  will,  I  think,  exhibit  a  state  of 
affairs,  and  an  accession  to  our  members,  gratifying  to  the  most  sanguine 
expectations. 

By  present  usage,  and,  indeed,  by  the  laws  of  the  Order,  all  brothers,  a3 
a  necessary  qualification  for  admission  into  the  Great  Council,  are  required 
to  serve  a  full  term  as  Sachem  of  a  Tribe.  This  is  a  good  wholesome  rule, 
and  its  intention,  doubtless,  is  to  secure  that  experience  in,  and  knowledge 
of,  the  workings  of  the  Order  so  necessary  to  the  efficient  legislator.  It  is 
no  less  a  custom,  however,  based  upon  good  judgment  and  sound  policy, 
to  re-elect  those  brothers  to  the  position  of  Chief  of  Records,  and  Keeper 
of  Wampum  in  the  Tribes,  whom  experience  and  integrity  point  out  as  the 
most  efficient  persons  to  fill  them ;  but  it  seems  unfair  and  unjust  that  in 
spending  the  time  to  qualify  themselves  for  offices  of  trust  and  responsi- 
bilty,  they  should  deprive  themselves  of  membership  in  the  Great  Council, 
and  rank  and  position  in  the  Order,  that  is  attained  by  brothers  not  more 
worthy,  certainly  not  more  useful  than  themselves.  I  would,  therefore, 
recommend  that  our  Representatives  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United 
States  be  instructed  to  make  such  efforts  as  may  be  necessary  to  change 
the  laws,  so  as  to  admit  the  Chief  of  Records  and  Keeper  of  Wampum  to 
membership  in  their  State  Great  Councils,  with  the  rank  and  privileges  of 
Past  Sachems,  for  three  consecutive  grand  suns'  services  in  their  respective 
chieftainships. 

THE  CEREMONIAL. 

The  abuse  of  our  ceremonial,  and  the  introduction  of  agents  in  its  per- 
formance, foreign  to  its  purpose,  is  a  subject  that  has  been  animadverted 
upon  in  times  gone  by,  and  has  received  the  condemnation  alike  of  Great 
Sachems,  supervisory  committees,  and  this  Great  Council ;  and  it  is  the 
more  unpleasant  to  advert  to  it  at  this  time,  for  the  reason  of  the  recent 
modification  of  the  work,  and  because  the  condemnations  referred  to  stand 
upon  your  records,  and  the  prohibitory  provision  of  the  law  is  upon  almost 
the  first  page  of  your  ceremonial,  thus  depriving  the  most  equivacating  of 
the  poor  plea  of  ignorance  of  the  subject.  The  work  is  designed  to  incul- 
cate well  considered  truths ;  to  appeal  to  the  candidate  as  an  intellectual 
and  moral  agent,  and  it  admits  of  nothing  being  done  calculated  to  offend 
the  sensibilities  of  any  one.

How  offensive  then  is  it  to  find  the  object  of  the  work  frustrated;  its 
truths  perverted ;  its  dignity  distroyed,  and  its  solemnity  marred  by  hoot- 
ings  and  unseemly  behaviour,  and  by  the  introduction  of  contrivances, 
according  to  the  caprice  or  whim  of  each  new  comer,  in  violation  of  his 
obligation  "to  obey  the  laws,"  and  in  violation  of  the  obligations  of  the 
chiefs  of  the  Tribe  to  the  same  effect.  And  how  much  more  offensive  is  it 
when  we  reflect  that  members  of  this  Great  Council,  who  cannot  be  forget- 
ful of  the  tenure  of  their  membership  here,  not  only  knowing  and  observing 
these  things  without  rebuking  them,  but  in  some  instances  being  prominent 
actors  and  participants  in  them.  In  one  instance  I  found  it  necessary  to 
interpose  official  authority  to  check  such  abuse,  and  in  but  that  single  case 
have  I  cause  to  complain  of  disrespect  shown  to  the  Great  Sachem,  or  the 
power  with  which  the  law  invested  him. 

These  strictures  are  offered  from  a  sense  of  justice,  right,  and  duty. 
Wherever  I  have  observed  innovations,  I  have  endeavored  to  check  them, 
because  I  felt  that  I  owed  it  to  myself,  to  the  position  I  occupied,  and  to 
the  Order;  for  when  I  look  back  on  a  line  of  official  duties,  extending 
through  a  period  of  eight  grand  suns,  and  reflect  how  earnestly  my  brethren 
have  at  all  times  supported  me,  I  feel  that  I  can  now  resume  my  position 
among  them  as  a  private  member,  with  the  consciousness  of  still  possessing 
their  undiminished  confidence.  And  this  I  feel  to  be  my  sufficient  reward 
for  devoting  my  best  energies  to  their  service.

In  drawing  this  report  to  a  close,  I  beg  leave  to  return  to  my  colleagues 
my  sincere  thanks  for  their  aid  and  advice ;  to  acknowledge  my  indebted- 
ness to  those  Past  Sachems  who  generously  assisted  in  raising  up  the 
chiefs  of  the  Tribes,  and  to  the  D.  D.  Great  Sachems  for  their  earnest  co- 
operation in  executing  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

To  the  entire  brethren  of  the  jurisdiction,  who  by  their  kindness  and 
generous  hospitality  vied  with  each  other  in  rendering  the  sojourn  of  my 
colleagues  and  myself  among  them  pleasant,  I  offer  the  acknowledgments 
of  a  grateful  heart,  and  my  memory  will  ever  recur  to  the  hours  we  spent 
together  as  among  the  most  pleasing  of  my  life.

Great  Chief  of  Eecords  presented  the  following  report:— 

Philadelphia,  18th  Buck  Moon,  5625. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania— Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  G.  C.  of  R.  reports  that  by  a  resolution 
adopted  at  the  session  in  Buck  Moon  last,  the  chiefs  were  directed  to 
furnish  P.  G.  S.  Angus  Cameron  with  a  copy  of  the  resolution  reported 
by  the  committee  on  Great  Sachem's  report  (see  page  25).  A  committee 
of  members  of  the  Great  Council  desiring  to  have  the  same  handsomely 
engrossed,  they  were  furnished  with  a  copy,  which,  after  being  signed 
by  the  Great  Chiefs,  was  surrounded  by  their  photographs,  inclosed  in  a 
splendid  gilt  frame,  and  presented  to  the  P.  G.  S.  on  the  sleep  of  29th  sun 
of  Worm  Moon. 

By  resolution  of  last  session,  I  was  "directed  to  ask  for  proposals  for 
the  printing  of  the  Great  Council;"  but  no  plan  was  suggested  how  I 
should  do  it,  whether  by  notice,  advertisement,  or  in  any  other  way ;  or 
whether  I  should  confine  it  to  members  of  the  Order.  I  endeavored  to 
comply  with  the  resolution,  by  personally  requesting  all  brothers  of  the 
Order  (whom  I  knew  to  be  in  the  business)  to  present  their  proposals  for 
the  printing ;  but  have  not  received  a  single  proposition. 

Having  received  from  the  printer  the  index  and  title  to  Vol.  II  Pro- 
ceedings, I  at  once  made  arrangements  for  binding  the  same,  at  80  cents 
per  copy.  After  making  a  calculation  of  the  number  likely  to  be  bound, 
and  the  cost  of  printing,  I  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  different  Tribes 
a  circular,  notifying  them  of  my  readiness  to  bind  all  copies  sent  to  me,  at 
one  fathom  one  foot  ($1  75)  per  copy.  A  number  of  Tribes  and  brothers 
sent  what  copies  they  had  on  hand,  and  I  have  had  them  bound  for  them. 
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I  have  not  been  able  to  have  the  number  bound,  as  authorized  by  the 
resolution  of  last  session,  on  account  of  a  number  of  the  copies  of  the  ear- 
lier sessions  having  run  ont.  I  received  from  the  late  G.  C.  of  R.  all  the 
copies  in  his  possession ;  but  among  them  could  obtain  but  one  complete 
copy  for  sale,  which  I  reported  at  the  special  session  in  Flower  Moon,  and 
by  resolution  was  directed  to  dispose  of  the  same  to  the  highest  bidder, 
which  was  done,  the  volume  bringing  two  fathoms  three  feet  ($3  75). 

Since  then,  by  personal  requests,  and  the  assistance  of  a  number  of  bro- 
thers, I  have  been  enabled  to  procure  several  copies  of  the  early  sessions, 
and  have  had  bound  six  volumes,  of  which  I  have  sold  two  copies,  at  two 
fathoms  ($3)  per  copy,  which  I  estimated  to  be  a  fair  price,  and  sufficient 
to  pay  all  the  expenses  for  printing  and  binding. 

I  also  had  two  copies  bound  for  the  use  of  the  Great  Council  chiefs. 

The  cost  of  printing  was  fifteen  fathoms  two  feet  ($23),  and  of  binding 
fourteen  fathoms  five  feet  ($22  25),  making  thirty  fathoms  one  foot 
($45  25).  I  have  received  from  the  sale  of,  and  binding  Proceedings, 
twenty-two  fathoms  ($33). 

I  have  on  hand  four  bound  copies  for  sale,  and  one  copy  which  has  been 
bound  for  a  brother ;  also  two  unbound  copies  belonging  to  brothers  (which 
came  into  my  hands  too  late  for  binding  previous  to  this  session).  These, 
in  addition  to  those  already  sold  and  paid  for,  will  make  the  receipts  from 
this  source  amount  to  32  fathoms  2  feet  7J  inches  ($48  65). 

I  would  recommend  that  some  plan  be  adopted  by  which  the  first  volume 
might  be  printed  entire,  as  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  sufficient  number  of 
copies  might  be  sold  to  defray  the  expense. 

Of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  purchase  of  supplies  from  G.  C.  U.  S. 
38  fathoms  2  feet  ($57  50)  was  used,  the  unexpended  balance  remaining 
in  the  wampum  belt. 

For  the  information  of  those  desiring  to  have  their  copies  bound,  I 
would  report  that  I  have  in  hand  two  copies  entire  from  Cold  Moon,  5618 
(January,  1858);  four  copies  from  Buck  Moon,  5618  (July,  1858,  and  eight 
copies  from  Cold  Moon,  5620  (January,  1860). 

I  have  also  procured  a  new  Order  Book  for  the  use  of  the  Great  Council.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — -Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  Judiciary  Committee  had  submitted  to 
them,  during  the  past  grand  sun,  laws  from  Nos.  2,  10,  18,  22,  48,  58 — all 
of  which  were  approved,  except  a  clause  in  No.  2. 

In  all  cases  where  laws  are  submitted  to  the  Committee,  a  copy  of  the 
By-Laws  should  accompany  the  proposed  alterations,  and  sufficient  margin 
be  allowed  upon  the  paper  containing  them  to  enable  the  Committee  to 
place  their  approval  and  signatures. 

The  Committee  have  experienced  great  inconvenience  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  on  account  of  residing  at  such  a  remote  distance  from  each 
other,  considerable  delay  necessarily  occurring  in  bringing  the  Committee 
together. 
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The  Committee  recommend  that  the  law  requiring  the  approval  of  the 
Great  Sachem  "be  repealed,  and  that  the  action  of  the  Judiciary  Committee 
be  final — thereby  preventing  delay.  If  the  Great  Council  deem  it  injudi- 
cious to  repeal  said  law,  then  we  suggest  that  the  whole  power  be  vested 
in  the  Great  Sachem,  and  that  the  Committee  be  disbanded.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers:  The  committee  appointed  on  Great  Sachem's 
report,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  matter  contained  therein,  sub- 
mit the  following : — 

In  the  dispensations  the  Great  Sachem  has  been  guided,  as  heretofore, 
by  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order. 

The  decision  iu  the  case  of  Conewago  Tribe,  No.  87,  was  correct,  and 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  organic  law  of  this  Commonwealth ;  as  by 
said  Tribe  obtaining  an  act  of  incorporation  would  make  null  and  void  that 
already  granted  to  this  Great  Council,  so  far  as  the  allegiance,  of  the  one 
body  to  the  other  is  concerned  or  affected  by  said  act. 

The  case  of  Delaware  Tribe  is  one  which  your  committee  believe  requires 
some  notice  on  the  part  of  this  Great  Council.  According  to  the  act  of 
incorporation  granted  this  body,  the  chiefs  and  members  are,  each  and 
every  one,  amenable  to  the  law  for  their  action. 

That  part  of  the  report  relating  to  the  ceremonial  is,  in  the  opinion  of 

your  committee,  well  timed  and  to  the  point.    The  period  has  arrived  in 

our  history  when  the  introduction  of  all  unnecessary  performances  in  the 

initiation  should  be  discountenanced  by  this  Great  Council,  and  such  laws 

enacted  as  will  put  a  stop  to  all  infringements  upon  the  work  of  the  Order, 

and  require  a  strict  adherence  to  it  by  all  the  Tribes  in  this  jurisdiction. 

This  question  has  been  spoken  of  freely  and  openly  by  other  chiefs  of  this 

Great  Council,  and  their  views  have  been  sanctioned  and  adopted  by  it ; 

therefore,  such  views  are  part  of  the  rules  by  which  this  Order  is  governed 

in  the  absence  of  more  positive  enactments. 

Your  committee  would  offer,  in  conclusion,  the  following  resolution  :— 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Great  Council  are  due  and  are  hereby 

tendered  to  P.  G.  S.  Morris  H.  Gorham  for  the  able,  efficient,  and  impartial 

manner  he  has  performed  the  duties  devolving  upon  him  during  the  past 

grand  sun.

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GREAT  SACHEM'S  REPORT. 

Philadelphia,  16th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  375. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 

Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Respected  Bkothebs:  Through  the  kind  .  providence  of 
the  Great  Spirit  we  are  again  assembled  around  the  Great 
Council  fire,  to  counsel  together  and  legislate  for  the  benefit 
and  prosperity  of  the  Order.  May  our  hearts  be  animated  by 
the  pure  principles  of  our  institution,  free  from  all  sectional  or 
local  jealousies,  and  earnest  in  our  efforts  to  advance  the  suc- 
cess and  usefulness  of  our  Order. 

This  being  the  first  official  report  I  have  been  required  to 
make  to  the  Great  Council,  I  take  the  opportunity  of  returning 
my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Past  Sachems  for  their  kindness  and 
partiality  towards  me  in  raising  me  to  the  seat  of  Great  Sa- 
chem. Knowing  the  responsibility  attached  to  the  position, 
and  doubting  my  own  ability  to  properly  fulfil  the  various 
duties,  I  hesitated  for  a  long  time  before  finally  agreeing  to 
accept  the  position,  and  would  not  have  done  so,  had  I  not '"re- 
ceived the  assurance  of  assistance  and  advice  from  my  prede- 
cessors, and  other  members  of  the  Great  Council. 

My  opportunities  and  experience  in  performing  the  duties 
required  of  the  Great  Sachem  have  been  limited,  and  I  am 
compelled  to  throw  myself  on  the  indulgence  and  kindness  of 
the  members  of  the  Great  Council,  and  to  ask  of  them  patience 
and  forbearance  towards  me,  assuring  them  that  I  shall  be  ever 
ready  to  correct  any  errors  on  my  part,  and  to  act  impartially 
towards  all.  Thus  far,  during  my  term,  I  have  been  governed 
by  the  Constitution  and  laws  as  I  understood  them,  and  as 
they  have  been  interpreted  by  my  predecessors,  and  the  Great 
Council ;  and  when  in  doubt,  have  not  hesitated  to  ask  advice 
and  assistance,  which  has  been  kindly  and  freely  given  by  my 
brother  chiefs.  My  action  during  the  past  of  my  official  term 
shall  be  my  rule  to  the  end  thereof. 

My  wigwam,  and  the  hunting  grounds  of  my  Tribe,  being 
remote  from  the  greater  number  of  the  membership  of  the 
Order,  I  have  been  compelled  to  rely  on  the  several  Deputies ; 
for  this  reason  I  appointed  G.  S.  S.  Madeira  as  Deputy  over  the 
Tribes  in  Philadelphia  and  vicinity ;  his  report,  as  also  that  of 
G.  J.  S.  Weaver,  Deputy  for  Lancaster  county,  are  herewith 
submitted.    I  also  received  reports  from  D.  G.  S.  Hollabaugh, 
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of  Juniata,  and  Cummings,  of  Chester,  stating  that  the  Tribes 
in  their  jurisdictions  were  all  doing  well,  and  working  har- 
moniously. Knowing  the  ability  and  devotion  of  these  bro- 
thers to  the  Order,  I  feel  assured  'that  my  reliance  upon  them 
has  not  been  misplaced,  and  that  their  duties  have  been  zeal- 
ously and  faithfully  performed,  for  which  I  am  greatly  in- 
debted and  thankful  to  them.  I  will  proceed  to  briefly  state 
the  official  acts  performed  during  the  recess. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

On  the  21st  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  an  application  was  received 
from  nine  brothers  and  eleven  pale  faces,  residing  in  Mount 
Joy,  Lancaster  county,  praying  for  a  charter  for  a  Tribe,  for 
which  I  issued  a  dispensation,  and  on  the  7th  of  Corn  Moon, 
in  company  with  G.  J.  S.  Weaver,  G.  C.  of  R.  Baker,  and  a 
number  of  the  Past  Sachems  of  Nos.  2,  22,  31,  37,  39,  and  44, 
together  with  a  large  number  of  brothers  of  the  above  Tribes, 
we  organized  and  instituted  the  Tribe  under  the  name  of  Otsego 
Tribe,  No.  59,  and  duly  raised  up  the  following  Chiefs :  Sa- 
chem, A.  B.  Culp  ;  S.  S.,  R.  P.  Kelley  ;  J.  S.,  Wm.  R.  Hartman ; 
C.  of  P.,  F.  H.  Stauffer ;  K.  of  W.,  A.  D.  Peese.  Subsequently, 
several  communications  were  received  from  the  Tribe,  from 
which  I  learn  that  they  are  prospering.  I  would  recommend 
to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Great  Council  their  appli- 
cation for  a  charter.  I  also  desire  to  express  the  thanks  of  the 
Great  Chiefs  to  the  brothers  of  this  Tribe  for  the  attention  and 
courtesies  extended  to  us. 

On  the  16th  of  Corn  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from 
twenty-two  pale  faces,  residing  in  Johnstown,  Cambria  county, 
asking  for  a  charter  for  a  Tribe.  I  issued  a  dispensation  there- 
for, and  on  the  25th,  G.  C.  of  P.  Baker,  in  company  with  Past 
Sachems  Heckman  and  Myer,  and  K.  of  W.  Seifferth  of  No.  15, 
Past  Sachems  Leonard,  Stimer,  and  Wies,  of  No.  35,  Seebach 
and  Kesel,  of  No.  58,  organized  the  Tribe  under  the  name  of 
Kickenapawling  Tribe,  No.  60,  and  raised  up  the  following 
Chiefs :  Sachem,  John  V.  Shaeffer ;  S.  S.,  Edward  C.  Thomas  ; 
J.  S.,  Gotleib  Leisiger;  C.  of  P.,  Philip  Berg;  K.  of  Wv  Philip 
Shultheis.  Several  letters  have  been  received  from  them,  giv- 
ing very  flattering  accounts  of  their  success ;  their  report  also 
shows  that  they  have  increased  to  forty  members.  This  Tribe 
works  in  the  German  language.  I  would  also  recommend  their 
application  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Great  Council. 

On  the  4th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  a  communication  was  received 
from  a  number  of  the  brothers  of  Wyandotte  Tribe,  No.  54, 
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stating  the  causes  which  compelled  them  to  suspend,  and  re- 
questing authority  to  rekindle  their  council  fire,  and  resume 
their  work  as  a  Tribe.  I  deputized  G.  C.  of  R.  Baker  to  attend 
to  their  request,  with  full  power  to  act  for  me.  After  some 
unavoidable  delay,  he  attended  on  the  sleep  of  the  5th  sun, 
Travelling  Moon,  and  instructed  them  in  the  new  work,  de- 
li vered  to  them  the  books,  and  raised  up  the  following  Chiefs: 
Sachem,  Charles  H.  Ehoads ;  S.  S.,  John  T.  Mclntyre ;  J.  S., 
Joseph  Best ;  C.  of  R.,  Samuel  H.  Garver ;  K.  of  W.,  George 
McFadden.  The  communication  is  herewith  submitted,  and  I 
hope  my  action  may  meet  the  approval  of  the  Great  Council. 

On  the  19th  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Otsego  Tribe,  No.  59,  to  change  their  council  sleep  from  Thurs- 
day to  Friday ;  and  also  on  the  21st  of  Beaver  Moon,  I  granted 
a  dispensation  to  the  same  Tribe  to  hold  a  fair,  from  the  25th 
to  29th  of  Hunting  Moon. 

DECISIONS. 

But  few  decisions  have  been  asked  of  me.  One  from  Wya- 
lusing  Tribe,  in  relation  to  the  proper  date,  was  received  and 
answered ;  but  as  the  G.  C.  of  U.  S.  has  materially  changed  the 
same,  I  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  report  it.  One  from  Narra- 
ganset  Tribe,  No.  43,  was  returned  to  them  with  instructions 
to  apply  to  G.  S.  S.  Madeira. 

A  vacancy  existing  in  our  Representatives  to  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States,  by  the  resignation  of  P.  G.  S. 
Eckert,  I  appointed  P.  S.  Wm.  J.  Goodwin,  of  No.  38,  in  his 
place ;  and  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  having  de- 
clared A.  F.  Haas  ineligible  to  admission  therein,  I  appointed 
P.  G.  I.  Cameron  to  fill  the  vacancy,  he  being  in  Baltimore  at 
the  time. 

On  the  20th  sun,  Travelling  Moon,  I  received  a  communica- 
tion from  "Winnebago  Tribe,  No.  35,  informing  me  of  the  sus- 
pension of  P.  S.  Daniel  G.  Weidel,  and  requesting  me  to  ap- 
point P.  S.  Wm.  K.  Leonard  Deputy  G.  S.  in  his  place,  which 
I  did. 

On  the  20th  of  Hunting  Moon,  I  received  an  appeal  from 
Daniel  G.  "Weidel  against  the  action  of  Winnebago  Tribe, 
No.  35,  which  I  referred  to  Past  Sachems  Steel,  Coffman,  and 
Brown,  of  No.  42.  Subsequently  I  received  a  letter  from  bro- 
ther Weidel,  withdrawing  his  appeal,  and  I  suppose  the  case 
has  been  amicably  arranged. 

Application  has  been  made  for  and  cards  granted  to  Edward 
L.  Vogel  and  John  Sharpley,  formerly  members  of  the  late 
Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8. 
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Under  the  law,  as  at  present,  it  is  very  difficult,  and  almost 
impossible  to  obtain  a  committee  to  hear  and  investigate  an 
appeal  from  a  Tribe  located  at  a  remote  distance  from  others, 
and  I  beg  to  call  the  favorable  attention  of  the  Great  Council 
to  so  much  of  the  new  By-Laws  reported  by  the  committee,  as 
proposes  a  change  in  the  manner  of  hearing  appeals ;  believing 
the  plan  proposed,  ,  or  something  similar,  to  be  the  best  we 
could  adopt. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Great  Council  to  the 
necessity  of  obtaining  a  room  or  office  for  the  use  of  the  Great 
Council,  and  for  the  arrangement,  preservation,  and  security  of 
the  records,  documents,  and  other  property  belonging  to  it. 
The  Order  has  largely  increased,  and  the  records  and  docu- 
ments are  increasing  in  number  and  interest,  and  should  be 
safely  kept  for  easy  reference.  As  some  of  the  records  and 
properties  are  now  scattered  in  the  possession  of  several  of  the 
Past  Great  Chiefs,  there  is  great  danger  of  part  becoming  lost ; 
besides  there  are  a  number  of  records,  books,  regalia,  &c,  for- 
merly used  by  Tribes  which  have  become  extinct,  the  records 
of  which  are  often  required  for  examination,  particularly  when 
application  is  made  to  the  G.  C.  of  R.  for  a  certificate  to  rejoin 
tlic  Order. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  several  chiefs  and  members  of  the 
Great  Council  who  have  kindly  aided  me  by  advice  and  assist- 
ance, and  especially  to  P.  G.  I.  Baker,  the  G.  C.  of  P.,  who  was 
always  ready  when  called  upon  to  perform  any  duty  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Order ;  and  I  feel  that  I  am  doing  no  more  than 
my  duty  when  I  call  the  attention  of  the  brotherhood  to  the  abil- 
ity, efficiency,  and  promptness  displayed  by  that  chief  in  every 
performance  of  his  official  duties  as  G.  C.  of  P.,  and  they  are 
many  and  varied.  He  is  called  to  answer  communications,  or 
to  give  instructions ;  many  of  his  duties  are  unseen  and  unap- 
preciated by  the  members  generally,  and  are  known  only  to 
those  whom  he  has  favored  and  obliged ;  especially  is  this  the 
case  with  Tribes  in  the  country,  and  I  feel  that  I  am  expressing 
their  feelings  when  I  say  that  they  are  not  unmindful  of  his 
attention,  courtesy,  and  promptness  towards  them.  Hoping 
that  all  our  actions  may  tend  to  the  advancement  and  pros- 
perity of  our  Order,  and  with  my  best  wishes  for  the  members 
of  the  Great  Council,  I  remain  truly  yours,

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To  the  Great  Sachem  of  Pennsylvania. 
Bespected  Chief: 

At  the  annual  session  you  were  pleased  to  appoint  me 
Deputy  for  the  district  of  Philadelphia,  and  Tribes  Nos.  29 
and  53,  for  which  accept  my  thanks.  In  discharging  _  the 
duties  devolving  on  me,  I  have  endeavored  to  adhere  strictly 
to  the  laws  and  principles  of  the  Order.  The  various  Tribes 
are  working  harmoniously,  and  adding  to  their  numbers  and 
finances.  I  hope  the  good  work  may  long  continue.  The 
following  dispensations  have  been  granted  and  decisions  made, 
which  I  hope  will  meet  with  your  approval. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

On  the  7th  Sun,  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  received  a  communica- 
tion from  Sagoyewatha,  Tribe  No.  38,  asking  for  a  dispensation 
to  have  an  excursion  to  Delta  Grove  on  the  27th  sun,  same 
moon,  which  I  granted. 

On  the  12th  sun,  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation 
to  Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  to  have  an  excursion  to  Atlantic 
City  on  the  15th  sun,  Sturgeon  Moon. 

On  the  21st  sun,  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation 
to  Wissahickon  Tribe,  No.  32,  to  have  an  excursion  to  Atlan- 
tic City  on  the  22d  sun,  Sturgeon  Moon. 

On  the  10th  sun,  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18,  to  have  a  citizen's  dress  ball  on  the  29th 
•    of  Beaver  Moon. 

On  the  10th  sun,  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Wissahickon  Tribe,  No.  32,  to  have  a  citizen's  dress  and  rega- 
lia festival  on  the  27th  of  Beaver  Moon. 

On  the  21st  sun,  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation 
to  Washita  Tribe,  No.  53,  to  elect  and  raise  up  Senior  Saga- 
more William  Plank  to  the  Sachem's  stump,  the  Sachem  hav- 
ing resigned,  and  Junior  Sagamore  William  Niel  to  the  Senior 
Sagamore's  stump. 

On  the  24th  sun,  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation 
to  Mohegan  Tribe,  No.  27,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  on  bro- 
ther J.  H.  Hammer,  to  enable  him  to  be  elected  Junior  Saga- 
more.   The  fee,  2  feet,  paid. 

On  the  28th  sun,  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation 
to  Powhattan  Tribe,  No.  48,  to  elect  and  raise  up  the  Senior 
Sagamore  to  the  Sachem's  stump,  the  Sachem  having  resigned, 
and  the  Junior  Sagamore  to  the  Senior  Sagamore's  stump. 
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On  the  30th  sun,  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation 
to  Black  Hawk  Tribe,  No.  26,  to  hold  a  citizen's  dress  ball  on 
the  26th  of  Hunting  Moon. 

On  the  1st  sun,  Beaver  Moon,  I  received  a  communication 
from  Chippewa  Tribe,  No.  51,  asking  for  a  dispensation  to  re- 
ballot  for  pale  face  George  Murray,  who  had  been  rejected 
through  a  misunderstanding.  I  requested  the  Tribe  to  send  a 
statement  of  the  case,  with  the  names  of  the  brothers  voting 
the  black  twigs  attached,  desiring  another  ballot,  which  being 
furnished,  was  satisfactory,  and  the  dispensation  granted. 

On  the  6th  sun,  Beaver  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Tuscarora  Tribe,  No.  29,  to  hold  a  citizen's  dress  ball  on  the 
6th  of  Hunting  Moon. 

On  the  13th  sun,  Beaver  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Wyoming  Tribe,  No.  7,  to  elect  Senior  Sagamore  George 
Brown  to  the  Sachem's  stump,  and  Junior  Sagamore  John  D. 
Brown  to  the  Senior  Sagamore's  stump,  the  Sachem  having 
resigned. 

On  the  22d  sun,  Beaver  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Camanchee  Tribe,  No.  52,  to  hold  a  citizen's  dress  ball,  on  the 
23d  of  Beaver  Moon. 

On  the  23d  sun,  Beaver  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Washita  Tribe,  No.  53,  to  hold  a  citizen's  dress  ball  on  the 
25th  of  Hunting  Moon. 

On  the  23d  sun,  Beaver  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  to  hold  a  citizen's  dress  ball  on  the 
11th  of  Cold  Moon,  Gr.  S.  D.  375. 

On  the  29th  sun,  Beaver  Moon,  I  received  a  communication 
from  Tuscarora  Tribe,  No.  29,  asking  for  a  dispensation  to 
confer  the  Past  Sachem's  degree  on  brother  John  Hanly,  he 
being  entirely  blind.  I  replied  that  I  had  no  power  to  grant 
such  dispensation ;  that  the  degree  could  not  be  conferred  ex- 
cept upon  serving  as  J.  S.,  S.  S.,  and  Sachem,  as  laid  down  in 
the  laws  of  the  Order. 

On  the  6th  sun,  Hunting  Moon,  I  received  a  communication 
from  Seminole  Tribe,  No.  30,  asking  for  a  dispensation  for  the 
following  purpose :  To  allow  a  pale  face  to  pay  fifty  cents  on 
being  proposed,  and  fifty  cents  on  being  initiated,  the  balance 
to  be  charged  against  the  brother  and  deducted  from  the 
first  seven  suns  benefits  due  the  brother.  The  dispensation 
was  not  granted,  it  being  contrary  to  Article  XI,  General  Laws 
governing  Great  Councils. 

On  the  23d  sun,  Hunting  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Coaquanock  Tribe,  No.  49,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  on  bro- 
ther William  Tweedie.    The  fee,  2  feet,  paid. 
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On  the  26th  sun,  Hunting  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Kuquenaku  Tribe,  No.  4,  to  confer  the  Chiefs  degree  on  bro- 
ther Herman  Wallrath  to  enable  -him  to  be  elected  Junior  Saga- 
more.   The  fee,  2  feet,  paid. 

On  the  2d  sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  375,  I  granted  a  dispen- 
sation to  Mohegan  Tribe,  No.  27,  to  elect  a  brother  of  the 
Chief's  degree  to  the  Senior  Sagamore's  stump. 

On  the  2d  sun,  Cold  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Mi- 
quon  Tribe,  No.  50,  to  have  a  concert  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Tribe  on  the  4th  sun  of  Cold  Moon. 

DECISION". 

On  the  28th  sun,  Beaver  Moorj,  I  received  a  communication 
from  Washita  Tribe,  No.  52,  asking  for  my  decision  on  the 
following  question :  "  Must  a  ballot  be  taken  on  an  unfavor- 
able report  of  a  committee  to  investigate  the  character  of  a 
pale  face."  I  decided  that  a  ballot  must  be  taken  on  the  report 
of  all  committees  on  pale  faces,  and  referred  them  to  Article 
XIII,  Sections  6,  8,  and  9,  Constitution  of  Tribes. 

I  would  request  that  Tribes  requiring  dispensations  for  pub- 
lic entertainments  would  make  application  previous  to  their 
making  an  announcement  of  the  same,  as  it  is  necessary  that 
a  dispensation  should  be  procured  first,  and  then  the  enter- 
tainment publicly  announced.  In  conclusion,  I  would  return 
my  thanks  to  the  Great  Chiefs  and  brothers  that  assisted  in  the 
raising  up  of  the  Chiefs.

Respected  Chief  : — 

The  following  constitutes  my  official  acts  during  the  last  six 
moons.  I  have  visited  all  the  Tribes  in  this  jurisdiction,  and 
am  happy  to  state  that  they  are,  without  an  exception,  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  and  the  members  appear  to  take  an  un- 
usual degree  of  interest  in  their  Tribes ;  each  and  all  of.  them 
have  increased  largely  in  numbers,  which  is  very  good  evi- 
dence of  the  interest  manifested.  I  would  also  state  that  the 
council  fires  in  this  district  are  burning  in  Freedom,  Friend- 
ship, and  Charity,  which  I  know  you  will  be  pleased  to  hear.

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DISPENSATIONS. 

On  the  6th  sun,  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Metamora  Tribe,  No.  2,  to  confer  the  Chiefs  degree  upon  bro- 
ther E.  H.  Benedict,  and  the  Warrior's  and  Chief's  degree  upon 
brothers  J.  Gr.  Seiber  and  J.  Barnhart,  for  the  purpose  of  par- 
ticipating in  the  parade  at  Mount  Joy.  The  fee,  1  fathom  4 
feet,  paid.  Also,  to  allow  the  Tribe  to  participate  in  the  parade 
at  Mount  Joy,  at  the  institution  of  Otsego  Tribe,  No.  59. 

On  the  6th  sun,  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Eeshahkonee  Tribe,  No.  22,  to  participate  in  the  parade  at 
Mount  Joy.

Also,  on  the 
23d  sun  of  Travelling  Moon,  to  Eeshahkonee  Tribe  to  hold 
their  council  in  the  Odd  Fellows'  Lodge-room  for  the  reception 
of  visiting  brothers  from  Philadelphia,  the  wigwam  being  too 
small. 

On  the  2d  sun  of  Beaver  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Bed  Jacket  Tribe,  No.  44,  to  hold  a  ball  on  the  sleep  of  the 
20th  sun.  Also,  on  the  18th  sun  of  Hunting  Moon,  to  confer 
the  Chief's  degree  upon  brother  Conrad  Martz,  to  make  him 
eligible  for  the  position  of  Chief  of  Records.  The  fee,  2  feet, 
paid. 

On  the  11th  sun  of  Hunting  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation 
to  Metamora  Tribe,  No.  2,  to  remove  their  wigwam  from  Grei- 
ger's  Hall,  East  King  Street,  to  Sprecher's  Hall,  North  Queen 
Street,  and  to  march  to  their  new  wigwam  in  regalia.

On  the  25th  sun,  Travelling  Moon,  approved  amendments  to  By-Laws 
of  Pequod  Tribe,  No.  18,  increasing  the  salary  of  the  Chief  of  Records, 
and  giving  the  G.  of  F.  one  foot  per  sleep  for  his  services  instead  of  a 
degree  per  term,  as  before.

Madeira,  the  Deputy  G.  S.  for  this  district.

The  delay  in  printing  the  new  Constitution  of  the  G.  C.  of  the  U.  S., 
and  General  Laws  adopted  by  said  body  for  the  government  of  the  jurisdic- 
tions under  it,  gave  your  Committee  but  a  very  brief  period  in  which  to 
conclude  their  work ;  but  they  believe  they  have  given  the  existing  Laws 
a  very  thorough  revision,  and  introduced  some  alterations  and  amendments 
which  will  prove  of  decided  benefit.  The  little  time  allowed  the  printer 
has  occasioned  some  errors  in  the  list  of  amendments,  &c,  sent  out  to  the 
Tribes,  particularly  in  those  under  the  head  of  "  Constitution  of  Tribes;"

Respectfully  report  that  no  address,  as  contemplated  by  said  preamble 
and  resolutions,  was  placed  in  our  hands  within  the  time  prescribed.  Dur- 
ing the  present  moon  an  address  has  been  handed  to  us,  which  is  herewith 
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submitted.  Your  Committee  not  being  authorized  by  the  terms  of  the  reso- 
lution to  award  the  premium  for  it,  or  to  print  it,  the  writer  submitted  it 
upon  the  conditions  that  if  not  accepted  it  should  be  returned  to  him,  and 
if  accepted  that  he  should  have  an  opportunity  of  revising  the  proof— to 
which  conditions  your  Committee  agreed.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  undersigned,  your  Representatives  to 
the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  respectfully  report  having  attended 
the  session,  which  commenced  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  on  the  12th  of 
Corn  Moon  last.  A  full  attendance  of  Representatives  from  all  jurisdictions 
were  present. 

The  report  of  the  Great  Incohonee  and  his  Deputies  show  the  condition 
of  the  Order  generally,  and  should  receive  the  careful  attention  of  the 
brotherhood. 

The  adoption  of  a  new  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  the  government  of 
the  Great  Council,  and  General  Laws  for  State  Great  Councils,  occupied 
the  greater  part  of  the  first  three  sessions.  The  Committee  on  Ritual  were 
continued,  not  being  able  to  report  finally  on  the  additional  degrees. 

The  resolution  changing  the  date  from  the  Jewish  computation  was 
amended,  and  then  adopted  as  follows  :  "  Hereafter  all  documents  of  this 
Order  will  be  dated  from  the  year  of  the  discovery  of  America  by  Colum- 
bus; the  style  to  be  G.  S.  D.  (or  Grand  Sun  of  Discovery);  the  year  1492 
to  be  considered  the  year  1,  and  the  year  1865  as  the  year  374 ;  so  that  the 
year  may  always  be  ascertained  by  subtracting  1491.  The  grand  sun  to 
commence  on  the  first  of  Cold  Moon." 

A  report  from  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  recommending  a 
distinction  between  Travelling  and  "Withdrawal  Cards,  was  adopted. 

The  mileage  due  the  Representatives  in  attendance  at  the  session  in 
5624  was  ordered  to  be  paid.  The  sum  of  sixty-four  fathoms  (ninety-six 
dollars)  was  received  for  our  Representatives,  and  is  herewith  returned  to 
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the  Great  Council.  Orders  were  also  drawn  in  favor  of  your  Representa- 
tives for  mileage  due  at  the  session,  amounting  to  eighty  fathoms  (one 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars),  which  are  also  handed  over  to  the  Great 
Council ;  the  payment  of  which  will  be  made  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Belt  not  otherwise  appropriated ;  but  said  orders  cannot  be  received  by 
the  Great  Chief  of  Records  as  cash. 

A  resolution  was  adopted,  that  no  mileage  will  be  paid  the  Representa- 
tives attending  future  sessions  until  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States 

is  free  from  debt.  -it.* 
The  above  embraces  the  acts  most  important  to  this  Great  Council ;  but 
we  would  recommend  to  the  Order  a  careful  examination  of  the  pro- 
ceedings. . 

An  examination  of  the  returns  of  the  different  jurisdictions  will  show 
that  the  number  of  adoptions  into  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  is  almost 
double  that  of  all  others  combined.  This  is  certainly  nattering  to  us,  and 
should  incite  the  membership  to  renewed  zeal  and  interest  in  the  success 
of  the  Order  in  our  State.  The  following  are  the  Chiefs  of  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States.

In  accordance  with  the  above  I  had  a  special  notice  printed  with  the 
Proceedings,  calling  the  attention  of  the  membership  to  the  same ;  but 
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so  little  interest  has  been  manifested  towards  the  object,  that  but  ten  copies 
have  been  subscribed  for.  It  is  with  extreme  regret  I  am  compelled  to  re- 
port the  failure  of  this  important  matter,  as  I  believe  its  success  would 
have  been  of  great  interest,  and  afforded  much  information  to  the  Order. 

Having  obtained  the  unbound  copies  of  Proceedings  of  G.  C.  of  U.  S., 
Vol.  II,  with  index,  I  had  the  same  bound  for  the  use  of  the  Great  Council 
and  Great  Chiefs. 

About  the  8th  of  Beaver  Moon  I  received  notice  from  the  Great  Chief 
of  Records  of  the  United  States  of  the  change  of  date  adopted  at  the  last 
session  of  that  body.  I  immediately  had  circulars  printed  and  forwarded 
to  the  different  Tribes,  giving  notice  of  the  same.  At  the  time  of  the  sur- 
render of  the  charter,  &c,  of  Delaware  Tribe,  No.  10,  I  received  a  list  of 
members,  with  the  amount  owing  by  each.  Application  has  been  made 
to  me  by  several  of  its  members  for  certificates  to  enable  them  to  attach 
themselves  to  other  Tribes,  and  upon  demanding  the  amount  charged 
against  them,  they  assert  that  they  had  paid  all  their  indebtedness  to  the 
Tribe  at  the  time  of  its  dissolution.  I  would  respectfully  ask  for  instruc- 
tions in  this  matter.

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Great  Sachem's  report  was  read,  as  follows: — 
GREAT  SACHEM'S  REPORT. 

Philadelphia,  17th  Sun,  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  375. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 

Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  time  haying  arrived  for  me  to  make  my 
report  to  you,  and  to  return  to  you  the  tomahawk  of  authority,  with  which 
I  was  invested  one  grand  sun  ago,  I  shall  of  necessity  be  brief,  inasmuch 
as  a  great  part  of  the  duties  have  been  performed  by  my  Deputies,  owing 
to  my  Wigwam  being  at  so  great  a  distance  from  the  mass  of  the  Order. 
The  reports  of  the  several  Deputies  are  herewith  submitted. 

INSTITUTION  OF  TRIBES. 

The  Great  Council  at  its  last  session  having  granted  a  Charter  for  a  Tribe 
at  Harrisburg,  some  considerable  time  elapsed  before  the  applicants  were 
fully  prepared  tor  institution.  On  the  5th  of  Worm  Moon,  after  clue  notice, 
in  company  with  G.  J.  S.  Weaver,  G.  C.  of  B,  Baker,  and  a  number  of  the 
brothers  from  Lancaster,  we  instituted  the  Tribe,  under  the  name  of  Corn- 
planter  Tribe,  No.  61,  (this  name  having  been  chosen  in  lieu  of  that  under 
which  they  had  made  application.)  The  following  Chiefs  were  duly  raised 
up:  Sachem,  John  P.  Deiker;  S.  S.,  J.  A.  Frederick;  J.  S.,  John  Esseg; 
C.  of  B.,  F.  W.  Haas;  K.  of  W.,  Martin  Erb.  The  Tribe  started  with 
twenty-seven  members. 

On  the  12th  of  Snow  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  ten  bro- 
thers, residing  at  Norristown,  for  a  Charter  for  a  Tribe  in  that  town.  After 
due  consideration,  and  the  approval  of  my  brother  Chiefs,  I  granted  a 
dispensation ;  and  on  the  17th  of  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  S.  Madeira,  G.  P. 
Myers,  and  G.  C.  of  B.  Baker  instituted  the  Tribe,  under  the  name  of 
Beaver  Tribe,  No.  62,  and  raised  up  the  following  Chiefs:  Sachem,  Joel 
H.  Weber;  S.  S.,  Mahlon  Server;  J.  S.,  Allen  Martin;  C.  of  R,  John  H. 
Coulston  ;  K.  of  W.,  John  Kuntz.  I  also  granted  a  dispensation  to  adopt 
twelve  pale  faces  in  this  Tribe  at  the  time  of  institution.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  amount  of  fees  for  this  dispensation  be  returned  to  this 
Tribe. 

On  the  13th  of  Snow  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  six  bro- 
thers and  thirty-four  pale  faces,  for  a  Charter  for  a  Tribe,  to  be  located  in 
Boxborough,  Twenty-First  Ward,  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  was  also 
granted ;  and  on  the  23d,  G.  S.  S.  Madeira,  G.  P.  Myers,  G.  C.  of  B.  Baker, 
and  G.  K.  of  W.  Pierce,~assisted  by  a  number  of  the  members  from  the 
city  and  vicinity,  instituted  the  Tribe,  under  the  name  of  Wawatam  Tribe, 
No.  63,  and  raised  up  the  following  Chiefs ;  Sachem,  Peter  Bechtel ;  S.  S., 
F.  J.  Cornman;  J.  S.,  George  Levering;  C.  of  R,  O.  P.  Cornman ; 
K.  of  W.,  Joseph  Peterman. 
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On  the  10th  of  Plant  Moon,  application  was  made  by  six  of  the  mem- 
bers  of  the  late  Wingohocking  Tribe,  No.  33,  for  the  restoration  of  the 
Charter  and  reorganization  of  the  Tribe.  After  carefully  considering  this 
application,  and  with  the  approval  of  all  the  Great  Chiefs,  I  granted  a 
dispensation  for  the  reinstitution  of  the  Tribe.  On  the  1st  of  Flower  Moon, 
G.  S.  S.  Madeira,  G.  P.  Myers,  G.  C.  of  E.  Baker,  and  G.  K.  of  W.  Pierce 
reinstituted  the  Tribe,  and  restored  to  them  the  records  and  property  of 
the  late  Tribe. 

The  two  new  Tribes,  and  also  No.  33,  I  have  learned  are  doing  very 
well,  and  have  made  quite  an  addition  to  their  membership. 

I  have  received  an  application  and  granted  a  dispensation  to  Kickena- 
pawling  Tribe,  No.  60,  to  give  a  Ball  on  or  about  the  23d  sun  of  Plant 
Moon,  and  received  the  fee,  two  fathoms. 

On  the  23d  of  Flower  Moon  I  visited  Conewago  Tribe,  No.  37,  at  York, 
and  participated  in  the  dedication  of  their  New  Wigwam  and  the  parade  in 
honor  of  the  same.  The  parade  of  the  Order  on  this  occasion  was  the 
finest  I  have  ever  witnessed,  being  composed,  in  addition  to  the  brothers 
of  Conewago,  by  quite  a  large  number  of  visiting  brothers  from  Baltimore, 
Philadelphia,  Columbia,  and  Gettysburg.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to 
return  my  thanks  to  the  brothers  of  this  Tribe  for  the  very  many  acts  of 
courtesy,  kindness,  and  attention  towards  me  on  this  as  well  as  on  other 
occasions. 

During  the  latter  part  of  Flower  Moon,  with  G.  C.  of  R  Baker  (who,  at 
my  request,  accompanied  me),  I  visited  the  Tribes  at  Lancaster,  Columbia, 
Harrisburg,  Mifflintown,  Altoona,  Johnstown,  Pittsburg,  Allegheny  City, 
and  Mount  Joy.  We  found  the  Tribes  visited  in  very  flourishing  condition, 
and  with  a  zealous  disposition  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Order  in  their 
several  localities.  We  were  received  in  the  truly  friendly  manner  char- 
acteristic of  the  Brotherhood,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  of  returning  my 
thanks,  as  well  those  of  the  G.  C.  of  R,  for  the  many  courtesies  received. 
There  were  some  instances  in  which  I  would  like  to  speak  more  explicitly; 
but  as  there  were  so  many  incidents  of  brotherly  regard  and  kindness 
shown,  I  find  it  impossible  to  mention  any  one  particularly. 

My  attention  has  been  attracted  to  a  Circular,  prepared  and  issued  by  a 
Tribe  to  further  the  election  of  a  candidate  in  the  Great  Council.  This 
Circular  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  submitted),  though  not  offensive 
in  language  or  abusive  of  other  candidates,  is  in  my  opinion  wrong  and 
improper,  and  if  allowed  to  pass  without  the  condemnation  of  the  Great 
Council,  would  lead  ultimately  to  the  publication  and  dissemination  of 
abusive  and  slanderous  attacks  upon  worthy  brothers,  who  might  consent 
to  accept  nominations  for  chieftainships  in  the  Great  Council,  and  cause 
the  elections  in  our  Order  to  degenerate  to  the  worst  features  of  political 
campaigns. 

The  election  of  chiefs  of  the  Great  Council  is  vested  in  the  Past  Sachems, 
who  may  exercise  their  choice  without  the  consent  or  control  of  their 
Tribes,  and  no  others  have  any  right  to  actively  participate  therein.  I 
hope  the  Great  Council  will  give  this  matter  their  calm  attention,  as  I 
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believe  the  course  pursued  will  establish  a  very  bad  precedent— one  open 
to  very  serious  abuses,  and  which  should  be  prohibited  in  the  future  by 
all  the  authority  which  can  be  exercised  by  the  Great  Council. 

An  application  has  been  received  in  proper  form,  and  a  card  duly  granted 
to  Wm.  G.  McEwan,  of  the  late  Shawnese  Tribe. 

Brothers,  in  bringing  this  my  last  official  report  to  a  close,  I  take  the 
opportunity  of  again  returning  my  thanks  to  the  Past  Sachems  for  their 
kindness  and  partiality  towards  me,  in  placing  me  in  the  position  of  Great 
Sachem  of  Pennsylvania.  I  have  brought  to  the  exercise  of  the  several 
duties  devolving  upon  me  my  best  efforts  for  the  advancement  and  pros- 
perity of  the  Order,  and  trust  that  any  error  of  judgment  on  my  part  will 
be  overlooked,  and  my  intentions  properly  understood  and  appreciated. 

In  severing  my  official  relations  with  my  colleagues  in  office  and  the  Great 
Council,  I  feel  like  parting  with  lifelong  friends,  and  shall  carry  with  me 
through  this  life  the  remembrance  of  the  kindness  and  attention  of  many 
whose  friendship  and  assistance  I  have  received. 

I  desire  also  to  express  to  the  Great  Chiefs  my  most  sincere  thanks  for 
the  advice  and  assistance  with  which  I  have  been  aided  in  my  several 
duties,  particularly  to  P.  G.  I.  Cameron,  P.  G.  S.'s  Gorham,  Stewart,  and 
Eckert,  G.  S.  S.  Madeira,  G.  J.  S.  Weaver,  and  G.  C.  of  R.  Baker. 

I  hope  this  session  of  the  Great  Council  will  be  a  profitable  one  for  the 
Order ;  that  my  successor  may  find  his  duties  as  pleasant  and  agreeable  to 
him  as  mine  has  been  to  me,  and  that  every  member  will  bring  his  best 
endeavors  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Order,  so  that  we  may  all,  through 
the  blessing  of  the  Great  Spirit,  live  to  see  our  Institution  prospering  for 
many  grand  suns  to  come. 

With  my  best  wishes  for  the  future  prosperity  of  all  our  Tribes,  and  of

■  On  the  31st  of  Flower  Moon,  to  Kuquenaku  Tribe,  Wo.  4,  to 
confer  the  Chief's  degree  on  brother  Bonneville  Markly.  (Fee, 
2  feet,  paid.) 

On  the  31st  of  Flower  Moon;  to  Mohegan  Tribe,  No.  27,  to 
re-ballot  for  a  pale  face  who  had  been  rejected  through  misre- 
presentation. In  granting  the  above  I  was  governed  by  the 
report  of  a  committee  who  had  waited  on  his  employer,  who 
stated  his  character  was  good,  or  he  would  not  have  employed 
him ;  he  having  been  in  his  employ  for  several  years. 

On  the  13th  of  Hot  Moon,  to  Miquon  Tribe,  No.  50,  to  hold 
a  stated  council  in  Green  Hill  Hall,  on  the  27th  of  Hot  Moon, 
to  receive  a  visit  from  the  members  of  Tribes  located  m  Lan- 
caster City  and  vicinity. 

On  the  14th  of  Hot  Moon,  to  Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  to  hold 
a  stated  council  in  National  Hall,  Thirteenth  and  Market  Streets, 
on  the  22d  of  Hot  Moon,  for  the  purpose  of  inviting  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Order  to  hear  a  "Lecture  on  the  Origin,  History, 
and  Principles  of  the  Order,"  by  P.  Gr.  S.  Morris  H.  Gorkam. 
In  company  with  G.  C.  of  P.  Baker,  C.  K.  of  W.  Pierce,  G.  P. 
Myers,  and  G.  Gr.  of  W.  Rambo,  I  visited  the  Tribe  on  that 
council,  and  was  very  much  pleased  with  the  Lecture. 

On  the  12th  of  Hot  Moon  I  received  a  communication  from 
Seminole  Tribe,  No.  30,  asking  for  a  dispensation  to  hold  a 
Pic-Nic  on  the  25th  of  Hot  Moon.  The  fee  not  accompanying 
the  application,  I  replied  that  I  could  not  grant  the  dispensation, 
and  referred  them  to  the  laws.  I  received  a  reply,  with  two 
feet  enclosed,  and  the  application  renewed,  which  I  returned, 
and  again  referred  them  to  the  laws.  On  the  30th  sun  I  received 
a  reply,  renewing  the  application  for  a  dispensation  to  hold  a 
Pic-Nic.  On  the  2d  of  Buck  Moon,  the  proper  fee  accompany- 
ing the  application,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  hold  a  Pic-Nic 
on  the  5th  of  Buck  Moon,  without  regalia.    (Fee,  2  fathoms, 

paid.)  .  . 

On  the  18th  of  Hot  Moon  I  received  a  communication  from 
Wingohocking  Tribe,  No.  33,  asking  for  a  dispensation  to  con- 
fer the  Chief's  degree  on  George  Burns  and  Lewis  Shallcross ; 
and  the  Hunter's,  Warrior's,  and  Chief's  degrees  on  Robert 
Adams.  The  fee  not  accompanying  the  application,  I  replied 
by  referring  them  to  the  laws.  On  the  24th  of  Hot  Moon  they 
renewed  their  application  for  a  dispensation  to  confer  the  Chief's 
degree  on  George  Burns  and  Lewis  Shallcross ;  and  the  Hun- 
ter's, Warrior's,  and  Chief's  degrees  on  Robert  Adams  and 
Joseph  Lever,  to  qualify  the  brothers  to  fill  the  stumps  of  the 
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Tribe.  The  dispensation  was  granted.  (Fee,  2  fathoms  4  feet, 
paid.) 

On  the  26th  of  Hot  Moon,  to  Cherokee  Tribe,  No.  19,  to  have 
an  Excursion  to  Sillwood  Grove,  on  the  13th  of  Sturgeon  Moon. 
(Fee,  2  fathoms,  paid.) 

DECISIONS. 

On  the  13th  of  Worm  Moon  I  received  from  Sagoyewatha 
Tribe,  No.  38,  the  following  question  for  my  decision:  "Can  a 
pale  face  be  adopted  on  the  sleep  of  his  election?"  I  answered 
that  he  could  not,  except  in  extraordinary  cases,  when  a  dis 
pensation  should  be  obtained  for  that  purpose.  No  pale  face 
has  a  right  to  be  present  in  the  forest  or  anti-room  during  the 
burning  of  the  council  fire  unless  to  be  adopted,  and  he  cannot 
be  presumed  to  know  of  his  election  until  properly  notified  by 
the  official  authority  of  the  Tribe.  The  C.  of  E.  cannot  leave 
his  place  in  the  Tribe  to  write  and  send  notices ;  and,  perhaps, 
the  candidate  may  be  rejected.  This  is  a  well  established  usage, 
and  is  sustained  by  the  spirit  of  the  law.  [See  Article  XIII, 
Section  6,  Constitution  of  Tribes.] 

On  the  31st  of  Flower  Moon  I  received  from  P.  S.  Samuel 
Bache,  Sachem  of  Leni  Lenape  Degree  Council,  the  following 
questions  for  my  decision  :  "  If  a  Tribe  or  Degree  Council  send 
By-Laws  to  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  of  the  Great 
Council  for  their  approval,  and  they  return  them  without  beino- 
signed  by  the  Committee,  are  the  said  laws  binding  on  the 
members,  or  do  they  need  to  be  signed  to  make  them  binding 
and  put  in  force  by  the  Chiefs  of  Tribes  or  Degree  Councils?" 
I  answered  them  as  follows:  All  By-Laws  must  conform  to 
the  Constitution  of  Tribes,  and  be  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  Law  and  Usage  before  they  are  binding  on  the  members  of 
Tribes  or  Degree  Councils,  and  no  chief  can  enforce  any  Bv- 
Law  until  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage. 

In  making  my  decisions  I  have  been  governed  by  the  laws, 
and  what  I  conceived  to  be  the  best  interests  of  the  Order.  If 
they  meet  with  your  approbation,  and  the  approval  of  the  Great 
Council,  it  will  afford  me  great  satisfaction. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  return  my  thanks  to  you  and  all  the 
Great  Council  Chiefs,  also  P.  G.  I.  A.  Cameron,  P.  G.  S.'s  Gor- 
ham,  Stewart,  Eckert,  P.  S.'s  Weidley,  Eambo,  Knipe,  Walker, 
Tschan,  Beaver4  Kelly,  and  others,  for  assisting  me  in  raisin** 
up  the  Chiefs  of  Tribes.

We  are  doing  about  as  well  as  may  be  expected,  considering 
the  number  of  different  associations  we  have  to  contend  with  m 
this  part  of  the  coal  regions.  There  have  been  adopted  into 
the  Tribe  during  this  grand  sun,  thirty  pale  faces.  The  work- 
ing material  of  the  Tribe  is  good,  and  we  go  into  the  work  with 
a  will.  Our  councils  are  regular,  more  so  than  they  were  two 
grand  suns  ago. 

On  the  11th  of  Hot  Moon  an  application  was  made  to  me 
for  my  decision  on  the  following  question  :  "  Has  a  brother  a 
right  to  ask  for  the  reading  of  a  resolution  which  was  adopted 
"and  approved  on  a  previous  council?"  My  answer  was,  yes. 
This  brother  was  not  present  on  the  same  council  sleep ;  but 
on  the  next  council  sleep  he  was,  and  the  same  resolution  was 
up  again,  and  he  asked  to  have  it  read,  so  as  to  have  a  proper 
understanding.  Some  of  the  Tribe  refused  to  have  it  read.

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  Committee  appointed  to  revise  the  laws  of 
the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  respectfully  report  that  the  laws,  as  reported 
by  them  at  the  last  session  of  the  Great  Council,  and  amended  at  said 
session,  have  been  printed  and  distributed  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

It  will  be  observed  that  Section  2  of  Article  XVI,  and  Section  5  of 
Article  II,  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Great  Council,  do  not  agree.  The  first 
provides  for  special  sessions  being  called  upon  the  application  of  five  Past 
Sachems  of  as  many  different  Tribes ;  but  the  latter,  though  requiring  the 
same  number  of  Past  Sachems,  does  not  require  them  to  represent  more 
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than  three  different  Tribes.  The  error  arose  through  the  vote  not  being 
reconsidered  by  which  Section  5  of  Article  II  was  adopted,  and  making  it 
conform  to  the  subsequent  action  of  the  Great  Council,  by  which  it  was 
made  requisite  that  the  five  signers  to  the  call  should  represent  five  different 
Tribes.  Your  attention  is  specially  called  to  this  matter,  that  the  point 
mav  be  settled  at  this  session.  _  ^ 

Another  error,  but  not  a  very  material  one,  is  the  omission  of  the  word 
"Red"  before  the  word  "Men,"  in  the  second  italic  line,  on  page  9, 
General  Laws.    The  word  is  supplied  in  the  form  which  immediately

Resolved,  That  the  application  from  the  brothers  of  the  Chief's  degree, 
residing  in  York,  be  received,  and  a  Charter  be  granted  to  Algonquin 
Beneficial  Degree  Council,  No.  2. 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  the  brothers  of  the  late  Wingohocking 
Tribe,  No.  33,  be  received,  and  that  the  Charter  of  said  Tribe  be  restored.

Chiefs  a:nd  Brothers  :  The  petition  of  Wyoming  Tribe,  No.  7,  respect- 
fully showeth,  that  immediately  upon  receipt  of  notice  from  the  G.  C.  of  R. 
of  the  adoption  of  a  new  Constitution  for  Tribes,  they  proceeded  to  revise 
and  modify  their  By-Laws,  and  submitted  the  same  to  the  Committee  on 
Law  and  Usage.  That  on  the  27th  of  Snow  Moon  they  received  the 
accompanying  communication  from  the  Committee,  wherein  they  notify 
the  Tribe  that  they  refused  their  approval  of  so  much  of  Article  II  as  is 
contained  in  the  following  words :  ' '  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  weekly 
benefits,  but  shall  possess  all  other  privileges;'1''  and,  also,  the  clause  in  Sec- 
tion 5  of  Article  VII,  as  follows:  '■'■and  any  visiting  brother  guilty  of  the 
same  offence,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  ever  visit  this  Tribe  or  become  a,  member 
thereof"  Both  the  above  objected  to  clauses  had  been  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Tribe,  and  had  been  approved  by  the  Judiciary  Committee,  on  the  1st  sun 
of  Plant  Moon,  G.  S.  5618.  There  was  no  new  idea  introduced,  no  innova- 
tion upon  the  laws  in  existence  for  eight  grand  suns,  and  the  Tribe  was 
surprised  at  the  action  of  the  Committee  in  this  refusal,  especially  as  the 
above  laws  had  met  the  approval  of  a  former  Committee,  upon  which  was 
a  brother  who  has  since  filled  the  position  of  Great  Sachem  with  honor  and 
credit.  The  Tribe,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  of  the  Great  Council  to 
review  the  action  of  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage,  and  to  approve  of 
the  aforesaid  clauses,  believing  the  same  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  strict 
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construction  of  the  Constitution,  and  not  contrary  to  the  spirit  thereof. 
And  also  believing,  after  eight  grand  sun's  trial  of  the  above  laws,  that  the 
same  is  of  benefit  to  our  Tribe,  and  in  nowise  detrimental  or  injurious  to 
its  prosperity,  or  the  prosperity  of  the  Order.

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the  laws  submitted  to  them  were  altogether  new,  or  a  thorough  revision  of 
the  old  ones. 

Your  Committee  have  examined  and  approved  laws  of  Nos.  2,  4,  7,  8, 
17,  18,  22,  26,  27,  30,  31,  32,  35,  37,  38,  39,  42,  43,  44,  47,  50,  51,  52,  53,  56, 
57,  59,  60,  61,  62,  63.    Also,  Leni  Lenape  Degree  Council,  No.  1. 

There  were,  in  some  of  the  above  laws,  Articles  and  Sections  which  were 
contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  General  Laws  of  the  Order,  but  which 
were  stricken  out  or  altered  by  the  different  Tribes,  as  the  Committee 
advised.  Your  Committee  believe  that  the  laws  of  the  various  Tribes 
come  as  near  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  Order  as  they  possibly 
can,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  many  minds  and  diversity  of 
opinion  which  exist  in  reference  to  the  government  of  an  organization  of 
the  kind.

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  undersigned  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred  a  portion  of  the  Great  Sachem's  Journal, 
respectfully  report  that  they  believe  the  affairs  of  our  Order  have  been 
judiciously  and  faithfully  conducted  by  the  Great  Chiefs  and  Deputies 
during  the  past  term,  and  that  its  present  and  future  prospects  must  be 
gratifying  and  encouraging,  and  should  inspire  us  to  renewed  efforts  to 
extend  and  perpetuate  the  principles  of  Freedom,  Friendship,  and  Charity.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage,  having 
examined  the  report  of  the  Great  Sachem  and  Deputies,  would  respectfully 
submit  that  they  have  found  the  dispensations  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
and  usage  of  the  Order,  except  that  charging  a  fee  for  the  dispensation  to 
No.  2  and  No.  44,  to  proceed  to  Harrisburg  to  be  present  at  the  institution 
of  Cornplanter  Tribe,  No.  62.  There  being  no  pecuniary  benefit  expected 
by  said  Tribes,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  fee  should  have 
been  charged. 

In  reference  to  the  decisions :  That  given  to  Sagoyewatha  Tribe,  No.  38, 
as  to  "initiating  a  pale  face  on  the  sleep  of  his  election,"  your  Committee 
are  compelled  to  sustain  D.  G.  S.  Madeira,  for  the  reason,  as  stated  in  said 
decision,  that  no  pale  face  has  a  right  in  the  Wigwam  until  he  has  been 
elected  by  the  Tribe.  By  reference  to  Article  XIII,  Section  6,  if  one  black 
twig  be  voted,  the  case  must  lay  over  for  one  seven  suns ;  and  as  said  pale 
face  has  no  right  to  know  of  such  a  vote  being  cast,  and  some  reason  be 
given  for  turning  him  away  from  the  place,  your  Committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  better  to  let  a  pale  face  remain  unadopted  for  one  seven 
suns  after  his  election. 

That  in  answer  to  the  questions  proposed  by  the  Sachem  of  Leni  Lenape 
Degree  Council,  No.  1,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion,  that  in  the 
absence  of  any  law  of  this  Great  Council,  Article  XIV  of  General  Laws  of 
the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  should  govern  such  cases ;  and, 
therefore,  beg  leave  to  differ  from  the  Great  Sachem. 

The  decision  of  D.  G.  S.  Rice,  in  reference  to  the  reading  of  a  resolution, 
was  correct ;  as,  in  order  to  have  a  proper  understanding  of  the  business, 
all  documents  should  be  understood  by  all  the  members  of  a  Tribe. 

That  part  of  the  report  referring  to  a  Circular  issued  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  the  election  of  a  member  of  a  certain  Tribe,  your  Committee  are 
of  the  opinion  that  such  proceeding  is  uncalled  for,  and  should  receive  the 
condemnation  of  this  Great  Council  and  of  the  Tribes,  although  nothing 
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disrespectful  was  contained  in  said  Circular.  Every  candidate  should  rest 
his  election  upon  his  own  merits  and  capacity  to  fill  the  position  to  which 
he  aspires.

GBEAT  SACHEM'S  REPORT. 

Philadelphia,  15th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  376. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 

Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Six  moons  have  passed  since  I  received  from  you  the  emblem  of  my 
authority,  and  it  now  becomes  my  duty  to  report  to  you,  for  your  considera- 
tion, my  official  acts. 

The  Order,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Many 
pale  faces  have  been  added  to  our  number. 

INSTITUTION  OP  TRIBES,  &C. 

Algonquin  Beneficial  Degree  Council,  No.  2,  for  which  a  Charter  was 
granted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Great  Council,  was  duly  instituted  by 
D.  G.  S.  Hays,  on  the  13th  sun  of  Corn  Moon,  at  which  time  the  following 
Chiefs  were  duly  raised  up:  Christian  Markley,  Sachem;  Zachariah 
Knaub,  S.  S.;  Alexander  H.  Rupert,  J.  S.;  John  Hays,  C.  of  R;  David 
Laumaster,  K.  of  W.;  George  Metzel,  Prophet. 

On  the  20th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  twelve 
brothers  and  twenty  pale  faces,  asking  for  a  Charter  for  a  Tribe  at  Birm- 
ingham, Allegheny  County.  A  dispensation  was  granted,  and  on  the  1st 
sun  of  Corn  Moon,  D.  G.  S.  Rebman,  assisted  by  P.  S.'s  Whittier  and  Scott 
and  a  number  of  the  brothers  of  Nos.  15,  57,  and  58,  duly  instituted  the 
Tribe,  under  the  name  of  Ottowa  Tribe,  No.  64,  and  raised  up  the  follow- 
ing Chiefs:  William  Wilhelm,  Sachem;  Frederick  Albrecht,  S.  S.;  Adam 
Kustos,  J.  S.;  Frederick  Wilhelm,  C.  of  R.;  Louis  Schmid,  K.  of  W  • 
Christian  Wilhelm,  Prophet.  This  Tribe  will  work  in  the  German 
language. 

On  the  18th  of  Corn  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  five  bro- 
thers and  nine  pale  faces,  asking  for  a  Charter  for  a  Tribe,  to  be  located  at 
Conestoga  Centre,  Lancaster  County.  After  due  consideration  a  dispensa- 
tion was  granted  on  the  24th.  Some  delay  in  instituting  this  Tribe  was 
caused  by  their  proposed  Wigwam  being  unfinished,  and  the  Tribe  was 
not  instituted  until  the  23d  sun  of  Travelling  Moon ;  at  which  time  the 
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ceremony  was  duly  performed  by  G.  S.  S.  Weaver  and  G.  C.  of  K.  Baker, 
assisted  by  P.  S.'s  Stigerwalt,  Westhaeffer,  and  a  number  of  brothers  from 
Lancaster  City.  The  Tribe  was  instituted  under  the  name  of  Kishaca- 
quillas  Tribe,  No.  65,  and  the  following  Chiefs  duly  raised  up :  John  J. 
Watson,  Sachem;  Benjamin  F.  Hookey,  S.  8.;  John  R.  Witmer,  J  8.; 
Ephraim  Potts,  C.  of  R;  Jacob  B.  Urban,  K.  of  W.;  John  M.  Kendig, 

Prophet.  .  .      ,  i 

On  the  23d  sun  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  received  a  petition  from  eleven 
pale  faces,  asking  for  a  Charter  for  a  Tribe  at  Johnstown,  Cambria  County; 
a  dispensation  for  which  was  granted  on  the  29th,  and  on  the  14th  of 
Beaver  Moon  D.  G.  S.  Thomas,  assisted  by  P.  S.  Schaeffer  and  other 
members  of  Kickenapawlmg  Tribe,  No.  60,  duly  instituted  the  Tribe,  under 
the  name  of  Kiskiminitas  Tribe,  No.  66,  and  raised  up  the  following 
Chiefs'  Daniel  Stroup,  Sachem;  Barnabas  Zeigler,  S.  S.;  Samuel  Fleck, 
J.  S.;  William  R.  Grubb,  C.  of  R;  William  Doubt,  K.  of  W.;  William  R. 
Jones,  Prophet. 

From  what  I  have  subsequently  learned  I  believe  the  above  Tribes  are 
destined  to  become  useful  members  of  our  Order,  and  would  recommend 
that  Charters  be  granted  to  them. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Applications  have  been  received  and  dispensations  granted  for  Balls,  &c, 
to  the  following  Tribes :  Nos.  7,  8,  18,  26,  27,  29,  30,  32,  33,  and  51.  Fees, 
amounting  to  twenty-two  fathoms  ($33),  have  been  received  for  the  same. 

I  have  also  granted  dispensations,  authorizing  the  conferring  of  degrees, 
to  the  following  Tribes :  Nos.  4,  7, 17, 19,  and  43,  and  received  as  fees,  four 

fathoms  ($6  00.)  .  . 

I  also  granted  a  dispensation  to  Wyoming  Tribe,  No.  7,  authorizing  them 
to  adopt  Beverly  Copes  on  the  sleep  of  his  application,  and  received  the 

fee,  four  feet  ($1.) 

On  the  10th  sun  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  received  an  application  Irom 
Win^ohocking  Tribe,  No.  33,  requesting  a  dispensation  to  raise  their  Junior 
Sagamore  to  the  Senior's  stump.  I  replied  that  in  my  opinion  no  dispen- 
sation is  required,  as  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  seems  to  provide  for 
the  same  I  would,  however,  call  your  particular  attention  to  this  matter, 
so  that  it  may  be  definitely  settled,  and  all  differences  of  opinion  on  this 
point  be  avoided  in  the  future.  _ 

On  the  23d  of  Buck  Moon,  to  Black  Hawk  Tribe,  No.  26,  to  change  their 
council  sleep  from  Friday  to  Tuesday.  _ 

On  the  6th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  to  Camanchee  Tribe,  No.  52,  to  raise  the 
Junior  Sagamore  to  the  Senior's  stump. 

On  the  10th  of  Hunting  Moon,  to  Wingohocking  Tribe,  No.  33,  to  change 
their  council  sleep  from  Tuesday  to  Thursday. 

On  the  3d  of  Travelling  Moon,  to  Cherokee  Tribe,  No.  19,  to  remove 
their  Wigwam  from  Broadway  Hall,  to  Cherokee  Hall,  Parrish  Street, 
below  Twelfth. 
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On  the  29th  of  Beaver  Moon,  to  Chattahoochee  Tribe,  No.  17,  to  remove 
their  Wigwam  from  Sixth  Street  and  Girard  Avenue,  to  Mechanics'  Hall, 
Coates  Street,  above  Eleventh. 

On  the  24th  of  Hunting  Moon,  to  Wingohocking  Tribe,  No.  33,  to  remove 
their  Wigwam  to  Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  and  to  change  their  council  sleep 
from  Thursday  to  Friday. 

On  the  25th  of  Hunting  Moon,  to  Wissahickon  Tribe,  No.  32,  to  remove 
their  Wigwam  from  Mechanic  Engine  House,  to  1530  Ridge  Avenue. 

DECISIONS. 

On  the  30th  of  Buck  Moon,  I  received  from  brother  Lewis  Wehn  the 
following  as  an  appeal  from  Kickenapawling  Tribe,  No,  60,  for  my  decision. 

"Kickenapawling  Tribe,  No.  60,  duly  elected  me  as  Junior  Sagamore 
at  the  last  election  night,  and  at  the  installation  night  I  was  about  thirty 
miles  away  from  home  on  important  business.  I  sent  an  excuse  with  two 
brothers ;  but  the  Tribe  would  not  except  it.  The  Tribe  then  nominated, 
elected,  and  raised  up  a  brother  to  the  Junior  Sagamore's  stump  on  the 
same  sleep." 

I  replied  that  the  brother  being  absent  on  the  sleep  of  raising  up  the 
Chiefs,  he  should  not  have  been  deprived  of  the  stump  of  Junior  Sagamore  ; 
but  if  he  had  been  absent  on  the  next  council  without  sending  an  excuse, 
the  Tribe  then  might  have  declared  the  stump  vacant,  and  proceeded  to  fill 
the  vacancy.  As  I  understand  it,  the  stump  was  never  declared  vacant ; 
but  on  the  plea  of  brother  Wehn  being  absent,  the  Tribe  proceeded  to  fill  a 
vacancy  that  did  not  exist.  There  are  many  causes  that  may  keep  brothers 
from  the  Tribe,  over  which  they  have  no  control ;  and  the  case  of  brother 
Wehn  is  one  of  them.  It  is  not  right  the  brother  should  suffer  for  it,  until 
he  has  had  time  to  send  his  excuse.  I,  therefore,  directed  Kickenapawling 
Tribe,  No.  60,  to  raise  brother  Lewis  Wehn  to  the  Junior  Sagamore's 
stump ;  which  I  have  since  learned  has  been  clone. 

On  the  28th  of  Corn  Moon,  I  received  from  D.  G.  S.  Wm.  K.  Leonard 
the  following  decision,  from  which  exceptions  had  been  taken : — ■ 

"A  brother  was  suspended  from  the  Tribe  for  six  moons,  and  fined  five 
fathoms  of  Wampum.  At  the  expiration  of  that  time  the  brother  applied 
to  be  reinstated.  The  brother  thought  he  had  no  dues  to  pay  during  his 
suspension." 

The  Deputy  decided  that  he  had,  and  must  pay  all  dues  charged  against 
him  before  he  can  be  in  good  standing. 

I  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Deputy,  and  referred  him  to  the  decision 
of  P.  G.  S.  Eckert,  page  272,  Vol.  II,  Proceedings. 

On  the  22d  of  Beaver  Moon,  I  received  from  Narraganset  Tribe,  No.  43, 
the  following  questions  for  my  decision: — 

"  If  a  brother  on  the  9th  of  Beaver  Moon  is  in  arrears  to  the  Tribe  five 
feet  eleven  inches  ($1  47),  at  what  time  on  the  following  council  sleep 
(16th  of  Beaver  Moon)  is  he  in  arrears  one  fathom  four  and  a  half  inches 
($1  59)?" 
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"Is  there  anything  in  the  General  Laws  to  prevent  me  as  C.  of  R.  from 
serving  a  notice  on  a  brother  in  the  Wigwam  while  the  Tribe  is  in  session  ?" 

I  decided  that  as  soon  as  the  council  fire  is  kindled  the  brother  is  in- 
debted to  the  Tribe  $1  59  ;  and  that  amount  making  the  brother  in  arrears 
for  three  moons,  your  dues  being  $1  56.  The  C.  of  R.,  according  to  your 
laws,  has  the  right  to  serve  a  notice  on  a  brother  at  any  time  after  he  is  in 
arrears.  There  is  nothing  in  the  General  Laws  to  prevent  it.  You  are 
governed  by  the  By-Laws  of  your  own  Tribe. 

My  decision  has  been  requested  on  the  following  questions  :— 

"  Has  the  Sachem  of  a  Tribe  the  right  to  declare  the  seat  of  an  appointed 
chief  vacant  for  failing  to  be  present  at  roll-call  for  three  consecutive  coun- 
cil sleeps— the  By-Laws  making  no  provision  for  so  doing?" 

"Should  a  Tribe  be  governed  by  their  By-Laws  or  by  custom?" 

To  the  first  I  answered,  He  has  not. 

To  the  second  I  replied,  they  are  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws. 

'  I  here  take  the  opportunity  of  notifying  the  members  of  the  Order  that 
in  the  future  I  shall  require  all  similar  questions  to  be  presented  through 
the  Tribe,  and  attested  by  its  Chiefs  and  Seal. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolutions  of  last  session  I  drew  from  the  Belt 
three  hundred  and  thirty-three  fathoms  two  feet,  and  purchased  at  a 
premium  of  f  per  cent,  a  United  States  10-40  coupon  bond  for  five  hundred 
dollars,  the  interest  payable  on  the  first  days  of  March  and  September, 
which  bond  has  been  placed  in  the  possession  of  the  G.  K.  of  W.  The 
above  amount  was  all  that  I  deemed  judicious  to  invest  at  the  time,  but 
would  recommend  that  authority  be  given  to  invest  the  same  amount  as' 
soon  as  the  condition  of  the  Belt  shall  warrant  it.  The  Great  Council  has 
thus  commenced  a  system,  which,  if  properly  adhered  to,  will  soon  enable 
it  to  very  much  reduce  the  amount  required  from  the  Tribes  for  its  support. 

A  protest  contesting  the  election  of  P.  S.  Thomas  K.  Donnalley  as  a 
Representative  to  the  Great  Council  of  United  States  having  been  presented 
to  that  body,  who,  after  due  investigation,  declared  "that  P.  G.  I.  Andrew 
J.  Baker  had  been  duly  elected,  and  that  P.  S.  Thomas  K.  Donnalley  did 
not  receive  as  great  a  number  of  legal  votes  as  the  said  Baker"  (see  page 
90,  Proceedings  G.  C.  of  U.  S.).  Brother  Donnalley  being  thereby  ex- 
cluded from  admission  to  the  Great  Council,  I  appointed  him  a  Represen- 
tative in  place  of  P.  S.  George  K.  Rambo,  resigned.  I  also  appointed  P.  S. 
Adam  Schuh  a  Representative  in  place  of  P.  G.  S.  C.  Weistenberg, 
resigned. 

I  have  received  appeals  from  the  action  of  Kuquenaku  Tribe,  No.  4, 
Allegheny  Tribe,  No.  57,  and  Kickenapawling  Tribe,  No.  60,  and  referred 
them  to  the  Committee  on  Appeals. 

I  see  by  the  proceedings  of  the  Great  Council  of  United  States,  that  the 
seal  must  be  impressed  on  all  documents,  in  place  of  the  paper  seals  now 
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generally  in  use.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Great  Council 
take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

Tribes  asking  for  dispensations  for  Balls,  Festivals,  &c,  should  procure 
the  dispensation  before  offering  tickets  for  sale. 

I  have,  in  company  with  the  Great  Chiefs,  visited  the  following  Tribes : 
Kuquenaku  Tribe,  No.  4,  Pocahontas  Tribe,  No.  5,  Wyoming  Tribe,  No.  7, 
Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  Black  Hawk  Tribe,  No.  26,  and  Mohegan  Tribe, 
No.  27.  I  found  them  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  working  harmoniously 
together. 

Application  has  been  made,  and  a  card  granted  to  T.  W.  Seary,  formerly 
a  member  of  the  late  Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8. 

I  have  received  reports  from  Deputy  Great  Sachems  Bebman,  Samuel 
Weaver,  Hays,  McNall,  Smith,  Beaver,  and  Thomas,  and  they  all  speak 
favorable  of  the  flourishing  condition  of  the  Order  in  their  Districts  ;  but 
containing  no  decisions  or  other  matters  requiring  any  action  of  the  Great 
Council,  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  print  the  same. 

The  report  of  G.  S.  S.  Weaver,  Deputy  for  Lancaster  and  Dauphin 
Counties,  embracing  a  more  extended  jurisdiction,  and  containing  matter 
requiring  the  action  of  the  Great  Council,  is  submitted  in  full. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  my  colleagues  in  office 
for  the  assistance  they  have  given  me  on  many  occasions,  and  to  the  Past 
Sachems  who  assisted  me  in  raising  up  the  Chiefs.

Bespected  Chief: 

Acting  under  a  warrant  duly  granted  by  you  on  the  18th  sun  of  Buck 
Moon,  as  Deputy  Great  Sachem  for  the  District  of  Lancaster  and  Dauphin 
Counties,  for  the  superintendence  of  the  working  of  the  Tribes  in  the 
aforesaid  District,  I  most  respectfully  offer  the  following  as  my  official 
acts  during  the  last  six  moons : — 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Tribes,  without  exception,  are  all  in 
a  prosperous  condition. 

On  the  sleep  of  23d  sun,  Travelling  Moon,  in  company  with  G.  C.  of  R. 
Baker  and  a  number  of  brothers  from  this  city,  we  instituted  Kishacaquillas 
Tribe,  No.  65,  at  Conestoga  Centre,  the  particulars  of  which  has  been 
reported  to  you. 

The  dispensations  I  have  granted  are  as  follows : — 

On  the  26th  of  Buck  Moon,  to  Red  Jacket  Tribe,  No.  44,  to  give  a  Ball 
in  the  name  of  the  Tribe  on  the  3d  of  Corn  Moon.    (Fee,  2  fathoms,  paid. ) 

On  the  1st  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  to  Metamora  Tribe,  No.  2,  to  elect  brother 
Joseph  Bear  (the  S.  S.)  to  the  Sachem's  stump,  the  Sachem  having 
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resigned-he  not  having  served  the  required  period  as  S.  0.;  also,  J.  S. 
Valentine  Hoffman  to  the  S.  S. 's  stamp-caused  by  the  vacancy. 

On  the  15th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  Lorn- 
planter  Tribe,  No.  61,  asking  for  a  dispensation,  allowing  the  Tribe  to  turn 
out  in  costume  on  the  20th  instant,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  Pic-Nio- 
they  deeming  it  advantageous  to  the  Tribe  to  do  so.  I  informed  them  the 
costume  was  a  part  of  the  private  work  of  the  Order,  and  could  not  under 
any  circumstances  be  displayed  in  public,  it  having  been  so  decided  by  the 
Great  Council.  I  thereupon  granted  a  dispensation,  allowing  the  Iribe  to 
give  a  Pic-Nic,  and  also  the  right  to  use  their  regalia,  if  they  deemed  it 
advantageous  to  the  Tribe  to  do  so,  on  the  above  occasion.    (Fee,  2 

fathoms,  paid.)  . 

On  the  26th  of  Beaver  Moon,  to  Cornplanter  Tribe,  No.  61,  to  give  a 
Ball  in  the  name  of  the  Tribe,  on  the  29th  of  the  same  moon.    (Fee,  2 

faonn'eP18thof  Hunting  Moon,  to  Metamora  Tribe,  No.  2,  to  elect  an 
absent  brother  as  Trustee,  their  By-Laws  prohibiting  it,  and  they  deeming 
it  advantageous  to  elect  the  brother.  . 

On  the  21st  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  to  Otsego  Tribe,  No.  59,  to  give  a  Pic- 
Nic  in  the  name  of  the  Tribe,  on  the  7th  of  Corn  Moon.    (Fee,  2  fathoms, 

Paidwas  asked  the  following  question  by  the  Sachem  of  Metamora  Tribe, 

N  »  Ha7a  Tribe  the  right,  by  a  resolution,  to  vote  the  usual  funeral  benefit 
contained  in  the  By-Laws,  to  a  deceased  brother  who  was  not  m  good 
standing  on  the  books  ?" 

My  answer  was,  they  had  not,  for  the  reason  that  benefits  are  intended 
only  for' those  brothers  who  are  in  good  standing,  and  no  simple  resolution 
can  set  aside  a  By-Law.  A  Tribe,  however,  has  the  right  to  vote  a  dona- 
tion.

Philadelphia,  15th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  376. 
To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania-Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

The  G  C  of  R.  respectfully  reports,  that  in  accordance  with  directions 
I  notified  the  Tribes  reported  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  being  deficient 
in  the  amount  of  percentage  paid.  Metamora  Tribe,  No.  2,  answered  by 
paying  the  amount  of  deficiency,  four  fathoms  three  feet  one  and  a  half 
inches  ($6  78);  Cherokee  Tribe,  No.  19,  answered  by  a  communication, 
which  is  herewith  submitted,  containing  a  statement  of  their  receipts, 
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showing  their  deficiency  to  be  four  inches  (8  cts.);  and  Allegheny  Tribe, 
No.  57,  forwarded  three  fathoms  two  feet  ($5  00)  to  pay  their  amount. 

I  have  issued  cards,  upon  the  payment  of  their  arrearages,  to  Charles 
Snyder,  formerly  of  the  late  Tribe  No.  10 ;  and  A.  S.  Joues,  formerly  of 
the  late  Leni  Lenape  Tribe,  No.  3. 

The  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  having  removed  their  office  to 
this  City,  and  wanting  a  suitable  room,  I  rented,  on  the  1st  of  Beaver 
Moon,  to  the  G.  C.  of  R.  the  front  room  of  our  office,  for  the  sum  of  thirty- 
three  fathoms  two  feet  ($50  00)  per  grand  sun,  reserving  to  members  of 
the  Great  Council  the  right  of  free  ingress,  egress,  and  regress,  of,  through, 
and  from  the  same,  at  all  times. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Great  Council  to  Section  6,  Article 
XVIII,  Constitution  of  Tribes,  which  requires  the  C.  of  R.  to  notify  the 
G.  C.  of  R.  at  once  of  the  expulsion,  suspension,  and  restoration  of  mem- 
bers ;  and  for  instructions  in  relation  thereto.  A  number  of  C.'s  of  R, 
promptly  comply  therewith ;  but  the  greater  number  pay  no  attention  to 
the  same.  After  receiving  the  notices  I  am  in  doubt  what  to  do  with  them, 
except  to  merely  file  them  away  ;  if  this  is  all,  there  appears  to  be  no  real 
necessity  for  the  C.  of  R.  to  send  the  notice  at  once. 

In  accordance  with  resolution  of  last  session,  I  have  effected  an  insurance 
of  six  hundred  dollars,  in  the  Philadelphia  Fire  Insurance  Company,  on  the 
furniture,  regalia,  and  other  property  of  the  office.  Of  the  appropriation 
made  at  the  same  time,  I  have  expended  thirty-six  fathoms  one  foot  seven 
and  a-half  inches,  ($54  40),  which  includes  the  amount  paid  for  insurance. 

The  rent  of  the  office  will  be  due  on  the  5th  of  Snow  Moon  next.  It 
will  be  necessary  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  its  payment.

Pennsylvania,  in  attendance  at  the  session,  grand  sun  5625,  on 
account  of  the  greater  distance  travelled,  and  the  expense  in- 
curred thereby. 
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P  S  Donnalley  moved  that  a  donation  of  five  fathoms  be 
made  to  brother  Abram  Gibbs,  No.  2  ;  which  was  adopted.

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save  your  Committee  considerable  trouble,  as  but  few  of  the  reports  are 
made  in  strict  accordance  with  law.

P.  G..I.  Cameron  and  P.  G.  S.  Myers  appealed  from  the  deci- 
sion ;  and  on  the  question,  "  Shall  the  decision  of  the  Great 
Sachem  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Great  Council?"  a  vote- 
by  Tribes  was  demanded  by  P.  G.  S.  Eckert,  P.  S.  Baldwin, 
P.  G.  I.  Baker,  P.  S.'s  Beaver  and  Markley,  and  being  ordered, 
were  as  follows : — ■ 

Yeas— Nos.  2,  4,  5,  7,  8,  14,  17,  18,  22,  29,  31,  32,  33,  37,  38,  39,  41,  43, 
44,  47,  48,  49,  50,  51,  52,  53,  59,  61,  62,  D.  C.  No.  1—30  votes.

Chiefs  and  Brotheks  :  The  undersigned,  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Order,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined  that  portion  of  the 
Great  Sachem's  Report  referred  to  them,  and  approve  his  official  acts. 
The  Committee  join  in  the  general  congratulations  of  the  Great  Sachem 
and  his  Deputies  on  the  nourishing  condition  of  the  Order,  and  trust  its 
principles  may  soon  he  extended  throughout  our  whole  country. 
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The  Committee  recommend  the  approval  of  the  official  acts  and  sugges- 
tions of  the  Great  Chief  of  Records.

On  motion  of  P.  S.  Beese,  the  report  was  accepted. 

P.  G.  S.  Myers  moved  that  the  G.  C.  of  B.  be  authorized  to 
procure  a  book  and  enter  therein  the  names  of  all  persons  sus- 
pended and  expelled  ;  which  was  adopted. 

P.  S.  Herbert,  No.  33,  stated  that  John  Whiteman  appears, 
through  a  supposed  error  upon  their  ledger,  to  have  withdrawn 
by  card ;  but  asserts  that  he  never  asked  or  received  one,  and 
the  Tribe  requests  information  as  to  how  he  may  be  readmitted 
to  membership. 

On  motion,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Great  Chiefs,  with 
power  to  act. 

P.  S.  Schuh,  No.  44,  asked  of  the  Great  Council  the  reasons 
of  the  great  delay  in  procuring  the  German  proceedings.  After 
some  explanation  relative  thereto,  P.  S.  Reese  moved  that  the 
G.  C.  of  R.  be  directed  to  inform  the  printer  of  the  German 
proceedings  that  it  is  necessary  that  he  print  the  same  at  the 
earliest  practical  time,  and  that  in  case  he  cannot  do  so,  the 
printing  shall  be  clone  by  some  other  printer ;  which  was 
adopted. 

P.  S.  Baldwin,  No.  47,  asked  the  following : — 

Can  a  Sachem  or  Chief  of  Records  of  a  Tribe  of  this  State  request  a 
Tribe  of  another  State  to  instruct  a  member  of  this  State  in  the  travelling 
password,  he  being  in  good  standing  in  his  Tribe,  and  being  in  possession 
of  a  travelling  card,  his  Tribe  not  having  the  password  when  said  card  was 
granted  ? 

G.  S.  decided  they  can. 

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  moved  that  the  G.  C.  of  B.  be  authorized  to 
procure  a  new  seal,  in  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  and  that  he  notify  all  the 
Tribes  under  this  jurisdiction  to  comply  with  the  same ;  which 
was  adopted. 

P.  S.  Crouch,  No.  18,  asked  the  following : — 

Is  it  required  of  the  G.  of  F.  to  be  a  member  of  the  Chief's  degree? 
G.  S.  decided  no. 

P.  S.'s  Crouch  and  Beese  appealed  from  this  decision  ;  and  on 
the  question,  the  decision  of  the  Great  Sachem  was  sustained. 
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P.  G.  I.  Baker  offered  the  following : — 

Resolved,  That  this  Great  Council  recommend  to  the  several  Tribes  to 
appoint  a  member  of  the  Chief's  degree  to  the  position  of  G.  of  F.  when- 
ever practicable. 

Which  was  lost— Yeas  15  ;  Nays  18. 

Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  presented  the  following : — 

Philadelphia,  16th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  376. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania— Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Beothees  :  The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  as  their  report  on  so  much  of  the  Great 
Sachem's  report  as  was  submitted  to  them. 

So  much  of  said  report  as  pertains  to  dispensations  the  Great  Sachem 
has,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  been  guided  by  the  laws  and  usages 
of  the  Order. 

In  reference  to  decisions,  that  in  regard  to  the  action  of  No.  60,  in  not 

receiving  the  excuse  of  the  Junior  elect,  but  electing  and  raising  up  the 

Junior  Sagamore,  was  correct. 

The  decision  of  D.  G.  S.  Leonard  as  to  the  payment  of  all  dues  charged 

against  a  brother  suspended  for  a  specified  time  is  correct,  and  in  accord- 

ance  with  a  former  decision  of  the  Great  Council. 

The  decision  on  the  questions  propounded  by  Narraganset  Tribe,  No.  43, 

is  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Order. 

The  decision  on  the  question,  "Has  the  Sachem  of  the  Tribe  the  right 

to  declare  the  seat  of  an  appointed  Chief  vacant  for  failing  to  be  present 

at  roll-call  for  three  consecutive  council  sleeps,  was  correct  and  just,  as 

the  seat  catinot  be  considered  vacant  three  consecutive  sleeps  until  the 

Council  fire  has  been  quenched. 
The  decision  of  D.  G.  S.  Weaver,  as  to  the  right  of  a  Tribe  to  grant  the 

funeral  benefit  in  the  case  of  a  brother  in  arrears,  is  correct- 
In  regard  to  the  question  of  Sbawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  your  Committee 

are  of  the  opinion  that  they  were  reorganized  under  peculiar  circumstances 

and  by  special  legislation,  and  are  entitled  to  hold  and  have  possession  of 

all  property  belonging  to  the  old  Tribe.

The  decision  of  the  Great  Sachem  relative  to  the  right  of 
the  Sachem  to  declare  the  seat  of  an  appointed  Chief  vacant, 
was  approved. 

D.  Gr.  S.  Weaver's  decision  relative  to  granting  benefits  to  a 
brother  in  arrears,  was  approved. 

In  regard  to  the  question  from  Shawnese  Tribe,  the  decision 
of  the  Committee  was  approved. 

Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  presented  the  following : — 

Philadelphia,  16th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  876. 
To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Bed  Hen. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers:  The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  Avould 
respectfully  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  labors  during  the 
past  term : — 

They  have  had  submitted  to  them  sets  of  Laws  from  Nos.  19,  29,  33, 
54,  57,  also  amendments  to  the  Laws  of  Nos.  18  and  61,  which  hare  been 
approved. 

They  have  also  had  submitted  for  approval  a  set  of  Laws  from  No.  66, 
but  which  your  Committee  could  not  fully  approve.  The  Tribe  was  com- 
municated with  in  reference  to  the  objectionable  features,  but  as  they  insist 
upon  them,  your  Committee  would  refer  the  matter  to  the  Great  Council 
for  its  decision.  The  points  on  which  your  Committee  could  not  agree 
with  the  Tribe  were,  first :  In  making  the  C.  of  E.,  A.  C.  of  R,  K.  of  W. 
and  Prophet  a  part  of  the  Belief  Committee,  which  we  deem  an  innova- 
tion upon  the  established  usage  of  the  Order,  as  there  is  not  a  Tribe  in  this 
jurisdiction  but  whose  Committee  is  composed  of  only  the  S.,  S.  S.  and  J.  S. ; 
the  only  exception  to  this  positive  rule  is  Degree  Council  No.  1,  who  were 
compelled  to  lay  the  city  off  in  districts,  on  account  of  their  Chiefs  being 
elected  for  one  grand  sun.  The  second  point  was  a  By-Law  assigning  to 
the  A.  C.  of  E.  the  duties  laid  down  in  the  Constitution  to  the  C.  of  E. 
The  A.  C.  of  E.  can  assist  the  C.  of  E.,  but  the  duties  cannot  be  placed 
upon  another  Chief  by  a  positive  law.  If  this  was  allowed  a  Tribe  woiild 
have  the  right  to  take  from  the  Sachem  his  duties  and  place  them  upon 
the  Senior  Sagamore,  or  upon  any  other  Chief.

P.  G.  I.  Cameron  moved  that  the  decision  of  the  Committee 
be  disapproved,  and  that  Sec.  3,  Art.  VIII,  By-Laws  of  No.  66, 
be  approved;  which  was  adopted. 

P.  S.  Campernell  asked  the  following  question  : — 

Has  the  Sachem  the  right  to  declare  the  seat  of  an  appointed  Chief 
vacant  if  he  is  absent  at  three  consecutive  Council  sleeps  without  offering 
an  excuse'? 

The  Great  Sachem  decided  the  Sachem  has  the  right  to  declare  the  seat 
vacant. 

P.  S.  Euch  asked  the  following  question : — 

The  Sachem  elect  failing  to  appear  for  three  consecutive  Council  sleeps, 
(he  not  having  sent  any  excuse)  to  be  installed,  must  his  place  be  declared 
vacated,  and  another  be  elected  in  his  place,  or  is  it  optional  ? 

The  Great  Sachem  decided  it  is  optional  with  the  Tribe. 

P.  S.  Campernell  asked  the  following  question  : — 

If  an  appointed  or  elective  Chief  is  not  present  at  roll-call,  and  comes 
in  afterwards  and  fails  to  offer  an  excuse,  or  ask  to  be  marked  present,  can 
he  be  considered  as  present  that  sleep  ? 

The  Great  Sachem  decided  he  cannot. 

P.  G.  I.  Cameron  and  P.  G.  S.  Myers  appealed  from  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Great  Sachem ;  and  on  the  question,  the  decision 
was  sustained. 

Nominations  for  Chiefs  was  then  reopened,  when  the  follow- 
ing were  made : — 

For  G.  J.  S. — William  K.  Leonard,  No.  35,  Henry  Beaver' 
No.  53.

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GREAT  SACHEM'S  REPORT. 

York,  16th  Sun,  Buck  Moou,  G.  S.  D.  376. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 

Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Six  moons  haTe  passed,  and  we  are  again  called  to  legislate  for  the  good 
of  the  Order.  It  becomes  my  duty  to  report  to  you,  for  your  consideration, 
my  acts  during  that  time.  I  have  visited  the  Tribes  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
city,  and  find  them  working  harmoniously  for  the  advancement  of  the 
Order.  I  have  also  instructed  them  in  the  signs  and  ceremony  of  adoption, 
and  have  corrected  any  innovations  that  I  have  seen. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Past  Sachems  of  Tribes  to  their  obliga- 
tion, and  request  them  to  prevent  any  innovations  of  the  ceremony  of 
adoption  they  may  see  in  their  Tribes. 

I  have  received  applications  for,  and  granted  dispensations  to  institute 
the  following  Tribes,  and  would  recommend  that  charters  be  granted  to 
them. 

INSTITUTION  OF  NEW  TRIBES. 

Ongpatonga  Tribe,  No.  67.— Application  signed  by  forty  pale  faces 
and  one  brother,  from  Lewistown ;  received  31st  of  Cold  Moon ;  dispensa- 
tion granted  12th  of  Snow  Moon.  Instituted  by  G.  C.  of  R.  Baker,  20th 
of  Snow  Moon.  Chiefs  raised  up:  John  A.  Boyer,  Sachem;  Isaac  W. 
McCord,  S.  S.;  A.  Printz,  J.  S.;  John  Hamilton,  C.  of  R;  E.  C.  Hamilton, 
K.  of  W.;  John  Baura,  Prophet. 

Arrapahoe  Tribe,  No.  68.— Application  signed  by  twenty  pale  faces, 
from  Huntingdon ;  dispensation  granted  19th  of  Snow  Moon.

Instituted  23d  of  Flower  Moon,  by  G.  S.,  G.  J.  S.,  G.  C.  of  R.,  G.  K.  of  W., 
G.  Sannap,  and  G.  G.  of  W.  Chiefs  raised  up :  Lewis  Graffley,  Sachem ; 
Wm.  Alchin,  S.  S. ;  James  A.  Moss,  J.  S. ;  Geo.  Hartzel,  C.  of  R. ;  Samuel 
Goodwin,  K.  of  W. ;  P.  S.  Edward  Weckerley,  Prophet. 

Pocahontas  Beneficial  Degree  Council,  No.  3.— Application  signed 
by  nineteen  members  of  Chiefs  degree ;  received 

dispensation  granted  21st  of  Flower  Moon.  Instituted  4th  of  Hot  Moon, 
by  G.  S.,  G.  J.  S.,  G.  C.  of  R.,  and  G.  K.  of  W.  Chiefs  raised  up:  Anton 
Grassberger,  Sachem ;  Chas.  Rieder,  S.  S. ;  Frank  Bartholde,  J.  S. ;  John 
Passan,  C.  of  R. ;  Fred.  Fischer,  K.  of  W. 

Mattawana  Tribe,  No.  71.— Application  signed  by  twelve  brothers 
and  six  pale  faces,  of  McVeytown;  received  7th  of  Hot  Moon;  dispensa- 
tion granted  11th  of  Hot  Moon.  Instituted  20th  of  Hot  Moon,  by  G.  S., 
G.  C.  of  R.,  and  others.  Chiefs  raised  up:  William  B.  Bratton,  Sachem; 
Joseph  Bottiecher,  S.  S. ;  John  Stewart,  J.  S. ;  John  F.  Rohrer,  C.  of  R, ; 
S.  S.  Machamer,  K.  of  W. ;  Hiram  Toder,  Prophet. 

DECISIONS. 

On  the  17th  of  Worm  Moon,  I  received  from  Powhattan  Tribe,  No.  48, 
the  following  for  my  decision : — 

"Is  a  brother  who  gives  the  sign  and  retires  to  the  Forest  considered  in 
the  Wigwam,  and  must  he  draw  his  ballot  in  case  of  drawing  a  committee, 
as  per  Constitution  of  Tribes,  Article  XVIII?" 

I  replied,  If  you  mean  by  the  Forest  what  is  termed  by  pale  faces  anti- 
room,  the  brother's  name  should  have  been  called,  and  he  should  have 
drawn  his  ballot.  The  anti-room  is  part  of  the  Wigwam ;  but  if  the 
brother  retires  outside  of  the  outer  wicket,  you  have  no  right  to  call  his 
name. 

On  the  1st  of  Plant  Moon,  I  received  from  Iroquois  Tribe,  No.  42,  the 
following  for  my  decision : 

"  Can  a  pale  face  be  rejected  on  the  first  ballot— if  so,  how  many  black 
twigs  are  required  to  reject  the  pale  face?" 

I  replied  that  no  pale  face  can  be  rejected  on  the  first  ballot  (see  Sec.  6, 
Article  XIII,  Constitution  of  Tribes). 

The  above  decision  I  sent  to  D.  G.  S.  J.  E.  Hollabaugh,  to  present  to 
the  Tribe.  _  My  reason  for  so  doing  was  that  the  Deputy  is  a  member  of 
the  same  Tribe,  and  I  did  not  want  to  take  the  control  of  the  District,  or 
in  any  way  interfere  with  his  duties. 

On  the  24th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  received  from  Seminole  Tribe,  No.  30,  the 
following  for  my  decision,  or  rather  to  interpret  Article  XXIII,  Constitu- 
tion of  Tribes : — 

I  decided  that  no  brother  can  speak  or  vote  unless  clothed  in  regalia 
according  to  his  rank  and  station.   If  a  Past  Sachem,  he  must  wear  a  P.  S. 
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regalia.  If  of  the  Chief's  degree,  Chief's  degree  regalia;  and  the  same  of 
all  degrees. 

Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  asked  my  decision  on  the  following  :— 

"Has  a  Tribe  the  right  to  enact  a  By-Law  as  follows?" 

"Provided,  however,  that  there  shall  be  no  benefits  paid,  unless  there  is 
at  least  five  hundred  dollars  in  the  Wampum  Belt." 

I  decided  they  have  no  right  to  enact  such  a  By-Law  (see  Section  3, 
Article  XVII,  Constitution  of  Tribes). 

The  Constitution  is  given  to  Tribes  to  govern  them  in  making  their  By- 
Laws,  and  must  be  taken  in  its  plainest  sense.  The  law  referred  to  implies 
that  a  Tribe  must  pay  benefits  until  the  wampum  is  reduced  to  40  fathoms, 
and  no  dispensation  to  suspend  or  reduce  the  benefits  below  the  amount 
named  in  the  By-Laws  can  be  granted  until  the  wampum  is  reduced  to 
forty  fathoms. 

D.  G.  S.  Samuel  Weaver  submitted  the  following  :— 

"A  pale  face  was  proposed  and  referred  to  a  committee,  who  reported 
favorable.  He  was  then  balloted  for,  and  one  black  twig  appeared 
against  him.  The  case  was  then  laid  over  one  seven  suns,  and  another 
ballot  was  had,  and  the  pale  face  elected.  The  Sachem  then  refused  to 
adopt  him,  thinking  he  would  be  a  burden-to  the  Tribe?" 

I  replied  that  the  Sachem  had  no  right  to  refuse  to  adopt  the  pale  face 
after  he  had  been  elected  by  the  Tribe,  on  the  ground  that  he  would  be  a 
burden  to  the  Tribe,  provided  he  answered  the  questions  satisfactorily  (see 
Article  VI,  Constitution  of  Tribes). 

I  received  from  Sagoyewatha  Tribe,  No.  38,  the  following  question  :— 

"If  black  twigs  are  deposited  through  malice  (if  it  can  be  proved)  should 
the  pale  face  be  rejected?" 

I  replied  that  the  pale  face  should  not  be  rejected. 

I  received  from  Coaquanock  Tribe,  No.  49,  the  following  resolution  for 
my  decision : — 

"That  Coaquanock  Tribe,  No.  49,  introduce  singing,  to  be  interspersed 
through  their  business  for  the  purpose  of  attracting  a  better  attendance  of 
the  members,  the  Sachem  to  prohibit  any  profane  song  or  sentiment,  to 
avoid  any  censure  from  the  Great  Council  Chiefs  or  its  members." 

I  replied  that  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  is  in  direct  violation  of  the 
laws  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States.  Examine  the  Private 
Work.  The  first  page  in  the  Sachem's  book  says:  "They  shall  neither 
adopt  nor  use  any  other  charges,  ceremonies,  &c,  than  those  prescribed 
by  this  Great  Council." 

I  shall,  therefore,  ask  of  your  Tribe,  if  you  have  adopted  the  resolution, 
to  reconsider  it,  and  strike  it  out  of  your  record.  As  much  as  I  should  like 
to  see  a  full  attendance  at  all  times  of  the  members  of  a  Tribe,  I  cannot 
allow  any  innovations  on  the  Private  Work  for  that  purpose. 

On  the  28th  of  Hot  Moon,  Wissahickon  Tribe,  No.  32,  informed  me  that 
Cherokee  Tribe,  No.  19,  had  adopted  Edwin  Rousell,  who  was  a  suspended 
member  of  their  Tribe.  On  the  6th  of  Buck  Moon,  I  sent  a  communica- 
tion to  Cherokee  Tribe,  directing  them  to  strike  the  name  of  Edwin 
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Rousell  from  their  books,  and  not  to  admit  him  to  the  Tribe  until  he  had 
been  restored  to  membership  in  Wissahickon  Tribe. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

On  the  20th  of  Snow  Moon,  I  granted  to  Chippewa  Tribe,  No.  51,  a 
dispensation  to  wear  regalia  at  the  Ball  of  the  Actor's  Order  of  Friendship, 
believing  it  would  benefit  the  Order,  as  several  other  Orders  were  to  be 
represented  in  full  regalia. 

On  the  26th  of  Hot  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Wingohocking 
Tribe,  No.  33,  to  appear  in  regalia  at  the  dedication  of  the  Soldiers'  Monu- 
ment of  the  Twenty-Third  Ward,  on  the  4th  sun  of  Buck  Moon. 

On  the  26th  sun  of  Hot  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Sagoyewatha 
Tribe,  No.  38,  to  remove  their  Wigwam  from  Central  Hall,  to  the  new 
Friendship  Hall,  Norris  and  Sepviva  Streets. 

I  have  received  applications  for,  and  granted  dispensations  to,  Nos.  18, 
30,  38,  and  56,  for  Festivals,  Pic-Nics,  and  Lectures.  (Fees,  ten  fath.  p'd.) 

I  have  received  applications  for,  and  granted  dispensations  to,  Nos.  4, 17, 
48,  51,  and  69,  to  confer  degrees.    (Fees,  four  fathoms  four  feet,  paid.) 

I  received  from  Ongpatonga  Tribe,  No.  67,  an  application  to  appear  in 
regalia,  to  participate  in  the  Odd  Fellows'  Parade,  on  their  day  of 
Thanksgiving  and  Prayer.    I  granted  them  a  dispensation. 

On  the  1st  sun  of  Buck  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Wyoming 
Tribe,  No.  7,  to  give  a  Concert  on  or  about  the  10th  sun  of  Corn  Moon, 
G.  S.  D.  376.    (Fee,  two  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  2d  sun  of  Buck  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Arrapahoe 
Tribe,  No.  68,  to  participate  in  the  Parade  at  Altoona,  on  the  4th  sun  of 
Buck  Moon,  in  regalia. 

I  have  received  several  applications  for  dispensations  to  raise  the  Junior 
Sagamore  to  the  Senior  Sagamore's  stump.  I  have  replied,  in  my  opinion, 
the  law  covered  the  raising  of  Chiefs,  and  the  Tribes  can  raise  their  Chiefs 
up  upon  the  resignation  of  any  of  them.  In  my  last  report  I  called  the 
attention  of  the  Great  Council  to  the  law  (Article  III,  Constitution  of 
Tribes),  and  hope  they  will  take  some  action  on  it  at  this  session. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Soon  after  the  session  of  the  Great  Council  I  received  from  P.  G.  I. 
Angus  Cameron,  his  resignation  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 
His  reasons  were  that  he  could  not  get  the  Board  to  meet.  His  resigna- 
tion I  did  not  want  to  accept,  knowing  he  had  taken  an  active  part  in 
framing  the  law  under  which  appeals  are  tried,  and  believing  the  first 
appeals  coming  under  the  law  should  be  carefully  tried.  I  concluded 
to  reorganize  the  Board,  which,  after  some  trouble  and  delay,  I  suc- 
ceeded in  doing,  as  follows :  A.  Cameron,  No.  50 ;  J.  F.  Wilson,  No.  56 ; 
J.  D.  Miller,  No.  22;  Wm.  C.  Probasco,  No.  51;  Leonard  Nax,  No.  5; 
James  Crocker,  No.  43;  and  F.  Tschan,  No.  14.  I  then  placed  the  follow- 
ing appeals  in  their  hands : — 

M.  Reese's  appeal  from  the  action  of  Kucpienaku  Tribe,  No.  4. 
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Brother  Behringer  from  the  action  of  Allegheny  Tribe,  No.  57.  This 
appeal  I  received  before  the  last  session  of  the  Great  Council;  but  the 
Board  had  not  time  to  act  on  it  before  the  session,  it  being  -written  in  the 
German  language. 

John  C.  Clark  ts  Phillip  Paddle,  Winnebago  Tribe,  No.  35. 

Brother  B.  Compton,  from  the  action  of  Powhattan  Tribe,  No.  48. 

The  above  appeals  I  have  referred  to  the  Board,  and  I  hope  they  will 
be  able  to  report  at  this  session. 

I  would  reccommend  that  the  law  appointing  the  Board  of  Appeals  be 
modified,  so  as  to  reduce  the  number  appointed,  as  they  have  found  it  very 
difficult  to  get  a  quorum  present  to  act  on  the  matters  laid  before  them  ; 
but  I  presume  you  will  have  the  subject  more  fully  laid  before  you  in  their 
report. 

According  to  resolution  passed  at  last  session,  the  Great  Chiefs  met  and 
authorized  G.  K.  W.  Lewis  C.  Pierce,  to  purchase  for  investment  a  ten- 
forty  United  States  bond,  to  the  amount  of  $500.  We  did  not  think  it 
prudent  to  draw  more  than  that  amount,  as  it  only  left  about  $200  in  the 
K.  of  W.'s  hands  for  contingent  expenses. 

I  would  recommend  to  the  Great  Council  that  they  appoint  some  one  to 
make  extracts  from  the  laws  having  a  bearing  on  the  institution  of  Tribes 
and  the  form  of  application  for  charter,  and  have  the  same  printed  in 
circular  form,  and  any  application  coming  for  information  in  relation  to 
starting  new  Tribes,  that  this  form  be  sent  to  the  applicants. 

The  Great  Council,  at  its  last  session,  failed  to  make  any  provision  for 
the  Great  Sachem  to  visit  the  Tribes  in  the  State,  which,  according  to  the 
law  he  is  bound  to  visit.  I  did  not  think  it  prudent  to  incur  any  expenses 
that  I  could  avoid ;  and  as  I  knew  that  G.  P.  Morris  H.  Gorham  intended 
going  to  Detroit  to  institute  a  Tribe  for  the  G.  C.  of  U.  S.,  I  deputized  him 
to  visit  such  Tribes  as  might  lay  in  the  line  of  his  journey,  and  give  them 
whatever  instruction  they  seemed  to  require.  Brother  Gorham  informs 
me  that  he  visited  Allegheny  Tribe,  No.  57,  Winnebago  Tribe,  No.  35, 
Arrapahoe  Tribe,  No.  68,  Ongpatonga  Tribe,  No.  67,  Iroquois  Tribe, 
No.  42,  and  Otsego  Tribe,  No.  59.  These  Tribes  he  severally  instructed 
in  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Order,  and  found  them  all  in  a  flourishing 
condition. 

In  company  with  the  G.  S.  S.,  G.  C.  of  R,  and  G.  P.,  I  visited  the  Red 
Men  of  Lancaster  on  the  19th,  at  Metamora  Wigwam,  and  gave  what 
instruction  they  seemed  to  require. 

P.  G.  S.  Samuel  Weaver,  in  his  last  report  to  this  Great  Council,  called 
the  attention  of  the  Order  to  a  circular  that  was  issued  to  further  the  elec- 
tion of  a  candidate  to  this  Great  Council.  I  cannot  but  reiterate  his  lan- 
guage, and  hope  the  Great  Council  will  take  some  decided  action  in  the 
matter  at  this  session. 

In  conclusion,  I  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  brothers,  for  their 
assistance  and  support  during  my  official  duties,  and  assure  them  their 
kindness  will  ever  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  bright  spots  in  my  life, 
feeling,  as  I  did  when  I  assumed  the  position,  that  I  was  incompetent  for 
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the  duties  without  your  assistance.  What  I  have  clone  I  deemed  for  the 
hest  interest  of  the  Order,  and  if  I  have  erred  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties,  I  hope  the  brothers  will  remember  that  we  are  all  liable  to  make 
mistakes. 

I  will  soon  return  the  emblem  of  my  authority  to  you,  to  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  my  successor,  and  I  hope  he  may  so  govern  the  Order  that  its 
increase  may  be  greater  than  it  has  ever  been  before.

Respected  Chief: 

This  being  my  last  term  as  Deputy  of  this  District,  having  served  for 
five  consecutive  grand  suns,  under  the  following  administrations :  Angus 
Cameron,  M.  H.  Gorham,  S.  Weaver,  and  J.  F.  Madeira,  in  which  I 
endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  The  follow- 
ing constitute  my  official  acts  during  the  last  six  moons.  The  Tribes  in 
this  District  have  all  been  adding  large  accessions  to  their  numbers,  which 
is  an  evidence  of  prosperity.  During  my  term  I  have  received  and 
answered  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  communications,  relative  to  business 
of  the  Order,  thereby  proving  a  satisfaction  existing  between  the  Tribes 
and  the  Deputy. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

On  the  28th  of  Snow  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Cornplanter  Tribe, 
No.  61,  to  hold  a  Ball,  in  the  name  of  the  Tribe,  on  the  5th  of  Worm  Moon. 
(Fee,  two  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  12th  of  Worm  Moon,  I  also  granted  a  dispensation  to  the  same 
Tribe,  allowing  them  to  confer  the  degrees  on  the  following  named  bro- 
thers: C.  Boyer,  Warrior's  and  Chief's;  E.  C.  Reitenbach,  Chief's;  and 
L.  King,  Chiefs  degree.    (Fee,  one  fathom  two  feet,  paid.) 

On  the  10th  of  Hot  Moon,  I  also  granted  to  the  same  Tribe  a  dispensation 
to  hold  a  Pic-Nic,  and  appear  in  regalia  on  the  24th  instant,  they  deeming 
it  a  benefit  to  their  Tribe  to  do  so.    (Fee,  two  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  8th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Eeshahkonee 
Tribe,  No.  22,  to  have  a  re-ballot  in  the  case  of  a  pale  face  who  had  been 
reported  unfavorable,  which  required  a  ballot  according  to  a  late  decision, 
he  having  received  five  black  twigs  on  the  first  ballot,  and  three  black  (no 
white  ones)  on  the  second ;  after  which  the  facts  coming  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Tribe  that  the  character  of  the  pale  face  was  such  that  to  adopt  him 
would  most  likely  bring  disgrace  upon  the  Order. 

On  the  22d  of  Plant  Moon,  I  also  granted  to  the  same  Tribe  a  dispensa- 
tion, allowing  them  to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chiefs  degrees  upon  one 
of  the  brothers.    (Fee,  four  feet,  paid.) 
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On  the  14th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Red  Jacket  Tribe, 
No.  44,  allowing  them  to  confer  the  Chiefs  degree  upon  J.  Lombert,  who 
wished  to  leave  the  city.    (Fee,  two  feet,  paid.) 

On  the  18th  of  "Worm  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Otsego  Tribe, 
No.  59,  allowing  them  to  raise  their  Junior  Sagamore  to  the  S.  S.'s  stump, 
he  having  resigned  for  the  purpose  of  leaving  the  borough. 

On  the  15th  of  Flower  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Metamora 
Tribe,  No.  2,  allowing  them  to  adopt  a  pale  face  on  the  council  which  their 
By-Laws  set  apart  for  conferring  degrees. 

On  the  11th  of  Buck  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Red  Jacket 
Tribe,  No.  44,  to  change  their  council  sleep  from  Thursday  to  Friday. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  tender  you  my  best  wishes.

Board  of  Appeals  presented  the  following: —

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers:  The  Board  of  Appeals  would  respectfully 
report  the  following  as  their  proceedings  for  the  past  grand  sun. 

The  Board  met  on  the  19th  sleep  of  the  Plant  Moon,  and  organized  by 
electing  P.  S.  Wm.  C.  Probasco,  of  No.  51,  Chairman;  and  P.  S.  J.  David 
Miller,  of  No.  22,  Secretary. 

John  C.  Clark  vs.  Winnebago  Tribe,  No.  35.  In  this  case  brother  Clark 
was  charged  with  intent  to  defraud  brother  Phillip  Facldle,  by  leaving  the 
hunting  grounds  of  the  Tribe  without  paying  him  thirty-seven  fathoms,  the 
amount  of  a  debt  alleged  to  be  due  by  brother  Clark  to  brother  Facldle.  It 
does  not  appear  by  the  evidence  that  there  was  any  intention  on  the  part 
of  brother  Clark  to  defraud,  and  the  Board  resolved  that  the  action  of 
Winnebago  Tribe  in  suspending  brother  Clark  be  reversed,  and  that  the 
Tribe  be  directed  to  reinstate  him  in  his  former  standing. 

An  appeal  from  Allegheny  Tribe,  No.  57,  was  received.  The  papers 
submitted  were  very  voluminous,  and  in  the  German  language.  It  was 
agreed  by  the  Board  to  refer  them  to  brothers  Knox  and  Tschan,  the  ODly 
members  of  the  Board  who  could  read  German,  for  the  purpose  of  report- 
ing to  the  Board  the  substance  of  the  documents.  The  brothers  reported 
at  the  next  meeting  that  the  translation  would  be  a  laborious  undertaking, 
and  would  consume  more  time  than  they  could  afford  to  give  to  it.  The 
Board  deeming  that  it  would  be  asking  too  much  of  any  member  of  the 
Order  to  translate  the  papers  gratuitously,  and  having  no  authority  to  sub- 
ject the  Great  Council  to  expense  in  the  case,  resolved  to  return  the  papers 
to  the  parties  interested,  requesting  them  to  translate  them,  and  return  to 
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the  Secretary  as  soon  as  possible.  The  case  was  sent  back  to  the  Tribe, 
but  has  not  yet  been  returned. 

Marcus  Eeese  vs.  Kuquenaku  Tribe,  No.  4.  This  was  a  claim  for  six 
seven  suns  benefits,  which  the  Tribe  refused  to  pay.  It  appears  from  the 
evidence  that  brother  Reese  was  charged  with  frequenting  taverns  and 
playing  cards  for  drinks  whilst  under  the  charge  of  the  Relief  Chiefs.  Bro- 
ther Reese  acknowledged  that  such  was  the  case,  when  questioned  about 
the  matter  at  a  council  sleep  of  the  Tribe.  The  Board  dismissed  the 
appeal,  and  sustained  the  action  of  the  Tribe. 

An  appeal  from  B.  Compton  against  the  action  of  Powhattan  Tribe,  No. 
48,  in  expelling  him  for  feigning  sickness  with  a  view  to  abuse  the  benevo- 
lent features  of  the  Order,  was  received  near  the  close  of  our  term  of  ser- 
vice, and  the  Board  not  having  adequate  time  to  dispose  of  the  case  in 
season  to  report  at  this  session,  it  necessarily  lies  over  for  consideration 
by  the  incoming  administration. 

The  Board  deem  it  expedient  that  an  appropriation  should  be  made  to 
them  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  such  translations  as  may  be  necessary, 
when  the  papers  in  the  case  are  in  German,  and  to  defray  incidental  ex- 
penses. The  Board  suggest  that  this  portion  of  the  report  be  referred  to 
the  Finance  Committee. 

They  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  to  obviate 
the  difficulty  we  have  sometimes  experienced  in  getting  a  majority  of  the 
Board  together : — 

Besolved,  That  any  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  assembled  at 
the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  shall  have  full  authority  to  try  such  cases 
as  may  be  submitted  to  the  Board.

The  tellers  to  count  the  election  returns  requested  that  the 
certificates  of  all  Past  Sachems  presented  at  this  session  be  re- 
ferred to.  them.    On  motion,  they  were  so  referred. 

P.  G.  S.  Myers  moved  that  when  the  council  fire  is  quenched, 
it  be  rekindled  at  the  9th  run  rising  of  the  sun. 

Communication  from  Jacob  Behringer  was  presented,  and 
referred  to  P.  S.'s  Schuh  and  Frederick. 

Notice  of  the  session  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United 
States,  on  the  10th  of  Corn  Moon  next,  was  read. 

Application  for  charters  for  the  following,  viz:  Pocahontas 
Degree  Council,  No.  3 ;  for  the  restoration  of  charter  to  Cones- 
toga  Tribe,  No.  28;  for  charters  for  Ongpatonga  Tribe,  No.  67; 
Arrapahoe,  Tribe,  No.  68;  Shohomokin  Tribe,  No.  69;  Penob- 
scot Tribe,  No.  70,  and  Tribe,  No.  72. 

Eead  and  referred  to  P.  G.  S.  Myers,  No.  18,  P.  S.'s  Baldwin, 
No.  47,  and  Winkworth,  No.  8. 

P.  C  S.  Myers  moved  that  the  council  fire  be  quenched.  The 
Great  Sachem  decided  the  motion  out  of  order,  on  the  ground 
that  the  tellers  to  count  the  votes  had  not  reported. 

P.  G.  I.  Cameron,  P.  G.  S.  Myers,  and  P.  S.  Crouch,  appealed 
from  the  decision  of  the  Great  Sachem.

The  tellers  to  count  the  election  returns  reported  progress.

Great  Sachem  decided  that  each  member  of  a  standing  com- 
mittee is  entitled  to  have  his  expenses  paid,  in  attending  the 
sessions  of  the  Great  Council.

Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  Great  Sachem  allow  me  to  tender  to 
you  my  acknowledgment  for  this  renewed  evidence  of  your  respect  and 
confidence.  In  presiding  over  the  deliberations  of  this  Great  Council  it 
will  be  my  duty  strictly  to  enforce  the  various  rules  of  order.  I  will  en- 
deavor to  perform  the  responsible  duties  devolving  upon  me  impartially, 
thereby  hoping  to  render  satisfaction.  In  the  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  our  flourishing  Order,  I  shall  conform  strictly  to  the  laws  enacted  for  its 
government,  and  avail  myself  of  the  counsel  of  my  predecessors,  and 
especially  consult  my  colleagues  in  office  upon  all  important  matters  sub- 
mitted for  my  consideration  and  decision. 

I  shall,  if  possible,  visit  every  Tribe  in  the  State  during  my  term,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  uniformity  and  correctness  in  the  work,  provided  I 
am  sustained  by  the  Great  Council.  By  pursuing  this  course,  I  hope  to 
discharge  the  duties  entrusted  to  me  so  as  to  merit  your  approbation.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania— Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  undersigned,  your  Representatives  to  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  would  respectfully  report  that  they 
attended  the  session  of  that  Worthy  Great  Body,  held  in  the  Corn  Moon, 
G.  S.  D.  375. 

A  protest  was  presented  against  the  admission  of  P.  S.  Thomas  K.  Don- 
nalley  as  a  Representative  from  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  claim- 
ing that  P.  G.  I.  Baker  had  been  elected.  The  credentials  were  referred 
to  the  proper  committee.  The  committee  subsequently  reported  that  they 
had  before  them  the  protest  against  the  admission  of  Thos.  K.  Donnalley, 
and  also  credentials  from  two  sets  of  Representatives  from  the  Great  Council 
of  Maryland,  which  they  recommended  to  be  referred  to  a  special  commit- 
tee. The  report  of  the  committee  was  then  adopted.  The  protest  of 
Pennsylvania  was  then  referred  to  a  special  committee.  The  case  of  the 
credentials  of  Representatives  from  Maryland  were  also  referred  to  a 
special  committee.  The  committees  were  instructed  to  send  for  persons 
and  papers. 

The  committee  appointed  at  a  previous  session  for  the  purpose,  reported 
they  had  procured  an  Act  of  Incorporation  for  the  Great  Council  of  the 
"United  States  from  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania.  The  report  was 
adopted.

The  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  contested  seat  of  Repre- 
sentative from  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania  reported  in  favor  of  P.  G.  I. 
Baker,  which  report  was  confirmed  by  the  Great  Council. 

The  credential  of  P.  S.  Thomas  K.  Donnalley,  in  place  of  Representative 
George  Ramho,  resigned,  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Credentials,  and  subsequently  reported  upon  favorably  by  the  Committee, 
and  received  by  the  Great  Council.

In  reference  to  the  election  for  Great  Chiefs  we  deem  it  proper  to  report, 
that  when  the  4th  run  arrived,  the  time  named  by  the  laws  for  the  election 
to  take  place,  a  motion  was  made  by  Representative  Lunsford,  of  Virginia, 
to  lay  the  election  over. 

The  Great  Incohonee  decided  that  the  election  could  not  be  postponed ; 
from  which  decision  Representative  Stewart,  of  Pennsylvania,  appealed  to 
the  Great  Council,  when  the  decision  of  the  Great  Incohonee  was  reversed. 

The  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  claim  to  seats  of  Representa- 
tives from  G.  C.  of  Maryland,  reported  they  found  certificates  from  two  sets 
of  Representatives — one  emanating  from  Chiefs  who  had  vacated  their 
seats  under  protest,  five  moons  subsequent  to  the  issuing  of  the  certificate 
of  credentials  referred  to;  and  another  with  the  seal  of  the  Great  Council 
of  Maryland  attached,  certifying  that  John  S.  Speights,  Wm.  S.  Quigley, 
Wm.  Benson,  George  W.  Lindsay,  G.  H.  M.  Marriott,  and  Levi  Vanfossen, 
were  duly  elected  to  represent  the  Great  Council  of  Maryland  in  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States. 

The  committee  further  reported  that  they  did  not  deem  it  their  duty  to 
decide  upon  the  legality  of  the  adoption  of  the  laws  under  which  the  Repre- 
sentatives had  been  elected. 

The  report  was,  after  considerable  discussion,  adopted,  and  the  above 
named  Representatives  acknowledged. 

Charters  were  granted  to  four  Tribes,  and  one  Great  Council,  showing  a 
healthy  increase  of  the  Order. 

A  resolution  was  adopted,  prohibiting  the  giving  or  holding,  or  the  get- 
ting up  of  any  gift  enterprise,  lottery,  or  anything  in  the  nature  thereof, 
in.  which  the  name  of  the  Order,  or  any  Tribe  thereof,  is  or  may  be  used. 

A  new  and  distinct  card,  to  be  issued  to  brothers  who  desire  to  withdraw 
from  their  Tribes,  was  adopted. 
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Your  Representatives  have  in  the  foregoing  report  endeavored  to  give  a 
synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last  session  of  the  Great  Council  of  the 
United  States,  and  hope  that  it  will  meet  with  your  approval.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania— Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  following  report  is  submitted  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  at  its  session  held  at 
Baltimore,  commencing  on  the  11th  sun  of  Corn  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  375. 

The  delegation  was  comprised  of  P.  G.  S.'s  M.  H.  Gorham,  Wm.  B. 
Eckert,  E.  F.  Stewart,  P.  G.  I.  A.  Cameron,  P.  S.'s  G.  Metzel,  L.  C. 
Pierce,  W.  Kelly,  T.  K.  Donnalley  (against  whose  election  there  was  a 
protest),  and  P.  S.  A.  Schuh,  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  resignation  of  P.  G.  S.  C.  Weistenberg.  P.  G.  I.  A.  J.  Baker  was  also 
present  by  virtue  of  his  position.  Representative  George  K.  Rambo  was 
absent.  The  protest  against  the  admission  of  Representative  Donnalley 
resulted  in  the  seat  being  awarded  to  P.  G.  I.  Baker,  on  the  ground  that 
brother  Baker  had  received  the  greatest  number  of  legal  votes.  Credentials 
were  subsequently  submitted  appointing  P.  S.  Donnalley  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Representative  Rambo.  ^  The  delegation  was 
then  full. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  previous  session  to  secure  an  Act  of  In- 
corporation for  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States  from  the  Legislature 
of  Pennsylvania,  reported  that  they  had  succesfully  attended  to  that  duty. 
The  Act  was  read  to  the  Great  Council  and  formally  accepted. 

The  report  of  M.  W.  G.  I.  brother  Bosley  shows  the  Order  to  be  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  with  a  steady  increase  in  membership  and  gradually 
accumulating  wealth.  We  condense  from  it  the  decisions,  which  were 
approved  by  the  Great  Council. 

1.  Under  the  new  computation  of  time,  the  grand  sun  commences  with 
the  first  sun  of  the  Cold  Moon,  instead  of  commencing  in  the  Corn  Moon, 
as  under  the  old  system. 

2.  Tribes  instituted  prior  to  the  change  in  the  computation  of  time,  are 
not  required  to  change  the  date  upon  their  seals  (but  the  Great  Council  in

adopting  the  report  of  the  committee,  on  the  Journal  of  the  M.  W.  G.  I., 
decided  that  it  was  not  imperative  to  have  dates  upon  seals. ) 

3.  The  M.  W.  G.  I.,  under  the  impression  that  the  Great  Council  at  a 
previous  session,  by  some  special  legislation,  had  intended  that  the  Private 
Work  should  be  placed  in  possession  of  a  State  Great  Council,  without  the 
same  having  first  been  paid  for,  directed  the  M.  W.  G.  C.  of  R.  to  furnish 
the  Work  and  take  a  note  therefor.  The  Great  Council  disapproved  of  bis 
action,  and  said  that  the  resolution  requiring  the  whole  Work  to  be  paid 
for  when  ordered,  must  be  strictly  adhered  to. 

Some  other  points  mentioned  in  the  M.  W.  G.  Incohonee's  Journal,  but 
upon  which  he  made  no  decision,  will  be  referred  to  hereafter. 

Dispensations  were  granted  by  the  M.  W.  G.  I.,  authorizing  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Great  Council  of  Missouri ;  Ontario  Tribe,  No.  6,  of  St.  Louis, 
Mo.;  Swamp  Eagle  Tribe,  No.  1,  at  Marshall,  Texas;  Manhattan  Tribe, 
No.  2,  at  San  Francisco,  California;  and  Tippecanoe  Tribe,  No.  8,  at 
Patriot,  Indiana.  His  action  in  the  premises  was  duly  approved,  and 
charters  granted. 

The  first  important  question  that  arose  was  in  relation  to  the  election  of 
of  Great  Chiefs.  Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  and  Section  1,  Article  X, 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Great  Council,  fix  the  time  of  the  election  at  the  4th 
run  setting  of  the  sun.  A  motion  was  made  to  defer  the  election.  The 
M.  W.  G.  I.  refused  to  entertain  it,  deciding  that  the  election  could  not  be 
postponed.  An  appeal  was  taken  from  his  decision ;  the  appeal  was  sus- 
tained ;  and  the  election  postponed.  If  this  action  was  right,  does  it  not 
establish  the  dangerous  precedent  that  a  plain  provision  of  the  Constitution 
or  By-Laws,  or  both,  can  be  set  aside  by  a  simple  motion  ? 

The  next  question  of  importance  was  the  matter  of  the  contested  seats  of 
the  Representatives  from  the  Great  Council  of  Maryland.  The  special 
committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  reported  substantially  as  follows : 
W.  G.  S.  S.  R.  F.  Gardner,  and  others  claiming  with  him,  appeared  with 
certificates,  dated  on  the  13th  sun,  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  375,  signed  by 
chiefs  of  the  Great  Council,  who  had  five  moons  previously  surrendered 
their  seats,  though  they  did  so  under  protest.  The  same  claimants  also 
presented  a  certificate,  signed  by  Harmon  Smith  as  Great  Sachem  of  Mary- 
land, but  without  place  of  issue  or  date.  Brother  J.  S.  Speights,  and  those 
claiming  with  him,  presented  credentials,  with  seal  attached,  and  certify- 
ing that  they  were  duly  elected ;  but  the  Committee  said  they  did  not  deem 
it  their  duty  to  decide  upon  the  legality  of  the  laws  under  which  they  had 
been  elected.  The  Committee  also  had  before  them  the  P.  G.  S.'s  certificate 
of  Harmon  Smith,  of  Maryland,  entitling  him  to  a  seat  in  the  Great  Coun- 
cil of  the  United  States ;  but  they  did  not  recommend  his  admission,  saying 
that  it  was  for  the  Great  Council  itself  to  decide  upon  the  legality  of  the 
laws  under  which  the  certificate  was  granted. 

It  is  proper  to  observe  here  that  the  Great  Council  of  Maryland  had  but 
a  short  time  before  adopted  a  new  Constitution,  and  the  whole  difficulty 
originated  from  the  way  in  which  it  had  been  adopted,  and  the  subsequent 
proceedings  under  it. 
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The  Committee  having  declined  to  recommend  any  course  of  action,  a 
motion  was  submitted  to  the  effect  that  the  report  be  adopted,  and  that 
those  named  in  the  report  as  being  elected  and  coming  with  properly  certi- 
fied credentials,  under  seal  of  the  Great  Council  of  Maryland,  be  recognized 
as  the  Representatives.  Whilst  this  was  pending,  a  motion  was  made  to 
defer  further  action  until  after  the  reception  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Constitution,  which  was  lost.  A  vote  was  then  had  on  the  previous 
motion,  which  was  agreed  to,  and  brother  Speights,  and  those  claiming 
with  him,  were  admitted. 

This  course  was  irregular  and  wrong;  for  as  you  will  see  from  what 
has  been  stated  before,  the  whole  difficulty  arose  from  differences  con- 
cerning the  adoption  of  the  new  Constitution— one  set  of  the  contesting 
delegates  being  for  it,  the  other  against  it.  To  admit  either  before  the 
legality  of  the  Constitutions  under  which  they  were  elected  was  first  deter- 
mined, was  to  make  the  one  or  the  other  of  them  the  judges  of  their  own 
election. 

The  committee  on  the  M.  W.  G.  Incohonee's  report  had  recommended 
that  so  much  of  the  report  as  refers  to  the  adoption  of  the  Maryland  laws, 
and  the  elections  held  thereunder,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee ;  but, 
on  motion,  this  reference  was  stricken  out,  Afterwards,  however,  a  motion 
to  refer  so  much  of  the  report  as  related  to  said  laws  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  prevailed.  That  Committee  approved  the  new 
Constitution,  and  so  far  the  admission  of  the  Speight's  delegation  was  en- 
dorsed. We  believe  the  legally  elected  Representatives  were  admitted; 
but  at  a  wrong  time  and  in  an  improper  manner,  for  the  reason  given  in 
the  preceding  paragraph. 

So  far,  too,  the  difficulty  had  been  disposed  of  only  as  it  referred  to  the 
Representatives.  P.  G.  S.  Smith's  case  had  not  been  settled.  The  new 
Constitution  of  Maryland  changed  the  time  for  the  election  of  Great  Chiefs, 
whereby  their  terms- were  abridged,  and  the  incumbents  legislated  out  of 
their  chieftainships.  In  a  report  afterwards  submitted  by  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  the  Committee  said  that  when  a  State  or 
Territorial  Great  Council  changed  the  time  of  the  election  of  its  chiefs  by 
the  adoption  of  a  new  Constitution,  the  terms  of  said  chiefs  must  cease,  to 
make  it  conformable  to  Article  IV  of  the  General  Laws ;  but  such  change 
in  the  term  for  which  said  chiefs  have  served  cannot  work  a  forfeiture  of 
the  honors  of  chieftainships ;  and  this  was  the  view  taken  by  the  Great 
Council  by  the  adoption  of  the  report,  thus  pra  ctically  deciding  that  P.  G.  S. 
Smith  was  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Great  Council. 

The  grounds  relied  upon  by  the  Committee  were  :  1.  Article  I,  Section 
6,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  which 
reads :  "All  power  and  authority  not  expressly  delegated  to  Great  Councils 
and  Tribes,  by  their  charters,  General  Laws,  or  By-Laws  and  resolutions 
of  this  Great  Council,  is  reserved  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States." 

2.  Article  IV,  General  Laws  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States, 
citing  and  relying  on  that  part  of  it  which  says,  that  "no  Great  Sachem 
shall  serve  for  two  successive  terms."   In  the  opinion  of  your  Representa- 
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tives  there  is  nothing  in  these  laws  to  sustain  the  position  of  the  Committee. 
Article  I,  Section  6,  of  the  Constitution  merely  declares  that  powers  not 
expressly  delegated  to  Great  Councils  and  Tribes  is  reserved  to  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States.  This  being  the  law,  and  the  Constitution, 
Article  X,  declaring  that  the  laws  of  State  Great  Councils  must  conform 
to  the  laws  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  it  follows  that  no  law 
or  action  of  any  Great  Council  or  Tribe  is  of  any  binding  force  or  authority 
that  does  not  so  conform  ;  nay,  more,,  a  State  Great  Council  cannot  do  any 
act  or  exercise  any  authority  that  is  not  expressly  or  by  necessary  implica- 
tion delegated  to  it.  There  is,  therefore,  no  question  but  what  the  action 
of  the  Great  Council  of  Maryland  was  a  direct  violation  of  law,  for  Article 
IV,  part  of  which  the  Committee  rely  upon  in  support  of  their  views,  ex- 
plicitly fixes  the  term  of  Great  Sachem  to  be  for  one  grand  sun.  Further- 
more, the  Ritual,  which  is  even  of  higher  authority  than  the  Constitution 
(inasmuch  is  it  cannot  be  changed,  except  by  the  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present,  whilst  to  change  the  Constitution  requires  a  two- 
third  vote  only),  in  its  obligation  requires  the  Great  Sachem  to  serve  for 
one  grand  sun. 

In  our  report  of  these  vexed  questions,  which  consumed  a  large  portion 
of  the  time  of  the  Great  Council,  we  have  refrained  from  any  comment  or 
explanation,  except  such  as  was  necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the 
subject. 

The  election  for  Great  Chiefs  resulted  as  follows:  M.  W.  G.  I.  Joshua 
Maris,  of  Delaware ;  M.  W.  G.  S.  S.  John  D.  Moore,  M.  D.,  of  New  Jersey ; 
M.  W.  G.  J.  S.  J.  B.  Shaner,  of  Virginia;  M.  W.  G.  P.  Win.  R.  McFarlane, 
of  Delaware ;  M.  W.  G.  C.  of  R.  M.  H.  Gorham,  of  Pennsylvania ;  M.  W. 
G.  K.  of  W.  Win.  Benson,  of  Maryland.  These  Chiefs,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  new  Constitution,  serve  for  two  grand  suns. 

Resolutions  were  reported  by  the  Committee  on  the  M.  W.  G.  Incohonee's 
report,  prohibiting  gift  enterprises  or  lotteries,  and  that  new  and  distinct 
withdrawal  cards  be  procured.    They  were  severally  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Revision  of  the  Ritual  reported  a  new  ceremonial 
for  the  Great  Council  of  the  U.  S.,  which  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be 
printed.  The  same  Committee  reported  that  they  had  in  preparation  two 
additional  degrees,  as  recommended  by  the  Great  Council,  and  also  a  revi- 
sion of  the  funeral  ceremony. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  providing  for  the  holding  of  the  next  annual 
session  of  the  Great  Council  at  Philadelphia. 

The  new  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania 
were  approved. 

In  the  appeal  of  Wyoming  Tribe,  No.  7,  against  the  Great  Council  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  decision  of  the  Great  Council  was  sustained,  declaring 
the  admission  of  non-beneficial  members  to  be  unconstitutional. 

The  Committee  on  the  "date  of  the  institution  of  the  Order,"  presented 
their  report.  It  was  adopted,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  as  a  part  of  the 
proceedings. 
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The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
question,  "Can  a  State  Great  Council  (in  the  absence  of  law)  prefer  charges, 
try  and  convicts  member  thereof,  for  violation  of  his  obligation,  or  for  any 
improper  conduct,  whereby  the  Order  may  be  brought  into  contempt,' 
reported  that  under  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Great  Council, 
State  Great  Councils  had  the  right  to  make  By-Laws  for  their  government, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  and  that 
it  was  the  duty  of  Great  Councils  to  enact  such  laws  for  their  own  protec- 
tion, and  the  protection  of  their  members ;  but  in  the  absence  of  such  laws 
no  charges  could  be  made  against  members  of  a  Great  Council,  or  any  trial 
had. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  requiring  Great  Councils,  Degree  Councils, 
and  Tribes  to  procure  and  use  press  seals  instead  of  the  paper  seals  now  in 
use__the  resolution  to  go  into  effect  within  six  moons  from  the  date  of  its 
adoption. 

The  resolution  adopted  at  a  former  sesssion,  making  Sutherland's  Manual 
the  parliamentary  authority  of  this  body,  was  rescinded,  and  Cnshing's 
Manual  was  adopted  for  the  use  of  the  Order,  in  all  cases  where  it  does  not 
contravene  the  Constitution. 

It  was  decided  in  answer  to  a  question,  "How  long  can  a  brother  who 
holds  a  withdrawal  card  visit  a  Tribe  on  the  same,"  that  his  right  to  visit 
does  not  extend  beyond  the  expiration  of  the  current  password. 

A  resolution  was  adopted,  "directing  a  strict  attention  to  the  technical 
phraseology  of  the  Order  in  all  its  business  transactions."  The  particular 
notice  of  the  members  of  this  body  is  invited  to  this  resolution,  and  it  is 
hoped  they  will  see  that  it  is  properly  regarded  in  the  Tribes  to  which  they 
belong. 

The  following  statement,  condensed  from  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, shows  the  condition  of  the  Wampum  Belt  :—

Upon  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  a  vote  by  Tribes  was 
demanded  by  P.  S.'s  Goldberg,  No.  7,  Rambo,  No.  43,  Moss,' 
No.  70,  Abel,  No.  48,  and  P.  G.  S.  Eckert,  No.  49,  and  being 
ordered,  were  as  follows : —

47,  48,  51,  60,  64,  67,  D.  C.  1,  2—25.

On  motion  of  P.  G.  S.  Eckert,  the  council  fire  was  quenched, 
to  be  rekindled  on  to-morrow's  sun  at  9th  run  rising  of  the  sun. 

D.  G.  S.  Hays,  on  behalf  of  Conewago  Tribe,  No.  37,  invited 
the  Great  Council  to  attend  the  council  of  that  Tribe  this  sleep, 
for  the  purpose  of  witnessing  the  adoption  of  a  pale  face.  The 
invitation  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  P.  S.  Hartley,  No.  8,  the  G.  K.  of  W.  was  au- 
thorized to  deposit  the  bonds  held  by  the  Great  Council  with 
the  Safety  Deposit  Company. 

On  motion,  the  council  fire  was  quenched.

The  record  of  the  previous  council  was  then  read,  corrected, 
and  approved. 

P.  S.  John  V.  Schaeffer,  No.  60,  asked  and  obtained  leave  of 
absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 
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P.  G.  S.  Stewart,  from  tire  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage, 
presented  the  following  report,  which  had  been  recommitted  to 
them : — 

York,  16th  Sun,  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  376. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers:  The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  their  labors  during  the  last 
term : — 

They  had  submitted  to  them  for  approval  an  amendment  to  Article  XVII, 
By-Laws  of  Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  which  your  Committee  were  compel- 
led to  return  without  their  approval,  as  it  was  in  conflict  with  the  decision 
of  the  Great  Council  at  its  last  session  (see  pages  148,  160,  161  of  Proceed- 
ings. ) 

Also  disapproved  an  amendment  to  the  laws  of  No.  33:  "In  case  any 
member  or  members  black  twiging  any  pale  face  in  this  council,  if  called 
for,  the  member  or  members  so  doing  shall  give  good  and  sufficient  reasons 
for  so  doing,  or  the  said  black  twigs  shall  be  declared  null  and  void" — it 
being  in  conflict  with  Section  6,  Article  XIII,  of  the  Constitution  for  Tribes. 
They  also  approved  amendments  to  the  laws  of  Nos.  30,  31,  33,  43,  54,  60, 
and  65,  also  Degree  Council,  No.  1. 

Full  sets  of  laws  were  submitted  from  Nos.  15,  28,  63,  67,  68,  and  69. 

The  laws  of  No.  15  were  correct,  except  in  three  points :  1,  setting  no 
fixed  sum  for  a  funeral  benefit ;  2,  having  a  Section  excluding  the  widow 
or  relative  from  funeral  benefit,  of  a  member  who  commits  suicide ;  3,  a 
Section  making  it  the  duty  of  the  tellers  to  pass  the  ballot-box  around  the 
Wigwam  at  the  election  of  chiefs,  instead  of  placing  it  upon  the  Sachem's 
stump;  which  objections  were  communicated  to  the  Tribe,  and  after  a  delay 
of  over  two  moons  an  answer  was  received  acquiescing  iu  the  views  of  the 
Committee. 

Those  of  No.  28  were  correct,  except  Section  9  of  Article  X,  "  dismissing 
from  office,  in  addition  to  all  the  other  penalties  in  the  other  Sections,  for 
entering  the  Wigwam  in  a  state  of.  intoxication,  and  the  Tribe  to  immedi- 
ately proceed  to  elect,  or  the  chief  to  appoint,  as  the  case  may  be ;"  which 
being  in  conflict  with  Article  XVIII  of  the  Constitution,  your  Committee 
could  not  approve,  and  communicated  their  objections  to  the  Tribe,  but 
have  not  received  an  answer. 

One  clause  in  the  laws  of  No.  67,  in  reference  to  benefits,  as  follows : 
"Provided,  that  no  benefits  shall  be  paid  unless  there  is  at  least  five  hundred 
dollars  in  the  Wampum  Belt,"  which  being  in  conflict  with  Section  3, 
Article  XVII,  of  the  Constitution,  your  Committee  could  not  approve. 
The  Tribe  insisted  on  their  law,  and  notified  the  Committee  of  their  inten- 
tion to  appeal  to  the  Great  Council,  but  finally  submitted  to  their  decision. 

Those  of  No.  69  were  correct. 

Fraternally  submitted,

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P.  S.  Abel,  No.  48,  moved  that  the  report  be  received. 

P.  S.  Goldberg,  No.  7,  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  striking 
out  all  in  reference  to  the  interference  of  the  late  G.  C.  of  E. 
with  the  business  of  the  Committee. 

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  moved  the  report  be  taken  up  seriatem;  which 
was  agreed  to. 

The  first  and  second  paragraphs  were  then  read  and  adopted 
when,  on  motion  of  Gr.  S.  S.  Knipe,  Representative  Fredericks, 
No.  61,  was  excused  from  further  attendance  at  the  present 
session. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Law  and 
Usage  was  resinned:  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  paragraphs 
were  then  severally  read  and  adopted. 

On  motion  of  P.  G.  S.  Eckert,  the  report  was  adopted  as  a 
whole. 

P.  G.  S.  Stewart  presented  and  read  the  following  report : — 

York,  18th  Sun,  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  376. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Red  Men, 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  "would  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following  as  their  report,  on  so  much  of  the  Great 
Sachem's  and  Deputies'  reports  as  was  submitted  to  them. 

The  decision  rendered  upon  the  question  submitted  by  No.  48,  is  correct 
under  certain  circumstances ;  as  in  the  case  of  No.  48,  where  the  evident 
intention  of  the  member  was  to  avoid  the  chance  of  being  on  a  committee  ; 
but  would  not  apply  to  a  member  under  ordinary  circumstances. 

Tbat  in  reference  to  the  question  from  No.  42,  upon  balloting  for  pale 
faces,  is  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  and  the  letter  of  the  law. 

The  decision  in  reference  to  regalia  is  in  accordance  with  the  law. 

Upon  the  question  submitted  by  this  Committee,  they  cannot  but  confirm 
it  as  the  correct  construction  of  the  law. 

The  decision  in  reference  to  the  right  of  a  Sachem  to  refuse  to  adopt  a 
pale  face  after  he  had  been  elected  by  the  Tribe,  is  correct,  and  in  con- 
formity with  the  law. 

That  in  reference  to  a  member  voting  a  black  twig  through  malice,  is 
correct  in  principle,  for  the  reason  that  no  one  has  the  right  to  allow  his 
private  feelings  to  control  him  in  such  cases. 

The  position  assumed  by  the  Great  Sachem  in  reference  to  the  request 
of  No.  49,  is  correct,  as  a  Tribe  has  not  the  right  to  make  any  change  in 
the  Private  Work,  or  introduce  new  matters  in  the  order  of  business. 

The  decision  and  command  of  the  Great  Sachem,  in  regard  to  the  case 
of  No.  32  vs.  No.  19,  is  correct,  and  in  accordance  with  the  law.

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After  an  examination  of  the  dispensations  asked  for  and  granted,  your 
Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  they  were  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
and  usages  of  the  Order.  • 

So  much  of  the  report  as  refers  to  appeals,  is  correct ;  and  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Great  Sachem,  in  reference  to  the  formation  of  the  Board 
of  Appeals,  is  worthy  the  careful  attention  of  the  Great  Council.' 

The  recommendation  in  reference  to  the  collection  of  the  laws  referring 
to  the  institution  of  Tribes,  should  be  carefully  considered  by  this  Great 
Council. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  offer  the  following  resolutions : — 
Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Great  Council  are  due,  and  are  hereby 
tendered  to  P.  G.  S.  J.  F.  Madeira,  G.  P.  M.  H.  Gorham,  G.  C.  of  It.  A.  J.- 
Baker, G.  K.  of  W.  Lewis  C.  Pierce,  and  the  other  Great  Chiefs,  for  their 
efficient  services  during  their  terms  of  office,  in  making  all  just  endeavors 
to  extend  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction. 

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  entered  on  the  record,  and  a  copy 
transmitted  to  the  retiring  Chiefs  by  the  Great  Chief  of  Records.

On  motion  of  Representative  Snyder,  No.  19,  it  was  adopted. 
Eepresentative  Baldwin,  from  the  Committee  on  the  State  of

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P.  S.  Goodwin,  No.  70,  propounded  the  following  question  : — 
"  Can  a  Tribe  adopt  more  than  twenty  pale  faces  on  the  same  sleep  ?" 

The  Great  Sachem  answered  they  could  not. 

The  Great  Sachem  appointed  on  the  Committee  on  Eeception 
of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  P.  G.  L'a  Cameron, 
Baker,  and  P.  S.'s  Hartley,  Crouch,  and  Probasco. 

A  communication  from  Coaquanock  Tribe,  No.  -19,  was  read, 
as  follows : — 

Philadelphia,  Sleep  of  12th  Sun,  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  876. 

At  a  stated  council  of  Coaquanock  Tribe,  No.  49,  held  on  the  above  sleep, 
the  folloTring  resolution  was  adopted  : — 

Resolved,  That  this  Tribe  instruct  their  Representative  to  the  Great 
Council  of  Pennsylvania  to  use  his  influence  in  the  Great  Council  to  have 
passed  a  resolution,  where  a  brother  of  the  Order,  who  was  a  charter  mem- 
ber, and  had  served  in  the  position  of  Chief  of  Records  for  the  space  of  five 
grand  suns,  should  be  entitled  to  the  honors  of  a  Past  Sachem,  without 
having  him  go  through  the  J.  S.'s,  S.  S.'s,  and  Sachem's  chair. 
Respectfully  yours,  in  the  bonds  of  F.,  F.  and  C.

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  moved  it  he  received  and  referred  to  the 
Eepresentatives  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States; 
which  was  agreed  to. 

The  following  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table : — 

At  a  stated  council  of  Wyoming  Tribe,  No.  7,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted : — 

Resolved,  That  our  Representative  to  the  Great  Council  be  directed  to 
request  the  Great  Council  to  refute  a  slander  against  our  Order,  the  said 
slander  or  mistatement  being  contained  in  the  oration  delivered  at  the  lay- 
ing of  the  corner-stone  of  the  Hall  of  the  so-called  Independent  Order  of 
Red  Men,  to  wit :  That  the  cause  of  the  split  between  the  two  Orders  was 
on  account  of  political  feeling  existing  at  that  time. 

John  Carter,  Rep.  No.  7. 

P.  G.  S.  Stewart  rose  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Great 
Sachem,  in  which  he  stated  it  was  proper  for  an  Installing  Chief 
to  enter  the  Wigwam  at  any  time  during  the  burning  of  the 
council  fire. 

The  Great  Sachem  decided  that  an  appeal  would  now  be  out 
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of  order,  other  business  having  intervened  since  the  decision 
was  made. 

From  this  decision  P.  G.  S.  Stewart  appealed. 

On  the  vote  being  taken  on  the  question,  "  Shall  the  decision 
of  the  Great  Sachem  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Great  Coun- 
cil?" a  division  was  called  for;  when  the  Great  Sachem  was 
sustained  by  the  following  vote — Yeas  31;  Nays  11. 

P.  G.  I.  Cameron  presented  the  following  resolution,  which 
was,  on  motion,  adopted  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Great  Council  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  tendered  to  Conewago  Tribe,  No.  37,  for  the  free  use  of  their 
Wigwam,  at  the  present  session. 

The  Finance  Committee  having  objected  to  the  payment  of 
mileage  to  Representative  Haywood,  No.  53,  he  not  having 
been  present  at  the  session  prior  to  the  17th,  he  asked  the  Great 
Council  that  mileage  might  be  allowed  him. 

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  moved  that  mileage  be  allowed  the  brother, 
provided  he  gives  a  satisfactory  excuse  for  his  absence. 

On  the  motion  being  put,  a  division  was  called  for ;  when  it 
was  resolved  in  the  affirmative,  by  the  following  vote — Yeas 
38;  Nays  11. 

G.  J.  S.  Conley  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  the 
remainder  of  the  session. 

It  was,  on  motion,  resolved  that  when  the  business  pending 
before  the  Great  Council  is  finished,  that  this  body  take  a  recess 
until  the  4th  run.  , 

Representative  Haywood,  No.  53,  asked  and  obtained  leave 
of  absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

Representative  Whitman,  No.  28,  asked  for  the  return  of  the 
Old  Charter  Plate  to  that  Tribe. 

On  motion,  the  request  was  granted. 

On  motion  of  Representative  Baldwin,  the  G.  C.  of  R.  was 
instructed  to  have  the  usual  number  of  copies  of  Proceedings 
printed. 

On  motion  of  P.  G.  S.  Myers,  a  sum  not  exceeding  66  fathoms 
4  feet  was  appropriated  to  the  Great  Sachem  for  travelling 
expenses. 
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The  following  named  brothers  asked  and  obtained  leave  of 
absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  session :  Richard  Kent,  No.  51. 
George  K.  Eambo,  No.  43,  John  D.  Boyer,  No.  67,  Isaac  Coff- 
man,  No.  42,  Wm,  Kelly,  No.  29,  Charles  Abel,  No.  48,  Samuel 
Goodwin,  No.  70,  Ira  W.  Campernel,  No.  8. 

On  motion,  the  Great  Council  took  a  recess  until  the  4th  run. 

The  4th  run  having  arrived,  the  Great  Sachem  called  the 
Great  Council  to  order ;  when  the  following  named  Past  Sa 
chems,  whose  certificates  had  been  examined  and  found  correct, 
were  duly  and  regularly  admitted  members  of  this  Great  Coun- 
cil, viz :  Randolph  Supplee,  No.  22,  John  Maringer,  No.  44, 
Thomas  Lecher,  No.  22,  L.  Faulk,  No.  22,  Henry  Gast,  No.  22, 
Joseph  Gerlac,  No.  44,  Thomas  H.  Daily,  David  R.  Fisher,  and 
Daniel  Ritheiser,  No.  39. 

p.  G.  I.  Baker  asked  that  satisfaction  be  entered  upon  the 
bond  he  had  given  as  G.  C.  of  R. 

On  motion  of  G.  K.  of  W.  Pierce,  the  Great  Chiefs  were 
directed  to  have  the  required  satisfaction  entered,  on  the  late 
G.  C.  of  R.  surrendering  the  property  in  his  possession  to  his 
successor. 

On  motion  of  G.  S.  S.  Knipe,  credentials  were  granted  P.  G.  S. 
Madeira,  to  entitle  him  to  a  seat  in  the  Great  Council  of  the 
United  States. 

On  motion  of  P.  G.  I.  Cameron,  the  present  G.  C.  of  R.  was 
required  to  give  security  in  the  same  sum  as  required  of  the 

late  G.  C.  of  R. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Great  Council  fire  was 

quenched  sine  die.

Bosolved,  That  when  this  Great  Council  fire  is  quenched,  it  he  rekindled 
on  to-morrow's  sun,  at  the  9th  run  rising  of  the  sun. 

The  Great  Sachem  read  the  following  report : — 
GBEAT  SACHEM'S  BEPOBT. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 

Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  I  congratulate  you  on  your  again  assembling 
in  Great  Council  to  review  the  past,  and  to  legislate  for  the  present  and 
future  welfare  of  our  beloved  Order.  In  entering  upou  our  important 
duties  let  us  raise  our  grateful  hearts  in  thanks  to  the  Great  Spirit  for  the 
many  blessings  he  has  vouchsafed  to  us  individually,  and  as  members  of  a 
great  and  wide  spreading  organization. 

It  is  gratifying  to  me  to  be  able  to  report  the  steady  and  healthy  increase 
of  the  Order  in  Tribes  as  well  as  membership. 

Previous  to  my  assumption  of  the  position  of  Great  Sachem  an  applica- 
tion had  been  received  from  a  requisite  number  of  pale  faces,  and  at  the  ses- 
sion of  the  Great  Council,  at  York,  in  the  Buck  Moon  last,  a  charter  was 
granted  them  to  work  as  a  Tribe,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  Tonnaluka 
Tribe,  No.  72,  and  to  be  located  at  Irwin  Station,  Westmoreland  County. 
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I  instructed  D.  D.  G.  S.  Edward  C.  Thomas,  of  Johnstown,  to  institute  the 
new  Tribe,  which  duty  he  performed  on  the  30th  of  the  Sturgeon  Moon, 
and  raised  up  the  following  chiefs,  viz:  Sachem,  J.  J.  Marchand;  S.  S., 
W.  H.  Morrow;  J.  S.,  Philip  Bussue;  C.  of  R.,  J.  R.  Howell;  K.  of  W., 
John  W.  Douphitt ;  Prophet,  B.  Capeland. 

On  the  2d  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  six  brothers 
and  sixty-six  pale  faces  for  a  dispensation  to  organize  a  Tribe  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  to  be  known  as  Idaho  Tribe,  No.  73.  Believing  it  would 
be  for  the  interest  of  the  Order  I  granted  the  prayer  of  the  applicants,  and 
instructed  D.  D.  G.  S.  Knipe,  together  with  the  Great  Chiefs,  to  institute 
the  Tribe,  which  duty  was  performed  on  the  27th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  and 
the  following  chiefs  raised  up:  Sachem,  M.  W.  Bruce;  S.  S.,  H.  W.  Mal- 
loy;  J.  S.,  R.  H.  Harris;  C.  of  R.,  C.  K.  Fox;  K.  of  W.,  G.  K.  Bruce; 
Prophet,  J.  B.  Weber. 

On  the  10th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  two  bro- 
thers and  eighteen  pale  faces,  praying  for  a  dispensation  to  open  a  Tribe 
in  the  City  of  Reading,  to  be  known  as  Juniata  Tribe,  No.  74.  Having 
carefully  examined  the  petition,  and  being  well  satisfied  with  the  character 
and  standing  of  the  petitioners,  I  felt  a  pride  in  granting  their  prayer,  and 
of  the  opportunity  to  aid  in  establishing  a  Tribe  in  that  ancient  locality, 
where  had  existed  for  a  long  time  one  of  the  earliest  Tribes  of  our  Order. 
Accordingly  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Great  Chief  of  Records  and 
myself  to  visit  that  city,  and  institute  the  Tribe  on  the  22cl  of  Sturgeon 
Moon.  But  unavoidable  delay  on  the  railroad,  resulting  from  inclemency 
of  the  weather,  prevented  me  from  reaching  the  city  until  in  the  sleep. 
In  the  meantime  the  Great  Chief  of  Records,  assisted  by  P.  G.  I.  Baker 
and  P.  G.  I.  Cameron,  instituted  the  Tribe,  and  raised  up  the  following 
chiefs:  Sachem,  Samuel  Robinson ;  S.  S.,  T.  E.  Weber;  J.  S.,  George  W. 
Kinsey;  C.  of  R.,  I.  W.  Hayer;  K.  of  W.,  George  M.  Sauerbier. 

On  the  18th  of  Com  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  six  brothers 
and  eighteen  pale  faces,  asking  for  a  dispensation  to  establish  a  Tribe  at 
Pottstown,  Montgomery  County,  to  be  known  as  Winona  Tribe,  No.  75. 
The  dispensation  was  granted,  the  Great  Chief  of  Records  and  myself, 
accompanied  by  P.  G.  I.  Baker  and  delegations  from  Wawatam  and  Juniata 
Tribes,  visited  Pottstown  on  the  16th  of  Travelling  Moon,  instituted  the 
Tribe,' and  raised  up  the  following  chiefs:  Sachem,  Henry  R.  Bossert; 
S.  S.,'  Frank  Randall;  J.  S.,  Tobias  J.  Pierman;  C.  of  R,  Joseph  R. 
Walsh;  K.  of  W.,  Allen  Wells. 

On  the  12th  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  eleven 
brothers  and  seventy -three  pale  faces,  praying  that  a  dispensation  might 
be  granted  them  to  establish  a  Tribe  in  Philadelphia,  to  be  known  as 
Nevada  Tribe,  No.  76.  I  granted  the  dispensation,  and  directed  D.  D. 
G.  S.  Knipe,  together  with  the  Great  Chiefs,  to  institute  the  Tribe,  which 
duty  was  performed  on  the  2d  of  Beaver  Moon,  and  the  following  chiefs 
were. raised  up:  Sachem,  Win.  McGill;  S.  S.,  John  Brown;  J.  S.,  George 
K.  Swain;  C.  of  R.,  Jesse  Watson;  K.  of  W.,  W.  H.  Feairheller;  Prophet, 
Wm.  R.  Clements. 
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On  the  14th  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  twenty- 
six  pale  faces,  residing  in  Danville,  Montour  County,  praying  that  a  dis- 
pensation might  be  granted,  establishing  them  a  Tribe  under  the  name  ot 
Mahoning  Tribe,  No.  77.  The  dispensation  was  granted,  and  I  deputized 
the  Great  Chief  of  Records,  who  instituted  the  Tribe  on  the  30th  of  Travel- 
ling Moon,  and  raised  up  the  following  named  chiefs :  Sachem,  David  P. 
Young;  S.  S.,  Wm.  Aten ;  J,  S.,  Conrad  S.  Aten ;  C.  of  R.,  Henry  Knee- 
bler;  K.  of  W.,  A.  J.  Coneger. 

On  the  21st  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  forty- 
nine  pale  faces,  praying  that  a  charter  might  be  granted,  constituting  them 
a  Tribe,  to  be  located  in  the  Borough  of  York,  and  to  work  in  the  German 
language.  The  dispensation  was  granted,  and  the  Great  Chief  of  Records 
and  myself,  assisted  by  a  delegation  from  Conewago  Tribe,  instituted  Co- 
dorus  Tribe,  No.  78,  and  raised  up  the  following  named  chiefs :  Sachem, 
Daniel  Decker;  S.  S.,  Lewis  Hoffman;  J.  S.,  William  Coose ;  C.  of  R., 
George  Plitt;  K.  of  W.,  William  Tash. 

On  the  18th  of  Hunting  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  seven  bro- 
thers and  thirty-one  pale  faces,  praying  for  a  dispensation  to  institute  a 
Tribe  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by  the  name  of  Minnewa  Tribe,  No.  79. 
The  dispensation  was  granted,  and  myself,  accompanied  by  the  Great 
Chiefs,  instituted  the  Tribe  on  the  26th  sleep  of  Hunting  Moon,  and  raised 
up  the  following  chiefs:  Sachem,  Charles  C.  Warth ;  S.  S.,  David  Ran- 
shaw;  J.  S.,  Samuel  B.  Taylor;  C.  of  R.,  Robert  Reeves  Smith;  K.  of  W., 
Daniel  Snyder. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  that  since  your  last  session  nine  Tribes, 
with  a  membership  collectively  of  four  hundred  and  eight  at  the  time  of 
their  institution,  have  been  added  to  our  Order,  and  it  will  be  found  by 
their  reports  that  since  those  dates  they  have  largely  added  to  their  num- 
bers.   It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  charters  be  granted  them. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

In  addition  to  those  establishing  Tribes,  I  have  thought  expedient  to 
grant  the  following  dispensations  : — 

On  the  9th  of  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Eeshahkonee 
Tribe,  No.  22,  to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chiefs  degrees  on  a  brother, 
he  wishing  to  leave  the  city.    (Fee,  one  fathom,  paid. ) 

On  the  14th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Cornplanter 
Tribe,  No.  61,  to  hold  a  pic-nic  sometime  during  the  same  moon.  (Fee, 
three  fathoms  paid. ) 

On  the  27th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Red  Jacket 
Tribe,  No.  44,  to  give  a  ball  on  the  23d  of  Corn  Moon.  (Fee,  three  fa- 
thoms, paid.) 

On  the  28th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Chiquesalungo 
Tribe,  No.  39,  to  hold  a  pic-nic  on  the  31st  of  same  moon.  (Fee,  three 
fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  4th  of  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Metamora  Tribe, 
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No. -2,  to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chief's  degrees  on  brother  John 
McGinnis,  to  qualify  him  to  fill  the  position  of  Junior  Sagamore.  (Fee, 
one  fathom,  paid.) 

DECISIONS. 

During  the  term  I  have  made  the  following  decisions : 

1.  In  reply  to  Washita  Tribe,  No.  53,  under  date  of  23d  of  Sturgeon  Moon. 
Query.— Does  it  require  any  action  of  the  Tribe  to  suspend  a  brother 

who  is  one  grand  sun  in  arrears. 

Answer.— It  does.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Records  to  report  all 
such  cases  to  the  Tribe,  when  the  Sachem,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Tribe,  declares  the  delinquent  brother  suspended. 

2.  In  reply  to  Narragansett  Tribe,  No.  42,  under  date  of  20th  of  Hunting 
Moon. 

Query.— What  action  is  necessary  after  the  reception  of  an  unfavorable 
report  on  a  brother  for  reinstatement. 

Answer. — It  matters  not  what  the  result  of  the  report  of  a  committee  is, 
they  are  the  agents  appointed  by  the  Tribe,  and  the  Tribe  must  take  action 
on  the  report ;  whereupon  a  ballot  must  be  had,  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
ballots  sustain  the  report  of  the  committee,  it  must  be  recorded  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Tribe.    (See  p.  326,  Vol.  II,  Proceedings  G.  C.  of  Pa.)

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  laige  accession  of  Tribes  to 
our  number  within  the  last  six  moons,  together  with  the  increase  and 
growth  of  the  Order,  which  will  require,  in  consequence,  additional  labor 
to  our  Great  Chief  of  Records,  I  would  therefore  recommend  an  increase 
in  his  salary,  deeming  it  insufficient  for  the  labors  attending  the  office. 

I  would  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Great  Council  that  during  the  last  six 
moons  there  has  been  considerable  annoyance  to  the  Great  Chiefs  in  the 
institution  of  several  Tribes,  in  consequence  of  members  of  the  Order  in- 
terfering and  creating  wrong  impressions  to  the  uninformed,  which  has  a 
tendency  of  placing  the  Great  Chiefs,  who  are  solely  intrusted  with  those 
duties,  in  a  false  position,  thereby  subverting  the  best  interests  of  the 
Order.

To  the  Great  Sachem  of  Pennsylvania. 

Respected  Chief:  Having  acted  under  a  commission  issued  by  you, 
and  dated  28th  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  376,  as  Deputy  Great  Sachem  for  the 
Tribes  located  in  Philadelphia  and  immediate  vicinity,  and  to  superintend 
the  workings  of  these  Tribes,  I  would  respectfully  submit  this  as  my 
report  of  official  acts  for  the  term  just  brought  to  a  close. 

On  the  sleep  of  27th  Sturgeon  Moon,  in  company  with  G.  J.  S.  Conley, 
G.  P.  Eckert,  G.  K.  of  W.  Pierce,  G.  C.  of  R.  Gorham,  and  delegations 
from  Chippewa  and  other  Tribes,  I  instituted  Idaho  Tribe,  No.  73,  the 
particulars  of  which  have  been  reported  to  you.  Also  on  the  sleep  of  2d 
Beaver  Moon,  assisted  by  all  the  Great  Chiefs  in  this  district,  together 
with  P.  G.  S.  Stewart,  P.  G.  I.  Cameron,  and  large  delegations  from 
several  Tribes,  I  instituted  Nevada  Tribe,  No.  76,  the  particulars  of  which 
you  have  received. 

DECISIONS. 

On  the  13th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  received  the  following  from  Wingo- 
hocking  Tribe,  No.  33  :— 

A  brother,  a  member  of  this  Tribe,  became  delinquent  by  being  over 
three  moons  in  arrears.  He  paid  his  arrearages  to  the  Tribe  on  the  loth 
of  Worm  Moon.  He  was  reported  sick  to  the  Tribe  on  the  7th  of  Hot 
Moon.  He  was  taken  sick  before  his  dues  were  paid ;  but  did  not  apply 
for  benefits  or  be  reported  to  the  Tribe.  The  By-Laws  impose  that  a  bro- 
ther neglecting  to  pay  his  dues  for  a  period  exceeding  three  moons  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  receive  his  weekly  wampum  until  three  moons  after  all 
such  arrearages  are  paid.  And  further,  any  brother  who  shall  be  taken 
sick  or  disabled  while  in  arrears  to  this  Tribe  for  over  three  moons  dues, 
cannot,  by  payment  of  his  arrearages,  become  beneficial  during  such  sick- 
ness.   {Article  IV,  Sections  8  and  9,  By-Laws.) 

My  answer  is,  that  if  the  sickness- for  which  the  brother  is  now  reported 
is  the  same  that  he  had  while  in  arrears,  he  is  not  entitled  to  weekly  bene- 
fits (in  accordance  with  your  By-Laws.) 

On  the  26th  of  Corn  Moon,  I  received  the  following  from  Tuscarora 
Tribe,  No.  29  :— 

Two  seven  suns  ago  a  pale  face  was  proposed,  which  proposition  was 
referred  to  a  committee.  At  the  next  council  sleep  the  committee  reported 
favorable,  when  the  report  was  accepted,  committee  discharged,  and  pale 
face  balloted  for  and  elected ;  but  during  the  last  seven  suns  the  Tribe 
have  come  in  possession  of  information  that  the  pale  face  is  not  worthy  to 
become  a  Red  Man.  Have  we  the  right  to  reconsider  the  vote  which 
elected  him  and  have  another  ballot,  or  are  we  bound  to  adopt  him  in  our 
Tribe  ? 

My  answer  is,  that  you  defer  adopting  the  pale  face,  appoint  a  committee, 
and  investigate  the  charges.    If  found  correct  against  him,  act  accordingly. 
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On  the  17th  of  Hunting  Moon,  I  received  a  communication  from  Idaho 
Tribe,  No.  73,  to  grant  them  a  dispensation  to  allow  them  the  privilege  of 
electing  a  brother  of  the  Tribe  from  the  floor,  who  has  served  an  appointed 
stump,  and  who  is  of  the  Chief's  degree,  to  the  stump  of  Senior  Sagamore, 
the  present  Junior  Sagamore  being  incompetent  to  fill  said  stump. 

In  answer  I  would  refer  you  to  Article  III,  Section  1,  Constitution  for 
Tribes,  wherein  it  states  that  "no  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position 
of  Senior  Sagamore,  unless  he  has  served  one  term  as  Junior  Sagamore." 
I  therefore  have  no  power  to  grant  the  dispensation. 

DISPENSATION. 

On  the  28th  of  Buck  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Miquon  Tribe, 
No.  50,  to  celebrate  their  anniversary  by  having  a  collation  at  their  Wig- 
wam on  the  10th  of  Sturgeon  Moon — a  price  being  placed  on  the  tickets. 
(Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  8th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Pequod  Tribe, 
No.  18,  to  have  an  excursion  to  Atlantic  City,  in  the  name  of  the  Tribe, 
on  the  13th  of  Sturgeon  Moon.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  8th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Black  Hawk 
Tribe,  No.  26,  to  remove  their  Wigwam  from  Second  and  Buttonwood 
Streets,  to  Friendship  Hall,  corner  of  Norris  and  Sepviva  Streets. 

On  the  23d  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Shawnese 
Tribe,  No.  8,  to  confer  the  Hunter's,  Warrior's,  and  Chief's  degrees  upon 
brothers  George  Robinson,  George  W.-  Bruce,  Richard  Harris,  J.  Malloy, 
J.  B.  Weber,  M.  W.  Bruce,  and  Charles  Fox,  on  the  same  sleep,  to  make 
them  eligible  to  fill  the  stumps  in  Idaho  Tribe,  No.  73.  (Fee,  ten  fathoms 
five  feet,  paid,) 

On  the  2d  of  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Penobscot  Tribe, 
No.  70,  to  change  their  council  sleep  from  Thursday  to  Wednesday,  and 
also  to  remove  their  Wigwam  from  corner  of  Seventh  and  Girard  Avenue, 
to  Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  corner  of  Third  and  Brown  Streets,  believing  the 
interests  of  the  Tribe  and  the  Order  would  be  benefited  thereby. 

On  the  13th  of  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Tuscarora  Tribe, 
No.  29,  to  have  an  excursion  on  the  Delaware  River.  (Fee,  three  fathoms, 
paid. ) 

On  the  29th  of  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Idaho  Tribe,  No . 
73,  to  change  their  council  sleep  from  Tuesday  to  Saturday,  and  also  to 
remove  their  Wigwam  from  N.  W.  corner  Sixth  and  Christian  Streets,  to 
Odd  Fellows'  Hall,  Third  below  German  Street. 

On  the  23d  of  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Powhattan  Tribe, 
No.  48,  to  have  a  ball  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  on  the  18th  of  Beaver 
Moon.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  23d  of  Corn  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Mohegan  Tribe, 
No.  27,  to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chief's  degrees  upon  brother  S.  B, 
Green;  and  the  Hunter's,  Warrior's,  and  Chief's  degrees  upon  brothers 
Thomas  A.  Mink  and  Henry  E.  Bickley — all  upon  the  same  sleep.  (Fee, 
two  fathoms  five  feet,  paid.) 
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On  the  27th  of  Com  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Wyoming  Tribe, 
No.  7,  to  have  a  ball  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  on  the  21st  of  Cold  Moon, 
G.  S.  D.  377.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  7th  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Wingohock- 
ing  Tribe,  No.  33,  to  have  a  ball  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  on  Thanksgiv- 
ing Eve.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  14th  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Black 
Hawk  Tribe,  No.  26,  to  have  a  ball  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  on  the  12th 
of  Beaver  Moon.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  23d  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Idaho  Tribe, 
No.  73,  to  have  a  fancy  and  citizen's  dress  festival  in  the  name  of  the 
Order,  on  the  24th  of  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  377.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid. ) 

On  the  25th  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Wissahickon 
Tribe,  No.  32,  to  have  a  festival  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  on  the  2d  of 
Hunting  Moon.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  26th  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Tuscarora 
Tribe,  No.  29,  to  have  a  ball  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  on  Thanksgiving 
Eve.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.). 

On  the  28th  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Black 
Hawk  Tribe,  No.  26,  to  raise  brother  J.  S.  Win.  Robinson  to  the  S.  S.'s 
stump,  the  Senior  Sagamore  having  resigned. 

On  the  31st  of  Travelling- Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Black  Hawk 
Tribe,  No.  26,  to  confer  the  Chiefs  degree  upon  brother  Peter  M.  Conover, 
to  make  him  eligible  to  fill  the  stump  of  J.  S.,  in  consequence  of  a  vacancy.

On  the  2d  of  Beaver  Moon,'  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Mohegan  Tribe, 
No.  27,  to  have  a  ball  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  on  the  5th  of  Hunting 
Moon.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  6th  of  Beaver  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Chippewa  Tribe, 
No.  51,  to  take  a  re-ballot  for  the  Hunter's  degree  in  the  case  of  brother 
Moron,  the  supposition  having  gained  ground  in  the  Tribe  that  he  was 
refused  the  degree  through  prejudice.

Tribe,  No.  27,  to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chief's  degrees  upon  brother 
S.  K.  Kleaver  on  the  same  sleep.    (Fee,  five  feet,  paid.) 
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On  the  24th  of  Hunting  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Chippewa 
Tribe,  No.  51,  to  confer  the  Hunters,  Warrior's,  and  Chief's  degrees  upon 
brother  Joseph  P.  Chambers;  and  Warrior's  and  Chiefs  degrees  upon 
brother  David  Renshaw  on  the  same  sleep,  to  make  them  eligible  to 
stumps  in  Minnewa  Tribe.    [Fee,  one  fathom  fFve  feet,  paid.] 

On  the  26th  of  Hunting  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Chattahoochee 
Tribe,  No.  17,  to  confer  the  Hunter's,  Warrior's,  and  Chief's  degrees  upon 
brother  W.  H.  Care  on  the  same  sleep,  to  make  him  eligible  to  the  stump 
of  Chief  of  Records.    [Fee,  one  fathom,  paid.] 

On  the  31st  of  Hunting  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Seminole 
Tribe,  No.  30,  to  have  an  anniversary  festival  in  the  name  of  the  Tribe,  on 
the  16th  of  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  377.    [Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.] 

On  the  3d  of  Cold  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Wawatam  Tribe, 
No.  63,  to  raise  brother  Oliver  P.  Cornman  to  the  S.  Si's  stump,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  J.  S.  forfeiting  the  position. 

I  would  take  this  occasion  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  colleagues  in 
office  and  other  Past  Sachems  for  their  uniform  kindness  and  assistance  in 
the  various  duties  connected  with  my  position,  and  the  valuable  help  they 
have  rendered  me  in  raising  the  chiefs  of  the  various  Tribes. 

I  have  visited  a  number  of  the  Tribes  during  the  past  six  moons  and  find 
them  all  healthy  and  prosperous— peace  and  harmony  reigns  within  their 
borders,  and  I  think  the  Order  was  never  in  a  more  prosperous  condition 
in  this  district  than  at  the  present  time.

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  Board  of  Appeals  appointed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Great  Council,  held  at  York,  would  respectfully  offer  the 
following  report  of  their  proceedings  for  the  past  six  moons  :— 

The  "Board  met  on  the  26th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  376,  for  organi- 
zation, when  the  following  chiefs  were  elected:  P.  G.  S.  Joseph  Myers, 
of  No.  18,  Chairman,  and  P.  S.  J.  David  Miller,  of  No.  22,  Secretary. 

The  first  case  claiming  the  attention  of  the  Board  was  an  appeal  from 
Benjamin  Compton,  of  Powhattan  Tribe,  No.  48,  against  the  action  of  his 
Tribe  in  expelling  him  for  feigning  sickness.  In  the  examination  of  this 
case  the  Board  find  the  sworn  certificate  of  the  attending  physician,  which 
it  was  impossible  to  ignore,  and  in  consequence— Resolved,  That  the  action 
of  Powhattan  Tribe,  No.  48,  in  the  case  of  Benjamin  Compton,  be  reversed, 
and  that  brother  Compton  be  restored  to  full  membership  in  his  Tribe. 

The  second  case  was  the  one  from  Allegheny  Tribe,  No.  57  (German), 
which  was  returned  to  the  Tribe  for  translation  by  the  Board  which  pre- 
ceded us,  and  which  was  returned  to  the  present  Board,  after  the  decision 
of  the  Great  Council  at  its  late  session  at  York,  to  allow  the  Great  Chiefs 
to  have  the  documents  translated  into  English.  The  Board  examined  the 
case  carefully,  but  failed  to  find  in  it  that  importance  which  is  given  it  by 
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the  parties  interested,  it  being  entirely  a  personal  affair,  and— Besolved, 
That  the  documents  in  this  case  be  returned  by  the  G.  C.  of  R.  to  Alle- 
gheny Tribe,  with  the  information,  that  the  Board  had  given  it  due  con- 
sideration, but  failed  to  find  in  it  any  cause  for  appeal  to  the  Great  Council, 
and  suggest  to  the  members  who  figure  in  this  controversy  to  lay  aside 
their  animosities  and  become  harmonious,  and  work  together  for  the  good 
and  advancement  of  the  Order. 

The  third  case  comes  to  us  from  Sachem  John  F.  Kaempf  against  the 
decision  of  Metamora  Tribe,  No.  2,  in  expelling  him  from  said  Tribe,  on 
the  charge  of  retaining  fifty  cents  from  the  benefits  of  one  of  the  brothers 
unable  to  follow  the  hunt,  but  it  was  proven  before  the  Committee  that  bro. 
Kaempf  had  made  restitution  of  all  the  wampum  kept  back,  by  paying  it 
into  the  Wampum  Belt  of  the  Tribe,  to  the  credit  of  the  brother  who  was 
sick,  and  who  desired  the  Sachem  so  to  do.  The  journal  shows  the 
appointment  of  a  Committee  to  try  the  case,  and  when,  at  a  subsequent 
council  of  the  Tribe,  the  Committee  reported,  their  report  was  laid  on  the 
table  ;  and  without  finally  disposing  of  that  report,  the  Tribe  appointed  a 
new  committee  for  the  trial  of  Sachem  Kaempf,  which  the  Board  consider 
out  of  order,  and  contrary  to  all  parliamentary  rules  and  usages,  and — 
Besolved,  That  the  action  of  Metamora  Tribe,  No.  2,  in  the  case  of  Sachem 
John  F.  Kaempf  be  reversed,  and  that  brother  Kaempf  be  restored  to  full 
membership  in  his  Tribe. 

The  fourth  case  is  that  of  an  appeal  from  George  Stetzel  against  the 
action  of  Winnebago  Tribe,  No.  35.  Brother  Stetzel  is  charged  with 
making  known  to  pale  faces  the  secrets  of  the  Order,  and  with  bringing  a 
charge  against  brother  Stimer,  Sachem  elect,  thereby  keeping  the  Tribe 
out  of  a  Sachem.  An  examination  of  the  case  proves  the  judgment  of  the 
Tribe  to  have  been  correct,  and  the  Board  sustains  the  action  of  Winne- 
bago Tribe,  No.  35,  in  the  case  of  George  Stetzel,  who  will  accordingly 
stand  fined  one  fathom,  the  penalty  imposed  by  the  Tribe. 

The  fifth  case  is  that  of  John  Wilhelm,  in  which  he  appeals  from  the 
decision  of  Eeshahkonee  Tribe,  No.  22,  in  suspending  him  for  the  period 
of  nine  months.  This  brother  is  charged  with  black-balling  a  number  of 
pale  faces  and  speaking  disrespectful  of  the  Tribe,  upon  which  the  Com- 
mittee finds  him  guilty,  and  accordingly  the  Tribe  passes  sentence.  The 
appellant  in  his  appeal  makes  a  counter  charge  against  the  Committee  in 
this :  that  the  Committee  refused  to  enter  on  the  journal  all  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  case  ;  but  as  this  is  only  a  bald  assertion,  without  any  attempt 
on  the  part  of  the  appellant  to  prove  what  he  says,  the  Board  dismissed 
the  case  and  sustain  the  Tribe  in  their  decision. 

To  one  point  taken  by  the  appellant  in  this  case,  the  Board  wishes  to 
call  the  attention  of  this  Great  Council:  that  of  the  retainder  of  Great 
Sachem  M.  J.  Weaver  as  counsel  for  the  Tribe,  when  in  his  official  capacity 
he  may  be  called  to  sit  in  judgment  or  answer  some  question  connected 
with  the  case.  The  Board  does  not  at  all  doubt  the  motives  of  these  par- 
ties, or  that  it  was  done  unwittingly,  both  by  the  Great  Sachem  and  the 
Tribe,  nor  do  they  wish  to  cast. odium  upon  any  one,  yet  they  do  regard 
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this  as  a  dangerous  precedent  if  allowed  to  pass,  and  therefore  call  atten- 
tion to  it,  so  that  this  Great  Council  may  take  steps  to  guard  against  it  in 
the  future.

Eambo,  No.  43,  and  others  called  for  a  vote  by  Tribes;  pend- 
ing which,  P.  G.  S.  Myers  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  adopt 
by  referring  the  whole  matter  back  to  the  Tribe. 

The  amendment  was  decided  out  of  order. 

The'  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  adopt  by  Tribes,  and 
decided  in  the  negative : —

The  second  proposition  was  read;  when,  on  motion  of  G.  P. 
Eckert,  it  was  sustained. 

The  third  propostion  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  P.  S.  Gibbs, 
it  was  sustained. 

The  fourth  proposition  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  P.  S. 
Gibbs,  sustained. 

The  fifth  proposition  was  read,  and  on  motion  of  P.  S.  Gibbs, 
it  was  sustained. 

The  sixth  proposition  was,  on  motion  of  G.  P.  Eckert,  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage. 

P.  G.  S.  Myers  presented  the  following  appeal  :— 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

The  undersigned  -would  respectfully  represent  that  he  has  been  a  member 
of 'Narraganset  Tribe,  No.  43,  from  the  date  of  its  institution,  and  that 
during  that  period  he  has  maintained  a  good  reputation,  being  subject  to 
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no  charge  in  the  Tribe.-  He  would  further  represent  that  some  time  since, 
from  causes  unnecessary  here  to  mention,  he  was  suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  and  that  on  application  for  reinstatement  he  was  rejected 
under  the  operation  of  Section  1,  Article  III,  of  the  By-Laws  of  that  Tribe. 
From  this  action  the  undersigned  respectfully  appeals  to  your  Honorable 
Body,  for  the  reasons :  Fir&i.  He  believes  that  he  does  not  come  under  the 
operation  of  the  law  referred  to,  and  that  the  Tribe  erred  in  applying  it  to 
his  case.  There  are  but  two  ways  by  which  persons  can  become  members 
of  a  Tribe,  namely,  by  adoption  or  by  card.  Second.  Suspension  cannot 
work  forfeiture  of  membership — expulsion  alone  can  do  this,  and  the  un- 
dersigned has  not  been  tried  for  any  offence.  Third.  If  the  principle 
sought  to  be  carried  out  in  this  case  by  the  Tribe  be  correct  then  the  mere 
suspension  of  membership  is  more  fatal  in  its  consequences  than  expulsion, 
and  the  brother  whose  misfortune  is  his  years  suffers  infinitely  more  than 
the  criminal  who  may  be  expelled.  Lastly.  If  the  undersigned  had  been 
expelled  from  Narraganset  Tribe  he  might  in  due  time  apply  to  your 
Honorable  Body  for  the  privilege  of  restoration  to  membership,  as  has. 
already  been  done ;  but  being  a  suspended  member,  he  cannot  obtain  a 
card  by  which  to  connect  himself  with  any  other  Tribe,  and  if  a  thousand 
opportunities  were  to  occur,  as  they  do  occur  over  and  over  again,  he  can- 
not avail  himself  of  the  privilege  of  going  into  a  new  Tribe  on  its  charter, 
because  Naraganset  Tribe  will  not  allow  him  to  do  so.  This  is  the  effect 
of  her  suspension,  and  against  which  the  undersigned  submits  this  his 
appeal  to  your  Honorable  Body.

71,  and  Idaho  Tribe,  No.  73,  and  that  we  have  approved  the  same.  We 
have  also  examined  and  approved  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  Miquon 
Tribe,  No.  50,  and  Wingohocking  Tribe,  No.  33. 

An  amendment  submitted  by  Winnebago  Tribe,  No.  35,  providing  that 
if  one  or  more  black  twigs  be  cast  against  a  candidate  for  membership  fur- 
ther action  shall  be  deferred,  and  the  brothers  casting  said  twigs  shall  com- 
municate the  reason  therefor  to  the  Sachem,  &c,  being  in  fact  the  precise 
words  of  the  old  law  on  the  subject,  was  disapproved  as  being  contrary  to 
Section  6,  Article  XIII,  of  the  present  Constitution  of  Tribes.  Some 
amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  Eeskahkonee  Tribe,  No.  22,  were  returned 
not  approved,  for  the  reason  that  they  were  not  presented  in  proper  shape 
— not  setting  forth  the  Section  and  Article  amended — nor  giving  the  pre- 
cise language  in  which  they  would  be  worded  when  printed ;  but  merely 
giving  the  substance  of  the  alterations  proposed. 

We  have  before  us  the  By-Laws  of  Nevada  Tribe,  No.  76,  Codorus  Tribe, 
No.  78,  and  Mahoning  Tribe,  No.  77 ;  but  have  not  taken  definet  action 
in  regard  to  them.

Sirs  and  Brothers  :  By  a  decided  vote  of  Chippewa  Tribe,  No.  51,  we 
were  directed  to  bring  the  following  resolutions  before  this  Great  Council : 

Resolved,  That  we  believe  the  time  has  arrived  when  it  is  necessary  that 
the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  should  have  a  suitable  Hall,  dedicated  to 
the  Rites  and  Mysteries  of  Improved  Red  Men ;  therefore  we  propose  the 
following  resolution : — 

Resolved,  That  this  Great  Counci^appomt  a  committee  of  thirty-five 
Past  Sachems,  to  devise  and  propose  a  suitable  location,  designs,  and  finan- 
cial arrangements,  to  carry  this  project  into  effect  within  the  coming  two 
grand  suns.

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  moved  that  the  resolutions  be  adopted. 

P.  S.  Goldberg,  No.  7,  moved  to  strike  out  thirty-five  and 
insert  the  words  "one  Past  Sachem  from  each  Tribe  in  the  city." 

A  division  was  called  for  on  the  question  to  strike  out  and 
insert,  when  the  amendment  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  18  yeas  to 
28  nays. 
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P.  G.  I.  Baker  moved  that  the  committee  consist  of  not  more 
than  one  member  from  each  Tribe  in  the  jurisdiction,  which 
motion  prevailed. 

The  appeal  of  P.  S.  Henry  Gorham,  which  was  made  the 
special  order  for  the  3d  run,  was  then  taken  up  and  read. 

It  was  moved  by  Rep.  Eckert :  "That  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
Great  Council  that  a  Tribe  possesses  the  right  to  reject  the  ap- 
plication of  a  suspended  member  for  reinstatement." 

Which  motion  P.  G.  I.  Cameron  moved  to  amend  by  adding 
the  words:  "Provided  that  age  be  not  the  ground  for  his  rejec- 
tion." 

Which  amendment  Rep.  Eckert  moved  to  amend  by  adding 
the  words:  "And  provided  further,  that  if  a  Tribe  refuse  to  re- 
instate a  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  clues  on  account 
of  age,  then  the  Great  Sachem  shall  have  power  to  grant  a  dis- 
pensation to  any  other  Tribe  to  admit  him  to  membership." 

Upon  the  amendment  of  Rep.  Eckert  a  vote  by  Tribes  was 
demanded  by  Reps.  Steigerwalt,  No.  22,  Dressier,  No.  30, 
Frederick,  No.  61,  Goodwin,  No.  70,  and  Whitman,  No.  28,  and

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 

Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  time  haying  arrived  when  it  is  incumbent 
on  me  to  return  the  authority  which  one  grand  sun  ago  you  were  pleased 
to  invest  me  with,  I  congratulate  you  on  again  assembling  in  Great  Coun- 
cil to  review  the  past  and  to  legislate  for  the  future  welfare  of  our  beloved 
Order.  In  entering  upon  our  important  duties,  let  us  raise  our  grateful 
hearts  in  thanks  to  the  Great  Spirit  for  the  many  blessings  he  has  bestowed 
on  us  individually  and  as  members  of  a  great  and  growing  organization — 
let  us  thank  him  for  his  protecting  care  over,  and  the  rapid  increase  of, 
our  beloved  Order  throughout  the  State. 
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During  the  past  grand  stin  there  hare  been  seventeen  Tribes  instituted, 
and  all  are  in  good  working  condition.  This  shows  a  very  flattering  in- 
crease, which  I  hope  may  be  but  the  beginning  of  an  era  of  prosperity. 
'  I  have  visited  all  the  Tribes  in  Lancaster  County ;  also,  Juniata  Tribe, 
No.  74,  at  Reading ;  Ongpatonga  Tribe,  No.  67,  at  Lewistown ;  Winnebago 
Tribe,  No.  35,  at  Altoona;  Cornplanter  Tribe,  No.  61,  at  Harrisburg,  and 
several  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  I  should  like  to  have  visited  all  the 
Tribes  in  Philadelphia ;  but  the  great  number  of  them,  as  well  as  the 
length  of  time  required  to  do  so,  and  the  expense,  deterred  me.  Inasmuch 
as  they  have  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  Great  Chiefs,  my  inability 
to  pay  tkem  all  an  official  visit  was  not  of  so  much  importance.  I  desire, 
however,  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  brothers  whom  I  met  on  my  visits, 
for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  towards  me,  and  to  assure  them  it  will 
ever  be  gratefully  remembered. 

INSTITUTION  OP  TRIBES.

Nos.  80,  81,  82,  83,  on  the  3d  sleep  of  Snow  Moon,  in  company  with  P.  S.'s 
Schuh,  No.  44,  Coffman,  No.  42,  and  several  brothers  of  Mattawana  Tribe, 
No.  71, 1  instituted  Swatara  Tribe,  No.  80,  at  Newton  Hamilton,  and  raised 
up  the  following  chiefs:  Sachem,  J.  W.  Miller;  S.  S.,  Samuel  Taylor;  J.  S., 
R.  C.  Craig.  C.  of  R.,  J.  B.  Ewing;  K.  of  W.,  W.  J.  Robertson;  Prophet, 
C.  J.  Temple. 

On  the  29th  of  Cold  Moon,  G.  C.  of  R.  Gorham,  assisted  by  a  delegation 
from  Philadelphia,  and  Chester,  instituted  Tonawanda  Tribe,  No.  81,  at 
Media,  Delaware  County,  and  raised  up  the  following  named  chiefs: 
Sachem,  Jerold  L.  Kelly;  S.  S.,  Elmer  Edwards;  J.  S.,  Edwin  Badin; 
C.  of  R.,  George  Rigby. 

On  the  4th  of  Snow  Moon,  G.  C.  of  R.  Gorham,  assisted  by  a  large 
delegation  from  Seneca  Tribe,  No.  41,  of  Pottsville,  instituted  Miami 
Tribe,  No.  82,  at  Cressona,  Schuylkill  County,  and  raised  up  the  following 
named  chiefs:  Prophet,  C.  W.  Dengler ;  Sachem,  M.  J.  Thomas;  S.  S., 
Charles  J.  Christean ;  J.  S.,  C.  V.  B.  Diebert ;  C.  of  R,  F .  Alexander 
Weiser;  K.  of  W.,  A.  N.  Mortimore. 

On  the  10th  of  Snow  Moon,  G.  J.  S.  Conley,  assisted  by  G.  C.  of  R  Gor- 
ham, instituted  Onondago  Tribe,  No.  83,  at  Coatesville,  Chester  County, 
and  raised  up  the  following  named  chiefs:  Sachem,  H.  E.  Russel;  S.  S., 
Jesse  Shallcross;  J.  S.,  Jacob  H.  Stager;  C.  of  R,  H.  E.  Williams,  M.  D.; 
K.  of  W.,  John  Simpson;  Prophet,  Wm.  Kauffman. 

On  the  7th  of  Worm  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  thirty-two 
pale  faces  residing  in  Easton,  praying  for  a  charter  or  dispensation  to 
establish  a  Tribe  in  that  place.  The  dispensation  was  granted,  and  on 
the  18th  of  the  same  Moon,  G.  S.  S.  Knipe,  accompanied  by  G.  C.  of  R. 
Gorham,  instituted  Saranac  Tribe,  No.  84,  and  raised  up  the  following 
named  chiefs:  Sachem,  E.  H.  R.  Ohl;  S.  S.,  Charles  Ranker;  J.  S.,  W.  L. 
Zane;  C.  of  R.,  John  J.  S.  Bonstein;  K.  of  W.,  H.  C.  Ashmore,  Prophet, 
Thomas  W.  Tanner. 
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On  the  22d  of  Worm  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  thirty  bro- 
thers, residing  in  the  city  of  Altoona,  asking  for  a  charter  for  a  Tribe  to 
work  in  the  German  language.  I  granted  the  dispensation,  and  on  the  6th 
of  Plant  Moon,  in  company  -with  P.  S.  Steel,  No.  42,  and  brothers  Watt  son. 
and  Gipple,  of  No.  68, 1  instituted  the  Tribe,  under  the  name  of  Tammany 
Tribe,  No.  85,  and  raised  up  the  following  chiefs:  Sachem,  Joseph  Eckel ; 
S.  S.,  George  Filler;  J.  S.,  George  Blile ;  C.  of  R,  Gotlieb  Hauser;  K.  of 
W.,  George  Bremer;  Prophet,  P.  S.  Philip  Faddle. 

On  the  8th  of  Plant  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  thirty-seven 
pale  faces,  asking  for  a  charter  for  a  Tribe  to  be  located  at  Lima,  Delaware 
County,  to  be  known  as  Leni  Tribe,  No.  86.  A  dispensation  was  granted, 
and  the  Tribe  was  instituted  on  the  23d  of  Plant  Moon.  Chiefs  raised  up  : 
Sachem,  Charles  Matthews;  S.  S.,  Charles R  Tarnall;  J.  S.,  Wm.  Carson; 
C.  of  R,  Wm.  Fay;  K.  of  W.,  Wm.  T.  Matthews;  Prophet,  Joe  Batty. 

On  the  4th  of  Flower  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  six  bro- 
thers and  thirty-two  pale  faces,  residing  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  asking 
for  a  charter  for  a  Tribe,  to  be  known  as  Sioux  Tribe,  No.  87.  A  dispen- 
sation was  granted,  and  the  Tribe  was  instituted  at  Philadelphia,  the  8th 
of  Flower  Moon,  and  the  following  chiefs  raised  up  :  Sachem,  George  F. 
Casey;  S.  S.,  J.  R  Stevens;  J.  S.,  Charles  Naylor;  C.  of  R,  Frank  Blank; 
K.  of  W.,  Albert  Smith;  Prophet,  Samuel  Casey. 

On  the  8th  of  Hot  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  Marysville, 
Perry  County,  asking  for  a  charter  for  a  Tribe.  A  dispensation  was 
granted,  and  the  Tribe  instituted  by  G.  S.  S.  Knipe,  on  the  1st  of  Back 
Moon,  and  the  following  chiefs  raised  up :  Sachem,  John  H.  Walton ;  S. 
S.,  J.  C.  Kulp;  J.  S.,  ;  C.  of  B. ,  J.  A.  Brenner. 

I  am  assured  that  all  the  above  Tribes  have  been  instituted  under  the 
most  favorable  auspices,  and  promise  to  be  active  and  useful  branches  of 
our  Order. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

On  the  16th  of  Cold  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Juniata  Tribe, 
No.  74,  to  hold  a  Skating  Carnival,  on  the  Reading  Skating  Park,  for  the 
purpose  of  liquidating  the  debt  of  the  Tribe.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid. ) 

On  the  14th  of  Cold  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Cornplanter  Tribe, 
No.  61,  to  hold  a  Ball  on  the  12th  of  Snow  Moon.  (Fee,  three  fathoms, 
paid. ) 

On  the  13th  of  Cold  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Metamora  Tribe, 
No.  2,  to  hold  a  Ball  on  the  31st  of  same  Moon.  (Fee,  three  fathoms, 
paid.) 

On  the  21st  of  Cold  Moon,  D.  G.  S.  I.  Coffman,  returned  to  me  one 
fathom  for  dispensation  granted  to  Mattawana  Tribe.  No.  71. 

On  the  19th  of  Snow  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Juniata  Tribe, 
No.  74,  to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chief's  degrees  upon  brother  W.  M. 
Saylor,  to  make  him  eligible  for  Chief  of  Records,  vacated  by  brother 
Hoyer.    (Fee,  one  fathom,  paid.) 
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On  the  15th  of  Worm  Moon,  1  granted  a  dispensation  to  Red  Jacket 
Tribe,  No.  44,  to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chiefs  degrees  upon  a  brother 
residing  out  of  the  city.    (Fee,  one  fathom,  paid.) 

On  the  9th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Otsego  Tribe,  No. 
59,  to  raise  brother  J.  C.  Metzger  to  the  S.  S.'s  stump,  being  yacant  by 
resignation. 

On  the  10th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Shohomokin 
Tribe,  No.  69,  to  have  a  Parade  on  the  12th  of  Flower  Moon— Tammany's 
Day.

Tribe,  No.  22,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  upon  brother  Thomas  Dinan, 
to  make  him  eligible  to  the  J.  S.'s  stump,  made  vacant  by  forfeiture.

On  the  11th  of  Flower  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Cornplanter 
Tribe,  No.  61,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  upon  brother  F.  C.  Kramer. 
(Fee,  five  feet,  paid.) 

On  the  11th  of  Flower  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Winona  Tribe, 
No.  75,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  upon  brother  Thomas  G.  Rutter,  to 
make  him  eligible  for  Chief  of  Records.    (Fee,  five  feet,  paid.) 

On  the  4th  of  Hot  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Eeshahkonee, 
Metamora,  and  Red  Jacket  Tribes,  in  Lancaster,  allowing  them  to  Parade 
in  full  regalia,  to  attend  the  funeral  of  Jambs  Buchanan,  Ex-President  of 
the  United  States. 

On  the  19th  of  Hot  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Juniata  Tribe,  No. 
74,  to  change  their  present  place  of  meeting  to  Hoffs  Hall,  the  location 
being  more  central. 

On  the  28th  of  Hot  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Mahoning  Tribe, 
No.  77,  to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chief's  degree  upon  brother  Charles 
M.  Zuber,  to  make  him  eligible  for  an  appointed  chief.  (Fee,  one  fathom, 
paid.) 

The  Tribes  in  the  City  of  Lancaster  desiring  to  jointly  celebrate  Tam- 
many's Day,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Nos.  2,  22,  and  44,  to  have  a  sup- 
per. At  the  appointed  time  the  Tribes  met  at  their  respective  Wigwams, 
and  after  being  brought  together  by  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  they 
(headed  by  the  Cornet  Band)  marched  to  Fulton  Hall.  The  G.  C.  of  R. 
and  myself  accompanied  them,  by  invitation.  After  partaking  of  the  sup- 
per, the  brothers  were  addressed  by  prominent  members  of  the  Order. 
It  was  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  the  Great  Chiefs  to  witness  the  spirit 
of  friendship  and  good  feeling  exhibited  on  the  occasion,  while  everything 
having  a  tendency  to  mar  the  festivities  was  strictly  prohibited.  From 
information  received,  I  learn  the  day  was  generally  celebrated  throughout 
the  Order  in  the  State. 

On  the  19th  of  Snow  Moon,  I  received  an  appeal  of  Henry  Beaver, 
against  the  action  of  Washita  Tribe,  No.  53,  which  I  at  once  forwarded  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

An  application  in  proper  form  was  received  from  Wm.  Ryan,  formerly 
a  member  of  the  late  Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8.    After  due  consideration,  I 
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directed  that  the  proper  certificate  be  granted  him,  to  enable  him  to  rejoin 
the  Order. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Great  Council  to  the  matter  of  con- 
ferring degrees  at  the  institution  of  new  Tribes,  upon  the  applicants  there- 
for, as  there  appears  to  be  a  diversity  of  opinion  in  relation  to  who,  or 
upon  how  many,  the  degrees  may  be  conferred.  This  is  a  matter  to  which 
your  attention  is  imperatively  demanded,  so  that  it  may  be  definitely 
settled. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolutions  of  the  Great  Council  relative  to  a 
Hall,  I  directed  notices  to  be  sent  to  all  the  Tribes ;  but  inasmuch  as  so 
few  responded  by  appointing  their  Committee,  I  did  not  deem  it  neces- 
sary to  call  them  together. 

Eeports  have  been  received  from  Deputy  Great  Sachems  Beam  of  Blair 
and  Huntingdon  Counties,  McNall  of  Schuylkill,  Whitman  of  Lycoming  and 
Northumberland,  Thomas  of  Cambria,  and  Coffman  of  Juniata  and  Miffiin. 
Nothing  of  special  importance  has  been  done  by  any  of  them,  except 
granting  dispensations  for  degrees,  &c. — the  fees  for  which,  amounting  to 
eleven  fathoms  five  feet,  have  been  received. 

I  have  here  submitted  a  faithful  account  of  my  official  acts.  They  are 
presented  for  your  consideration,  with  the  hope  that  they  may  meet  your 
approval.  I  have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duties  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  for  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the  Order. 

In  retiring  from  the  position  of  Great  Sachem,  I  desire  to  return  my 
thanks  to  my  brother  Great  Chiefs,  and  other  members  of  the  Great  Coun- 
cil, for  the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  with  which  they  have  advised 
and  assisted  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties. 

In  conclusion,  brothers,  I  hope  that  all  our  acts  may  tend  to  the  welfare 
and  success  of  the  Order.

On  the  23d  Cold  Moon,  I  received  the  following  cpiestion  for  a  decision 
from  Wingohocking  Tribe,  No.  33  : — 

A  resolution  was  offered  to  appoint  a  brother  to  watch  with  a  sick 
brother,  at  one  fathom  per  sleep.  The  Sachem  ruled  the  resolution  out  of 
order,  as  it  ignored  a  hy-law  of  the  Tribe  (Sec.  1,  Article  Y),  which  says: 
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"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  S.,  S.  S.,  and  J.  S.  to  visit  every  brother 
unable  to  follow  the  hunt  within  two  suns  after  receiving  notice  of  the 
same,  and  at  least  once  every  seven  suns  during  his  illness  or  disability. 
If  the  case  require  it,  the  Sachem  shall  appoint  two  members,  in  the  order 
of  the  date  of  their  adoption,  to  remain  with  the  sick  brother  during  each 
sleep."  The  ruling  of  the  Sachem  was  appealed  from,  and  the  appeal 
sustained. 

My  answer  is,  that  in  accordance  with  your  By-Laws  the  Sachem  was 
right  in  ruling  the  resolution  out  of  order.

On  the  17th  Hot  Moon,  I  received  the  following  question  from  Sioux 
Tribe,  No.  87:— 

Is  it  legal  to  nominate  and  elect  chiefs  for  positions,  who  have  not 
served  fourteen  sleeps  in  succession  of  the  term  now  expiring  ? 

My  answer  is,  that  it  is  illegal.  Section  4,  Article  XVIII,  By-Laws  of 
the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  says:  "The  first  election  of  chiefs  of 
a  Tribe  shall  take  place  at  the  time  of  its  institution ;  and  in  case  the  same 
be  within  fourteen  seven  suns  of  the  next  six  moons  election,  the  chiefs 
so  elected  must  serve  during  the  current  and  the  whole  of  the  following, 
term." 

On  the  23d  Hot  Moon,  I  received  the  following  question  from  Shawnese 
Tribe,  No.  8  :— 

Has  a  Tribe  the  power  to  adopt  a  pale  face,  when  the  said  pale  face  has 
only  one  arm  ? 

My  answer  is,  that  you  have  not.  In  accordance  with  the  decision 
of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  at  its  last  session,  page  164 
proceedings  of  G.  C.  U.  S. :  "A  pale  face  who  cannot  execute  or  recipro- 
cate the  signs  of  the  Order,  by  reason  of  the  loss  of  an  arm  or  hand,  is 
disqualified  for  membership." 

On  the  25th  Hot  Moon,  I  received  the  following  from  Pequod  Tribe, 
No.  18:— 

Is  an  election  conducted  without  calling  the  roll  of  members,  according 
to  Sec.  4,  Article  IV,  of  the  By-Laws,  legal,  notwithstanding  it  has  been 
the  custom  of  the  Tribe  not  to  be  governed  by  said  Article  ? 

My  answer  is,  that  an  election  held  in  the  above  manner  is  not  legal. 
Sec.  4,  Art.  IV,  By-Laws  of  your  Tribe,  says:  "At  the  regular  elections 
of  the  Tribe  the  C.  of  R.  shall  have  a  list  prepared,  with  the  names  of  the 
brothers  entitled  to  vote ;  and  on  balloting  for  a  chief,  each  brother  shall 
vote  as  his  name  is  called."

Harmony  and  good  feeling  prevail,  and  a  disposition  is 
shown  by  the  brothers  of  the  various  Tribes  to  excel  in  numbers,  influence, 
and  wampum,  which  is  truly  commendable. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  express  my  thanks  for  the  uniform  kindness 
shown  me  by  my  colleagues  in  office  and  the  members  of  the  Order,  on 
every  occasion ;  also,  to  the  various  Past  Sachems  who  assisted  in  raising 
up  the  chiefs  of  the  Tribes.

Cheifs  and  Brothers  :  The  Board  of  Appeals  beg  leave  to  offer  the 
following  report  of  their  proceedings  for  the  last  sis  moons  ;— 

But  one  case  claimed  the  attention  of  the  Board,  that  of  P.  S.  Henry 
B*eaver  vs.  Washita  Tribe,  No.  53,  who  appeals  from  the  action  of  said 
Tribe  in  expelling  him  for  an  alleged  defrauding  of  the  Tribe  in  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  the  funds  of  the  Tribe. 

It  appears  that  P.  S.  Henry  Beaver  was  Chief  of  Becords  of  Washita 
Tribe,  and  while  holding  that  position,  the  funds  to  the  above  amount 
were  abstracted. 

In  reviewing  the  testimony  in  this  case  as  it  appears  in  the  journal  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board,  and  examining  the  appeal  of  the  appellant,  the 
Board  find  no  cause  for  expulsion.  Brother  Beaver  acknowledges  the 
deficiency  in  his  account,  and  announces  himself  willing  to  make  full 
restitution  of  all  moneys  due  the  Tribe,  if  a  little  time  be  given  him.  This 
the  Tribe  refuse  to  do,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  to  whom 
the  case  was  referred,  pass  a  resolution  of  expulsion. 

In  view  of  the  willingness  on  the  part  of  brother  Beaver  to  make  full 
restitution  of  all  moneys  due  the  Tribe,  the  Board  feel  called  upon  to 
take  such  action  in  the  case  as  they  may  deem  most  expedient,  and  most 
beneficial  to  the  Tribe  and  brother  Beaver,  and  would  most  respectfully 
ask  this  Great  Council  to  sanction  the  following,  as  our  action  in  the  case, 
viz : 

Eesohed,  That  in  the  case  of  P.  S.  Henry  Beaver  vs.  Washita  Tribe, 
No.  53,  the  Board,  in  view  of  the  mitigating  circumstances  connected  with 
the  case,  would  most  cordially  and  fraternally  recommend  to  the  Tribe  to 
review  its  action,  and  that  instead  of  "  expulsion,"  the  sentence  shall  read 
as  follows :  that  P.  S.  Henry  Beaver  stand  suspended  from  all  the  rights, 
benefits,  and  privileges  in  this  Tribe,  until  full  restitution  of  all  moneys 
due  by  him  to  the  Tribe  be  made.

Sirs  and  Brothers  :  The  undersigned  respectfully  report  having  ex- 
amined the  By-Laws  of  the  following  Tribes,  viz :  Tonnaluka,  No.  72, 
Juniata,  No.  74,  Winona,  No.  75,  Nevada,  No.  76,  Mahoning  No.  77, 
Swatara,  No.  80,  Tonawanda,  No.  81,  Miami,  No.  82,  Onondago,  No.  83, 
Saranac,  No.  84,  Tamany,  No.  85,  and  Lenni,  No.  86,  and  that  we  have 
approved  the  same.  We  have  also  examined  and  approved  amendments 
to  the  By-Laws  of  the  following  Tribes,  viz :  Pequod,  No.  18,  Cherokee, 
No.  19,  Eeshahkonee,  No.  22,  Winnebago,  No.  35,  Narragansett,  No.  43, 
Wyandotte,  No.  54,  Beaver,  No.  62,  Wawatam,  No.  63,  Idaho,  No.  73, 
Nevada,  No.  76,  Mahoning,  No.  77,  and  Leni  Lenape  Degree  Council, 
No.  1. 

The  By-Laws  of  Seneca  Tribe.  No.  41,  were  returned  because  many 
laws  were  seemingly  omitted,  and  no  provision  was  made  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Widow  and  Orphan's  Fund.  The  By-Laws  of  Codorus  Tribe, 
No.  78,  are  held  under  advisement  for  the  same  reason.  We  also  have  the 
By-Laws  of  Minnewa  Tribe,  No.  79,  which  we  have  not  yet  had  time  to 
examine. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  following  Tribes  were  not  approved 
for  the  reasons  given  :  1.  Kuquenaku  Tribe,  No.  4,  because  it  was  pro- 
posed when  benefits  were  paid  for  six  moons  to  reduce  the  amount. 
2.  Conewago,  No.  37,  because  it  was  proposed  to  pay  benefits  for  the  frac- 
tion of  a  seven  suns.  3.  Metamora,  No.  2,  because  the  amendment 
prohibited  sick  brothers  from  leaving  the  bounds  of  the  Relief  Committee. 
4.  Seminole,  No.  30,  because  it  was  not  stated  what  Section  and  Article  it 
was  proposed  to  amend.  And  5.  Arrapahoe,  No.  68,  because  the  Sections 
as  amended  were  not  written  in  full,  as  they  should  be  to  give  an  intelligi- 
ble idea  of  the  effect  and  scope  of  the  amendments. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Wingohocking  Tribe,  No.  33,  but 
as  it  was  upon  the  construction  of  a  By-Law,  it  was  returned  to  them  with 
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directions  to  communicate  with  the  Great  Sachem,  it  being  a  question  for 
him  to  decide. 

In  some  of  the  By-Laws  submitted,  provision  was  made  for  the  payment 
of  dues  every  moon  instead  of  every  seven  suns,  as  the  Constitution  and 
usage  directs.  The  proper  correction  was  made  in  all  cases  ;  but  the  error 
seems  so  prevalent,  the  Committee  deem  it  proper  to  specially  notice  it 
here,  in  order  that  it  may  be  avoided  in  future.

They  have  given  it  their  careful  con- 
sideration, and  find  the  decisions  and  dispensations  to  be  in  accordance 
with  law  and  usage. 

In  reference  to  the  conferring  of  Degrees  at  the  institution  of  new 
Tribes,  the  By-Laws  of  the  Great  Council  provides  that  when  new  Tribes 
are  organized  within  five  miles  of  an  existing  Tribe,  at  least  six  of  the 
petitioners  must  be  of  the  Chiefs  degree,  beyond  that  limit  no  such  quali- 
fication is  required;  but  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  all  such 
cases  the  degrees  should  only  be  conferred  upon  the  brothers  who  may  be 
selected  to  fill  the  elective  and  appointed  chieftainships,  and  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  resolution  :— 

Resolved,  That  at  .the  institution  of  Tribes  the  degrees  shall  be  con- 
ferred without  charge  for  dispensation,  only  upon  the  S.,  S.  S.,  J.  S., 
C.  of  R.,  (A.  C.  of  R.,  should  there  be  one),  K.  of  W.,  Prophet,  G.  of  W., 
and  G.  of  F.,  and  that  the  charge  shall  not  be  less  than  the  minimum  rate 
fixed  by  the  Constitution.

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  moved  that  the  D.  G.  S.  of  York  County  be 
directed  to  obtain  from  Codorus  Tribe,  No.  78,  the  English 
work  now  in  their  possession,  and  that  the  wampum  paid  for 
the  same  be  refunded,  which  was  adopted.

P.  G.  S.  Eckert  moved  the  further  reading  of  the  record  be 
dispensed  with,  and  that  it  be  adopted  as  printed,  which  was 
agreed  to. 

Great  Sachem  read  the  following  report :— 
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GREAT  SACHEM'S  EEPOET. 

Philadelphia,  19th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  378. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 

Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  We  are  once  more,  through  the  providence  of 
a  beneficent  Great  Spirit,  permitted  to  assemble  around  the  council  fire  of 
the  Great  Council  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  to  legislate  for  the  welfare 
of  our  beloved  institution  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  to  endeavor  to  promote 
the  interests  thereof;  and  may  your  deliberations  be  conducted  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  meet  the  approval  of  the  Great  Spirit.  And  first  let  us  raise 
our  grateful  hearts  in  adoration  to  Him  for  His  manifold  blessings,  and  the 
success  that  has  attended  our  efforts  during  the  last  six  moons  in  all  parts 
of  our  jurisdiction. 

The  success  of  our  Order  has  been  without  a  precedent  in  its  history, 
and  the  beneficent  influences  surrounding  this  institution  have  extended 
and  been  felt  over  a  much  larger  area  than  ever  before.  Pale  faces  are 
inquiring  in  many  strange  localities  what  it  is  that  binds  Red  Men  so 
unitedly  together,  and  what  steps  must  be  taken  to  propagate  the  principles 
of  our  Order  in  their  localities.  It  is,  therefore,  with  feelings  of  gratitude 
that  I  meet  you  under  such  gratifying  circumstances. 

DEATH. 

On  the  22d  sun,  Corn  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  377,  death,  that  fell  destroyer, 
entered  our  midst  and  selected  for  his  victim  an  old  and  well  tried  Past 
Sachem  of  Metamora  Tribe,  No.  2,  brother  P.  S.  Abram  Gibbs.  And 
though  having  been  stricken  with  a  lingering  and  wasting  disease  for 
several  great  suns,  yet  his  demise  was  somewhat  sudden,  having  but  just 
returned  to  his  wigwam  from  his  duties  as  Representative  from  this  body 
to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States.  He  at  one  time  filled  the  stump 
of  Great  Chief  of  Records  of  this  Great  Council,  and  his  loss  will  be  felt 
among  us.  He  was  endeared  alike  to  the  Tribe  of  his  adoption  and  a  large 
circle  of  friends  in  his  distant  hunting  grounds.  He  was  devoted  to  the 
principles  of  Freedom,  Friendship,  and  Charity,  and  has  been  a  tried  and 
faithful  chief  of,  and  Representative  to,  this  Great  Council.  May  his 
memory  ever  be  kept  green  in  our  hearts. 

condition  of  the  order. 

From  all  the  official  information  that  I  have  received,  I  am  warranted 
in  saying  that  the  Order  was  never  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  at 
present.  Peace  and  harmony  prevails,  and  from  every  part  of  the  jurisdic- 
tion comes  the  gratifying  intelligence  that  prosperity  crowns  our  efforts. 
The  extension  of  our  Order  has  been  very  rapid,  and  it  is  with  feelings  oi 
pride  that  I  inform  you  that  one  defunct  Tribe  has  been  reinstituted,  and 
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eight  new  Tribes  instituted,  the  particulars  attending  which  I  will  now 
give  you. 

On  the  18th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  377, 1  received  an  application 
from  eight  brothers  and  three  pale  faces,  praying  for  a  dispensation  to 
organize  a  Tribe  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men,  at  Shrewsbury,  York 
County.  The  dispensation  was  granted  same  date.  Accordingly,  I 
deputized  D.  G.  S.  Hays,  who  on  the  10th  Corn  Moon,  assisted  by  mem- 
bers of  Conewago  Tribe,  No.  87,  instituted  the  Tribe,  under  the  name  of 
"Waunepewink  Tribe,  No.  89,"  and  raised  up  the  following  chiefs: 
Sachem,  Elbridge  H.  Geary;  S.  S.,  Samuel  Geisey;  J.  S.,  Frank  0.  Mc 
Cleary ;  C.  of  R.,  Frederick  A.  Hake;  K.  of  W.,  Isaac  E.  Berg;  Prophet, 
James  H.  Glosser. 

On  the  19th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  two  bro- 
thers and  fifteen  pale  faces,  praying  for  a  dispensation  to  organize  a  Tribe 
at  Gordon,  Schuylkill  County,  the  dispensation  was  granted  on  the  28th 
same  moon,  and  on  the  1st  of  Cold  Moon  was  instituted  by  G.  C.  of  R. 
Andrew  J.  'Baker,  assisted  by  D.  G.  S.  Rich,  P.  S.  McNall,  of  Seneca 
Tribe,  No.  41,  P.  S.  Robinson,  of  Juniata  Tribe,  No.  74,  and  a  number  of 
the  brothers  of  No.  41,  under  the  name  of  "Kickapoo  Tribe,  No.  90,"  and 
raised  up  the  following  chiefs:  Sachem,  George  Angus;  S.  S.,  John  R. 
James;  J.  S.,  J.  F.  Price;  C.  of  R.,  John  F.  Lewis;  K.  of  W.,  Josiah 
Holshue ;  Prophet,  Thomas  Rasbridge. 

On  the  24th  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  twenty 
pale  faces,  praying  for  a  dispensation  to  organize  a  Tribe  at  Harrisburg. 
The  dispensation  was  granted  on  the  31st  same  moon,  and  on  the  2d  of 
Corn  Moon  was  instituted  by  G.  C.  of  R.  Andrew  J.  Baker,  assisted  by 
D.  G.  S.  Fredericks,  P.  S.  Caufman,  of  Iroquois  Tribe,  No.  42,  and  mem- 
bers of  Cornplanter  Tribe,  No.  61,  under  the  name  of  "Octoraro  Tribe, 
No.  91,"  and  raised  up  the  following  chiefs:  Sachem,  Robert  Greives; 
S.  S.,  John  Shultz;  J.  S.,  Wilson  Sailor;  C.  of  R.,  Reilly  O'Donnell; 
K  of  W.,  D.  S.  Brown;  Prophet,  R.  S.  Beard. 

On  the  11th  of  Corn  Moon,  I  received  an  application  from  sixteen  pale 
faces  praying  for  a  dispensation  to  organize  a  Tribe  at  Berwick,  Columbia 
County.  The  dispensation  was  granted  on  the  18th  same  moon,  and  on 
the  31st  of  Corn  Moon  was  instituted  by  myself,  assisted  by  the  chiefs  and 
members  of  Mahoning  Tribe,  No.  77,  under  the  name  of  "Wopwollopen 
Tribe,  No.  92,"  and  raised  up  the  following  chiefs:  Sachem,  Wm.  D. 
Fritz;  S.  S.,  0.  H.  P.  Kitchen;  J.  S.,  S.  F.  Pealer ;  C.  of  R.,  George  H. 
Wells;  K.  of  W.,  C.  B.  Jackson;  Prophet,  John  A.  Gere. 

The 'next  Tribe  was  formed  under  peculiar  circumstances.  This  Great 
Council  will  remember  that  at  the  last  session  of  this  body  a  refusal  was 
given  to  Codorus  Tribe,  No.  78,  to  change  the  working  from  the  German 
to  the  English  language.  A  majority  of  the  members  shortly  after  made 
trouble,  and  it  was  feared  the  Tribe  would  be  forced  to  surrender  its 
charter.'  Information  coming  to  us  from  undoubted  sources,  I  addressed 
the  following  communication  to  Codorus  Tribe,  No.  78:  — 
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"Whereas,  information  lias  come  to  my  knowledge  that  a  proposition 
has  been  made  to  divide  the  funds  of  your  Tribe,  and  believing  that  the 
same  is  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  Great  Council,  as  well  as  the  By-Laws 
adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Tribe,  the  chiefs  of  the  Tribe  are  hereby 
notified  not  to  draw  any  orders  under  said  proposition,  and  the  K.  of  W. 
is  also  hereby  enjoined  not  to  pay  any  orders  that  may  be  so  drawn." 

"For  the  purpose  of  hearing  all  parties  interested,  and  that  the  same 
may  be  amicably  settled  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  of  justice,  the 
Great  Chiefs  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania  will  visit  York,  on 
Monday,  5th  Travelling  Moon,  and  remain  to  attend  the  council  of  the 
Tribe  on  the  following  sleep." 

"  It  is  hoped  and  expected  that  measures  will  be  taken  to  have  a  full  and 
fair  representation  of  the  members  of  your  Tribe."

Accordingly,  on  the  5th  Travelling  Moon,  accompanied  by  G.  C.  of  R. 
Andrew  J.  Baker,  G.  S.  S.  Charles  C.  Conley,  G.  P.  M.  J.  Weaver,  we 
proceeded  to  York,  and  after  a  free  interchange  of  opinions  the  matter 
was  amicably  settled,  the  English  members  drawing  their  cards,  and 
making  an  application  for  a  dispensation  to  establish  a  new  Tribe.  The 
Great  Chiefs  thinking  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  would  be  served, 
granted  the  same,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  D.  G.  S.  Hays,  and  a  large 
number  of  members  of  Conewago  Tribe,  No.  37,  and  Codorus,  Tribe,  No. 
78,  proceeded  to  institute  them,  under  the  name  of  "Conewingo  Tribe, 
No.  93,"  and  raised  up  the  following  chiefs:  Sachem,  John  Shirey ;  S.  S., 
JosiahM.  Jones;  J.  S.,  Wm.  Hose;  C.  of  R.,  Wm.  L.  Keech;  K.  of  W., 
Wm.  Tash;  Prophet,  P.  S.  Daniel  Decker.  This  Tribe  was  instituted 
with  seventy-seven  members,  by  card.

The  dispensation  was  granted  on  the  27th  same  moon,  and  on  the  30th  of 
Hunting  Moon,  in  company  with  G.  C.  of  R.  Baker,  and  members  of 
Conestoga  Tribe,  No.  28,  and  Shohomokin  Tribe,  No.  69, 1,  instituted  them 
under  the  name  of  "Otzinachson  Tribe,  No.  95,"  and  raised  up  the  fol- 
lowing chiefs:  Sachem,  John  T.  Beardsley;  S.  S.,  Simon  Seid;  J.  S., 
George  K.  Tozer;  C.  of  R,  John  W.  Chapman;  K.  of  W.,  E.  L.  Barrett;

APPEALS. 


On  the  21st  of  Corn  Moon,  I  received  an  appeal  from  Conestoga  Tribe, 
No.  28,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  related  to  you  in  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals. 

On  the  9th  of  Travelling  Moon,  I  received  an  appeal  Yrom  Penobscot 
Tribe,  No.  70,  against  the  action  of  the  Sachem  thereof.  The  Board  of 
•Appeals,  after  a  careful  investigation  of  the  matter,  returned  it  to  the  Great 
Sachem  for  his  decision,  as  it  affected  the  legality  of  a  law  more  than  the 
action  of  the  Tribe,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  noticed  under  the 
head  of  "Decisions." 

On  the  18th  of  Beaver  Moon,  I  received  an  appeal  from  the  action  ot 
Powhattan  Tribe,  No.  48,  which  was  returned  on  account  of  informalities. 
Since  which  time,  I  understand,  the  matter  has  been  amicably  settled  in 
the  Tribe 
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DECISIONS. 

1.  On  the  31st  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  I  made  the  following  decision  to 
Penobscot  Tribe,  No.  70  :— 

Having  received  a  copy  of  an  abstract  from  your  records  of  the  29th 
sleep  of  Buck  Moon,  relative  to  the  action  of  your  Tribe  in  the  case  of 
suspended  members.  A  motion  was  made  to  reconsider  the  action  that 
had  been  taken,  after  certain  members  had  been  suspended,  which  motion 
was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  acting  Sachem,  and  on  an  appeal  being  taken 
his  decision  was  reversed. 

My  decision  is,  that  in  accordance  with  Section  7,  Article  XV,  of  your 
By-Laws,  your  Sachem's  action  and  ruling  was  correct,  and,  that  all  of 
those  who  were  suspended  can  only  be  reinstated  in  accordance  with  said 
Section. 

2.  On  the  24th  of  Hunting  Moon,  1  received  the  appeal  of  Penobscot 
Tribe,  No.  70,  from  the  Board  of  Appeals,  for  a  decision  to  the  following 
questions  :— 

It  appears  from  the  records  of  Penobscot  Tribe,  No.  70,  that  the  Tribe 
ordered  the  Trustees  to  loan  a  certain  amount  of  wampum.  A  brother 
made  application  to  the  Trustees  for  a  part  of  said  loan,  which  the  Trustees 
reported  to  the  Tribe ;  which  was  considered  a  minority  report,  as  one  of 
the  Trustees  signing  was  the  brother  asking  for  the  loan.  The,  Tribe,  by 
a  vote  of  six  to  one,  agreed  to  grant  the  loan.  At  the  next  council  of  the 
Tribe  the  Sachem  ruled  the  former  action  of  the  Tribe  out  of  order.  On 
an  appeal  being  taken,  the  ruling  of  the  Sachem  was  sustained  by  a  vote 
of  seven  to  six.    A  decision  is  now  asked  to  the  following  questions : — 

First.  Was  the  Sachem  right  in  deciding  on  a  certain  law  that  a  brother 
was  required  to  make  application  in  open  Tribe  for  the  loan  of  wampum, 
while  there  is  no  such  law  in  existence  ? 

Second.  Was  the  Tribe  right  in  sustaining  the  decision  of  the  Sachem, 
in  deciding  the  action  of  the  Tribe  in  the  former  council  out  of  order  and 
in  violation  of  our  laws ;  while  they  have  failed  to  produced  one  letter  of 
law  that  has  been  violated,  and  while  there  is  no  such  law  in  existence  ? 

My  answer  to  the  first  question  is,  that  the  Tribe  authorizing  the 
Trustees  to  loan  wampum,  and  then  by  a  vote  sustaining  the  action  of  the 
Trustees,  the  Sachem  had  no  right  to  declare  the  action  of  the  Tribe  out 
of  order,  when  the  law  is  silent 'on  the  subject. 

Second.  The  Tribe  was  not  right  in  sustaining  the  point  taken  by  the 
Sachem,  in  ruling  the  former  action  of  the  Tribe  out  of  order.  The  Tribe 
should  have  reconsidered  its  action  in  the  first  place,  and  then  have  acted 
on  the  resolution  of  the  Trustees. 

3.  On  the  1st  of  Corn  Moon,  to  Winona  Tribe,  No.  75,  I  answered  a 
communication,  deciding  that  a  pale  face  must  have  two  ballots,  in  accord- 
ance with  law,  before  he  can  be  finally  rejected. 

4.  On  the  22d  of  Hunting  Moon,  to  D.  G.  S.  Weaver,  that  a  Tribe  could 
not  have  a  public  raising  of  the  chiefs,  as  it  exposed  some  of  the  Private 
Work  of  the  Order. 
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REPORTS  FROM  DEPUTY  GREAT  SACHEMS. 

I  have  received  reports,  both  written  and  oral,  from  most  of  the  Deputies 
in  this  jurisdiction,  representing  the  Order  to  be  prospering.  Deputy  Ohl, 
of  the  Northampton  District,  reports  having  granted  a  dispensation  to 
Saranac  Tribe,  No.  84,  on  the  5th  of  Beaver  Moon,  to  hold  a  Fair  and 
Festival  on  the  26th,  27th,  and  28th  of  same  moon.  (Fee,  three  fathoms, 
having  been  paid  to  the  G.  C.  of  R) 

REPRESENTATIVE  TO  GREAT  COUNCIL  OP  UNITED  STATES. 

On  the  7th  of  Corn  Moon,  I  received  a  written  resignation  from  P.  G.  I. 
Angus  Cameron,  as  Kepresentative  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United 
States,  owing  to  a  press  of  business  of  a  peculiar  nature,  which  precluded 
the  possibility  of  his  attending  the  session.  I  accordingly  appoinied  P.  S. 
J.  David  Miller  in  his  stead  for  that  session,  and  it  now  becomes  necessary 
for  this  body  to  elect  a  Kepresentative  for  one  great  sun  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

I  would  recommend  to  your  serious  consideration  the  propriety  of 
instructing  the  Representatives  to  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States 
to  advocate  and  support  the  proposition  of  a  session  of  that  body  but  once 
in  two  great  suns.  The  legislation  of  that  body  is  now  simplified  and 
brought  down  to  a  system,  and  the  interests  of  the  Order  can  be  quite  as 
readily  served  by  a  session  every  two  great  suns,  instead  of  every  great 
sun ;  while  to  this  Great  Council  the  expense  of  attending  that  body  is  now 
becoming  a  matter  that  is  assuming  proportions,  and  it  behooves  this  Great 
Council  to  husband  its  resources. 

There  is  another  matter  that  can  be  attended  to  in  the  same  connection. 
I  would  recommend  also  that  an  effort  be  made  to  abolish  the  wearing  of 
the  apron  in  our  regalia,  as  an  almost  useless  appendage.  As  an  item  of 
expense  it  tells  very  heavily  upon  Tribes.  If  our  regalia  is  emblematic  of 
our  Order,  as  it  is  intended  to  be,  and  the  sash  represents  the  sash  worn 
by  the  original  Red  Man,  with  his  tobacco  pouch  appended,  it  is  all  we 
need  in  that  connection ;  and  I,  therefore,  ask  your  serious  consideration 
of  the  subject. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  Great  Council,  the  case  of  the  card  authorized 
by  the  late  Great  Sachem  to  be  issued  to  Wm.  Ryan,  was  referred  to  the 
Great  Chiefs,  with  power  to  .act.  The  Great  Chiefs  in  attending  to  that 
matter  found  placed  upon  the  records  of  Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  mention 
of  the  fact  of  the  card  of  Wm.  Ryan  having  been  received  and  accepted  by 
that  Tribe  ;  but  Mr.  Ryan  denies  any  knowledge  of  ever  having  authorized 
any  person  to  get  the  card  in  the  first  place,  or  of  having  it  deposited  in 
Shawnese  Tribe.  Your  Great  Chiefs,  therefore,  feeling  a  delicacy  about 
acting  in  the  matter  themselves  under  these  circumstances,  would  ask  this 
Great  Council  to  finally  dispose  of  the  matter. 
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On  the  3d  of  Beaver  Moon,  I  received  an  application  in  proper  form  from 
Moses  Sternberger,  of  the  late  Shawnese  Tribe,  No.  8,  and  after  due  con- 
sideration and  consultation  with  the  Great  Chiefs,  I  directed  a  certificate 
to  be  granted  to  him,  to  enable  him  to  resume  his  connection  with  the 
Order. 

I  would  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Great  Chiefs,  and  to  the  indi- 
vidual members  of  the  Order,  for  the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  with 
which  I  have  been  treated  by  them  all,  and  for  the  many  acts  of  kindness 
that  1  have  been  the  recipient  of. 

I  have  here  submitted  a  true  and  faithful  rendition  of  my  official  actions 
as  your  head.  I  have  endeavored  to  perform  the  various  duties  imposed 
upon  me  to  the  best  of  my  abilities.  I  have  labored  solely  for  your  pros- 
perity, and  trust  that  my  actions  and  recommendations  may  meet  with 
your  approval. 

In  conclusion,  brothers,  I  sincerely  trust  that  all  our  legislation  may 
tend  to  the  success  of  our  beloved  Order ;  and  may  the  Great  Spirit  smile 
upon  our  labors.

Philadelphia,  19th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  378. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania— Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men, 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  Board  of  Appeals,  appointed  at  the  last 
session,  met  for  organization  on  the  22d  sleep  of  the  Corn  Moon,  and 
elected  the  following  officers,  viz :  P.  S.  J.  David  Miller,  of  No.  23,  Chair- 
man, and  P.  G.  S.  J.  F.  Madeira,  of  No.  4,  as  Secretary,  and  would  here- 
with very  respectfully  beg  leave  to  lay  before  this  Great  Council  the  result 
of  their  labors  during  the  past  six  moons. 

The  Board  has  had  but  one  case  properly  before  it,  which  was  the 
appeal  of  0.  A.  Dubois  vs.  the  action  of  Conestoga  Tribe,  No.  28,  in  sus- 
pending him  for  divulging  the  secrets  of  the  Order  to  pale  faces. 

After  due  notice  to  the  parties  concerned  the  Board  proceeded  to 
examine  the  case,  and  from  the  journal  of  the  committee  we  find  the  trial 
has  been  conducted  according  to  the  law  governing  appeals,  and  after 
examining  carefully  all  the  evidence  and  papers  in  the  case  we  feel  con- 
strained to  offer  the  following,  and  hope  it  will  meet  with  your  approval  :— 
Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Conestoga  Tribe,  No.  28,  in  suspending 
C.  A.  Dubois,  of  their  Tribe,  be  sustained. 

An  appeal  from  three  members  of  Penobscot  Tribe,  No.  70,  involving  a 
question  of  law  altogether,  and  not  of  grievance,  was  referred  back  to  the 
Great  Sachem,  as  not  coming  within  the  province  of  the  Board,  and  which 
will  find  a  place  in  his  report. 

We  earnestly  recommend  to  this  Great  Council  that  authority  be  granted 
to  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  rent  a  room  in  which  to  hold  their  meetings, 
and  that  an  adequate  appropriation  be  made  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
for  the  present  great  sun.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania— Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  Your  Representatives  respectfully  report  that 
they  attended  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  whose  fire  was 
kindled  in  the  City  of  Cincinnati,  on  the  8th  sun  of  Corn  Moon  last,  and 
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continued  until  the  sleep  of  the  11th.  All  but  one  of  your  Representatives 
were  present. 

The  principal  business  after  the  admission  and  instruction  of  new 
Representatives  was  the  reading  of  the  report  or  "Long  Talk"  of  the 
Great  Incohonee,  which  is  worth  the  careful  reading  and  consideration  of 
the  entire  Order,  to  which  their  attention  is  particularly  called.  Its  length 
only  precludes  us  from  embracing  the  whole  in  this  report.  We,  however, 
present  to  you  his  decisions  upon  a  number  of  questions  of  interest  to  the 
entire  jurisdiction,  as  follows: — 

"1.  A  Sachem  is  entitled,  on  the  expiration  of  his  full  official*  term,  to 
the  name  and  honors  of  a  Past  Sachem.  He  is  required  to  assume  the 
Prophet's  stump  and  discharge  the  duties  thereof  the  ensuing  term;  but 
not  for  the  reason  that  the  latter  service  is  essential  to  constitute  him  a 
Past  Sachem. 

"2.  An  elective  term  in  a  Tribe  for  the  Sachem,  Senior  and  Junior 
Sagamores,  is  six  moons,  and  service  in  such  chieftaincies  for  a  less  period 
will  not  secure  the  honors  thereof  under  the  present  law. 

"3.  The  chief  of  a  Tribe  which  surrenders  its  charter  prior  to  the  end  of 
a  full  elective  term,  and  before  they  have  served  six  moons  in  their  respec- 
tive chieftaincies,  forfeit  the  honors  thereof. 

"4.  There  is  no  law  requiring  the  charter  and  effects  of  an  extinct  Tribe 
to  be  delivered  to  members  thereof  who  have  united  themselves  with 
another  Tribe. 

"5.  No  Great  Council  has  power  or  authority  to  grant  any  Tribe  a  dis- 
pensation to  adopt  a  pale  face  for  less  than  three  fathoms  of  wampum. 

"6.  Any  member  who  is  in  arrears  to  his  Tribe  for  an  amount  equal  to 
three  moons  dues  can  be  excluded  from  the  councils  thereof  if  a  law  of 
the  Tribe  so  provides ;  but  in  the  absence  of  such  a  local  law  a  member 
thus  in  arrears  may  attend  the  tribal  councils  as  long  as  he  can  communi- 
cate the  current  password  and  explanation. 

"7.  The  Sachem  possesses  exclusive  authority  to  communicate  the 
P.  W.  and  E.  to  members  of  his  Tribe,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done 
according  to  law. 

"8.  Any  member  in  good  standing  in  a  Tribe  who  is  unable  to  follow 
the  hunt,  is  entitled  to  the  care  of  the  Relief  Committee  thereof,  although 
some  law  may  render  him  ineligible  to  pecuniary  benefits. 

"  9.  The  Great  Council  P.  W.  is  designed  exclusively  for  Great  Councils, 
and  all  who  are  otherwise  qualified  for  admission  to  Great  Councils  are 
entitled%)  a  knowledge  of  this  P.  W.  and  E.  The  Past  Sachem's  P.  W. 
is  not  designed  for  working  purposes,  nor  is  any  one  except  a  Past  Sachem 
of  good  standing  entitled  to  its  possession. 

"  10.  All  persons  who  are  in  anywise  connected  with  other  organizations 
which  have  appropriated  any  part  of  the  name  of  the  Improved  Order  of 
Red  Men,  are  clisq»alified  for  membership. 

"  11.  The  nomination,  election,  and  raising  up  of  chiefs  of  a  Tribe  should* 
take  place  under  'Rule  9,  New  Business,'  excepting  always  that  the  Great 
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Chiefs  shall  be  at  liberty  to  exercise  their  discretion  at  visitations  or  insti- 
tutions of  Tribes. 

"12.  The  Calender  is  part  of  the  Private  Work,  and  the  terms  may  be 
published  in  giving  notice  to  the  Order;  but  the  explanations  thereof 
should  not  be  printed  and  exposed  to  pale  faces. 

"  13.  It  is  not  within  the  province  of  a  Tribe  on  an  election  by  ballot  for 
chiefs  to  permit  a  brother  who  improperly  voted  to  announce  his  vote  in 
order  to  change  the  result;  but  if  a  disqualified  brother  has  voted  the 
ballot  may  be  declared  null  and  void  and  a  new  ballot  ordered. 

"14.  Failure  to  object  to  the  voting  of  disqualified  brothers,  although 
objections  to  such  voting  may  have  been  invited  by  the  Sachem,  avails 
nothing;  and  in  the  absence  of  local  law  governing  such  cases,  the  remedy 
for  the  result  of  an  election  at  which  disqualified  voters  have  participated 
is  to  hold  another  ballot. 

"  15.  A  Great  Council  only  owes  percentage  on  amount  of  receipts  from 
Tribes  under  its  jurisdiction;  but  owes  per  capita  tax  on  the  entire  mem- 
bership of  such  Tribes. 

"16.  It  is  unlawful  to  wear  the  'Mark1  or  'Sign  Manual'  in  any  other 
way  than  specified  in  the  Private  Work. 

"17.  It  is  competent  for  a  Great  Council  to  print  Dispensations  for  its 
own  use,  and  Reports  for  the  use  of  Tribes  under  its  jurisdiction. 

"18.  A  Great  Council  has  authority  to  promulgate  a  Constitution  for 
Tribes  under  its  jurisdiction,  and  all  such  Tribes  must  conform  thereto 
and  adopt  By-Laws  accordingly. 

"  I  was  present  at  the  late  Great  Council  fire  of  Pennsylvania  and  raised 
up  their  Worthy  Great  Chiefs  elect.  After  the  Worthy  Great  Sachem  had 
surrendered  his  stump  to  me,  and  I  was  about  entering  upon  the  ceremony 
of  raising  up  the  Great  Chiefs,  a  protest  against  the  raising  up  of  the 
Worthy  Great  Prophet  elect,  on  the  ground  that  his  election  had  taken 
place  prior  to  the  expiration  of  his  term  as  Worthy  Great  Sachem.  But 
entertaining  the  impression  that  the  Great  Chief  was  duly  qualified  for  the 
position  to  which  he  had  been  elected,  for  the  reason  that  he  was  a  Past 
Great  Sachem  in  good  standing,  I  raised  him  up  accordingly.  I  was  led 
to  this  conclusion  in  the  premises  through  a  knowledge  of  the  practice 
which  prevails  throughout  our  entire  system  of  electing  a  chief,  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  his  term,  to  a  higher  chieftaincy,  though  service  to  the 
close  of  the  term  in  his  present  and  subordinate  position  is  essential  to 
qualify  him  for  the  other. ' ' 
All  of  which  were  approved  by  the  Great  Council. 

The  appeal  of  Metamora  Tribe,  No.  2,  from  the  decision  of  this  Great 
Council  was  presented,  and  after  examination  by  the  proper  Committee 
they  reported  against  the  decision,  which  report  was  sustained  by  the 
Great  Council,  and  the  decision  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania 
reversed. 

Petitions  were  presented  for,  and  charters  granted  for  Great  Councils  in 
Indiana,  Texas,  California,  and  Tennessee. 

23 
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The  Committee  on  Back  Mileage  presented  a  report,  from  which  it 
appears  that  there  was  due  and  unpaid  six  hundred  and  fifty-one  fathoms 
four  feet  five  inches,  of  which  sum  twelve  fathoms  three  feet  was  due 
P.  G.  S.  Richard  Finch,  one  of  the  Representatives  of  this  Great  Council 
at  the  session  G.  S.  5625. 

The  election  of  Great  Chiefs  resulted  as  follows  :— 

G.  I. — James  A.  Parsons,  of  New  Jersey. 

G.  S.  S. — G.  W.  Lindsay,  of  Maryland. 

G.  J.  S. — Adam  Smith,  of  California. 

G.  P. — Joseph  Pyle,  of  Delaware. 

G.  C.  of  R. — Morris  H.  Gorham,  of  Pennsylvania. 

G.  K.  of  W.-Wm.  Benson,  of  Maryland. 

The  consideration  of  the  resolution  offered  at  the  previous  session: 
"That  any  brother  serving  in  the  capacity  of  Chief  of  Records  of  his  Tribe 
for  five  successive  grand  suns,  shall  be  ranked  as  a  Past  Sachem,"  resulted 
in  its  rejection  by  a  vote  of  yeas  17,  nays  24. 

The  amendment  to  Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Great  Council  of 
the  "United  States,  to  strike  out  the  word  "Improved"  from  the  title  of  the 
Order,  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  yeas  8,  nays  36. 

The  amendment  to  strike  from  the  titles  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States  the  words  "Most  Worthy,"  was  adopted. 

Also  a  resolution  to  strike  from  the  titles  of  chiefs  of  Great  Councils  the 
initial  "W." 

The  Great  Council  of  California  (by  telegraph)  requested  a  decision 
whether  a  brother  can  resign  from  the  Order,  which  was  decided  that  he 
could  not. 

The  Finance  Committee  presented  a  very  gratifying  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  Wampum  Belt,  which,  after  providing  for  the  payment  of  all 
debts  and  back  mileage,  and  making  appropriations  for  supplies,  reported 
that  there  was  a  sufficient  amount  to  appropriate  and  pay  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  five  hundred  fathoms  as  mileage  to  the  Representatives  in 
attendance. 

Your  Representatives  having  received  a  sufficient  amount  for  their 
expenses,  refunded  and  paid  to  the  G.  K.  of  W.  five  hundred  and  sixty 
fathoms  two  feet  six  inches,  the  amount  of  mileage  received  by  them. 

The  Committee  on  revising  Ceremonies  reported  some  slight  alterations 
to  the  Degree  Ceremonies,  also  the  following  addition  to  the  regalia: 
"The  distinctive  regalia  of  the  appointed  Warriors  in  a  Tribe  shall  be  a 
Blue  Sash,  of  uniform  size  and  shape  with  the  regalia  of  the  other  chiefs, 
with  a  Club  as  the  emblem.  That  of  the  Braves  shall  be  of  Orange  color, 
with  Beer's  Antlers  as  the  emblem,  and  aprons  of  the  color  of  the  Degree 
to  which  the  wearer  has  attained,"  which  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  portion  of  the  Great  Incohonee's 
report,  presented  a  report  on  the  several  subjects  referred  to  them,  and 
submitted  the  following  ; — 
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"Besolved,  That  all  Tribes  hereafter  chartered  by  this  or  any  Great 
Council  shall  have  for  their  titles  an  Indian  name,  and  would  recommend 
that  it  should  be  local  to  the  State  or  Territory. 

"Besolved  That  in  all  Tribes  instituted  under  the  immediate  authority 
of  the  Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  more  than  two  moons  prior  to 
the  close  of  the  term,  the  chiefs  elected  at  the  time  of  institution,  and  who 
may  serve  until  the  end  of  the  term,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  Ml  honors  of 

their  several  positions.  •      „i.  -d 

"Besohed  That  the  Ritual  of  the  Order  be  so  changed  that  the  Prophet 

of  the  Tribe  shall  be  elected  by  them  for  one  grand  sun,  and  shall  be 

eligible  to  re-election  at  all  times. 

"Besolved,  That  the  title  of  the  principal  chief  of  this  Great  Council  be 

changed  from  'Great  Incohonee'  to  'Great  Tododaho." 

Which,  after  being  made  a  special  order,  failed  to  receive  any  further 

attention.  .     ..  . 

The  following  amendments  were  proposed  to  the  Constitution  ot  the 

Great  Council  of  the  United  States  :— 

"After  the  words  Great  Incohonee,  in  the  second  line  of  Article  III, 
insert  'who  shall  be  a  Past  Great  Sachem.' 

"  To  which  Eep.  Rich  offered  the  following  additional  amendment :  '  or 
a  Past  Great  Chief  of  this  Great  Council.' 

"Amend  Article  III  of  Constitution  by  adding  'all  members  of  this 
Great  Council  are  alike  eligible  as  chiefs.' 

"That  Section  2  of  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  five  hundred  wherever  it  occurs  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  one  thousand,  and  striking  out  the  words  three  hundred  in  the  last 
line  of  said  Section  and  inserting  eight  hundred  in  lieu  thereof." 

The  following  resolution,  of  great  importance  to  all  Great  Councils,  was 
adopted : — 

"Besolved,  That  no  more  Great  Council  books  containing  printed  or 
written  instructions  upon  the  making  or  communicating  of  the  signs  or 
■  secret  work  of  the  Order  shall  be  issued,  and  that  the  Great  Chief  of 
Records  be  instructed  to  remove  all  such  matter  from  such  books  before 
issuing  them." 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  Digest  of  the  Decisions  of  the 
Great  Council. 

The  following  questions,  propounded  by  Rep.  Parkes,  of  Tennessee,  and 
the  decisions  thereon,  are  of  such  importance  in  settling  questions  often 
raised  that  we  deem  it  proper  to  present  the  same  in  full  :— 

"1.  Can  a  Tribe  in  one  city  or  county  receive  or  entertain  a  petition 
from  a  pale  face  for  membership  who  lives  in  another  city  or  county  where 
there  is  a  working  Tribe ;  or,  in  other  words,  can  a  Tribe  in  Nashville 
receive  a  petition  of  a  pale  face  who  lives  in  Columbia,  where  there  is  a 
working  Tribe  ? 
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"2.  Can  a  Tribe  in  Nashville  receive  and  adopt  a  pale  face  whose  resi 
deuce  is  in  Columbia,  where  there  is  a  Tribe,  without  the  consent  of  said 
Tribe  at  Columbia  ? 

"The  Great  Incohonee  decided,  in  answer  to  the  first  question:  'The 
Tribe  cannot. ' 

"From  this  decision  Rep.  Pyle  appealed,  and  the  appeal  was  sustained 
by  a  vote  of  9  yeas  to  8  nays. 

"The  second  question  the  Great  Incohonee  decided:  'It  cannot 1 
"From  this  decision  Rep.  A.  J.  Baker  appealed,  which  appeal  was  sus- 
tained by  a  vote  of  19  yeas  to  5  nays." 

The  foregoing  embraces  everything  we  deem  of  special  importance  or 
interest  to  this  jurisdiction ;  but  the  whole  of  the  proceedings  are  of  suf- 
ficient importance  to  receive  the  careful  attention  and  perusal  of  every 
member  of  the  Order. 

In  submitting  this  report  we  entertain  the  hope  that  our  actions,  as  your 
Representatives,  may  meet  your  approval,  as  each  of  us  endeavored  to 
faithfully  represent  the  views  and  interests  of  the  Great  Council. 

The  sad  and  sorrowful  duty  also  devolves  on  us  of  reporting  to  the  Great 
Council  the  death  of  P.  S:  Abram  Gibbs,  one  of  your  Representatives  and 
our  colleague.    Brother  Gibbs,  although  he  had  been  suffering  from  a  pro- 
longed and  wasting  illness,  was  punctual  and  prompt  at  every  session 
ot  the  Great  Council,  and  attentive  to  all  his  duties  as  a  Representative 
After  the  quenching  of  the  Great  Council  fire  he  returned  to  his  wigwam 
from  whence  in  a  few  suns  he  was  called  by  the  Great  Spirit     He  had 
been  for  many  great  suns  identified  with  the  Order  as  an  active,  zealous 
Red  Man,  and  has  filled  the  position  of  G.  C.  of  R.    At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  the  oldest  Representative  from  this  Great  Council.

jurisdiction,  so  as  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  conflicting  decisions.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania— Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 
As  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Hall,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  :- 
On  the  1st  sun  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  377,  assisted  by  the  G.  C.  of 
R  we  sent  a  notice  to  every  Tribe  in  the  State  that  a  meeting  of  the  Hall 
Committee  would  be  held  on  the  19th  sleep  of  Sturgeon  Moon,  at  Poca- 
hontas Wigwam.  . 

On  the  above  sleep  we  assembled,  and  on  calling  the  meeting  to  order, 
A  J  Baker,  acting  Secretary,  on  calling  the  roll  there  were  sixteen 
answered  to  their  names.  This  not  being  a  quorum,  as  according  to  a 
resolution  passed  by  this  body  it  requiring  a  quorum  to  consist  of  twenty- 
five,  it  was  impossible  on  account  of  said  resolution  to  proceed  to  any 
business,  although  the  most  harmonious  feeling  existed  in  reference  to  the 

^Teiherefore  adjourned,  with  the  understanding  that  the  whole  subject 
should  be  laid  before  the  Great  Council  at  the  next  session,  and  ask  for  a 
reconsideration  of  the  above  resolution  in  reference  to  a  quorum,  deeming 
it  useless  to  call  another  meeting,  as  it  would  only  add  to  the  expenses 
with  no  better  result,  as  the  members  from  a  distance  would  not  attend, 
unless  their  expenses  were  paid. 

We  hope  this  may  meet  your  attention,  and  so  arrange  matters  as  to 
reach  the  object  long  attempted.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania— Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  G.  C.  of  R.  respectfully  reports,  that  in 
accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Great  Council  I  have  procured  badges 
for  the  Representatives,  at  an  expense  of  one  foot  five  inches  each. 

I  also  notified  the  four  Tribes  who  were  reported  at  last  session  as 
deficient  in  the  amount  of  percentage,  and  have  received  the  amount  due 
from  Nos.  28,  69,  and  75.  From  No.  39  I  received  the  annexed  communi- 
cation : — 

The  D.  G.  S.  of  York  County  obtained  from  Codorus  Tribe,  No.  78,  the 
English  work,  and  returned  the  same  to  this  office ;  and  in  accordance  with 
the  resolution  an  order  was  drawn  for  repayment  of  the  same. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Great  Council  to  the  necessity  of 
procuring  another  office.  The  owners  of  the  building  have  served  notices 
on  all  tenants  to  vacate  at  the  expiration  of  their  present  leases.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  more  convenient  room  can  be  had, 
for  a  much  less  rent  than  we  are  now  paying— the  rent  having  been  nearly 
trebled  since  we  occupied  it. 

I  received  a  circular  containing  a  decision  of  the  Great  Incohonee  in 
relation  to  the  wearjng  of  costumes  in  public.  I  immediately  forwarded 
copies  to  every  Tribe  in  the  jurisdiction. 

The  Fire  Proof  belonging  to  the  Great  Council,  and  in  the  office  at  the 
time  I  received  possession  from  my  predecessor,  was  in  a  dilapidated  con- 
dition, the  door  and  lock  being  almost  totally  destroyed.  It  is,  however, 
entirely  too  small  to  contain  the  written  records  of  the  Great  Council  and 
of  the  extinct  Tribes.  They  are  the  most  important  to  preserve,  as  in  case 
of  their  destruction  no  insurance  could  replace  them. 

There  is  great  and  unnecessary  delay  in  the  printing  of  the  German 
proceedings.  The  copy  is  placed  in  the  printers  hands  before  the  English 
are  finished,  and  it  is  two  or  three  moons  before  they  are  finished.    I  think

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania— Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Beothers:  The  undersigned  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  propositions  for  the  consideration  of  the  Great  Council,  and 
the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction  generally  : — 

We  have  at  our  disposal,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Order  as  herein  specified, 
a  beautiful  tract  of  land,  well  adapted  in  every  particular  for  a  Red  Man's 
Best  or  Cemetery.  This  land  fronts  upon  a  main  thoroughfare,  is  enclosed 
by  a  good  post  and  rail  and  hedge  fence,  and  is  located  about  five  hundred 
yards  beyond  the  city  limits,  or  forty-five  minutes  ricle  from  Sixth  and 
Chestnut  Streets. 

It  is  already  laid  out  as  a  private  park,  and  decorated  with  ornamental 
trees.  It  requires  no  grading  or  filling  up,  other  than  staking  out  of  lots 
and  avenues.  It  is  situated  about  five  hundred  yards  beyond  the  city 
limits,  and  thus  precludes  any  fears  of  having  streets  or  roads  cut  through 
it.  It  is,  however,  accessible  by  a  well  macadamised  road-way,  which  is 
also  in  process  of  being  paved  to  the  city  limits,  thus  leaving  but  about 
five  hundred  yards,  as  above  stated,  of  turnpike  road  to  reach  it. 

Having  stated  thus  much  descriptive  of  the  ground,  the  undersigned 
would  beg  to  offer  the  following  inducements  to  the  members  of  the  Order, 
if  they  shall  think  proper  to  accept  them,  and  possses  themselves  of  it  as  a 
Reel  Man's  Rest : — ■ 

First.— We  propose  placing  in  the  market  for  sale  six  thousand  burial 
lots,  not  less  than  ten  by  twelve  feet  in  size,  at  twenty  fathoms  per  lot,  to 
be  paid  clown,  or  in  easy  instalments,  as  shall  be  agreed  upon. 

Second.—  As  soon  as  these  six  thousand  lots  are  disposed  of  and  paid  for, 
we  agree  and  bind  ourselves  to  pay  down  fifty  thousand  fathoms  for  stock 
in  a  Hall  for  the  Order,  the  said  fifty  thousand  fathoms  worth  of  stock  to 
be  divided  among  the  lot  holders  in  the  Cemetery. 

Third.— We  will  also  bind  ourselves  that  no  lots  shall  be  put  upon  the 
market  in  competition  with  the  above  special  lots,  until  they  shall  have 
been  disposed  of. 

The  undersigned  believe  that  by  the  plan  above  set  forth,  they  can 
materially  aid  in  the  construction,  at  an  early  day,  of  a  Hall  in  every  way 
adapted  for  the  purposes  of  Redmenship. 
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It  will  be  seen  by  the  plan  submitted  that  each  member  purchasing  a  lot 
will  not  only  possess  him  with  a  burial  place  for  himself  and  family,  but 
that  he  will  also  become  a  stockholder  in  the  Hall.  To  this  end  we 
respectfully  ask  the  approval  of  the  Great  Council,  and  the  earnest  co- 
operation of  our  brethern.

The  celebration  of  the  approaching  anniversary  of1  "Tammany's  Day  " 
in  the  Flower  Moon  next,  will  mark  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  the 
Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

The  founders  of  our  institution,  inspired  with  a  grateful  recollection  and 
admiration  of  the  pure  and  lofty  character  ascribed  to  one  of  America's 
noblest  chieftains,  ordained  that  his  natal  day— the  12th  of  the  Flower 
Moon-in  each  succeeding  great  sun,  should  be  celebrated  as  a  holiday 

In  the  changing  vicissitudes  of  time,  which  bore  heavily  upon  our  early 
brethren,  this  admirable  observance  was  suspended. 

After  a  lapse  of  thirty  odd  great  suns,  the  Great  Council  of  the  United 
States,  with  a  view  of  restoring  the  ancient  "land-marks  our  fathers  had 
set,"  re-established  Tammany's  Day  as  the  annual  festival  of  our  Order 

The  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  conformable  to  the  action  of  the 
National  Council,  appointed  the  undersigned  a  Committee  of  Arrange- 
ments, with  full  power  in  the  premises. 

The  Committee,  with  a  view  of  having  the  day  celebrated  with  becoming 
services,  and  in  a  manner  every  way  worthy  of  the  proud  position  our 
Order  now  occupies,  have  determine* upon  the  following 

PROGRAMME: 

First—That  the  Red  Men  of  Pennsylvania  will  celebrate  the  anniver- 
sary of  "Tammany's  Day,"  on  the  12th  of  Flower  Moon  next  G  S  D 
378,  by  a  public  Parade  (the  members  to  wear  the  sash  only),  after  which 
an  Oration  will  be  delivered  by  a  member  of  the  Order.    The  above 
services  to  take  place  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
Second.— No  costume  or  fancy  dress  will  be  allowed  in  the  line 
Third—The  members  are  requested  to  appear  in  black  suite,  white 
gloves,  and  black  hats.

aid.  Upon  consideration  we  thought  it  best  to  issue  a  circular,  giving  the 
said  communications  in  full,  to  be  sent  to  all  the  Tribes  in  the  State.  That 
was  done,  first  obtaining  the  written  sanction  of  the  then  Great  Sachem, 
brother  M.  J.  Weaver,  and  which  was  printed  as  a  part  of  the  circular. 
The  result  was  that  fprty-seven  fathoms  of  wampum  was  contributed  by 
twelve  different  Tribes.  A  printed  form  of  receipt  had  been  prepared, 
which  was  filled  up  and  sent  to  all  the  Tribes  from  which  contributions 
were  received.  The  expense  of  printing  the  circular  and  form  of  receipt 
was  eight  fathoms  (we  do  not  include  expense  of  postage,  &c),  leaving 
the  net  sum  of  the  donations  thirty -nine  fathoms.  This  is  an  amount  so 
much  below  our  expectations  that  we  are  unwilling  to  transmit  it,  prefering 
to  hand  it  over  to  the  Great  Council  that  they  may  take  such  action  in 
regard  to  it  as  may  be  deemed  proper  in  the  premises.  We  append  a 
statement  of  account,  and  the  circular  and  form  of  receipt,  together  with 
receipted  bill  for  printing,  which  are  made  a  part  of  the  communication  :—

"thirteen,"  which  was  lost — ayes  19  ;  nays  23. 

The  motion  was  then  adopted — ayes  26  ;  nays  21. 

The  following  question  was  presented  to  the  Great  Sachem 
for  his  decision,  by  D.  Gr.  S.  Beam  : — 

Question. — Has  a  Tribe  the  right  to  make  a  law  prohibiting  brothers 
from  voting  at  an  election  who  are  less  than  three  moons  in  arrears  ? 
Answer. — They  cannot. 

P.  G.  I.  Cameron  presented  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  : — • 

Resolved,  That  no  application  for  pecuniary  aid  shall  be  circulated  in 
any  Tribe  in  this  jurisdiction,  unless  the  same  shall  contain  a  statement 
of  its  financial  condition,  signed  by  its  chiefs  and  under  seal,  and  stating 
the  causes,  if  any,  of  the  loses  it  may  have  sustained,  with  the  further 
requirement  that  the  said  application  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  Great 
Sacbem  and  Great  Chief  of  Records,  under  the  seal  of  this  Great  Council. 

Eep.  Eckert  moved  that  -the  Great  Chiefs  be  added  to  the 
Committee  on  Hall,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Great  Sachem  appointed  as  the  Committee  to  act  with 
G.  C.  of  E.  relative  to  Office  and  Fire  Proof.  G.  S.  S.  Conley 
and  Eep.  Moss,  No.  70. 

The  following  questions  were  presented  to  the  Great  Sachem 
for  his  decision,  by  Eep.  Clymer,  No.  27 : — 

Question. — Can  a  committee,  on  the  expulsion  of  a  brother,  be  com- 
pelled to  read  the  evidence  publicly  in  open  council  by  a  vote  of  the 
Tribe  ? 

.  Answer. — They  can. 

Question. — Does  the  non-payment  of  fines  place  a  brother  in  arrears, 
provided  he  has  paid  up  his  dues  regularly,  but  owes  fines  to  the  amount 
to  make  him  in  arrears  ? 

Answer. — Where  there  is  no  By-Law  regulating  that  subject,  the  fines 
will  constitute  a  brother  in  arrears. 

On  motion,  the  Great  Council  took  a  recess  until  the  8th  run 
setting  of  the  sun. 
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8th  Run*mh  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  878. 

Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania  assembled  in  regular  session, 
after  recess. 

Credential  of  P.  S.  John  Brown,  No.  76,  was  read,  and  the 
brother  instructed  and  admitted.

We  have  also  examined  the  reports  of  the  several  Tribes  and  find  them 
generally  correct,  with  the  exception  of  Pontiac  Tribe,  No.  15,  whose  per- 
centage returned  shows  a  deficit  of  10  fathoms  4  feet  9  inches. 

In  our  last  report  to  the  Great  Council  we  stated  that  Chiquesalungo 
Tribe,  No.  39,  was  deficient  in  amount  of  percentage  10  fathoms  9  feet. 
This  was  caused  by  the  C.  of  R.  of  the  Tribe  reporting  with  the  receipts 
the  sum  of  181  fathorns  which  had  been  collected  by  the  members  for  the 
relief  of  a  deceased  brother's  wife. 

The  Committee  would  offer  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  Chiquesalungo  Tribe,  No.  39,  be  credited  with  10  fathoms 
9  feet. 

< 
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In  view  of  the  frequent  neglect  of  Tribes  to  forward  their  reports  as 
required  by  law,  we  would  respectfully  offer  the  following  resolution:— 

Besolved,  That  any  Tribe  neglecting  to  send  their  report  and  percentage 
as  required  by  the  laws  of  this  Great  Council,  the  G.  C.  of  R.  be  authorized 
to  notify  the  Tribes  in  this  jurisdiction,  cautioning  their  membership 
against  communicating  the  P.  W.  to  members  of  said  delinquent  Tribes  by 
visitation  or  otherwise. 

We  also  offer  the  following : — 

Besolved,  That  the  G.  C.  of  R.  be  directed  to  communicate  with  the 
delinquent  Tribe,  requesting  it  to  forward  its  report  and  percentage. 

Besolved,  That  orders  be  drawn  for  the  several  bills  reported  correct. 

Besolved,  That  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  be 
made  to  the  G.  C.  of  R.  for  extra  services. 

In  view  of  the  large  and  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  Tribes  in  our 
jurisdiction,  and  the  consequent  increased  labor  of  the  Finance  Committee 
in  examining  the  reports,  we  would  offer  the  following  resolution  and  ask 
that  it  be  adopted  : — 

Besolved,  That  a  standing  committee  of  three  be  appointed,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  examine  the  reports  of  Tribes,  and  report  as  to  their  correct- 
ness and  amount  of  percentage  received. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  presented,  in  F.,  F.,  and  C, 

WM.  G.  HOLMS, 
JOHN  W.  HERBERT. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted. 

The  resolutions  were  then  severally  read  and  adopted,  except 
the  last. 

On  proceeding  to  the  consideration  of  the  last  resolution,  P. 
G.  I.  Cameron  moved  to  amend,  that  the  0.  0.  of  R.  be  directed 
to  place  all  reports  and  documents  in  the  hands  of  the  Finance 
Committee  not  less  than  seven  suns  prior  to  the  session  of  the 
Great  Council,  which  was  lost — ayes  7  ;  nays  25. 

The  resolution  was  then,  by  consent,  withdrawn. 

Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  presented  the  following : — 

Philadelphia,  20th  Sun,  Cold  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  378. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men.  ' 

The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  would  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  had  before  them  for  examination  and  approval  full  sets  of  Laws  from 
Nos.  1,  68,  78.  79,  82,  85,  87,  88,  92,  94,  and  Degree  Council,  No.  3.  Also, 
amendments  to  the  Laws  of  Nos.  27,  30,  35,  41,  43,  47,  49,  51,  52,  54,  most 
of  which  we  have  approved. 
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The  Committee  disapproved  of  an  Article  in  the  amendments  to  No.  30, 
constituting  five  Past  Sachems  a  committee  of  vigilance,  to  watch  over  the 
members  while  following  the  hunt ;  for  the  reason  that  no  such  committee 
is  recognised  by  the  laws  of  this  Great  Council. 

In  the  amendments  to  Nos.  30,  41.  43,  was  a  Section,  as  follows:— 

"Members  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  over  forty-five  great 
suns  of  age,  shall  not  be  reinstated  in  this  Tribe." 

As  a  difference  of  opinion  exists  in  the  Committee  as  to  the  right  of  a 
Tribe  to  enact  such  a  law  (although  it  has  been  disapproved  in  the  Laws 
of  Nos.  30  and  41),  they  deem  it  necessary  to  lay  the  matter  before  the 
Great  Council  for  its  action. 

The  Chairman  regards  the  law  as  in  conflict  with  the  fundamental  laws 
of  the  Order,  for  the  following  reasons : — 

1.  By  the  adoption  of  such  a  law,  the  act  of  suspension  for  non-payment 
of  dues  becomes  an  absolute  expulsion;  whereas,  Section  2,  Article  XVIII. 
says  no  member  can  be  expelled  from  the  Order  without  a  charge  being 
preferred  in  writing,  and  an  opportunity  given  for  the  member  to  defend 
himself. 

2.  It  is  an  expulsion  without  the  right  of  appeal;  when  Sec.  6,  Art.  XVIII, 
declares  that  a  brother,  who  has  been  expelled  upon  a  charge  preferred 
against  him,  feeling  that  injustice  has  been  clone  him,  may  appeal  to  this 
Great  Council,  &c. 

3.  Members  who  have  been  expelled  for  crimes  against  the  laws  of  the 
Order,  or  the  laws  of  the  land,  may  be  restored  to  membership  by  the 
Tribe  to  which  he  belonged  obtaining  permission  to  do  so  from  this  Great 
Council;  whereas,  a  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  if  over 
forty-five  great  suns  of  age,  is  debarred  forever  from  connecting  himself 
with  the  Order,  no  matter  whether  he  possesses  an  unimpeachable  cha- 
racter, or  is  of  the  soundest  bodily  health. 

The  importance  of  this  question  on  the  future  welfare  of  this  Order 
requires  the  most  careful  consideration,  and  we  hope  that  it  will  receive 
such  at  your  hands.

I.  Cameron  moved  that  the  action  of  the  Committee 
in  disapproving  of  By-Laws  prohibiting  the  reinstatement  of 
members  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  who  are  over 
forty-five  great  suns  of  age,  be  approved  by  this  Great  Council,, 
which  was  adopted. 

A  communication  from  Mahoning  Tribe,  No.  77,  was  read, 
asking  for  information  relative  to  the  payment  of  percentage 
on  their  Widow  and  Orphans1  Fund. 
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Tile  Great  Sacliem  decided  that  all  clues  and  assessments, 
which  by  the  By-Laws  of  a  Tribe  are  charged  against  members, 
are  subject  to  percentage. 

P.  S.  Hollis  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted : — 

Resolved,  That  an  appropriation  of  five  fathoms  be  made  to  the  G.  G.  of 
W.  for  extra  services  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  following  question  was  presented  to  the  Great  Sachem 
for  his  decision,  by  Eep.  Mickey,  No.  42  : — 

Question.—  Under  decisions  of  the  Great  Incohonee  we  find  that  on  the 
expiration  of  the  Sachem's  term  he  is  required  to  assume  the  Prophet's 
stump  and  discharge  the  duties  thereof  the  ensuing  term.  Can  he  he 
elected  and  serve  as  Chief  of  Records  or  Keeper  of  Wampum  during  that 
term  ?  -> 

Answer. — He  cannot.

For  the  unexpired  term  of  Angus  Cameron — Wm.  Alchin,  No.  70. 
The  following  question  was  submitted  to  the  Great  Sachem 
for  his  decision,  by  Eep.  Clymer,  No.  27  : — 

Question.—  Can  a  Sachem  who  is  just  retired  from  the  Sachem's  stump 
be  elected  as  a  Representative  from  his  Tribe,  he  being  the  only  Past 
Sachem  in  his  Tribe  ? 

Answer. — He  can, 

P.  G.  I.  Cameron  moved  that  the  G.  C.  of  E.  have  600  copies 
in  English  and  100  in  German  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  session 
printed. 

P.  S.  Hartley  moved  that  an  appropriation  of  twenty-five 
fathoms  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  rent  a  room.

Rep.  Moss  moved  to  strike  out  twenty-five  and  insert  twelve, 
which  was  lost — ayes  10  ;  nays  25. 
The  motion  was  then  adopted. 
P.  G.  S.  Stewart  presented  the  following  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Great  Sachem  and  G.  C.  of  R.  be  authorized  to  draw 
an  order  on  the  G.  K.  of  W.  to  pay  for  printing  the  English  Proceedings. 

P.  S.  Hartley  moved  to  amend,  that  all  bills  authorized  to 
be  contracted  for  by  the  Great  Council  be  paid  for  at  the  time 
purchased,  which  was  adopted. 

The  resolution,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted. 

G.  S.  S.  Conley  moved  that  when  the  Great  Council  fire  is 
quenched,  it  be  rekindled  on  the  11th  sun  of  Flower  Moon 
next,  at  the  8th  run  setting  of  the  sun,  which  was  adopted, 

Eep.  Clymer  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Great  Chief  of  Records  be  instructed  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements,  as  regards  the  fare  of  our  Representatives  and 
Past  Sachems  to  Harrisburg  and  return. 

The.Gr.  C.  of  R.  stated  that  there  was  in  the  "Wampum  Belt 
of  this  Great  Council  certain  amounts  paid  by  brothers  of 
Tecumseh  Tribe,  No.  1,  to  obtain  cards  during  the  time  the 
records  and  effects  of  the  Tribe  were  in  possession  of  the  Great 
Council. 

P.  G.  S.  Stewart  moved  that  an  order  be  drawn  in  favor  of 
Tecumseh  Tribe,  No.  1,  for  the  wampum  paid  by  brothers  of 
the  Tribe  to  procure  their  withdrawal  cards,  subject  to  a  de- 
duction of  the  percentage  paid  to  the  Great  Council  of  the 
United  States,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Great  Council  fire  was  then  quenched  in  ample  form.

ACTING  GREAT  SACHEM'S  REPORT. 

Harrisbttrg,  20th  Sun,  Buck  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  378. 

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania, 

Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 
Chiefs  and  Representatives:  I  greet  you  fraternally.  The  Great 
Spirit,  in  his  wisdom,  again  permits  us  to  gather  around  this  council  fire 
of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania.  We  are  here  to  legislate  for,  and 
to  promote  the  interests  of,  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction.  May  the  Great 
Spirit  smile  upon  your  deliberations,  and  may  we  never  forget  to  tender 
to  him  due  homage  and  thanks. 

GREAT  SACHEM,  ERANK  C.  KNIPE, 

Having  determined  to  change  his  hunting  grounds  from  this  State  to 
Illinois,  I  herewith  present  a  summary  of  his  official  acts,  from  the  last 
session 'of  this  Great  Council  until  the  5th  sleep  of  the  Worm  Moon,  of  this 
great  sun. 

On  the  17th  sleep,  Snow  Moon,  the  Great  Sachem  instituted  Malaeska 
Tribe,  No.  97,  the  charter  for  which  was  granted  at  the  last  session  of  this 
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Great  Council.  He  raised  up  the  following  chiefs :  Sachem,  Thomas  B. 
Richard;  S.  S.,  Carson  R.  Crisman;  J.  8.,  Anthony  H.  Beck;  C.  of  R., 
Isaac  H.  Allen;  K.  of  W.,  Charles  KauS'man ;  Prophet,  Adrian  G.  Man- 
ville. 

On  the  19th  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  Knipe  granted  a  dispensation  to  Wya- 
lusing  Tribe,  No.  56,  to  hold  a  Ball,  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  on  the  29th 
of  Worm  Moon.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid. ) 

On  the  19th  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  Knipe  granted  a  dispensation  to  Semi- 
nole Tribe,  No.  30,  to  hold  a  Festival,  in  the  name  of  the  Order,  on  the 
15th  of  Plant  Moon.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid) 

On  the  26th  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  Knipe  granted  a  dispensation  to  Mohe- 
gan  Tribe,  No.  27,  to  hold  a  Fancy  Dress  Ball,  in  the  name  of  the  Order, 
on  the  8th  of  Plant  Moon  ;  also  to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chief's  degrees 
upon  brother  Charles  E.  Leibert.    (Fee,  four  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  26th  Snow  Moon,  G.  S.  Knipe  granted  a  dispensation  to  Idaho 
Tribe,  No.  73,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  upon  brother  Richard  T.  Hunt- 
ington, to  make  him  eligible  to  the  stump  of  Chief  of  Records.  (Fee,  five 
feet,  paid.) 

Upon  the  5th  sleep  of  the  Worm  Moon,  Great  Sachem,  Frank  C.  Knipe, 
placed  in  my  hands  the  Private  Work  of  this  Great  Council  and  his 
regalia  ;  and  three  suns  following  he  left  for  his  new  wigwam  toward  the 
setting  sun.  May  the  Great  Spirit  prosper  him,  and  make  his  corn  grow 
abundantly. 

Great  Sachem,  Frank  C.  Knipe,  deserves  and  should  receive  the  thanks 
of  this  Great  Council,  for  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  ful- 
filled the  duties  of  the  executive  chief  of  this  jurisdiction. 

INSTITUTION  OP  TRIBES. 

On  the  10th  of  Worm  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  thirty- 
five  pale  faces,  residing  at  Millerstown,  Perry  County,  asking  for  a  charter 
for  a  Tribe.  Having  received  the  approval  of  the  Great  Chiefs,  a  dispensa- 
tion was  granted,  and  on  the  31st  of  Worm  Moon,  in  company  with  the 
G.  C.  of  R.,  D.  G.  S.  Frederick,  P.  S.  Cofi'man,  and  a  number  of  the  bro- 
thers of  Iroquois  and  Cornplanter  Tribes,  I  instituted  the  Tribe,  under  the 
name  of  "  Alpharetta  Tribe,  No.  98,"  and  raised  up  the  following  chiefs: 
Sachem,  Sampson  Taylor  ;  S.  S.,  Columbus  W.  Taylor;  J.  S.,  S.  N.  Truby  -r 
C.  of  R.,  Charles  W.  Taylor;  K.  of  W.,  Ulysses  Keely;  Prophet,  Robert 
Cathcart. 

On  the  22d  of  Worm  Moon,  a  petition  for  a  charter  was  received  from 
four  brothers  and  thirteen  pale  faces,  residing  at  Mapleton,  Huntingdon 
County.  A  dispensation  was  granted,  and  the  Tribe  instituted  on  the  30th 
of  Worm  Moon,  by  myself,  the  G.  C.  of  R.,  P.  S.'s  Cunningham  and 
Gipple  of  Arrapahoe,  and  Taylor  of  Swatara  Tribes,  assisted  by  several 
members  of  Nos.  68  and  80,  under  the  name  of  "Standing  Stone  Tribe, 
No.  99."    The  following  chiefs  were  raised  up:  Sachem,  M.  L.  Rex; 
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S.  S.,  Levi  Himes;  J.  S.,  Archie  Dell;  C.  of  R.,  Thomas  M.  Wiemer; 
K.  of  W.,  A.  W.  Swope;  Prophet,  D.  M.  Evans. 

On  the  5th  of  Plant  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  five  mem- 
bers of  the  former  Mingo  Tribe,  No.  13,  one  brother  and  twenty-two  pale' 
faces,  asking  for  the  restoration  of  the  charter,  and  the  privilege  of  chang- 
ing their  name.  After  due  consideration,  a  dispensation  was  granted,  and 
on  the  16th,  in  company  with  the  G.  C.  of  R.,  I  reinstituted  the  Tribe, 
under  the  name  of  "Perkiomen  Tribe,  No.  13,"  and  raised  up  the  follow- 
ing chiefs:  Sachem,  W.  W.  Waitneight;  S.  S.,  Emor  K.  Ramsey;  J.  S., 
J.  P.  Holt;  C.  of  R,  Frederick  B.  Shunk;  K.  of  W.,  A.  S.  Vanderslice  ; 
Prophet,  P.  S.  Benjamin  High. 

On  the  29th  of  Plant  Moon,  a  petition  was  received  from  nine  brothers 
and  thirteen  pale  faces,  residing  at  Glen  Rock,  York  County.  A  dispensa- 
tion was  granted,  and  the  Tribe  instituted  by  D.  G;  S.  Hays,  assisted  by 
members  of  Conewago  Tribe,  No.  37,  on  the  7th  of  Flower  Moon,  under 
the  name  of  "Yo  Semite  Tribe,  No.  100."  The  following  chiefs  were 
raised  up:  Sachem,  Andrew  Shaw;  S.  S.,  Marcellus  F.  Boeckel;  J.  S., 
Eli  R.  Miller;  C.  of  R.,  John  W.  Hartman;  K.  of  W.,  Henry  J.  Heiser; 
Prophet,  Alexander  H.  Herbert. 

On  the  same  date,  a  petition  was  received  from  sixteen  pale  faces, 
residing  at  Waynesboro',  Franklin  County.  A  dispensation  was  granted, 
and  I  deputized  P.  G.  S.  Samuel  Weaver  to  institute  the  Tribe,  which 
duty  he  performed  on  the  15th  of  Flower  Moon,  when  the  Tribe  was  duly 
instituted,  under  the  name  of  "Uncas  Tribe,  No.  101."  The  following 
chiefs  were  raised  up:  Sachem,  G.  F.  Lidy;  S.  S.,  Wm.  A.  Price;  J.  S., 
Wm.  Honestine;  C.  of  R,  John  B.  Russell;  K.  of  W.,  F.  Forthman; 
Prophet,  D.  J.  Rhea. 

The  Great  Council  having  at  the  adjourned  session,  11th  of  Flower 
Moon,  granted  charters  to  the  foregoing  Tribes,  no  further  action  is 
required. 

At  the  same  session,  petitions  were  received  and  charters  granted  to 
"Bald  Eagle  Tribe,  No.  102,"  at  Tyrone,  Blair  County,  and  "Youghio- 
gheny  Tribe,  No.  103,"  at  Birmingham,  Allegheny  County. 

On  the  10th  of  Hot  Moon,  accompanied  by  G.  C.  of  R.,  and  assisted  by 
P.  S.'s  Campernel  of  No.  8,  Zink  and  Stimer  of  No.  35,  Coffman  and  Steele 
of  No.  42,  Boyer  of  No.  67,  and  Gipple  of  No.  68,  and  a  number  of  brothers 
of  Nos.  35,  42,  68,  71,  95,  and  99, 1  instituted  "Bald  Eagle  Tribe,  No.  102," 
and  raised  up  the  following  chiefs:  Sachem,  Wm.  A.  Magonagle;  S.  S., 
James  D.  Walls;  J.  S.,  Wm.  Irwin;  C.  of  R.,  James  Haslett;  K.  of  W., 
John  McFarland  ;  Prophet,  Frederick  Ripley. 

I  authorized  D.  G.  S.  Porter,  of  Allegheny  County,  to  institute  Youghio- 
gheny  Tribe,  No.  103. 

On  the  10th  of  Worm  Moon,  a  petition  was  received  for  a  Tribe  at 
Centreville,  York  County,  and  at  the  same  time  a  protest  was  received 
from  Waunepewink  Tribe,  No.  89,  against  the  same.  After  a  careful  and 
searching  inquiry,  and  obtaining  all  possible  information  in  relation  to  the 
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locality,  the  Great  Chiefs  decided,  on  the  9th  of  Plant  Moon,  to  refuse  the 
application,  for  the  reason  that  the  proposed  locality  -was  neither  fit  and 
suitable  for  the  permanent  existence  of  a  Tribe.  It  was  with  extreme 
reluctance  that  the  Great  Chiefs  were  compelled  to  come  to  this  conclu- 
sion ;  but  in  view  of  all  the  facts  they  felt  that  their  duty  and  obligation  to 
the  Order  allowed  them  no  other  course.  Their  reasons  are  more  fully 
set  forth  in  their  answer  to  the  applicants,  which  is  herewith  submitted, 
with  all  the  documents  and  correspondence.  All  of  the  applicants  for  this 
charter  subsequently  joined  in  the  petition  for  the  Tribe  at  Glen  Rock. 

On  the  16th  of  Hot  Moon,  a  petition  was  received  from  seven  brothers 
and  twenty-five  pale  faces,  residing  in  West  Philadelphia,  for  a  charter. 
A  dispensation  was  granted,  and  in  company  with  the  G.  C.  of  R,  G.  K. 
of  W.,  G.  G.  of  F.,  and  P.  G.  S.  Samuel  "Weaver,  and  assisted  by  members 
of  Minnewa  Tribe,  No.  79,  I  instituted  the  Tribe  on  the  24th,  under  the 
name  of  "Absaraka  Tribe,  No.  104,"  and  raised  up  the  following  chiefs: 
Sachem,  Joseph  H.  Stoner  ;  S.  S.,  John  T.  Baer  ;  J.  S.,  John  E.  Buckley  ; 
C.  of  R.,  Byron  E.  Eno;  K.  of  W.,  Geo.  S.  Sprague ;  Prophet,  P.  S.  Henry 
Fite. 

On  the  17th  of  Hot  Moon,  an  application  was  received  from  nine  mem- 
bers of  the  late  Pawnee  Tribe,  No.  20,  one  brother  by  card,  and  twenty 
pale  faces,  asking  for  the  restoration  of  the  charter  of  said  Tribe.  A  dis- 
pensation was  granted,  and  on  the  sleep  of  1st  sun  of  Buck  Moon,  in  com- 
pany with  the-G.  C.  of  R,  G.  G.  of  F.,  and  P.  G.  S.  Eckert,  assisted  by 
members  of  Minnewa  Tribe,  No.  79,  I  reinstituted  the  Tribe,  and  raised 
up  the  following  chiefs:  Sachem,  Robert  C.  Smith;  S.  S.,  Samuel  N. 
Foster;  J.  S.,  Harris  Harrington;  C.  of  R.,  George  Bertram;  K.  of  W., 
John  W.  Derrickson ;  Prophet,  P.  S.  Charles  Osborn.

On  the  3d  of  Hot  Moon,  to  Sioux  Tribe,  No.  87,  to  confer  the  Warrior's 
and  Chief's  degrees  upon  brother  John  Boyle.    (Fee,  one  fathom,  paid.) 

On  the  22d  of  Hot  Moon,  to  Minnewa  Tribe,  No.  79,  to  confer  the  Hun- 
ter's, Warrior's,  and  Chief's  degrees  upon  brothers  George  S.  Sprague  and 
Byron  E.  Eno.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 
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On  the  1st  of  Buck  Moon,  to  Wingohocking  Tribe,  No.  33,  and  Pow- 
hatan Tribe,  No.  48,  to  give  a  joint  Excursion  to  Cape  May,  on  the  14th. 
(Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  10th  of  Buck  Moon,  to  Minnewa  Tribe,  No.  79,  to  remove  their 
Wigwam  from  Broad  and  Arch,  to  S.  E.  comer  Tenth  and  Vine  Streets. 

APPEALS  AND  DICISIONS. 

1.  Upon  the  16th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  received  a  communication  from 
Idaho  Tribe,  No.  73,  in  relation  to  the  disapproval  by  the  Committee  on 
Law  and  Usage  of  amendments  to  their  By-Laws. 

I  replied  as  follows :  I  would  beg  leave  to  state  that  you  have  brother 
G.  S.  Knipe's  decision  at  the  last  session,  and  also  that  of  the  Committee 
on  Law  and  Usage  ;  and  in  accordance  with  my  opinion,  I,  as  Acting  Great 
Sachem,  have  no  authority  or  power  to  set  aside  their  ruling,  as  that  power 
is  alone  vested  in  the  Great  Council;  and  as  a  question  of  the  making  a 
law  it  should  come  only  before  them  ;  and  if  not  satisfactory,  then  it  should 
be  referred  to  the  Great  Council,  at  its  next  stated  session. 

2.  Upon  the  7th  of  "Worm  Moon,  brother  P.  G.  S.  Samuel  Weaver  pro- 
pounded the  following  question : — 

Question.— Can  a  Tribe  give  permission  by  a  vote  to  withdraw  an  appli- 
cation for  membership  before  the  committee  make  a  report  ? 

Answer. — No.  A  Tribe  cannot  give  permission  by  a  vote  to  withdraw 
an  application  for  membership,  after  the  same  has  been  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee.   (See  Article  XIII,  Section  8,  Constitution.) 

3.  Upon  the  9th  of  Worm  Moon,  brother  P.  S.  Joel  H.  Weber,  of 
Tecumseh  Tribe,  No.  1,  propounded  the  following  question:— 

Question. — Must  this  Tribe  reinstate  a  brother,  formerly  a  member  of 
the  old  Tribe,  who  is  a  cripple,  he  having  but  one  leg,  or  is  it  contrary  to 
the  general  law— in  case  we  should  reinstate  him,  and  this  stump  should 
become  sore,  must  we  pay  him  his  weekly  wampum  ? 

Answer. — No.  A  Tribe  is  not  compelled  to  reinstate  a  brother  under 
the  circumstances  named  (the  loss  of  a  leg) ;  but  if  the  brother  fills  all 
other  requirements,  the  Tribe  may,  by  proper  routine,  reinstate  him,  if 
they  see  fit  so  to  do ;  and  if  the  brother  becomes  a  member  in  good  stand- 
ing, and  so  continues,  you  will  be  compelled  to  pay  him  benefits  when 
entitled.  (See  Article  XVII,  Section  1,  Constitution,  and  Article  V,  Sec- 
tion 1,  of  your  By-Laws.) 

4.  Upon  the  20th  of  Flower  Moon,  I  received  a  communication  from 
brother  E.  S.  Monroe,  the  Chief  of  Records  of  Narraganset  Tribe,  No.  43, 
relative  to  their  seal,  they  having  forwarded  a  copy  of  an  amendment  to  a 
By-Law  to  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage,  with  a  pressed  paper  seal 
pasted  on  the  document,  which  was  returned  to  them  on  that  account  by 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage.  They  wished  to  learn 
from  me  the  law  in  the  case. 

In  answer  to  the  Tribe,  I  referred  them  to  the  following  resolution,  pre- 
sented by  Rep.  McFarlane,  on  the  13th  of  Corn  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  375,  in  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States:— 
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Resolved,  That  the  Great  Councils,  Degree  Councils,  and  Tribes,  work- 
ing under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Great  Council,  he  and  they  are  hereby 
required  to  procure  and  use  the  press  seal  instead  of  the  paper  seals  now 
used  by  many  of  the  subordinate  branches  of  the  Order,  and  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  resolution  go  into  effect  within  six  moons  from  this  date. 

5  Upon  the  29th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  received  a  communication  from 
C.  of  R.  Huntington,  of  Idaho  Tribe,  No.  73,  propounding  the  following 
question : — 

Questlon.-Can  a  brother  thirteen  seven  suns  or  over  m  arrears  apply 

for  and  receive  a  degree  ? 

Answer.— No.  A  brother  who  shall  be  more  than  three  moons  m  arrears 
is  not  entitled  to  further  advancement,  until  he  shall  have  placed  himself 
in  good  standing  in  his  Tribe. 

6  Upon  the  19th  of  Flower  Moon,  P.  S.  J.  L.  Kelley,  C.  of  R.  pro  tern. 
of  Tonnawanda  Tribe,  No.  81,  propounded  the  following  questions  :-  _ 

Question.— Must  application  for  a  withdrawal  card  be  made  m  writing 
or  verbally  in  regular  council  ? 

Answer.— A  brother  can  apply  for  his  card  either  in  person  or  m  writ- 
ing provided  he  has  complied  with  the  law. 

Question  -If  a  brother  asks  for  his  withdrawal  card,  and  it  is  granted 
hy  a  vote  of  the  Tribe,  and  he  then  neglects  to  pay  up  his  dues  to  the 
Tribe  and  take  his  card,  in  what  relation  does  he  stand  to  the  Tribe,  and 
what  action,  if  any,  is  necessary  by  the  Tribe  in  the  case  I  ^ 

Answer  -I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  Constitution  of  G.  C.  ot  U.  b., 
Sec.  2,  Article  VI,  and  until  such  law  has  been  complied  with,  no  card 
can  be  considered  valid.  ,  .. 

Ouest.ion.-Has  the  Tribe  a  right  to  grant  a  brother  his  card,  unless  it 
be  to  enable  him  to  join  another  Tribe,  and  not  merely  for  the  sake  of 
severing  his  connection  with  the  Tribe  to  which  he  may  belong  ? 

Answer  -A  Tribe  cannot  refuse  to  grant  a  withdrawal  card  to  a  brother 
who  has  complied  with  every  requirement  of  the  law.  It  remains  discre- 
tionary with  himself  to  decide  if  he  shall  again  attach  himself  to  the  Order 

^Question  -On  our  last  election  for  chiefs  our  retiring  Senior  Sagamore 
was  prevented  from  accepting  the  nomination  for  Sachem  through  circum- 
stances beyond  his  control,  and  a  P.  S.  was  elected  to  fill  his  stump  Upon 
the  5th  of  Flower  Moon  the  Sachem's  resignation  was  accepted  by  the 
Tribe,  and  the  Senior  Sagamore  was  elected  to  the  stump.  Can  the  Tribe 
give  him  a  Past  Sachem's  certificate  at  the  end  of  the  term  ? 

Answer  -I  will  refer  you  to  Article  III,  Sec.  2,  Constitution  of  Tribes ; 
and  under  that  law  I  decide  that  the  brother  can  have  the  Past  Sachem  a 
certificate. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Upon  the  15th  sun,  Worm  Moon,  I  received  a  communication  from  the 
Committee  appointed  by  this  Great  Council  to  make  the  arrangements  for 
the  celebration  of  Tammany's  Day,  12th  of  Flower  Moon,  requesting  me 
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to  apply  to  the  Great  Incohonee  of  the  United  States  for  a  dispensation 
allowing  the  Order  to  parade  with  sash  only.  I  complied  with  their 
request,  and  the  application  for  the  dispensation  was  made  in  proper  form. 

Upon  the  22d  of  Worm  Moon,  accompanied  by  P.  G.  I.'s  Angus  Cameron 
and  Andrew  J.  Baker,  I  called  upon  G.  I.  James  A.  Parsons.  We  stated 
the  necessities  of  the  case  to  him,  when  he  kindly  consented  to  grant  the 
dispensation  asked  for,  which  was  duly  received  by  G.  C.  of  R.  Bakei 
upon  the  2oth  of  the  same  moon. 

Upon  the  31st  of  Worm  Moon,  I  received  the  resignation  of  P.  S.  John 
P  Lodge  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Parade,  which- 1  accepted, 
and  appointed  P.  S.  Henry  S.  Coyle,  of  No.  18,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Upon  the  12th  of  Flower  Moon,  the  grand  Parade  of  our  Order  took 
place  The  Great  Spirit,  in  his  wisdom,  smiled  upon  us.  The  day  was 
all  that  we  could  wish  for.  "  All  nature  was  glad,"  and  to  use  the  expres- 
sion of  the  great  Eoman  warrior,  veni,  vedi,  veci:  we  came,  we  saw,  we 
conquered.  ^The  pale  face  world  expected  to  see  the  Improved  Order  of 
Red  Men  make  their  display  in  tawdry  array,  with  a  motley  crew  of  paint 
and  feathered  warriors;  but  were  agreeably  surprised  to  find  a  procession 
of  gentlemen,  clothed  in  their  beautiful  and  appropriate  regalia,  conduct- 
ing°themselves  in  such  a  manner  as  to  win  the  plaudits  and  approval  of  the 
community  at  large.    Such,  my  brethren,  may  it  always  be. 

I  would  respectfully  state  that  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  for  that 
occasion  deserve  and  should  receive  the  highest  thanks  of  this  Great 
Body  for  the  able  and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  conducted  the 
affairs  upon  Tammany's  Day,  G.  S.  D.  378.  They  have  graven  their 
names  upon  a  tablet,  in  the  memories  of  our  Order,  that  shall  not  be  soon 
erased-  for  in  all  time  to  come  we  shall  never  forget  the  pageant,  the 
Parade',  the  ceremonies,  and  the  Ball,  that  were  part  and  parcel  of  the 
celebration  of  the  12th  of  Flower  Moon,  G.  S.  D.  378. 

There  is  in  possession  of  this  Great  Council  twenty-two  Representative  s 
regalia  that  are  never  used.  I  would,  therefore,  advise  that  the  proper 
parties  be  authorized  to  dispose  of  them,  and  the  wampum  be  placed  to 
the  credit  of  this  Great  Council. 

Applications  in  proper  form  were  received  from,  and  cards  granted  to, 
George  Sargent  and  Edward  Cain,  members  of  the  late  Shawnese  Tribe, 

No.  8.     '  .      .  . 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  this  Great  Council  grant  such  privi- 
leges and  powers  to  the  Committee  on  Great  Wigwam,  as  may  enable 
them  to  push  forward  this  laudable  project.  I  fear  that  the  proper  spirit 
does  not  animate  all  the  members  of  the  Committee.  I  have  been  at  all 
its  meetings,  and  with  regret  must  state  that  we  have  seldom  had  more 
than  a  quorum  present.  This  is  certainly  not  the  fault  of  the  officers  of 
the  Committee,  for  they  have  always  been  prompt.  Why  need  this  thing 
be?  Brothers,  let  the  days  of  apathy  and  supineness  pass  away,  and  let 
energy  and  determination  take  their  place,  and  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men  will  have  a  Wigwam  in  the  City 
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of  Brotherly  Love,  that  will  be  a  source  of  profit  and  of  pleasure  to  the 
Order.  9 

During  the  past  six  moons  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  sitting  around  the 
council  lire  of  every  Tribe  in  Philadelphia,  with  two  exceptions ;  also,  in 
Norristown,  Lancaster,  Harrisburg,  York,  Millerstown,  Tyrone,  Mapleton, 
Huntingdon,  Phcenixville,  Altoona,  Pittsburg,  and  Easton.  I  have  also 
had  the  pleasure  of  grasping  with  a  "  Red  Man's  grip"  brothers  from  every 
Tribe  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  have  learned  from  them  a  fact  that  should 
cause  a  thrill  of  satisfaction  and  pleasure  to  throb  in  the  bosom  of  every 
true  Improved  Red  Man,  namely:  that  our  Order  to-day  is  far  more  pros- 
perous than  it  has  ever  been  before ;  and  may  the  "  Great  Kishe  Manito" 
enable  us,  as  each  succeeding  great  sun  shall  roll  away  into  the  mist  of 
the  past,  to  give  the  same  cheering  report. 

Words  would  fail  to  convey  the  feelings  o'f  my  bosom  to  the  Great  Chiefs, 
and  the  many  brethren  that  I  have  been  brought  into  communication  with, 
in  thanking  them  for  their  many  acts  of  kindness  and  courtesy  towards 
myself.    Brothers,  I  thank  you  all. 

Chiefs  and  Representatives,  I  have  laid  before  you  my  official  acts.  If 
I  have  satisfied  you,  then  am  I  satisfied.  May  the  Great  Spirit  watch  over 
your  deliberations,  and  guide  you  in  the  right  path ;  and  when  your  labors 
here  are  completed,  place  each  one  of  you  safely  again  in  his  own  wigwam, 
where  you  may  still  promulgate  the  principles  of  Freedom,  Friendship, 
and  Charity.

On  the  24th  of  Hot  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Honayawus  Tribe, 
No.  94,  to  have  a  Parade  on  the  3d  of  Buck  Moon,  in  full  regalia.

D.  Smith,  he  residing  out  of  town ;  also  the  privilege  of  conferring  degrees 
on  the  same  sleep,  their  By-Laws  setting  apart  a  stated  time.  (Fee,  one 
fathom,  paid.) 

On  the  12th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  the  same  Tribe, 
to  confer  the  Warrior's  and  Chief's  degrees  on  brother  John  W.  Tegin. 
(Fee,  one  fathom,  paid.) 

On  the  9th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Red  Jacket  Tribe, 
No.  44,  to  confer  the  Warrior's  degree  on  brother  August  Daniel;  also,  the 
Chief's  degree  on  brother  John  Diehl.    (Fee,  one  fathom,  paid.) 

On  the  18th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Eeshahkonee 
Tribe,  No.  22,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  on  brother  B.  Bavi.  (Fee, 
five  feet,  paid.) 

On  the  21st  of  Plant  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Metamora  Tribe, 
No.  2,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  on  brother  Conrad  Sinner.  (Fee,  five 
feet,  paid.)

On  the  15th  of  Hot  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Eeshahkonee 
Tribe,  No.  22,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  on  brother  N.  Daner.  (Fee, 
five  feet,  paid.) 

The  following  question  was  submitted  to  me  by  Eeshahkonee  Tribe, 
No.  22 :  "  Can  a  Junior  Sagamore  preside  as  Sachem  ?"  My  decision  and 
opinion  is,  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Sachem  and  Senior  Sagamore  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Junior  Sagamore  to  occupy  the  Sachem's  stump. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Great  Prophet,  I  have  raised  up  the  chiefs 
elect  of  the  different  Tribes  in  this  City. 

Thus  ends  the  labors  of  the  last  six  moons.

377,  as  Deputy  Great  Sachem  for  Adams  County,  to  superintend  the  work- 
ings of  our  Tribe,  I  would  respectfully  submit  to  you  that  our  Order  is  in 
a  flourishing  condition,  which  you  will  see  by  our  report  to  the  Great 
Council. 

On  the  15th  of  Flower  Moon,  in  company  with  the  elective  chiefs  and 
ten  brothers  of  Cayngas  Tribe,  No.  31,  I  proceeded  to  Waynesboro', 
Franklin  County,  and  instituted  "Uncas  Tribe,  No.  101,"  with  sixteen 
charter  members.  Waynesboro'  is  a  beautiful  flourishing  town,  with  about 
2000  inhabitants,  in  a  very  wealthy  section  of  country,  and  I  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  Tribe  is  bound  to  become  a  prosperous  branch 
of  the  Order. 

The  chiefs  of  Cayugas  Tribe,  No.  31,  were  duly  raised  up,  on  the  sleep 
of  the  2d  of  Buck  Moon,  by  P.  S.  D.  W.  Robinson.

On  the  1st  of  Snow  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Juskakaka  Tribe, 
No.  96,  to  move  their  Wigwam  to  Odd  Fellows'  Hall. 

On  the  9th  of  Snow  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Cornplanter 
Tribe,  No.  61,  to  hold  a  Ball  on  the  4th  of  Worm  Moon.  (Fee,  three 
fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  12th  of  Snow  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Octoraro  Tribe, 
No.  91,  to  hold  a  Ball  on  the  22d  Snow  Moon.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  12th  of  Plant  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Cornplanter 
Tribe,  No.  61,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  on  brother  Ch.  C.  Schweitzer. 
(Fee,  five  feet,  paid.) 

On  the  10th  of  Flower  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Cornplanter 
Tribe,  No.  61,  to  confer  the  Chief's  degree  on  brother  George  Biester. 
(Fee,  five  feet,  paid.) 

On  the  10th  of  Hot  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Cornplanter  Tribe, 
No.  61,  to  participate  with  Steuben  Bund  in  a  parade,  with  full  regalia. 
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On  the  11th  of  Hot  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Octoraro  Tribe, 
No.  91,  to  hold  a  Pic-Nic  on  12th  Hot  Moon.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  28th  of  Hot  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Cornplanter  Tribe, 
No.  61,  to  hold  a  Pic-Nic  on  the  22d  of  Buck  Moon;  and  also  have  a 
Parade  in  full  regalia.    (Fee,  three  fathoms,  paid.) 

On  the  1st  of  Buck  Moon,  I  raised  up  the  chiefs  of  Juskakaka  Tribe, 
No.  96,  and  on  the  7th  the  chiefs  of  Kittatinny  Tribe,  No.  88,  which  latter 
Tribe  was  well  represented  and  seems  to  work  with  all  their  heart  for  the 
good  of  the  Order. 

Being  absent  from  my  District  for  some  time  I  could  not  raise  up  the 
rest  of  chiefs  of  the  different  Tribes  under  my  jurisdiction,  and  therefore 
their  P.  S.'s  performed  the  duty  in  my  place.  In  short,  I  will  state  that  all 
the  Tribes  under  my  jurisdiction  are  working  well,  and  prosper  as  much 
as  can  be  expected  of  new  Tribes. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Worthy  Chief,  I  would  now  like  to  call  your  attention  to  a  very 
important  matter,  of  which  the  Great  Council  should  be  informed,  and 
which  you  will  find  in  most  all  the  Districts  of  this  jurisdiction,  outside 
the  City  of  Philadelphia.  I  take  for  instance  the  District  to  which  I 
belong,  and  which  is  called  Dauphin  and  Perry  Counties,  and  composed 
entirely  of  newly  instituted  Tribes — Cornplanter  Tribe,  No.  61,  being  the 
oldest.  This  District  puts  a  great  deal  of  labor  and  time  upon  your  Deputy 
to  see  whether  those  Tribes  are  working  correctly,  which  you  can  hardly 
expect  they  will  do  in  their  beginning.  There  is  now,  for  example, 
one  Tribe  in  this  District  which  will  take  your  Deputy  one  half  a  sun, 
another  one  sun,  and  a  third  one  and  a  half  suns,  till  he  gets  home  to  his 
own  wigwam.  Now,  as  there  is  no  provision  or  allowance  for  you,  or 
rather  for  your  Deputy,  you  cannot  expect  that  he  will  spend  his  time, 
labor,  and  wampum,  as  much  as  he  ought  to  do — to  which  those  Tribes 
are  entitled,  and  should  be  instructed.  You  will  find  in  my  report  that 
those  Tribes  of  which  I  had  a  better  control  or  opportunity  tossee  them, 
I  received  a  good  deal  of  wampum  in  the  way  of  fees,  and  which  was  the 
contrary  of  those  Tribes  I  could  not  see  often,  and  which  I  believe  are  not 
perfect  in  the  Unwritten  Work  of  the  Order.  I  would  be  very  much 
obliged  if  you  would  recommend  a  mileage  or  donation  for  those  Deputies 
who  suffer  under  the  shape  of  losing  time,  labor,  &c.  I  hope  you  will 
bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Great  Council,  and  that  it  will  act 
on  the  matter  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Order.

Worthy  Chief  :  Time,  in  its  ceaseless  journey,  has  again  brought  us 
our  annual  session  of  this  Great  Council,  when  it  becomes  necessary,  in 
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closing  our  stewardship,  to  report  our  official  acts.  Although  unable  to 
personally  visit  and  raise  up  the  chiefs,  I  deputized  competent  brothers  in 
each  Tribe,  and  I  have  no  doubt  the  work  was  successfully  performed; 
and  I  think,  from  the  reports  I  receive,  that  I  can  safely  say  the  Order  in 
Chester  County  is  in  a  very  healthy  condition,  there  having  been  one  Tribe 
added  to  our  number  the  past  great  sun.

On  the  26th  of  Snow  Moon,  I  received  a  request  from  Wyandotte  Tribe, 
No.  54,  at  Oxford,  to  remove  their  wigwam  from  the  building  then  occu- 
pied near  the  R.  R.  Depot,  to  a  new  one  corner  of  Third  and  Locust  Sts. 
Believing  it  better  adapted  to  their  purposes,  I  granted  the  dispensation. 

On  the  23d  of  Plant  Moon,  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Perkiomen  Tribe, 
No.  13,  at  Phcenixville,  to  adopt  and  confer  the  Hunter's,  Warrior's,  and 
Chief's  degrees  upon  a  pale  face,  he  having  retired  at  the  institution  of 
said  Tribe,  on  account  of  there  being  more  present  than  the  laws  of  the 
Order  would  permit  to  be  adopted  at  one  time.    (Fee  paid. ) 

On  the  3d  of  Flower  Moon,  to  same  Tribe,  to  confer  the  three  degrees 
on  a  brother  at  one  and  the  same  sleep,  he  being  a  charter  member,  as  the 
above.

The  chiefs  of  a  Tribe  consist  of  the  elected  and  appointed  chiefs,  and 
the  proper  alarm  from  the  Sachem  calls  up  all  the  appointed  as  well  as 
the  elective  chiefs.

It  was  at  the  same  time  resolved  to  celebrate  Tammany's  Day  by  a 
general  Parade  in  full  regalia  of  the  Order,  with  an  Oration  and  a  Grand 
Ball  in  the  evening. 

Stringent  and  necessary  rules  for  the  observance  of  the  brothers  partici- 
pating were  adopted  by  the  Committee,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  accompany- 
ing Orders  1,  2,  3,  and  the  Special  Order  of  the  Great  Mishinewa.  [See 
Appendix.] 

In  order  that  ample  time  might  be  given  to  prepare  an  Oration  worthy 
the  occasion  and  the  Order,  our  distinguished  brother,  Lucien  M.  Temple, 
of  Nashville,  was  written  to,  in  the  expectation  that  he  would  accept  the 
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invitation  of  the  Committee.  Owing,  however,  to  the  uncertain  state  of 
his  health  he  was  compelled  to  decline.  Brother  Wm.  H.  Barton,  of 
Trenton,  N.  J.,  was  then  written  to,  who,  although  but  a  very  short  time 
was  given  him  to  prepare  himself  for  the  task,  promptly  accepted,  and  as 
the  sequel  shows,  acquitted  himself  in  a  manner  alike  creditable  to  himself 
and  the  Order.  The  Committee,  in  this  connection,  would  respectfully 
suggest  that  the  Great  Council  signify  their  appreciation  of  the  important 
services  rendered  to  the  Order  by  brother  Barton  in  a  suitable  manner.

There  is  left  an  unsettled  account,  that  of  P.  G.  S.  M.  H.  Gorham,  for 
Banner,  Streamers,  Sashes,  &c,  for  the  Great  Council,  Mishinewas,  &c. 
The  bill  which  is  submitted  herewith  was  for  $175.60;  but  $50.00  was 
paid  on  account  of  it,  by  order  No.  11,  as  per  statement,  leaving  balance 
due  of  $125.60,  for  which  we  ask  that  an  order  be  drawn. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  say  that  the  Parade  and  attendant 
Ceremonies  were  conducted  in  as  strict  conformity  with  the  programme  as 
possible.  The  united  voice  of  the  press  and  public  bears  testimony  to  its 
being  the  finest  displav  of  a  like  character  that  has  ever  taken  place  in 
Philadelphia.  The  line,  when  on  the  march,  was  held  well  in  hand  and 
the  utmost  decorum  was  observed.  Most  of  the  regalia  worn  was  new  ; 
many  of  the  banners  and  flags  were  of  the  most  elegant  description,  gotten 
up  expressly  for  the  occasion  ;  the  music  was  profuse  and  the  best  that  was 
to  be  had.  Altogether  the  demonstration  was  a  great  success.  It  brought 
the  Order  more  prominently  into  notice  than  ever  before,  and  the  results 
are  becoming  manifest  in  the  large  additions  that  are  being  made  to  the 
membership  of  the  Tribes,  and  the  increased  interest  felt  in  the  Order.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania— Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers:  Your  Board  of  Appeals,  appointed  one  great 
sun  ago,  beg  leave  to  submit  a  report  of  their  actions  during  the  past  six 
moons. 

But  two  cases  of  appeals  claimed  the  attention  of  the  Board.  The  first 
of  these  comes  to  us  from  George  W.  Robinson  vs.  Idaho  Tribe,  No.  73, 
against  an  action  of  said  Tribe  in  refusing  to  pay  weekly  benefits  to  the 
brother,  for  the  reason  that  he  was  in  arrears>  for  fines  and  clues.  After 
notifying  the  parties  concerned,  the  Board  met,  and  after  a  careful  investi- 
gation of  the  papers  and  documents  in  the  case,  as  well  as  the  By-Laws 
and  original  records  of  the  Tribe,  we  find  brother  Eobinson  not  entitled, 
and  passed  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Idaho  Tribe,  No.  73,  in  refusing  to  pay 
brother  Robinson's  claim  for  benefits,  be  sustained,  as  being  in  accordance 
with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Tribe  (see  Sec.  2,  Article  XXX),  which  reads: 
"No  fines  shall  cause  a  brother  to  become  in  arrears,  until  three  moons 
after  such  fines  have  been  charged  against  him."  From  the  records  of  the 
Tribe  we  find  the  fines  charged  against  the  brother  five  moons  prior  to  his 
application  for  benefits. 

The  second  appeal  comes  from  J.  Weiser  Bucher  vs.  Shohomokin  Tribe, 
No.  69,  against  an  action  of  said  Tribe  for  refusing  to  pay  the  funeral 
benefits  upon  the  death  of  his  wife,  the  application  for  benefits  being  made 
seventeen  suns  after  he  had  paid  into  the  Wampum  Belt  of  the  Tribe  fif- 
teen moons  arrearages. 

The  parties  having  been  notified,  the  case  was  duly  considered,  and  the 
following  action  was  passed,  as  the  sense  of  the  Board  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Shohomokin  Tribe,  No.  69,  in  refusing 
funeral  benefits  to  J.  Weiser  Bucher  upon  the  death  of  his  wife  be  sus- 
tained, for  the  reasons  contained  in  Sec.  2,  Article  III,  of  their  By-Laws, 
which  reads  as  follows :  "Any  brother  neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  his 
dues,  fines,  &c,  for  three  moons,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  speak  or  vote 
upon  any  proposition  before  the  Tribe,  and  he  shall  be  suspended  from 
receiving  any  benefits  until  three  moons  after  all  arrearages  are  paid ;  and 
any  brother  who  may  be  three  moons  in  arrears  for  fines,  clues,  &c,  and 
becomes  unable  to  follow  the  hunt  while  so  in  arrears,  he  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  any  benefits  for  that  unableness." 

Your  Board  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Great  Council  to  the 
Calendar  contained  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  Shohomokin 
Tribe,  No.  69,  in  opposition  to  the  direct  command  of  the  Great  Council 
of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania.  A  copy 
of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  referred  to  accompanies  this  report. 

The  appropriation  voted  the  Board  at  the  last  session  has  not  been 
drawn  from  the  Wampum  Belt,  for  the  reason  that  the  business  of  the 
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Board,  not  being  so  great  during  the  term,  has  been  conducted  at  the 
private  residences  of  the  members,  with  the  exception  of  one  meeting  held 
in  a  rented  hall,  for  which  the  bill  of  the  Secretary  has  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Finance  Committee.  We  do,  however,  suggest  that  the 
appropriation  may  still  remain  to  the  credit  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  to  be 
appointed  at  this  session. 

The  labors  of  the  Board  are  finished,  and  our  action  is  before  you.  We 
thank  you  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  us,  and  return  the  commission 
with  which  you  invested  us,  with  the  hope  that  our  labors  may  receive 
your  approbation.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  labors  during  the 
last  term : — 

They  haye  had  presented  for  examination,  laws  from  Nos.  1,  7,  18,  22, 
28,  33,  35,  37,  43,  50,  59,  61,  73,  82,  89,  91,  93,  95,  96,  97,  99 ;  and,  with  few 
exceptions,  have  been  enabled  to  approve  them. 

One  of  the  exceptions  was  an  amendment  to  the  laws  of  No.  73,  in 
which  the  Tribe  wished  to  deprive  its  members  of  their  seven  suns  wam- 
pum by  the  addition  of  fines  to  their  seven  suns  dues,  which  your  Com- 
mittee was  compelled  to  disapprove,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  in  conflict 
with  Section  2,  Article  XVII,  of  the  Constitution  for  Tribes.  A  second 
amendment,  having  the  same  object  in  view,  and  containing  the  same 
objectionable  feature,  was  presented  by  the  same  Tribe,  and  returned  with- 
out the  approval  of  the  Committee. 

The  Constitutional  Laws  relating  to  this  subject  makes  a  marked  and 
unequivocal  distinction  between  seven  suns  dues  and  fines,  in  connection 
with  weekly  benefits ;  and  without  entering  into  a  discussion  as  to  the 
justice  of  the  law,  your  Committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Great 
Council  and  the  Tribes  to  the  fact,  that  if  any  part  of  the  Constitution  does 
not  give  satisfaction,  or  agree  with  the  views  of  the  members  of  the  Order,- 
the  proper  way  to  remedy  the  matter  is  by  an  amendment  being  offered  in 
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this  Great  Council,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  2,  Article  XXIV,  of  the  Con- 
stitution for  Tribes,  and  not  by  a  Tribe  enacting  a  law  contrary  thereto, 
and  insisting  upon  its  approval  and  enforcement.  It  is  an  assumption 
of  power  which  is  nowhere  granted  to  it  by  the  laws  of  the  Order.  (See 
Sec.  7,  Art.  XVIII,  By-Laws  of  Great  Council,  and  Sec.  1,  Art.  XXIV, 
Constitution  for  Tribes.) 

Your  Committee  have  experienced  great  trouble  and  inconvenience  on 
account  of  the  careless  manner  that  some  of  the  laws  are  prepared  for 
examination  by  the  Committee,  frequently  causing. a  return  of  the  docu- 
ments to  be  put  in  proper  shape,  so  that  they  can  be  understood  ;  and  to 
obviate  this  trouble  in  the  future  they  would  offer  the  following  resolu- 
tion : — 

Besolved,  That  all  amendments  to  laws  presented  for  examination  shall 
be  written  out  in  full,  with  the  seal  attached,  and  attested  by  the  Sachem 
and  Chief  of  Records.

Chiefs  and  Brothers  :  The  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  having  had 
submitted  to  them  that  portion  of  the  Great  Sachem's  report  relating  to 
Dispensations,  Decisions,  and  Appeals,  would  respectfully  report  that, 
after  a  careful  examination  they  are  of  the  opinion  his  Dispensations  have 
been  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  usage,  and  for  the  interests  of,  the 
Order.

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As  relating  to  Decisions,  his  answer  to  the  communication  from  Idaho 
Tribe,  No.  73,  in  reference  to  the  disapproval  of  certain  laws  by  this  Com- 
mittee, is  strictly  according  to  law. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  question  propounded  by  P.  G.  S.  Samuel 
Weaver,  accords  with  the  law. 

The  principle  contained  in  his  answer  to  P.  S.  "Weber,  of  No.  1,  is 
correct,  and  your  Committee  would  suggest  its  sanction  by  this  Great 
Council. 

Your  Committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  say  anything  in  reference  to 
the  communication  from  Narraganset  Tribe,  No.  43,  as  the  resolution 
relating  thereto,  published  in  report,  is  a  sufficient  answer. 

That  relating  to  the  question  propounded  from  Idaho  Tribe,  No.  73,  in 
reference  to  the  application  for  degrees,  is  correct  in  principle,  and  the 
Committee  would  urge  its  sanction  by  this  Great  Council. 

That  part  relating  to  Withdrawal  Cards  is  strictly  in  accordance  with 
the  law,  as  quoted  by  the  Great  Sachem. 

The  answer  to  the  question  relating  to  the  granting  of  a  Past  Sachem's 
certificate  is  in  accordance  with  the  law,  as  referred  to. 

The  Committee  would  bear  testimony  to  the  correct,  careful,  and 
energetic  manner  in  which  the  Acting  Great  Sachem  has  performed  the 
arduous  duties  devolving  upon  him,  and  would  offer  the  following  resolu- 
tion : — 

Besolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Great  Council  are  clue,  and  are  hereby 
tendered  to  Acting  Great  Sachem  Conley  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
he  has  performed  the  duties  devolving  upon  him  during  the  last  term.

expense  of  four  hundred  and  twenty-six  fathoms  two  feet  five  inches,  for 
which  a  bill  is  presented  to  the  Great  Council.

To  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania — Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men. 

Your  Committee  on  Hall  "would  report  that  after  several  meetings,  and 
a  careful  consideration,  we  have  arrived  at  the  following  conclusions: — 
First.  That  locations  could  be  procured  in  the  following  localities : — 

1.  The  National  Hall,  Market  Street  below  Thirteenth,  66  feet  front  by 
190  feet  deep,  at  a  cost  of  $80,000,  clear. 

2.  House  and  Lot  on  Arch  Street,  west  of  Tenth  Street,  50  feet  front  by 
175  feet  deep,  to  a  back  Street,  at  a  cost  of  $60,000,  one-half  of  which  can 
remain  on  mortgage. 

Their  are  a  number  of  other  locations ;  but  not  as  desirable  as  the  above. 

The  second  conclusion  is  the  plan  for  raising  the  necessary  wampum  ; 
that  ten  thousand  certificates  of  stock  be  issued,  at  ten  dollars  a  share,  to 
be  paid  in  monthly  instalments  of  such  amount  as  may  be  thought  best  by 
this  Great  Council. 

We  trust  that  this  Great  Council  will  take  such  action  in  this  matter  as 
will  set  a  spirit  to  work  in  the  Tribes  throughout  this  jurisdiction,  which 
will  show  to  the  public  that  the  "Improved  Order  of  Red  Men"  intend  to 
be  in  the  front  rank  of  secret  organizations,  in  the  erection  of  a  Hall 
suitable  to  our  wants,  and  also  as  an  ornament  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
and  our  Order  at  large. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  recommend  that  the  thanks  of  the  Great 
Council  be  extended  to  Wyoming  Tribe,  No.  7,  who  so  courteously 
allowed  us  the  use  of  their  wigwam,  free  of  charge.

1.  So  much  of  the  Acting  Great  Sachem's  report  as  relates  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Arrangements  for  the  celebration  of  Tammany's  Day,  we  fully 
concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  Acting  Great  Sachem. 

2.  So  much  as  relates  to  the  surplus  of  Representatives'  regalia,  now  in 
possession  of  the  Great  Council,  your  Committee  would  recommend  that 
they  be  disposed  of. 

8.  So  much  as  relates  to  the  Committee  on  Great  Wigwam,  your  Com- 
mittee can  only  reiterate  the  words  of  the  Acting  Great  Sachem,  and  hope 
the  Great  Council  will  at  this  session  grant  the  Committee  such  privileges 
and  power  as  will  enable  them  to  push  forward  this  enterprise  as  rapidly 
as  possible. 

4.  So  much  as  relates  to  the  travelling  expenses  of  Deputy  Great 
Sachems,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  all  expenses  connected 
with  the  raising  up  of  chiefs  should  be  paid  by  this  Great  Council. 

Your  Committee  have  laid  before  them  an  application  for  a  charter  for 
a  Tribe  at  Centreville,  York  County ;  also,  a  protest  from  several  members 
of  Waunepewink  Tribe,  No.  89.  Your  Committee  fully  agree  with  the 
action  of  the  Great  Chiefs  in  not  granting  the  above  dispensation. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  offer  the  following  resolutions  and  ask  their 
adoption  : — 

Besolved,  That  a  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  the  Committee  of 
Arrangements  for  the  celebration  of  Tammany's  Day,  for  the  able  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  they  performed  their  duty. 

Besolved,  That  the  Great  Chiefs  be  empowered  to  dispose  of  all  regalia 
not  needed  by  this  Great  Council.

We  have  carefully  examined  the  reports  of  the  several  Tribes  and  find 
them  to  be  correct,  with  the  exception  of  Cherokee  Tribe,  No.  19,  and 
Ottawa  Tribe,  No.  64.  In  the  first  named  there  is  a  deficiency  of  per- 
centage of  4  fathoms,  and  in  the  latter  of  13  fathoms  9  feet  4  inches. 

The  Committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Tribes  to  the  resolution, 
adopted  at"  the  session  held  in  Cold  Moon,  378,  in  regard  to  neglect  in 
sending  reports  and  percentage.    (See  printed  Proceedings,  p.  312.) 

"We  would  respectfully  offer  the  following  resolutions : — 

Resolved,  That  the  G.  C.  of  R.  notify  the  above  named  Tribes  of  their 
deficiencies. 

Resolved,  That  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  fathoms  be  made  to 
G.  S.  S.  Charles  C.  Conley,  for  travelling  expenses  during  the  term  as 
Acting  Great  Sachem. 

Resolved,  That  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  be 
made  to  the  G.  C.  of  R.  for  extra  services. 

Resolved,  That  an  appropriation  of  five  fathoms  be  made  to  the  G.  G. 
of  P.  for  extra  services  during  the  term. 

In  view  of  the  large  increase  of  the  expenses  of  the  Great  Council  during 
the  past  term,  occasioned  by  the  demonstration  on  Tammany's  Day,  as 
well  as  the  additional  expenses  of  the  present  session,  the  Committee  feel 
no  little  hesitancy  as  what  appropriation  to  recommend  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  our  Representatives,  in  attending  the  next  session  of  the  Great 
Council  of  the  United  States.  Peeling  that  the  Wampum  Belt  cannot 
sustain  the  full  expense  in  attending  said  session,  at  the  present  time,  but 
being  desirous  of  doing  as  much  as  possible  in  this  respect,  we  would  offer 
the  following : — 

Resolved,  That  an  appropriation  of  fifty  fathoms  be  made  to  each  of  the 
Representatives  of  the  Great  Council  attending  the  next  session  of  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States.  But  that  no  order  in  favor  of  any 
Representative  be  drawn  prior  to  the  1st  sun  of  Corn  Moon  next  ensuing. 

Resolved,  That  orders  be  drawn  on  the  G.  K.  of  W.  to  meet  the  above 
bills  and  appropriations.

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APPENDIX. 


THE  IMPROVED  ORDER  OF  RED  MEN, 


ITS  ORIGIN,  OBJECT,  AND  PRINCIPLES, 

BY  P.  G.   S.  MORRIS  H.  GORHAM. 
(Published  by  authority  of  the  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania.) 

Whatever  concerns  the  origin  and  history  of  those  institu- 
tions designed  by  their  founders  to  confer  great  and  important 
benefits  npon  mankind  is-  worthy  of  preservation — possessing  a 
peculiar  charm  for  philanthropic  minds,  and  affording  them  a 
profitable  and  ever-pleasing  theme  for  contemplation.  _  It  is 
the  object  of  this  brief  paper,  therefore,  to  present  in  an 
accessible  and  connected  form  the  more  prominent  of  those 
facts,  which  the  writer,  through  the  course  of  a  long  official 
career,  has  been  able  to  learn  from  the  lips  of  men  who  were 
participants  in  the  circumstances  they  relate ;  to  gather  from 
musty  but  disconnected  papers  preserved  in  the  archives,  or 
scattered  elsewhere;  and  to  collect  from  authentic  records  such 
incidents  as  will  best  illustrate  the  origin  and  history,  as  well 
as  develop  the  object  and  principles  of  an  Order  long  existing 
in  our  midst,  and  which,  though  silent  in  its  operation,  and 
unostentatious  in  its  pretentions,  has,  nevertheless,  been  an 
effective  and  unceasing  worker  in  the  cause  of  Benevolence, 
Charity,  and  Fraternity. 

Those  who  have  preserved  the  traditions  of  this  organiza- 
tion, inform  us  that  it  owes  its  existence  to  the  volunteers  who 
garrisoned  Fort  Mifflin,  on  the  Delaware  River,  opposite  Red 
Bank,  during  the  war  of  1812-15.  The  agents  of  our  national 
enemy,  during  that  eventful  period,  were  sent  hither  by  the 
mother  country  for  the  known  purpose  of  establishing  "  secret 
societies,"  hoping  through  their  agency  and  influence  to  suc- 
ceed the  more  surely  in  producing  discord  and  strife  among 
our  countrymen.  Nor,  indeed,  were  they  altogether  unsuc- 
cessful in  their  undertaking;  for,  in  a  comparatively  short 
time  afterwards,  party  strife  and  party  animosity  raged  in 
their  wildest  fury ;  so  that  neighbor  was  arrayed  against  neigh- 
bor, brother  against  brother,  and  father  against  son,  in  deadly 
political  enmity;  and  soon  this  same  spirit  of  antagonism  was. 
manifested  among  the  members  of  the  garrison. 
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Fortunately,  however,  there  were  not  wanting  those  who 
were  both  capable  and  willing  to  lead  a  movement  to  produce 
harmony,  and  maintain  the  unity  of  the  garrison — true  spirits, 
and  stout  hearts,  whose  patriotism  raised  them  above  the 
machinations  of  party,  and  who  were  willing  to  make  any 
sacrifice  in  behalf  of  their  country.  In  this  dark  hour  of  our 
country's  trial,  we  are  told  a  council  of  volunteers  was  called 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  "friendly  society,"  the  object 
of  which  should  be  to  "dispel  discord  and  disseminate 
friendship." 

Being  military  men,  it  was  natural  that  under  the  first  im- 
pulse of  the  moment  they  should  prepare  a  "muster-roll,"  on 
which  to  enter  the  names  of  those  willing  to  become  members 
of  the  proposed  organization.  But  all  organizations  of  men 
must  have  some  distinctive  title  by  which  they  may  wish  to  be 
known  to  the  world  around  them,  and  which  is  usually  expres- . 
sive  of  the  object  they  aim  to  accomplish ;  or  commemorative  of 
some  great  event,  or  of  some  peculiar  class  of  men  distin- 
guished for  their  virtues  or  proficiency  in  their  calling.  True 
to  this  characteristic  the  projectors  of  the  new  society  cast 
about  them  for  a  name.  Battling  against  the  most  liberal 
political  power  of  the  old  world,  and  yet  contending  in  their 
struggle  for  still  more  advanced  and  liberal  principles,  they 
could  not  look  to  those  countries  whose  institutions  and  habits 
were  either  eulogistic  or  commemorative  of  monarchical  forms 
of  government  for  a  name.  And  although  they  were  some- 
what inured  to  martial  life,  and,  as  the  sequel  will  show,  willing 
to  borrow  to  some  extent  military  titles  by  which  to  designate 
their  officers,  still,  being  conscious  of  the  tendency  of  military 
rule  towards  despotism,  they  appeared  unwilling  to  look  to  that 
system  to  furnish  them  with  an  appropriate  name  for  their  new 
society.  But  there  was  in  their  own  country  a  people,  who 
were  "native  and  to  the  manor  born,"  whose  proud  hearts 
could  suffer  death,  but  could  not  be  enslaved ;  whose  inherent 
love  of  liberty  placed  them  pre-eminently  in  the  foremost  rank 
of  freemen ;  whose  unswerving  regard  for  truth  rendered  them, 
in  the  exercise  of  this  virtue,  worthy  of  imitation,  even  by  civil- 
ized men ;  whose  disinterested  and  unbounded  hospitality  was 
unsurpassed  by  any  people ;  whose  devoted  friendship  was  pro- 
verbial ;  and,  above  all,  whose  veneration  and  love  for  the  Great 
Spirit  is  at  once  the  wonder  and  admiration  of  all  familiar  with 
their  history.  The  virtues,  customs,  and  antiquities  of  this  rustic 
people  were  not  only  suggestive  to  the  soldiers  of  Fort  Mifflin 
of  a  significant  and  appropriate  name  for  their  new  organi- 
zation, but  was  the  fruitful  source  from,  which  might  be  drawn 
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a  ritual,  or  symbolic  work,  •unequalled  for  its  enchanting 
quaintness,  and  the  richness  of  its  moral  grandeur.  The  con- 
ception of  the  name  itself  was  the  culmination  of  a  grand  idea, 
for  it  unfolds  to  the  mental  vision  of  the  contemplative  brother, 
in  one  view,  the  broad  and  expansive  field  of  American  An- 
tiquities, and  links  the  present  with  the  past.  Hence,  we  find 
the  new  friendly  society  announced  as  the  Order  of  Eed  Men. 

The  chief  officer  of  the  Order  was  called  "  Generalissimo," 
who  was  assisted  in  the  administration  of  business  by  major- 
generals,  colonels,  lieutenant-colonels,  and  aids.  But  other 
names  were  also  applied  to  them,  which  were  selected  from  an 
Indian  vocabulary,  and  which,  though  of  less  pretention,  were 
appropriate  and  significant.  Each  new  initiate,  as  he  was 
inducted  into  their  mysteries,  was,  after  the  manner  of  the 
Indians  when  adopting  a  captive,  invested  with  a  "new  name," 
by  which  he  was  ever  afterwards  known  within  the  charmed 
circle  of  the  brotherhood. 

To  what  degree  of  perfection  they  had  thus  early  attained  in 
their  ceremonial,  or  how  comprehensive  its  scope,  Ave  are,  at 
this  distance  of  time,  unable  to  determine  with  any  great  degree 
of  accuracy.  "We  know,  however,  from  the  broken  details 
which  have  reached  us ;  from  the  detached  paragraphs  which 
have  been  preserved,  and  from  the  ancient  mottoes  and  injunc- 
tions yet  extant,  that  its  object  was  patriotic,  and  its  principles 
lofty  and  ennobling. 

"  Eed  Men  administer  no  oaths  binding  you  to  any  political 
or  religious  creed;  they  bind  neither  your  hands  nor  your 
feet.  As  you  enter  their  wigwam,  so  you  depart,  a  free  man," 
was  the  soul-stirring  injunction  impressed  upon  the  mind  of 
the  new  initiate  as  he  passed  the  "  wicket."  But  before  he 
could  penetrate  thus  far,  it  was  incumbent  on  him  to  satisfy 
them  that  he  was  "  a  citizen ;  of  good  moral  character ;  of  uni- 
form and  correct  political  principles,  and  well  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  the  wigwam,"  and  that  he  was  not  an  owner  or  overseer 
of  slaves.  The  quotation  here  given,  from  an  early  report  on 
the  qualification  of  an  applicant  for  membership,  is  no  contra- 
diction to  the  injunction  imposed  upon  the  candidate  at  his 
admission,  as  given  above,  since  the  objects  of  the  organization 
were  not  political  in  any  narrow  or  party  sense.  It  is  true,  the 
Order  was  national  or  American  in  its  purposes ;  it  was  com- 
mitted to  freedom ;  but  it  aimed  also  to  assuage  political  ani- 
mosity and  party  strife,  as  already  shown ;  and  we  are  assured 
that  in  a  comparatively  brief  period  after  it  began  operation, 
a  marked  change  was  observable  in  the  tone  and  temper  of 
the  garrison. 
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]STo  longer  separated  by  the  "  hydra  of  party,"  they  were 
rapidly  inducting  into  their  quaint  rites  candidates  alike  from 
the  war  and  anti-war  parties,  who  met  within  the  common 
circle  of  brotherhood,  and  standing  upon  the  broad  platform 
of  fraternity,  clasped  hands  across  the  rustic  altar,  and,  in  the 
half  azure,  half  saffron  light  of  the  burning  Council  fire, 
pledged  themselves  to  Freedom,  Friendship,  and  Charity. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  the  Council  fire  was  necessarily 
"  quenched ;"  the  garrison  dispersed,  and  the  volunteers  re- 
turned to  their  homes.  But  recollections  of  the  past ;  the 
trials  endured  in  a  common  cause ;  the  friendships  formed 
amid  the  monotonous  rounds  of  garrison  duty ;  the  charms  of 
an  association  so  patriotic  in  its  origin  and  purpose,  and  which 
had  relieved  so  many  dreary  hours  of  garrison  life,  with  the 
natural  desire  of  perpetuating  an  institution  which  had  been 
productive  of  so  much  good,  were  so  many  incentives  to  revive 
the  Order,  and  thus  renew  fraternal  relations  with  each  other. 
Accordingly,  some  of  the  brethren  residing  in  Philadelphia, 
after  consultation,  inserted  a  "  call "  in  the  public  papers  of 
that  city  for  a  council  of  the  "  Eed  Men,"  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  steps  toward  reorganizing  the  Order.  Soon  after,  the 
desired  reorganization  was  effected,  when  the  former  title  and 
principles,  with  some  slight  modification,  were  retained,  with 
the  motto, 

"  Freedom  our  motto, 
Toleration  our  aim, 
Friendship  our  watchword., 
Red  Men  our  name." 

It  may  be  observed  in  this  connection  that  the  first  organi- 
zation having  been  effected  for  the  specific  purposes  already 
set  forth,  it  was  at  that  time  a  purely  social  and  friendly 
society;  but  at  the  reorganization  here  noted  it  was  made 
beneficial;  by  which  additional  principle  certain  stipulated 
sums  were  provided  to  be  paid  to  sick  and  disabled  members, 
and  to  be  drawn  from  a  common  fund,  accumulated  by  the 
payment  of  fixed  dues  by  the  brethren.  In  addition  to  this, 
the  dead  were  to  be  buried,  and  the  widow  and  the  orphan 
cared  for  and  protected. 

It  was  also  determined  upon  to  extend  the  Order,  which 
involved  a  division  into  Tribes,  by  which  name  the  subordi- 
nate branches  were  to  be  known ;  as  well  as  the  alteration, 
or  rather  total  abrogation  of  what  might  be  termed  one  of  its 
proscriptive  features,  in  order  to  adapt  it  for  extension  into 
those  States  wherein  existed  the  "  peculiar  institution." 
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Under  a  commission  issued  by  the  Generalissimo  at  Phila- 
delphia, the  Order  was  taken  to  Baltimore  by  one  of  the 
major-generals,  brother  Eichard  Marley,  where  a  Tribe  was 
organized  in  the  month  of  June,  1820.  This  Tribe  existed  for 
about  three  years,  with  varying  success,  having  attained  at  one 
time  upwards  of  one  hundred  members.  Through  indifference 
and  neglect  it  began  to  diminish,  and  finally  ceased  operations. 

A  fain,  in  the  year  1833,  a  commission  was  issued  in  Phila- 
delphia, by  Generalissimo  Knor,  under  which  another  Tribe 
was  organized  at  Fell's  Point,  where  it  existed  for  a  long  time, 
with  considerable  success ;  but  it  finally  dwindled  down  to  a 
very  few  members. 

In  the  meantime,  however,  some  progress  had  been  made 
by  the  Order  in  Pennsylvania.  Tribes  had  been  organized  in 
Philadelphia  and  vicinity.  One,  which  had  attained  consider- 
able prosperity,  held  its  councils  in  Letitia  Court ;  another  on 
Bush  Hill,  and  still  another  at  Mcetown.  Tribes  had  also 
been  established  in  the  interior;  one  at  Reading,  one  at  Lan- 
caster, and'  still  later,  one  at  Pottsville. 

The  bond  of  union,  or  connection  between  these  several 
Tribes,  seems  not  to  have  been  as  closely  maintained  as  could 
have  been  desired;  for  there  is  no  doubt  that,  though  the 
Tribes  in  Philadelphia  and  vicinity  subsequently  ceased  to 
exist,  the  Order  in  Pennsylvania  nevertheless  maintained  an 
uninterrupted  existence,  (but  apparently  without  a  knowledge 
of  the  efforts  which  had  been  made  to  establish  it  in  Balti- 
more,) until  long  after  the  institution  of  the  present  Great 
Council  of  Pennsylvania. 

On  examining  into  the  cause  of  the  ill  success  attending  the 
efforts  to  establish  the  Order  in  Baltimore,  the  candid  inquirer 
is  compelled  to  acknowledge  that  too  little  attention  had  been 
paid  to  the  habits  of  persons  admitted  io  membership ;  so  that 
it  finally  became  little  better  than  a  band  of  convivialists.  For, 
at  the  period  of  which  we  now  speak,  we  find  a  number  of  the 
old  members,  who  loved  the  Order  for  its  associations,  deter- 
mined upon  effecting  a  thorough  and  radical  reformation  of  it. 
But  they  appear  to  have  proceeded  in  their  commendable  work 
without  being  aware  of  its  existence  elsewhere. 

On  the  20th  of  May,  1835,  the  Past  Chiefs  and  Representa- 
tives, chosen  for  the  purpose  by  the  old  Tribe  of  Maryland, 
assembled  in  Thames  Street,  Fell's  Point,  for  the  purpose 
above  indicated ;  and  in  order  to  shield  themselves  from  the 
odium  which  had  attached  to  the  old  organization,  they  deemed 
it  necessary  to  prefix  the  qualifying  word  "  Improved  "  to  the 
original  name,  and  hence  the  title  as  it  now  stands,  the 
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IMPEOVED  OEDEE  OP  EED  MEN. 

But  not  only  was  this  addition  made  to  the  name  of  the  Order, 
but  other  radical  organic  changes  were  effected,  among  which 
may  be  mentioned  the  total  abolition  of  the  military  titles  for 
the  officers. 

The  body  thus  reorganized,  and  composed  of  members  of 
the  former  organization,  assumed  the  title  and  authority  of  the 
"Grand  Council  of  Maryland,  and  of  the  United  States;"  and 
from  this  body,  and  its  lawful  successors,  have  emanated  the 
various  Tribes  and  State  Great  Councils  now  extending  from 
the  Atlantic  Coast  to  the  golden  shores  of  the  Pacific. 

It  will  not  be  altogether  foreign  to  the  purpose  of  this  paper 
to  state  here,  that  Metamora  Tribe,  No.  4,  subsequently  char- 
tered by  the  Great  Council  of  Maryland,  owing  to  some  disa- 
greement between  them,  and  being  unable  to  settle  it,  finally 
rebelled  against  the  superior  body,  when  a  separation  took  place. 
Metamora  Tribe  thereupon  assumed  the  title  of  "United  Order 
of  Eed  Men,"  and  has  since  entered  into  affiliation'  with  a  few 
discontented  Tribes  in  Pennsylvania,  which  also  seceded  from 
the  Improved  Order.  They  do  not,  however,  materially  inter- 
fere with  each  other;  the  so  called  United  or  Independent 
Order  (for  it  is  known  beyond  the  limits  of  its  own  coun- 
cils by  both  names,)  being  local,  and  confined  for  its  mem- 
bership exclusively  to  those  speaking  the  German  language ; 
whilst  the  Improved  Order  is  cosmopolitan  in  its  character, 
embracing  in  its  field  of  operations  all  languages,  kindreds, 
and  tongues. 

Since  the  period  of  the  reorganization,  many  and  important 
changes  have  been  made  in  its  constitution  and  laws.  Its 
Eitual,  keeping  in  view  its  historical  associations,  has  been 
entirely  remodelled ;  being  reduced  to  a  more  perfect  system, 
elaborating  the  sublime  idea  of  the  brotherhood  of  man,  and 
enshrouding  in  thoughtful  symbols,  and  more  impressive  rites, 
its  great  truths,  which  are  the  more  indelibly  stamped  upon 
the  mind  of  the  aspirants  by  reason  of  the  singular  fascination 
and  deep  solemnity  of  the  strange  surroundings.  It  is  now 
proclaimed  to  the  world  with  all  the  inducements  and  advan- 
tages of  a  benevolent  and  charitable  affiliation ;  purely  Ameri- 
can in  origin,  and  in  all  its  details,  without  being  proscriptive. 
Around  its  emblematic  Council  fires,  he  who  possesses  a  kind 
heart,  and  delights  in  doing  good,  may  find  congenial  associa- 
tion, and  commingle  with  kindred  spirits  in  the  performance 
of  those  kindly  offices  of  charity  which  elevate  the  soul,  and 
renders  man  nearer  and  more  like  the  image  of  his  infinite  Cre-

ator ;  where  those  pleasing  and  instructive  ceremonies  through 
which  he  is  inducted  to  the  higher  "mysteries"  of  the  Order, 
amid  the  wild  fascinations  of  the  sylvan  scene,  seem  invested 
with  an  almost  wierd  awe,  forming  as  it  were  the  connecting- 
link  between  the  spirits  of  the  departed  children  of  the  forest 
and  the  pah  faced  Eed  Men  of  the  present  time ;  where  his 
American  sensibilities  may  not  be  shocked  by  the  parapher- 
nalia and  show  of  regal  pomp,  nor  his  hearing  offended  by  the 
high  sounding  titles  and  mimicry  of  the  hollow  aristocracies, 
or  more  heartless  despotisms  of  the  Old  World. 

But  we  have  reached  the  limits  prescribed  for  this  paper, 
and  enough  has  been  said  to  fulfil  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
intended.  It  remains,  therefore,  only  to  supply  a  few  hints  for 
the  guidance  of  those  who  may  feel  disposed  to  make  a  closer 
acquaintance  with  the  Order  by  connecting  themselves  with  it. 
The  indispensibles,  then,  are  a  belief  in  the  existence  of  the 
Great  Spirit ;  a  good  moral  character,  and  sound  bodily  and 
mental  health.  With  these  qualifications,  the  applicant  need 
find  but  little  difficulty  in  being  "  adopted  "  by  a  Tribe.  But 
should  he  reside  in  a  locality  where  no  Tribe  exists,  and  feel 
inclined  to  have  one  organized,  he  can  proceed  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner.  First  prepare  a  petition  in  the  subjoined 
form : 

To  the  Great  Sachem,  Chiefs  and  Members  of  the  Great  Council  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Improved  Order  of  Bed  Men: 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  Order  (or  pale  faces) ,  residing  in  , 

respectfully  petition  your  Worthy  Body  to  grant  them  a  Charter  to  establish 

a  Tribe  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men,  to  be  located  in  .  The 

said  Tribe  to  be  known  as  ,  No.  — ,  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Eed 

Men,  and  under  your  jurisdiction. 

Inclosed  is  the  Charter  fee — $25. 

Signed  by  the  Petitioners. 

The  blanks  in  this  petition  must  be  properly  filled.  The 
name  selected  should  be  that  of  some  aboriginal  tribe.  The 
number  will  be  supplied  by  the  Great  Council.  The  petition 
must  then  be  signed  by  at  least  ten  respectable  citizens,  quali- 
fied as  above  specified,  and  forwarded  to  the  Great  Sachem,  or 
Great  Chief  of  Kecords.  In  due  time  the  petitioners  will 
receive  notice  of  the  disposition  made  of  the  petition.  If  not 
granted  the  fee  will  be  returned.  In  the  meantime  the  peti- 
tioners may  arrange  the  necessary  preliminary  business,  so  as 
to  have  as  little  delay  as  possible  on  the  arrival  of  the  Great 
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Chiefs  to  institute  the  Tribe.  The  Chiefs  (as  the  officers  are 
termed)  may  be  selected  at  an  informal  meeting,  so  that  they 
can  be  nominated  and  elected  at  once.  The  room  in  which 
the  wigwam  is  to  be  located  should  be  entirely  private,  and 
secure  from  intrusion.  Not  more  than  twenty  candidates  can 
be  admitted  on  the  same  sleep  or  council. 

The  above  directions  are  sufficiently  explicit  to  enable  the 
intelligent  applicant  how  to  proceed, -either  in  joining  a  Tribe, 
or  in  the  formation  of  a  new  one ;  but  one  admonition  may  be 
added :  be  sure  to  select  none  but  the  very  best  men,  in  whose 
probity  and  honor  reliance  can  be  placed.  A  disregard  of  this 
may  prove  the  ruination  of  the  best  Tribe.

ORDER,  No.  2. 

Chiefs  and  Brothers  : 

The  celebration  of  the  approaching  anniversary  of  "Tammany's  Day," 
in  the  Flower  Moon  next,  will  mark  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  the 
Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 

The  founders  of  our  institution,  inspired  with  a  grateful  recollection  and 
admiration  of  the  pure  and  lofty  character  ascribed  to  one  of  America's 
noblest  chieftains,  ordained  that  his  natal  day— the  12th  of  the  Flower 
Moon— in  each  succeeding  Great  Sun,  should  be  celebrated  as  a  holiday. 

In  the  changing  vicissitudes  of  time,  which  bore  heavily  upon  our  early 
brethren,  this  admirable  observance  was  suspended. 

After  a  lapse  of  thirty  odd  Great  Suns,  the  Great  Council  of  the  United 
States,  with  a  view  of  restoring  the  ancient  "land-marks  our  fathers  had 
set,"  re-established  Tammany's  Day  as  the  annual  festival  of  our  Order. 

The  Great  Council  of  Pennsylvania,  conformable  to  the  action  of  the 
Great  Council  of  the  United  States,  appointed  the  undersigned  a  Com- 
mittee of  Arrangements,  with  full  power  in  the  premises. 

The  Committee,  with  a  view  of  having  the  day  celebrated  with  becoming 
services,  and  in  a  manner  every  way  worthy  of  the  proud  position  our 
Order  now  occupies,  have  determined  upon  the  following 

PROGRAMME: 

fflrsl.—ThdX  the  Red  Men  of  Pennsylvania  will  celebrate  the  anniver- 
sary of  "Tammany's  Day,"  on  the  12th  of  Flower  Moon  next,  G.  S.  D. 
378,  by  a  public  Parade  (wearing  the  sash  only),  after  which  an  Oration 
will  be  delivered  by  a  member  of  the  Order.  The  above  services  to  take 
place  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Second. — No  costume  or  fancy  dress  will  be  allowed  in  the  line. 

Third. — The  members  are  requested  to  appear  in  black  suits,  Avhite 
gloves,  and  black  hats. 

Fourth.— Great  Councils  and  Tribes  appearing  in  the  procession  will  be 
allowed  to  employ  their  own  music,  and  to  carry  appropriate  banners  in 
line. 

Fifth.— The  Spear,  tipped  with  red  and  fringed  with  horse-hair,  has 
been  adopted  as  the  emblem  of  authority,  to  be  carried  by  the  Mishinewas 
(or  Marshals)  of  Tribes. 
B 
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Sixth.— The  Spears  of  the  Assistant  Mishinewas  of  Tribes  will  be  tipped 
■with  blue  and  fringed  with  horse-hair. 

Seventh.—  The  Great  Misbinewa  (or  Chief  Marshal)  will  wear  a  Sash 
of  the  emblamatic  colors  of  the  Hunter's,  Warrior's,  and  Chief's  degrees, 
with  rosette  of  ribbon  of  same  colors  on  breast  of  Sash. 
■  Eighth—  Aids  to  Great  Misbinewa  will  wear  Sashes  of  same  colors, 
without  rosettes. 

Ninth.  The  Mishinewas  of  Divisions  will  wear  Scarlet  Sashes,  with 

rosettes  of  the  colors  above  described.   Their  Aids  to  wear  Scarlet  Sashes, 
without  rosettes. 

Tenth.— The  Mishinewas  of  Tribes  will  wear  Past  Sachem's  Sashes. 
Eleventh  -The  Tribes  shall  be  designated  by  Streamers,  bearing  their 
names,  attached  to  the  Spears  carried  by  their  Mishinewas;  but  not  to 
those  carried  by  their  Assistants. 

Twelfth.— The  Representative  of  each  Tribe  (or  in  case  of  his  absence 
or  inability  a  Past  Sachem  designated  by  the  Sachem  or  the  Tribe)  will 
appear  in  line  with  the  Great  Council. 

Thirteenth.—  Each  brother  in  the  line  must  be  clothed  in  the  appropriate 
regalia  (i.  e.  the  sash)  of  his  rank. 

Fourteenth.—  Brothers  will  march  in  sections  of  four,  and  none  will  be 
permitted  to  leave  the  ranks  without  permission  of  the  Mishinewa  of  his 
Tribe  or  his  Assistant.    Nor  will  smoking  be  allowed  in  the  line. 

Fifteenth.— The  following  has  been  adopted  as  the  Eoute,  subject  to 
change  by  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  :— 

The  line  will  form  on  Broad  Street,  right  resting  on  Coates,  and  move 
at  the  10th  run  rising  of  the  sun,  sharp;  march  up  Broad  Street  to  Girard 
Avenue  down  Girard  Avenue  to  Sixth  Street,  down  Sixth  Street  to  Chris- 
tian upChristian  Street  to  Sixteenth,  up  Sixteenth  Street  to  Spruce,  down 
Spruce  Street  to  Broad  Street,  thence  to  the  Academy  of  Music,  where  the 
Oration  will  be  delivered,  and  the  brethren  dismissed. 

Sixteenth  -The  Order  throughout  the  State,  and  in  the  various  jurisdic- 
tions, are  earnestly  and  fraternally  requested  to  be  with  us  and  participate 
in  the  ceremonies  of  the  occasion,  and  assist  in  presenting  to  the  pale  faces 
a  demonstration  worthy  of  the  Red  Men  of  Pennsylvania. 

Seventeenth.— Qr&it  Councils  and  Tribes  intending  to  join  with  us  are 
requested  to  notify  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  through  their  Secre- 
tary, of  such  intention,  and  the  probable  number  of  brothers  they  will 
have  in  line  on  the  day  of  celebration,  as  early  as  possible. 

EPTAe  special  attention  of  the  Tribes  in  this  jurisdiction  is  directed  to 
the  request  in  the  preceding  section. 

NOTE  -To  maintain  uniformity  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  will  supply  the 
Spears  and  Streamers.   Orders  should  at  once  be  sent  to  the  Secretary. 
By  Order  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements.

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ORATION 

DELIVERED  BY  WILLIAM  H.  BARTON,  BEFORE  THE  IMPROVED  ORDER 
OF  RED  MEN  OF  PENNSYLVANIA,  AT  PHILADELPHIA, 
ON  12TH  OF  FLOWER  MOON,  G.  S.  D.  378. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  and  my  Brother  Red  Men: 

I  cannot  find  words  adequate  to  express  the  emotions  of  joy  and  grati- 
tude which  this  occasion  awakens  in  my  heart ;  and  I  cannot  but  feel  that 
your  hearts  are  also  moved  by  this  demonstration  in  commemoration  of  a 
day  sacred  in  the  history  of  the  Order  of  Red  Men. 

We  are  indebted  to  Almighty  God  for  the  privilege  of  assembling  here 
to-day,  and  therefore  it  is  meet  and  proper  that  we  should  give  Him  our 
first  and  -best  thanks.  No  human  enterprise,  I  care  not  what  may  be  its 
object,  can  be  successful  unless  it  has  the  smiles  and  approval  of  Him  who 
holds  in  His  hands  the  destinies  of  all  peoples  and  nations  upon  the  face 
of  the  earth.  Very  little  good,  if  any  at  all,  would  be  accomplished  by  our 
thus  assembling,  were  we  to  neglect  or  refuse  to  give  Gocl  the  praise  for 
the  success  our  Order  has  achieved,  and  the  good  it  has  accomplished. 
Let  us,  then,  rejoice  and  give  thanks,  and  present  the  offerings  of  free  and 
fraternal  hearts  to  God,  who  has  preserved  us  and  kept  us  from  all  harm, 
and  who  has  so  signally  blessed  our  Order,  and  allowed  it  to  prosper. 
Had  we  depended  upon  our  own  efforts  and  strength  for  success,  it  never 
would  have  come,  and  our  eyes  never  would  have  beheld  this  grand  and 
glorious  demonstration,  and  our  hearts  never  would  have  been  made  so 
j  oyous  and  happy  as  they  this  day  are. 

The  scenes  which  surround  us  to-day,  the  recollections  of  the  hour  and 
the  object  which  has  called  us  together,  will  all  have  a  tendency  to  create 
in  our  hearts  new  aspirations,  and  give  us  a  higher  idea  of  our  duty.  We 
shall  lose  nothing  by  thus  assembling,  if  we  rightly  appreciate  the  advan- 
tages arising  from  the  occasion.  Idle  curiosity  may  have  brought  a  few 
here,  while  the  many  have  been  induced  to  come  through  a  sense  of  duty^ 
and  to  perform  a  service  they  feel  they  owe  to  the  Order.  This  clay  can 
be  made  one  long  to  be  remembered  as  a  day  of  real  profit  and  true  rejoic- 
ing, or  one  long  to  be  regretted  as  a  day  misspent  and  wasted.  The  future 
prosperity  of  our  Order  may  depend  upon  the  manner  in  which  we  make 
use  of  the  blessed  privilege  of  meeting  here.  Our  Order  may  this  very 
day  take  a  forward  step  or  a  backward  one.  All  depends  upon  ourselves — 
the  manner  in  which  we  acquit  ourselves — the  manner  in  which  we  illus- 
trate the  principles  we  profess  to  love  and  cherish.  Encouragement  is 
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what  we  need  from  the  world,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  court  that  encourage- 
ment in  the  same  spirit  in  which  we  expect  or  desire  to  have  it  given.  Let 
the  teachings  we  have  received  within  the  walls  of  our  respective  council 
rooms  direct  us  in  the  discharge  of  every  duty  imposed  upon  us,  that  we 
may  thereby  show  to  the  world  that  there  is  some  virtue  in  the  principles 
which  underlie  our  beloved  Order,  and  which  we  have  pledged  ourselves 
to  protect  and  practice.  Thus  living  and  thus  acting,  we  shall  reflect 
credit  upon  our  Order,  and  make  for  ourselves  names  of  which  neither  we 
nor  our  posterity  will  be  ashamed. 

To  Red  Men  this  is  a  day  of  thankfulness  and  rejoicing.  From  around 
every  altar  that  has  been  erected  and  dedicated  to  Freedom,  Friendship  and 
Charity,  there  will  arise  to-day  the  sweet  anthems  of  praise  to  "Him  who 
orders  all  things  wisely."  Around  these  altars  are  gathered  the  true  and 
the  noble— the  men  who  have  battled  manfully  for  principle,  and  who  have 
immortalized  themselves  by  the  performance  of  kind  actions  and  noble 
deeds.  They  have  come  to  these  altars  to-day— not  as  the  gay  and 
wealthy  would  come,  glorying  and  boasting  in  their  gayety  and  wealth — 
not  as  the  warrior  would  come,  to  tell  of  his  courage  and  exploits  upon  the 
battle-field— not  as  the  politician  would  come,  boasting  of  his  triumphs  and 
strategies— not  as  the  man  of  the  world  would  come,  rejoicing  in  the 
number  of  victims  he  has  made  through  his  seductive  influences— not  as 
kings  would  come,  in  pomp  and  power— but  they  come  simply  as  humble 
members  of  an  organization  that  has  brought  succor  and  relief  to  hundreds 
and  thousands;  they  come  clothed  in  the  beautiful  garments  of  rejoicing, 
woven  in  the  looms  of  Freedom,  Friendship  and  Charity,  to  praise  the  God 
of  all  goodness  and  mercy,  and  to  ask  for  a  continuation  of  blessings  and 
heavenly  favor. 

In  1861,  when  our  government  was  menaced  by  a  domestic  foe,  and  its 
overthrow  threatened,  you  will  remember  what  a  general  uprising  there 
was  among  the  people  of  the  North.  Such  an  exhibition  of  patriotism 
was  never  before  witnessed,  in  this  or  any  other  country,  as  was  exhibited 
upon  the  part  of  the  Northern  people.  The  whole  North  was  alive  with 
excitement.  The  desire  to  do  what  was  necessary  to  be  done  to  save  the 
government,  and  maintain  the  supremacy  of  its  laws,  and  keep  the  flag  of 
freedom  from  being  ingloriously  trampled  in  the  dust  of  treason  was 
universal.  Old  men  and  young  men,  and  noble  women  too,  offered  their 
services,  and  were  willing  to  die  that  their  country  might  be  saved,  and  its 
flag  kept  unimpaired.  Men  left  the  plow  standing  in  the  field,  the  anvil 
alone  in  the  shop ;  they  left  the  counter,  the  desk  and  the  office,  and  with 
patriotic  hearts  and  noble  aspirations  marched  forth  in  the  glory  of  their 
manhood  to  do  battle  for  their  country,  and  maintain  the  authority  of  their 
government.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  say,  perhaps,  that  their  courage  and 
patriotism  saved  the  country,  and  to-day,  thank  God,  the  government  is 
stronger  than  ever  before.  It  cost  millions  of  dollars  and  much  precious 
blood  to  accomplish  this,  yet  the  necessity  for  saving  the  country  and  the 
government  was  greater  than  any  sacrifice  that  was  or  could  be  made. 
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This  uprising  of  Red  Men  to-day  has  in  it  some  of  the  elements  found 
in  the  uprising  of  the  people  of  the  North,  when  their  liberties  and  rights 
were  endangered.    It  is  true  it  has  nothing  of  the  war-like  character 
attached  to  it,  but  the  interest  manifested  is  somewhat,  if  not  wholly  simi- 
lar to  that  manifested  by  the  North  in  the  success  of  the  army  and  navy  in 
their  efforts  to  crush  the  rebellion  and  re-establish  peace,  and  bring  about 
order.    Young  men  and  old  men  have  assembled  here,  all  having  left 
their  various  avocations,  and  some  of  them  having  come  from  a  great  dis- 
tance, to  prove  their  devotion  to  a  cause  they  love  so  dearly,  and  for  which 
they  have  labored  so  nobly.    Truly,  such  devotion  as  this  must  find  an 
appropriate  response  in  every  honest  heart,  and  call  forth  the  admiration 
of  the  good  and  the  true.    It  is  this  devotion  which  keeps  our  Order  in 
good  working  condition,  and  gives  it  its  strength,  and  makes  it  a  powerful 
agency  for  good.    Let  this  devotion  die  out,  and  our  Order  will  lose  its 
strength  and  efficiency ;  in  short,  its  downfal  would  be  certain.    It  is  self- 
sacrificing  devotion  to  any  cause,  that  crowns  the  efforts  of  those  who 
engage  therein  with  success.    It  was  Washington's  self-sacrificing  devo- 
tion to  his  country  which  gave  us  a  free  government,  and  made  for  him  a 
name  that  will  be  remembered  throughout  all  time  with  sacred  delight.  It 
was  Columbus'  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  the  work  he  undertook,  that  led 
to  the  unfolding  of  a  new  world  to  the  astonished  old,  and  made  for  him  a 
glorious  record.   It  was  the  self-sacrificing  devotion  of  our  Pilgrim  Fathers 
to  the  principles  of  right,  justice  and  equality,  which  made  their  names 
sacred  in  history,  and  gave  us  freedom  of  thought,  and  the  freedom  to 
worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  our  own  consciences.    It  was 
Morse's  untiring  devotion  to  science  which  gave  us  the  electric  telegraph, 
by  the  means  of  which  the  continents  have  been  brought  into  speaking 
distance,  and  the  listening  nations  of  the  earth  made  acquainted  with 
transpiring  events  within  a  few  minutes  after  their  occurrence.    It  was 
the  lamented  Lincoln's  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  his  country,  in  the  dark 
hour  of  her  trial,  that  will  cause  his  name  to  go  down  to  posterity  as  a 
true  patriot,  an  honest  statesman,  and  the  greatest  of  American  Presidents. 
His  was  a  devotion  which  enabled  him  to  resist  every  temptation  to  betray 
the  confidence  the  people  of  the  North  had  placed  in  him— a  devotion 
which  enabled  him  to  look  above  mere  party,  and  cling  to  country— a 
devotion  which  enabled  him  to  die  like  a  true  martyr,  and  mingle  his 
ashes  with  the  hundreds  and  thousands  of  brave  men  who  had  laid  down 
their  lives  to  save  their  country.    It  has  been  self-sacrificing  devotion  to 
the  principles  which  underlie  our  beloved  Order  that  has  caused  it  to 
flourish  and  prosper,  and  accomplish  good  in  the  world.    My  brother  Red 
Men,  resolve  to  increase  that  devotion,  that  you  may  earn  still  greater 
victories  for  the  Order  in  future  than  you  have  ever  earned  for  it  in  the  past. 

Man  is,  by  nature,  a  social  being.  "He  is  made  to  live  in  the  society 
of  other  moral  beings.  He  cannot  be  contented  in  a  state  of  solitude. 
He  would  rather  dwell  in  the  midst  of  alarm  than  reign  in  the  desert." 
To  prevent  universal  discord  and  confusion,  destructive  of  the  social  state, 
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and  the  ends  for  which  it  was  ordained,  governments  were  established. 
The  controlling  power  must  be  lodged  somewhere — society  must  be  pro- 
tected— individual  rights  must  be  regarded ;  and  how  could  this  be  clone 
except  by  the  establishment  of  governments,  and  the  enactment  of  laws? 
Man  is  not  only  a  social  being,  but  he  is  a  selfish  being ;  he  looks  more  to 
his  own  interest  and  happiness  than  those  of  others — and,  as  a  natural 
consequence,  conflicts  arise  in  society.  These  conflicts  sometimes  lead  to 
bitter  disputes ;  and  if  there  was  no  way  to  settle  these  disputes,  and  no 
power  to  enforce  the  decision  in  the  settlement  of  them,  would  we  not  be 
compelled  to  live  in  perpetual  fear  and  misery  ?  I  look  upon  associations 
like  this,  as  aids  to  governments.  The  principles  which  they  inculcate 
are  in  harmony  with  those  which  underlie  governments — especially  free 
governments.  They  strive  to  cut  men  loose  from  self-interest,  and  teach 
them  to  labor  for  the  common  good.  The  necessity  for  associations  like 
this  cannot  be  disputed ;  men  cannot  help  mingling  with  each  other — they 
must  exchange  sentiments — they  must  unbosom  their  troubles  to  some- 
body— they  must  have  their  associates,  with  whom  they  can  advise,  and 
with  whom  they  can  spend  now  and  then  a  few  pleasant  hours.  You 
might  as  well  try  to  speak  this  world  out  of  existence,  as  to  try  to  prevent 
men  from  mingling  with  each  other.  The  marriage  relation  is  sacred — it 
is  divine— it  is  necessary ;  and  as  this  is  true,  so  it  is  true  that  social  rela- 
tions are  sacred,  divine  and  necessary.  I  am  aware  that  there  are  those 
who  cavil  at  secret  associations,  and  who  assert  that  they  are  agencies  of 
harm  and  mischief.  All  secret  societies  have  met  with  opposition,  and  I 
presume  they  always  will.  Some  men  are  never  satisfied  unless  they  are 
speaking  evil  of  the  good,  and  endeavoring  to  create  discord  and  trouble. 
I  earnestly  believe  that  the  more  such  men  do  and  say  against  secret 
societies,  the  more  rapidly  they  advance,  and  the  stronger  they  become. 
Their  opposition  becomes  a  benefit  instead  of  an  injury ;  their  opposition  is 
our  gain.  Through  the  agency  of  secret  societies,  we  learn  the  wants  and 
condition  of  our  fellows  better,  and  get  a  better  knowledge  of  their  rights. 
Secret  societies,  while  they  are  not  religious  in  their  character  and  purpose, 
do  exert  a  Christian  influence  upon  their  members  and  the  world.  They  do 
not  claim  directly  to  be  the  harfdmaids  of  Christianity,  yet,  indirectly  they 
are,  for  they  do  elevate  the  condition  of  mankind,  and  give  to  their  members 
and  followers  a  broader  idea  of  their  duty  toward  one  another,  and  to  their 
God ;  and  whatever  does  this,  has  in  it  the  elements  of  Christianity.  We 
recognize  God  in  all  that  we  do,  and  in  recognizing  Him,  we  acknowledge 
His  goodness  and  mercy,  and  prove  our  own  devotion  to  the  principles  of 
Christianity— the  true  source  of  our  enlightenment  and  advancement. 
Bring  together  the  members  of  all  charitable  secret  societies,  no  matter  by 
what  names  they  may  be  called,  and  I  hesitate  not  to  declare  that  they 
will  exhibit  a  loftier  standard  of  virtue,  a  purer  code  of  morals,  a  higher 
sense  of  justice  and  humanity  than  any  other  class  of  men  that  exists  upon 
the  face  of  the  earth.  The  advance  of  civilization  has  resulted  from  a 
diffusion  of  political  liberty,  and  this  has  arisen  from  a  better  knowledge 
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of  the  rights  of  man.  And  from  what  source  has  the  sense  of  justice 
sprung,  which  has  thus  been  scattered  over  Christendom,  and  induced 
even  kings  and  emperors  to  mitigate  their  sway  of  despotism?  Is  it  not 
from  Christianity,  inculcating  lessons  of  friendship,  and  dispensing  charity  ?' 
Is  it  not  this  which  has  established  on  a  firm  basis  the  principles  of  equity 
between  man  and  his  fellow  man  ?  Greece  and  Rome  had  beautiful  schemes 
of  liberty,  but  they  rested  upon  no  substantial  basis  of  morals,  and  their 
institutions  perished.  Modern  civilization  is  supported  by  the  eternal 
pillars  of  Christian  morality,  and  the  world's  progress  must  be  onward. 
How  different  is  the  spirit  of  this  age  from  what  has  ever  been  witnessed 
before !  How  many  charitable  institutions  have  arisen  within  the  last  few 
years  to  benefit  the  poor,  the  distressed,  and  the  unfortunate  !  How  many 
associations  have  been  formed  for  the  suppression  of  vice,  and  the  pro- 
motion of  virtue  ;  and  how  wonderfully  have  their  efforts  been  seconded 
by  society!  And  are  not  these  at  once  proofs  of  an  advanced  state  of 
civilization,  and  studies  in  the  march  of  human  improvement  ? 

The  custom  of  celebrating  anniversaries  is  as  old  as  time  itself.  We  are 
told  that  heroes  and  conquerors  celebrated  their  own  advent,  though  the 
down-trodden  people  might  have  yielded  an  enforced  and  heartless  con- 
currence. "A  hallowed  record  teaches  us  that  more  than  seventeen 
thousand  years  before  the  Christian  era,  one  of  the  Egyptian  monarch* 
signalized  his  birthday  by  a  feast  to  his  servants,  and  the  release  of  pri- 
soners, as  well  as  by  an  act  of  despotism.  That  Herod  took  it  upon  him  to 
keep  his  birthday  gorgeously^  is  memoralized  by  the  shameful  decapitation 
of  a  prophet,  and  his  own  consequent  remorse.  In  ancient  Rome,  such 
anniversaries  were  especially  observed.  She  kept  her  own  birthday,  April 
21st,  753,  B.  C,  when  she  paid  honors  to  her  wolf-nursed  father,  Romulus. 
Julius  Cjesar  says  of  the  Gauls,  that  notwithstanding  their  rude  habi- 
tudes, they  kept  birthdays  and  the  beginnings  of  the  years.  The  Roman 
aristocracy  regarded  as  memorable  eras,  not,  merely  their  nativity,  but  the 
period  of  their  attainment  to  any  distinguished  honor.  Not  merely  Em- 
perors and  nobles,  but  common  people  in  private  households,  regarded 
birthdays  according  to  their  ability,  by  entertaiments  to  their  friends,  the 
giving  of  presents,  and  exchanging  good  wishes." 

Americans  are  not  forgetful  of  their  great  men,  nor  of  those  days  in 
American  history,  upon  which  events  have  happened  concerning  the 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  their  country,  and  its  free  institutions.  The 
birthday  of  Washington,  and  the  Fourth  of  July,  are  days  that  will  be 
remembered  and  commemorated  as  long  as  American  liberty  shall  be 
enjoyed  and  the  principles  of  freedom  shall  be  cherished. 

The  desire  to  point  with  pride  to  those  events  in  history  which  mark  the 
advance  of  civilization,  and  clothe  our  national  existence  with  glory  and 
honor,  is  inborn ;  we  cannot  rid  ourselves  of  it,  it  will  exercise  its  power 
over  us,  no  matter  where  we  go  or  what  may  be  our  condition  in  this 
world.  And  as  this  is  true  of  men  with  reference  to  national  events,  so  is 
it  true  of  societies,  whether  secret  or  not.    Every  society  has  some  clay  or 
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days  in  its  history,  to  which  its  members  point  with  pride,  and  love  to 
commemorate  and  keep  sacred.  It  is  because  there  is  one  clay  in  the 
history  of  the  Order  of  Red  Men  that  they  love  to  keep  sacred  and  com- 
memorate, and  that,  this  very  day,  that  they  have  assembled,  not  only 
here,  but  wherever  there  has  been  an  altar  erected  in  the  name  of  the 
Order  and  enshrined  with  the  holy  principles  of  Freedom,  Friendship  and 
Charity. 

Before  speaking  particularly  of  the  clay  we  celebrate,  permit  me  to  refer 
briefly  to  the  origin  and  history  of  the  Order.  It  is  but  quite  recently  that 
anything  was  known  of  its  true  origin,  and  there  may  be  many  here  to-day 
who  are  yet  without  any  knowledge  upon  this  point. 

All  the  evidence  that  can  be  gathered  touching  its  origin  points  to  Fort 
Mifflin,  on  the  Delaware  River,  as  the  place  where  the  first  society  was 
organized,  and  1813  as  the  year  in  which  the  first  Council  fire  was  kindled. 
To  one  not  acquainted  with  the  condition  of  affairs  during  those  eventful 
years  in  our  country's  history,  viz:  1812,  1813,  and  1814,  it  may  seem 
strange  that  the  organization  of  a  secret  society  among  the  soldiers  in  the 
Fort  should  have  been  thought  of  or  needed.    None  but  soldiers  were 
admitted  as  members;  it  was  intended  for  their  benefit  only,  civilians 
exercised  no  control  over  it,  and  were  in  no  wise  connected  with  it.  The 
question  naturally  arises,  why  was  this  society  organized,  or  in  other 
words,  what  was  the  motive  which  prompted  its  organization  ?    It  will  be 
remembered  by  some,  that  during  this  period  in  our  country's  history, 
there  were  two  parties — the  war  party,  and  the  anti-war-party.  Between 
these  two  factions,  there  had  arisen  a  bitter  animosity,  which  spread  itself 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  a  good  deal  of  alarm.    It  found  its  way  in 
the  fort,  and  soon  began  to  disseminate  its  demoralizing  influence  among 
the  soldiers.    In  this  it  was  successful.    The  same  spirit  of  hatred,  strife 
and  distrust,  which  had  embittered  the  feelings  of  the  two  conflicting 
factions  outside,  soon  began  to  manifest  itself  among  the  soldiers.  Captain 
James  H.  Barker,  who  was  commandant  of  the  fort,  and  Lieutenant 
Williams,  viewing  with  apprehension  and  fear  the  threatening  consequence 
of  the  powers  at  work  among  the  soldiers  to  their  country  and  its  free 
institutions,  and  rising  above  the  machinations  of  party,  to  the  true  level 
of  patriotism,  proposed  and  effected  among  the  soldiers  the  organization 
of  the  society  above  referred  to,  and  fortified  it  by  signs,  grips  and  pass- 
words, the  object  of  which  was  to  dispel  discord  and  disseminate  friend- 
ship.   Their  efforts  were  attended  with  the  happiest  results,  for  in  a  very 
short  time  after  the  organization  was  completed,  a  marked  change  was 
visible  in  the  tone  and  temper  of  the  garrison.    The  principles  which  this 
society  inculcated  were  such  as  to  carry  conviction  to  their  hearts,  remove 
from  their  minds  the  feelings  of  angry  passions,  give  them  a  loftier  idea 
of  their  duty,  revive  their  love  for  country,  rekindle  in  their  hearts  the 
fire  of  patriotism,  bring  about  kindness  and  good  fellowship,  and  render  a 
divided  garrison  a  unit  for  the  Republic.    When  we  consider  how  much 
good  was  accomplished  by  the  organization  of  this  society,  can  we  not  all 
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join  in  thanking  God  for  putting  it  into  the  hearts  of  Captain  Barker  and 
Lieutenant  Williams  to  undertake  and  perfect  that,  which  not  only  proved 
advantageous  to  the  country  then,  but  which  has  proved  so  beneficial  and 
advantageous  to  it  since.    The  Order  while  confined  to  the  soldiers  in  Fort 
Mifflin,  was  no  doubt  political  in  ifs  character,  it  having  grown  out  of 
the  bitterness  of  feeling  engendered  between  the  two  conflicting  factions 
outside.    But  thank  God,  if  it  was  political  in  its  character,  it  was  on  the 
side  of  right  and  patriotism,  and  was  national  in  its  purposes  and  designs, 
proving  itself  a  most  powerful  agent  for  the  government  in  dispelling  the 
gloom  which  hung  around  the  national  horizon,  and  in  bringing  about 
peace  and  joy.    My  Brother  Red  Men,  you  may  well  feel  proud  of  the 
origin  of  your  Order.    It  is  American  in  its  origin,  in  its  teachings,  in  its 
objects  and  its  purposes.    The  members  of  other  charitable  organizations 
may  boast  of  their  ability  to  trace  their  origin  away  back  in  the  past,  and 
glory  in  the  idea  of  being  able  to  associate  them  with  the  master  spirits  of 
long  past  ages :  but  I  ask,  what  is  all  their  boasting  compared  with  the 
knowledge  brought  home  to  us  that  our  Order  had  its  origin  in  America, 
that  patriotism  gave  it  its  first  impulse,  and  that  it  was' reared  up  under 
the  blessed  influences  of  free  institutions,  and  that  its  first  votaries  were 
those  who  counted  it  their  greatest  glory  to  be  found  battling  in  the  sacred 
cause  of  freedom  and  for  the  rights  of  man. 

At  the  close  of  the  war,  the  society  in  the  Fort  was  necessarily  aban- 
doned, its  original  object  having  ceased  and  the  volunteers  being  compelled 
to  separate  and  return  to  their  homes.    But  the  principles  inculcated  by 
that  society  had  made  a  lasting  impression  upon  their  hearts,  and  they 
found  after  they  had  resumed  the  peaceful  pursuits  of  life,  that  they  could 
not  resist  the  charms  of  association,  which  seemed  to  have  complete  con- 
trol over  them.    They  determined,  or  at  least  many  of  them  did,  to  effect 
a  re-organization  of  the  society  based  upon  the  pure  principles  of  friend- 
ship.   Accordingly,  some  time  during  the  year  1817,  a  call  was  inserted 
in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  of  Philadelphia  for  a  council  of  Bed 
Men,  which  resulted  in  the  organization  of  what  was  subsequently  known 
as  the  Tribe  of  Columbia,  of  the  Society  of  Red  Men  of  Pennsylvania. 
But  subsequently,  owing  to  a  corroding  element  which  was  introduced 
into  the  society,  the  Tribe  of  Columbia  and  also  the  branch  tribes  gene- 
rally throughout  the  several  States,  lost  their  power  for  good.    A  certain 
document  which  has  come  into  the  possession  of  prominent  members  of 
the  Order  furnishes  evidence  of  this  fact.    This  document  bears  date  April 
14  1821,  but  the  decline  of  these  societies  did  not  take  place  until  some 
time  subsequent  to  that  date.    The  Tribe  of  Columbia  must  have  been 
regarded  as  the  first  regular  society  of  Red  Men,  and  as  having  full 
authority  as  such,  to  give  a  grant  of  power,  because  from  the  original 
manuscript  petition  of  Tall  Birch  Tree-Never  Fear's  Son,  bearing  date 
the  12  Moon,  1825,  for  recognition  of  the  Mother  Tribe  in  Philadelphia,  we 
learn  that  the  Benevolent  Tribe  of  Nassau,  in  the  village  of  Brooklyn, 
Island  of  Nassau,  and  State  of  New  York,  which  had  been  previousl 
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organized,  asked  to  be  recognized,  and  received  a  grant  of  power  from  the 
Tribe  of  Columbia. 

It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  give  a  true  history  of  the  Order,  as  the  records 
of  some  of  the  societies  have  never  been  found,  and  those  that  have  been 
found  are  very  incomplete  and  indefinite.  It  may  be  possible  that  regular 
societies  of  Eed  Men  existed  prior  to  1813,  but  as  there  is  no  evidence  to 
establish  this  theory,  we  must  conclude  from  the  facts  already  given  that 
1813  is  the  year  in  which  the  first  regular  society  was  organized.  And  it 
may  be  possible  too,  that  regular  societies  existed  between  1813  and  1817 ; 
but  as  there  is  no  evidence  to  establish  this  theory  either,  we  must  con- 
clude from  the  documents  in  our  possession,  that  the  Tribe  of  Columbia 
was  the  first  regular  society  of  Eed  Men  organized  after  the  disbandonment 
of  the  volunteers  at  Fort  Mifflin.  After  1817  societies  were  organized  in 
New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Delaware  and  New  York.  But  these  societies 
appear  to  have  had  no  connection  with  each  other.  They  had  their  own 
governments  and  prosecuted  their  good  work  in  accordance  with  their  own 
rules.  Of  the  dates  of  the  organization  of  these  societies  I  do, not  intend 
to  speak,  because  I  could  not  do  it  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction  to  you 
or  myself.  It  is  enough  to  know  that  they  existed,  and  that  they  all 
flowed  from  the  same  original  fountain  head— the  Tribe  of  Columbia,  at 
Philadelphia. 

May  20th,  1835,  is  the  date  which  marks  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  the 
Order.  It  was  then  placed  upon  a  proper  footing.  A  complete  organiza- 
tion was  effected.  This  was  brought  about  by  a  meeting  of  the  Past  Chiefs 
and  Representatives  selected  for  that  purpose,  who  convened  in  the  old 
"Wigwam  on  Thames  street,  Pell's  Point,  Baltimore.  The  names  of  the 
Past  Chiefs  present  at  this  Convention  were  Wm.  T.  Jones,  or  Seaman's 
Friend;  Wm.  Muirhead,  or  Hospitality;  Charles  Skillman,  or  Camel's 
Hair.  The  names  of  the  Representatives  were  George  A.  Peter,  or  Link 
of  Union ;  who  was  still  a  member  of  the  Order  in  1866,  but  whether  he 
is  now  living  or  no  I  am  unable  to  state  ;  Captain  Joseph  Branson,  or  Cock 
of  the  Walk ;  and  Edward  Lucus,  or  True  Verdict.  At  this  meeting  the 
Grand  Council  of  Maryland  and  of  the  United  States  were  completely 
organized,  and  the  hitherto  Society  of  Red  Men  was  announced  to  the  world 
as  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men.  The  first  chiefs  chosen  by  the  Grand 
•  Council  were  Grand  Sachem,  Seaman's  Friend;  Grand  Senior  Sagamore, 
Hospitality;  Grand  Junior  Sagamore,  True  Verdict;  Grand  Chief  of 
Records,  Link  of  Union ;  Grand  Chief  of  Wampum,  True  Verdict ;  Grand 
Prophet,  Cock  of  the  Walk.  The  Order  was  now  entirely  shorn  of  its 
political  character  •  military  successions  and  titles  abandoned,  and  new 
ones  adopted  in  their  stead.  The  organization  was  effected  without  regard 
to,  or  apparent  knowledge  of,  the  fraternity  elsewhere.  The  Order  thus 
clothed  with  new  power  and  proper  authority,  and  taking  for  its  motto, 
Freedom,  Friendship  and  Charity,  started  out  into  the  world  upon  its 
broad  mission  of  love. 
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The  good  it  has  accomplished  since  it  was  thus  endowed  can  hardly  be 
estimated.  Thousands  of  homes  have  been  made  happy  through  its  min- 
istrations. Many  are  filling  high  places  of  trust  to-day  who  never  would 
have  been  known  outside  of  the  immediate  community  in  which  they 
lived,  but  for  the  good  it  wrought  upon  their  hearts  and  the  practical 
lessons  it  taught  them.  It  has  educated  thousands  of  orphans  and  has 
sent  them  on  their  way  rejoicing.  It  has  brought  joy  to  many  a  widow's 
heart,  and  saved  untold  numbers  from  starvation  and  misery.  Time 
would  fail  me,  my  friends  and  brothers,  to  recount  all  the  good  it  has  clone. 
Suffice  it  to  say,  that  its  history  is  already  full  of  good  deeds,  and  the 
monuments  of  its  ministrations  are  to  be  seen  everywhere.  It  now  counts 
its  membership  by  thousands,  and  on  its  rolls  are  found  the  names  of  some 
of  the  best  men  in  the  laud. 

In  passing  it  might  be  well  to  state,  that  by  subsequent  legislation,  the 
word  Grand,  attached  to  the  various  titles,  was  abandoned,  and  the  word 
Great  substituted,  that  word  expressing  more  correctly  the  idea  intended 
to  be  conveyed  by  the  aboriginal  Red  Men. 

My  brethren  of  Pennsylvania,  to  you  belongs  great  credit  for  the  stand 
you  have  taken  in  behalf  of  the  Order.  It  was  a  child  of  your  own  raising 
and  nursing,  and  under  your  protecting  care,  it  grew  up  into  the  full 
stature  of  man.  You  have  defended  it  nobly  from  the  slurs  of  those,  whose 
great  glory  it  would  be,  to  see  it  go  down  and  be  numbered  with  the  things 
of  the  past.  You  have  displayed  a  moral  heroism  in  upholding  its  principles, 
as  great  as  that  which  nerved  the  martyrs'  hearts  and  bared  the  Reformers' 
stalwart  arms.  That  bravery  which  dares  to  be  true  to  duty  though  the 
heavens  fall,  true  when  the  world  knows  it  not,  true  in  the  calm  resolve  of 
the  midnight  hour,  when  no  eye  but  God's  looks  into  the  soul,  true  when 
the  world  would  applaud  for  being  false,  and  every  wordly  interest  would 
seem  to  offer  a  price  for  cowardice,  is  the  proudest  and  sublimest  of  all 
human  virtues.  Such  is  the  bravery  you  have  displayed.  You  have 
shrunk  from  no  task  however  difficult,  no  duty  however  severe,  no  sacri- 
fice however  hard,  and  no  labor  however  confining,  to  make  the  Order  a 
blessing  to  mankind  and  a  powerful  agency  for  good  in  the  world.  In 
speaking  thus  of  my  brethren  of  Pennsylvania,  I  do  not  wish  it  understood 
that  it  is  my  desire  to  detract  one  jot  from  my  brethren  elsewhere.  All 
deserve  praise,  all  are  entitled  to  it,  and  I  am  glad  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
fact  before  this  large  and  intelligent  audience,  that  harmony  and  good  will 
prevail  throughout  the  whole  Order,  which  now  extends  from  ocean  to 
ocean,  and  from  the  gulf  to  the  lakes,  and  that  the  members  everywhere 
are  working  with  a  zeal  and  earnestness  which  bespeaks  for  the  Order  a 
bright  and  glorious  future. 

But  we  have  met  to  celebrate  Tammany's  Day;  to  do  honor  to  the 
memory  of  one  of  America's  noblest  chieftains.  Thatcher  says,  in  speak- 
ing of  Tammany  :  "He  was  a  mighty  warrior,  an  accomplished  statesman, 
and  a  pure  and  high-minded  patriot."  In  private  life  he  was  still  more 
distinguished  for  his  virtues,  than  in  public  for  his  talents.    And  Drake,  in 
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his  history  and  biography  of  the  North  American  Indians,  speaking  of  him, 
says :  "  The  fame  of  this  great  man  extended  even  among  the  whites  who 
fabricated  numerous  legends  concerning  him.  In  the  Revolutionary  war, 
his  enthusiastic  admirers  clubbed  him  a  saint,  and  he  was  established  under 
the  name  of  Saint  Tammany,  the  patron  saint  of  America.  His  name  was 
inserted  in  some  of  the  calendars,  and  his  festival  celebrated  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  every  year.  On  that  day  a  numerous  society  of  his  votaries 
walked  together  in  procession  through  the  streets  of  Philadelphia,  their 
hats  decorated  with  buck  tails,  and  proceeded  to  a  handsome  rural  place  out 
of  town,  which  they  called  the  Wigwam,  where,  after  a  long  talk  or  Indian 
speech  had  been  delivered,  and  the  calumet  of  peace  and  friendship  had 
been  duly  smoked,  they  spent  . the  day  in  festivity  and  mirth.  After  din- 
ner, Indian  dances  were  performed  on  the  green  in  front  of  the  Wigwam, 
the  calumet  was  again  smoked,  and  the  company  separated."  This  quota- 
tion from  Drake's  history,  fixes  upon  the  first  day  of  May  as  the  feast  of 
Saint  Tammany,  but  the  original  documents  in  the  possession  of  prominent 
members  of  the  Order,  incontestibly  prove  the  clay  observed  to  have  been 
the  12th  clay  of  May,  Saint  Tammany's  Anniversary.  The  Wigwam  to 
which  Drake  refers,  as  the  place  of  holding  the  feast,  was  located  on  Bush 
Hill,  then  out  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  was  kept  by  a  gentleman  by 
the  name  of  Clements,  who  was  known  also  among  the  members  of  Saint 
Tammany's  Society,  as  Brother  Pine  Grove.  The  house  was  known  to  the 
community  at  large  as  Harmony  Hall,  which  name  was  given  to  it  by  the 
proprietor,  in  honor  of  the  Bush  Hill  band  of  musicians,  of  which  he  was 
the  leader.  Subsequently  it  was  called  the  Wigwam,  from  the  fact  that 
the  Red  Men  had  secured  a  large  room  in  the  old  stone  building,  which 
they  made  their  permanent  place  of  meeting,  having  fitted  it  up  beautifully 
with  appropriate  scenic  decorations  and  effects  necessary  for  the  celebra- 
tion of  their  quaint  and  romantic  rites.  Prior  to  their  occupation  of  this 
Wigwam  they  had  no  permanent  place  of  meeting,  but  kindled  their 
council  fires,  as  the  old  manuscripts  show,  first  at  the  house  of  one  brother, 
and  then  at  that  of  another.  Long  before  the  Wigwam  became  their 
abode  they  celebrated  the  natal  clay  of  their  aboriginal  Saint  in  the  groves 
of  New  Jersey,  or  other  rustic  localities  on  the  Pennsylvania  side  of  the 
Delaware  river. 

Peculiar  as  was  the  manner  in  which  our  early  Red  Men  observed  the 
natal  clay  of  Saint  Tammany,  it  was  not  without  its  meaning,  not  without 
its  solemn  teachings,  and  did  not  fail  to  leave  its  good  impressions  upon 
those  whose  pleasure  and  privilege  it  was  to  participate  in  those  annual 
feasts.  Our  early  Red  Men  loved  Tammany  because  of  his  manly  virtues. 
Around  him  they  could  gather  with  pride,  and  from  him  they  could 
receive  cheering  words  and  kind  advice.  Their  greatest  pleasure  was  to 
do  him  honor  and  manifest  for  him  their  deep  interest  in  his  welfare. 
They  would  sacrifice  their  own  comfort  to  gratify  him,  and  regarded  no 
trial  too  severe  to  promote  his  happiness.  Why  did  they  thus  exhibit  such 
fraternal  affection  for  him  ?    Because  in  him  they  found  a  true  friend  and 
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brother.  His  interests  were  their  interests— his  fortunes  their  fortunes. 
He  labored  for  their  good,  and  they  in  return  respected  and  honored  him. 
He  was  animated  by  noble  sentiments.  He  could  suffer  injuries  and 
affronts  with  patience,  when  it  was  in  his  power  to  inflict  vengeance. 
He  could  display  kindness  and  generosity  toward  his  enemies;  he  could 
submit  to  pain  in  order  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  his  friends ;  he  could 
sacrifice  repose  and  even  life  itself,  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the 
human  race.  How  could  it  be  otherwise  than  that  such  a  man  should  be 
esteemed  and  respected?  Was  it  not  natural  that  his  natal  day  should 
have  been  so  extensively  celebrated,  and  his  name  so  greatly  revered  ? 
His  virtues  alone  furnish  material  sufficient  upon  which  to  build  a  society 
for  the  diffusion  of  general  benevolence.  The  character  which  I  have 
portrayed  of  Tammany  cannot  fail,  I  think,  to  answer  the  question,  should 
it  be  asked:  Why  do  the  various  Tribes  of  Eed  Men,  as  they  now  exist, 
celebrate  his  anniversary  ?  Our  desire  to  link  the  respect  and  esteem  we 
entertain  for  Tammany,  with  the  respect  and  esteem  our  Eed  Men  early 
entertained  for  him,  is  this  day  made  manifest.  The  virtues  which  adorned 
his  private  life  we  have  endeavored  to  make  our  own ;  have  embodied 
them  in  the  ritual  of  our  Order,  and  with  them  as  our  shield  and  defence, 
have  gone  out  into  the  world  to  battle  against  crime  and  enforce  the 
beautiful  and  sublime  doctrine  those  virtues  inculcate— namely,  charity  of 
judgment  and  thought  toward  all  men. 

My  friends  and  brothers,  reflect  if  you  will,  and  tell  me  if  you  can  could 
we  have  met  together  to-day  for  a  higher  object  than  the  one  which  now 
claims  our  attention  ?  To  promulgate  the  principles  of  true  benevolence 
and  charity  among  men,  is  the  highest  duty  we  can  perform.  This  will 
do  what  war  cannot  do;  for  war,  in  its  best  estate  and  grandest  achieve- 
ments, is  waste,  and  must  be  so  regarded,  whenever  man  shall  attain  to  a 
recognition  of  a  true  and  united  manhood.  But  the  principles  of  benevo- 
lence and  charity  operate  differently.  It  is  their  province  to  subdue  the 
passions  of  men ;  lift  them  up  out  of  their  low  estate  and  clothe  them  in 
the  beautiful  garments  of  dignity  and  honor ;  to  harmonize  the  conflicting 
opinions  of  men  ;  to  trample  underfoot  all  kinds  of  wrong  and  oppression  ; 
to  beautify  and  adorn  our  common  nature  ;  to  strew  our  pathway  through 
life  with  the  graceful  memorials  of  kind  actions  performed ;  to  crown  all 
our  efforts  to  benefit  mankind  with  joy  unspeakable  and  full  of  glory,  and 
imbue  us  with  the  graces  of  Christian  culture,  to  erect  palaces  where  art 
and  science  and  learning  may  assemble,  and  to  establish  cities  whose  very 
bells  may  chime  their  perpetual  praises. 

It  has  been  said  that  charity,  broadly  interpreted,  is  benevolence  in 
action,  love  working  in  and  through  systems  for  the  benefaction  of  the 
human  race.  Its  spirit  js  present  everywhere.  Turn  where  you  will,  call 
to  mind  all  the  achievements  in  arts  and  sciences,  and  the  advancements 
in  civilization  that  have  ever  been  made,  and  you  cannot  fail  to  see  it 
shining  forth  in  effulgent  glory.  Charity  does  its  work  in  an  unostenta- 
nious  manner.    It  does  not  parade  itself  in  kingly  pomp ;  it  goes  forth 
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into  the  world  as  it  were  unseen,  finding  its  way  into  the  secluded  nooks 
and  corners  of  the  earth,  sowing  in  them  the  seeds  of  liberal  deeds, 
"wherefrom  the  poor  and  needy  may  gather  harvests  of  rejoicing." 

The  works  of  charity  are  enduring.  Human  enterprises  may  decline  and 
be  forgotten.  Kings  may  reign  for  a  time  amid  splendor  and  pomp,  and 
hold  whole  nations  in  fear  by  their  stern  commands  ;  yet  they  at  length  pass 
away,  and  their  names  and  deeds  are  soon  forgotten.  Empires  may  rise, 
and  for  awhile  claim  the  admiration  of  the  world,  but  the  stern  footsteps 
of  decay  are  sure  to  come  stealing  on  crushing  them  down  under  their 
heavy  tread,  and  they,  and  their  power  and  glory,  are  soon  forgotten. 
War,  with  its  desolating  elements,  may  come  and  ruthlessly  sunder  hearth- 
stones, picture  the  faces  of  the  innocent  victims  of  its  unholy  rage  with 
want  and  starvation,  leave  sorrow  and  mourning  at  every  cottage  door  in 
the  land,  and  as  a  result  of  that  war  demoralization  may  sweep  like  a, 
simoon  over  our  cities  and  villages,  and  ruin  forever  fair  daughters  and 
promising  sons ;  and,  although  it  may  take  many,  very  many  years  to  wipe 
out  the  remembrance  of  this  awful  calamity,  the  time  will  surely  come, 
when  all  will  be  forgotten,  save  so  far  as  history  shall  make  a  record 
thereof.  But  of  the  works  of  charity,  it  has  been  beautifully  said  :  they  are 
more  enduring  than  those  of  the  hero,  for  they  speak  not  of  devastation 
and  blood,  but  of  positive  deeds  of  mercy,  that  can  never  be  forgotten, 
until  nature  has  forgotten  to  do  its  wonted  work  upon  the  memory  of  man. 
And  while  systems  that  have  grown  weak  from  age,  shall  have  fallen  with 
a  crash  that  shall  shake  the  earth,  it  will  be  the  province  of  charity  to 
gather  up  the  fragments  that  lay  around,  and  march  on,  to  shape  to  better 
purposes  the  destiny  of  the  coming  period.  I  have  thus  dwelt  upon 
charity,  and  its  offices,  because  it  is  the  greatest  of  all  the  virtues,  and  all 
the  others  are  embodied  in  it. 

When  we  reflect,  my  friends  and  brothers,  that  Tammany  squared  his 
life  by  principles  of  Freedom,  Friendship  and  Charity— and  that  our 
Order  is  endeavoring  to  make  these  principles  felt  in  the  world— by  reliev- 
ing the  afflicted,  caring  for  and  educating  the  orphan,  burying  the  dead, 
encouraging  the  weak,  aiding  the  distressed,  and  watching  with  the  sick  ; 
should  we  not  feel  that  we  have  good  reason  for  celebrating  Tammany's 
anniversary,  and  to  be  thankful  for  the  privilege  of  holding  up  the  record 
of  his  life,  as  an  example  worthy  of  imitation  ? 

All  secret  societies  which  have  for  their  object  the  promulgation  of  the 
principles  of  friendship  and  charity,  are  practical  educators.  They  do  not 
directly  educate  men  in  the  various  sciences  and  arts,  in  literature  and 
mathematics,  but  by  means  of  their  power  over  men,  the  moral  influence 
they  exert,  the  inducements  they  offer,  the  beautiful  lessons  they  incul- 
cate, and  the  rectitude  of  conduct  they  enforce, #they  do  indirectly  lead 
men  to  take  higher  and  broader  views  of  life  and  its  duties  and  its  respon- 
sibilities. They  are  the  most  useful  men  in  the  world,  who  best  under- 
stand their  duties,  and  who  know  the  meaning  of  their  responsibilities ; 
who  are  alive  to  the  true  interests  of  society,  who  are  always  willing  to 
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do  their  part  in  every  movement  calculated  to  improve  the  condition  of 
mankind,  and  who  fearlessly  stand  up  for  and  maintain  what  is  right  and 
just  between  man  and  man,  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  good  opinions  of 
those  whose  greatest  glory  it  is,  to  be  counted  among  the  champions  of 
wrong  and  oppression.  Correct  education,  is  undoubtedly  the  mainspring 
of  all  legitimate  action,  the  power  behind  the  throne  of  ignorance  and 
vice,  pressing  it  clown  and  opening  the  way  for  the  developement  of 
thought,  and  for  laying  deep  the  foundations  of  truth  and  virtue.  A  man 
who°has  spent  the  greatest  portion  of  his  life  in  an  institution  of  learning, 
may  command  respect  because  of  his  attainments  in  the  various  branches 
of  human  knowledge,  yet  he  may  be  entirely  ignorant  of  the  important 
duties  of  life,  and  be  without  that  knowledge  which  alone  can  enable  him 
to  occupy  a  place  in  the  mansions  beyond  the  skies.  As  a  botanist,  he 
may  be  able  to  give  the  name  of  every  flower  that  grows,  together  with 
its  origin  and  its  changes  ;  in  short,  he  may  possess  all  the  knowledge 
necessary  to  make  him  master  of  this  study,  and  yet,  he  may  be  entirely 
ignorant  of  the  rose  of  Sharon.  As  an  astronomer,  he  may  be  able  to 
give  you  the  name  of  every  star  that  glitters  in  the  firmament,  and  with 
surprising  accuracy  tell  you  of  the  various  changes  each  star  and  planet 
will  undergo  in  a  certain  time  ;  in  fact,  he  may  possess  all  the  knowledge 
necessary  to  make  him  master  of  this  study— and  yet,  he  may  be  entirely 
ignorant  of  the  star  of  Bethlehem.  Of  what  avail,  I  ask,  will  all  his 
knowledge  of  botany  and  astronomy  be  to  him,  if  he  remains  ignorant  of 
that  rose  which  will  never  fade  nor  die,  and  of  that  star  which  will  never 
cease  to  twinkle,  and  beckon  sinners  thitherward  ? 

Education  may  be  either  special  or  general— special  education  is  obtained 
in  schools  or  institutions  of  learning,  but  general  education  is  obtained 
through  those  agencies  which  associate  men  with  the  duties  and  transac- 
tions of  life.    It  is  not  necessary  that  a  man  should  be  a  Latin  scholar  to 
enable  him  to  perform  a  kind  act  and  help  his  fellow  man  and  send  him 
on  his  way  rejoicing— it  is  not  necessary  that  a  man  should  have  sprung 
from  the  loins  of  royalty,  to  enable  him  to  exert  an  influence  for  good,  or 
to  secure  for  himself  a  passport  to  Heaven.    The  fact  is,  my  friends  and 
brothers,  the  men  who  have  rendered  their  country  the  greatest  service, 
who  have  done  the  most  for  the  advancement  of  the  human  race,  have 
been  those  who  sprung  from  the  loins  of  the  lowly— John  Bunyan  was  a 
tinker,  Dr.  Kitto  was  a  workhouse  boy,  Demosthenes  was  the  son  of  a 
sword  maker,  and  Herschell  once  performed  in  a  military  band,  Dr. 
Livingston  was  a  factory  lad,  Defoe  was  the  son  of  a  butcher,  Watt,  the 
inventor  of  the  steam  engine,  was  an  instrument  maker,  Sir  Isaac  Newton 
was  a  common  laborer,  and  Ben  Johnson  was  a  bricklayer.    Around  the 
names  of  these  men  cluster  all  that  is  good  and  worthy  of  imitation. 
They  came  from  the  farm  and  the  workshop,  it  is  true,  but  that  did  not 
detract  from  their  worth  one  jot  or  title— it  was  rather  to  their  credit,  and 
proved  the  mainspring  to  all  their  social  excellence  and  their  achieve- 
ments; their  education  was  that  which  gave  them  a  true  understanding  of 
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the  needs  of  the  time  in  which  they  lived,,  and  led  them  to  consider  the 
necessity  of  making  use  of  all  the  privileges  God  had  given  them  to 
advance  the  interests  of  the  human  race  and  glorify  his  name. 

Among  all  the  philanthropic  characters  of  the  past  or  present  age,  the 
labors  of  Howard  stand  pre-eminent.  We  are  told,  that  in  prosecuting 
his  labor  of  love,  he  travelled  three  times  through  France,  four  times 
through  Germany,  five  times  through  Holland,  twice  through  Italy,  once 
through  Spain  and  Portugal,  and  also  through  Denmark,  London,  Russia, 
Poland,  and  part  of  the  Turkish  Empire,  surveying  the  haunts  of  misery, 
and  distributing  benefits  to  mankind  wherever  he  appeared. 

"  From  realm  to  realm,  with  cross  or  crescent  crowned, 
Where'er  mankind  or  misery  are  found, 
O'er  burning  sands,  deep  waves,  or  wilds  of  snow, 
Mild  Howard  journeying,  seeks  the  house  of  woe  ; 
Down  many  a  winding  steep,  to  dungeons  dank, 
Where  anguish  wails  aloud  and  fetters  clank, 
To  caves  bestrewed  with  many  a  mouldering  bone, 
And  cells  whose  echoes  only  learn  to  groan  ; 
Where  no  kind  bars  a  whispering  friend  disclose, 
No  sunbeam,  enters,  and  no  zephyr  blows ; 
He  treads,  inemulous  of  fame  or  wealth, 
Profuse  of  toil  and  prodigal  of  health  ; 
Leads  stern  eyed  justice  to  the  dark  domains, 
If  not  to  sever,  to  relax  the  chains  ; 
Gives  to  her  babes  the  self-devoted  wife, 
To  her  fond  husband,  liberty  and  life, 
Onward  he  moves  ;  disease  and  death  retire, 
And  murmuring  demons  hate  him  and  admire." 

The  life  of  Howard  presents  an  illustration  of  just  what  charitable  secret 
societies  are  designed  for.  It  was  his  highest  aim  to  relieve  the  distressed, 
to  promote  the  education  of  the  young,  and  to  meloriate  the  condition  of 
the  unfortunate.  So  is  this  the  highest  aim  of  charitable  secret  societies. 
They  reach  the  hearthstones  of  their  membership,  and  lay  broad  and  deep 
the  foundations  of  character  and  influence. 

My  brother  Red  Men,  our  Order  is  destined  to  become  the  most  power- 
ful one  in  the  land.  It  does  not  claim  any  superiority  over  other  Orders, 
yet,  it  possesses  those  elements  which  makes  it  progressive  in  its  character. 
Being  purely  American  in  its  origin,  it  strives  to  promulgate  the  principles 
of  Freedom,  Friendship  and  Charity — the  three  great  principles  upon 
which  the  corner  stone  of  liberty  rests.  Its  teachings  and  its  ceremonies 
are  American  in  their  character.  The  wigwam  and  the  hunting  grounds 
are  terms  used  in  connection  with  our  early  Red  Men  who  made  the  forest 
their  home.  They  drew  all  their  lessons  from  nature's  school,  and  so  do 
we — because  we  believe  we  can  And  in  that  school,  those  customs  and 
ceremonies  which  are  best  adapted  to  simple  life.  There  is  a  great  future 
before  this  country,  and  we,  as  Red  Men,  having  linked  ourselves  with  our 
country's  institutions,  have  now,  and  will  have  in  time  yet  to  come,  an 
active  part  to  perform  in  all  that  is  being  done  and  shall  be  done  to  advance 
her  greatness,  enlarge  her  boundaries,  and  increase  her  influence.  New 
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developments  in  science,  the  arts  and  in  literature,  are  yet  to  be  made. 
In  all  these,  we  shall  take  an  active  part,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 
Who  could  wish  for  greater  opportunities  than  those,  which  are  now 
offered  to  us  ?    Who  could  desire  to  live  in  a  more  glorious  age,  than  the 
one  in  which  we  now  live?    Our  privileges  are  without  number,  our 
duties  important,  and  our  responsibilities  great.    Let  us  labor  earnestly, 
that  the  sublime  doctrines  our  Order  teaches,  may  be  more  universally 
practiced,  the  state  of  society  changed,  its  sounds  of  discord  hushed,  its 
wrongs  trampled  in  the  dust,  and  its  millennial  glory  hastened  on.  Let 
us  this  day  renew  our  vows,  and  consecrate  ourselves  anew  to  the  work 
before  us.    Let  us  make  this  day  a  sacred  one  in  the  history  of  our  Order, 
one  to  which  we  may  point  with  pride,  and  one  which  we  may  always 
regard  as  the  beginning  of  a  new  career  of  usefulness.    Our  brethren  in 
California,  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Virginia,  and,  in  fact, 
wherever  there  has  been  a  wigwam  established,  and  a  council  fire  kindled, 
are  to-day— in  the  ides  of  the  Flower  Moon— celebrating  the  anniversary 
of  Tammany.   Eeclmanship  is  speaking  to  the  world  to-day.    It  is  present- 
ing its  claims  and  announcing  its  purpose.    Red  Men,  listen  to  its  appeals ; 
pale  faces,  give  ear  unto  its  councils,  for  they  are  truthful  and  worthy  of 
your  consideration.    Eeclmanship  is  marching  on— it  is  bound  to  triumph. 
Do  you  remember  in  that  disastrous  siege  in  India,  when  the  Scotch  girl 
raised  her  head  from  the  pallet  of  the  hospital,  and  said  to  the  sickening 
hearts  of  the  English — "  I  hear  the  bagpipes,  the  Campbells  are  coming," 
and  they  said,  "Jessie,  it  is  delirium."    "No,  I  know  it,  I  heard  it  far 
off."    And  in  an  hour  the  pibroch  burst  upon  their  glad  ears,  and  the 
banner  of  England  floated  in  triumph  over  their  heads.    So  I  hear  in  the 
dim  distance,  the  first  notes  of  a  coming  jubilee  rising  from  the  hearts  of 
millions  of  Red  Men,  who  shall  then  meet  to  celebrate  the  anniversary  of 
Tammany,  and  rejoice  in  the  progress  of  the  Order.    Brethren,  I  beseech 
of  you  to  stand  firm.    You  have  everything  to  hope  for,  to  labor  for,  and 
to  live  for.   With  shoulder  to  shoulder,  move  on  in  your  good  work.  Let 
each  labor  in  his  sphere,  according  to  his  capabilities.    A  forest  of  useful- 
ness lies  open  before  you.    Do  not  become  disheartened  or  discouraged— 
in  whatever  sphere,  "act  well  your  part,  there  all  the  honor  lies." 

The  Order  of  Red  Men  is  the  oldest  benevolent  organization  of  American 
birth  and  growth.  My  brethren,  strive  to  make  it  the  most  efficient  one 
in  the  world.  You  can  do  it  if  you  resolve  to  be  true  to  yourselves,  true 
to  your  duty,  and  faithful  to  your  vows.  Let  no  trials  cause  you  to  falter. 
Trials  will  come,  and  you  must  meet  and  bear  them.  They  come  some- 
times to  test  men's  faith,  and  teach  them  that  there  are  no  pleasures  so 
sweet  as  those  earned  by  effort,  and  no  victories  so  glorious  as  those  won 
by  hard  fighting  and  much  sacrifice.  "  One  bright  and  sunny  morning, 
on  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie,  a  steamer  sailed  with  a  happy  group ;  fathers, 
mothers,  children  and  lovers  were  grouped  upon  her  decks  for  a  day  of 
pleasure.  Her  banners  floated  gaily  in  the  breeze,  and  '  she  walked  the 
waters  like  a  thing  of  life.1    Presently  there  was  a  whisper  of  'fire  in  the 
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hold.'  The  captain  quietly  gave  orders  to  the  crew,  and  efforts  by  them 
were  made  to  quench  the  flames,  but  in  vain.  He  then  organized  all  the 
men  in  the  boat  into  lines  of  fire  combatants,  and  though  they  fought  it 
bravely,  the  flames  yet  increased.  Agonizing  mothers  clung  to  their 
husbands,  and  despair  was  depicted  on  every  countenance.  An  old,  rough 
and  weather-beaten  pilot  was  at  the  helm.  Enveloped  in  smoke,  his  nerves 
were  yet  steady.  The  captain,  as  the  boat  was  Hearing  the  shore,  sang  out, 
'^John  Maynard,  can  you  hold  out  a  little  longe-  '  A  voice  came  back 
in  reply — 'I'll  try,  sir.'  The  curling,  wreathing  ire  crisped  his  hair, 
shriveled  one  hand,  and  then  the  other ;  yet  he  held  on.  The  boat  was 
beached,  the  passengers  saved !  But  were  was  honest  John  Maynard  ? 
Gone  to  his  reward  among  the  beautified  angels  of  God."  My  brethren, 
hold  on  a  little  longer ;  stand  firm  to  the  helm ;  be  true  to  your  duty ;  and 
regard  no  sacrifice  too  severe  that  you  may  be  called  upon  to  make  for 
your  fellow  men.  Work  nobly  on,  and  the  day  will  come  when  your 
labors  shall  be  rewarded,  and  the  flag  of  your  Order,  emblem  of  Freedom, 
Friendship  and  Charity,  shall  float  in  triumph  over  millions  of  men 
redeemed  and  saved  from  the  blighting  influences  of  sin,  and  rejoicing  in 
the  hope  of  a  life  immortal  and  eternal  beyond  the  skies.
